INTRODUCTION (VOLUME ONE)

This project began over a decade ago as the classic “family tree.” However, as many have 
experienced, once one starts to delve into their ancestral past, one catches the “bug” to go further. 
My obsession is why I find myself writing this introduction to multiple volumes of mine and my 
wife’s family genealogies and histories. The more I learned, the more I wanted to know, including 
the details of an ancestor’s life and the times they lived in, so I could properly convey to my 
descendants how “our family” came to be. I was amazed so many ancestors took the risk and leap 
of faith of relocating themselves from Europe, where they faced oppression and poverty, to 
America, arriving with nothing but each other, a few possessions, and the willpower to do what 
was necessary to succeed. Individuals who never would have met in the “Old World” married and 
had families. Over the generations, they moved from farming the land to occupations which 
changed the economy and society. Most were successful in their lives, work and families; and 
their children and subsequent generations usually did better than their parents. In short, what I 
found was the story of Canada and America. 


Contemporary geographic and political designations were used to provide an accurate context 
of the historical events which influenced their journeys and shaped their lives. Biographies lend 
context to an individual’s experience. I endeavored to provide a complete (not necessarily 
comprehensive) and accurate genealogy and history, including covering several generations for 
those who were not in my/our direct line ancestry. This work is not intended to be exhaustive, as 
there are gaps in the records known to most genealogists, information which is not in the public 
realm, as well as the impact of post-9/11 laws and various privacy and census acts which greatly 
limit information. I apologize for any typographical and transpositional errors, as I tried to be as 
thorough as possible in my editing. I used the given names and surnames as they appeared in the 
original records, many of which preceded universal literacy. I generally did not include unsourced 
births, marriages, deaths, or middle names or initials, even though they might have been accurate 
based upon inaccessible public, non-public and/or private records. I personally reviewed every 
document referenced, not just their transcription. The endnotes and citations provide the avenue 
for others to confirm and reproduce my results and findings. Web based sites (e.g. Ancestry, 
Family Search, Find My Past, Find-a-Grave, etc.) were used solely as search engines and as a 
means to access the original documents, or to obtain information for further investigation. I was 
fortunate enough to connect with a few highly skilled researchers who willingly shared 
information, thoughts and theories about our mutual ancestors. 


Volume One of this book is far larger than originally anticipated. As with my Martin ancestors 
from my mother’s paternal line,! the Gallinger-Cryderman-Eamer story caught my interest from 
two perspectives. First, was their journey from Europe to provincial New York to pre-Ontario, 
Canada, which as a history major was a compelling story we were never taught about the American 
Revolution. Secondly, once I into my research, I found the number and volume of inaccuracies in 
other’s work to be overwhelming, astounding and simplistic (which has been unfortunately copied 
and then repeated hundreds of times). Names and ages of spouses and children were ignored. If 
a person’s name was the same (including as presented by Ancestry® and other site’s algorithms), 
then they must be the same person (even if they were born before their parents or lived to be well 
over 100 years). Geography wasn’t considered, so long as the names were the same (or even 
similar). The mis-information was so pervasive, I felt compelled to correct as many of the errors 
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and inaccuracies as I could, and found myself repeatedly going down the proverbial “rabbit hole” 
on countless occasions to sort out and place facts, documents and families with whom they 
properly belonged. The only work I could trust was that of Worrall and Frolick, which they 
graciously shared with me; although I did not cite their book on the Gallingers or use its contents. 
I couldn’t correct all of the errors I found, I just hope I didn’t repeat them or create new ones. 


I wrote in a narrative format so I could “fill out” the individuals whom I researched, and explain 
my findings and conclusions (which others are free to contradict with “facts”). My direct ancestors 
are italicized so my descendants can more easily follow them; although many other ancestors and 
their associates have biographies and histories in the endnotes. 


Once published, this book will be donated to various libraries, archives and 
genealogical/historical societies as well as placed on-line so it can be readily accessible. A list of 
the donees is contained in the “source” section of individuals contained in my Ancestry® family 
tree. I also plan on a separate on-line presence where this volume can be downloaded in PDF 
format. I will also provide a PDF copy electronically to those individuals or institutions who 
request it.

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CH. 1: THE HOLY ROMAN EMPIRE OF THE GERMAN NATION 


From 962 to 1806, The Holy Roman Empire (“HRE’”) was the principal political, economic, 
legal and religious entity for the present-day geographic region of Germany and areas bordering 
Germany. The HRE (and its successors Prussia and The German Empire) is important to the 
settlement of North America because the Emperors’, and their surrogates’, religious, economic 
and political domination, created the conditions for their citizens to leave Europe and settle in the 
British Colonies; many of whom were our ancestors. 


The origins of The Holy Roman Empire began during the reign of Charlemagne (~742-814), 
who ruled over Frankia (768AD), the Kingdom of Italy (774AD), and many of the Germanic 
tribes. Roman Catholicism was the undisputed religion of Europe. In 800AD, Pope Leo III 
proclaimed Charlemagne “emperor.” By publicly aligning with Charlemagne, the pope and 
church ensured they had the political and military power to protect themselves from attacks by 
their enemies. However, by 924, the imperial role accorded to Charlemagne becomes idle. In 
962, the papacy in the form of Pope John XII again 
found himself under siege from his Italian enemies, so 
he coroneted Otto I as the Christian emperor in the 
west, which began an 800 year line of Holy Roman 
7 emperors. His son Otto II created the title “Holy 
Roman Emperor” as a clear statement of western and 
WN) papal independence from the other Christian emperor 

s in Constantinople. The HRE’s main territory was in 
“Germany,” but it also inherited Charlemagne’s 
legitimacy and interest in Italy from which it would 
protect the papacy and the Roman Catholic Church. 
M@-4 The initial Holy Roman Emperors used the imperial 
| crown as a mandate to control the papacy, and would 
dismiss popes at their will. This power, together with 
territories covering much of central Europe, gave the 
", German empire and the imperial title great prestige 
ms and power in the late 10th Century. 


Eventually, the Roman Catholic Church’s 
authority prevailed over the civil authority of the emperors, and the papacy’s power would reach 
its zenith. The church-state engaged in many military conflicts, including the Crusades, and 
during the Middle Ages a wide variety of new church traditions became official doctrine of the 
Roman Catholic Church. 
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The Holy Roman Empire served as the government over much of Europe for the majority of 
medieval history. “The Holy Roman Empire of the German Nation” was announced as the 
formal name of the empire around 1500. The residents of the various duchies, electorates, 
landgraviates and kingdoms which formed the HRE spoke “German,” and most often referred to 
themselves as “Germans,” and then as citizens of one of the 350 political and geographic units of 
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By the 15th Century, a growing number of Christians grew uneasy with the dominance, 
teaching and corruption of the Roman Catholic Church, and rejected papal authority. Martin 
Luther launched the Protestant Reformation and John Calvin became a Reformation leader in 
Geneva. Elector Charles V (1519-1556) wanted to stamp out Lutheranism and Calvinism, but 
many princes saw this as an infringement on their rights and viewed the reform movement as an 
opportunity to reform and extend their authority over the Roman Catholic Church. By 1526, 
each prince or city had the right to determine whether they embraced reform or would remain 
loyal to the Roman Catholic Church. Divisions among the princes and the Holy Roman Emperor 
created an unstable situation in central Europe. By 1600, the Holy Roman Empire of the German 
Nation had devolved into a decentralized elective monarchy composed of over 360 sovereign 
and independent states made up of smaller sub-units, principalities, duchies, counties, Free 
Imperial Cities and other domains, many of which were ruled by the same families for 
generations. 


The Reformation and the Counter Reformation divided “Germany” into hostile Protestant 
and Catholic camps. The last attempt by an emperor to reassert Catholicism in the empire 
precipitated the Thirty Years’ War (1618-1648), one of the longest and most destructive conflicts 
in European history. Initially, it was fought largely as a religious war between Protestants and 
Catholics in the Holy Roman Empire, although disputes over internal politics and the balance of 
power within the Empire also played a significant role. The War began when Holy Roman 
Emperor Ferdinand I, King of Bohemia and King of Hungary, attempted to curtail the religious 
activities of his Protestant subjects. Gradually, the War evolved into general conflict involving 
the great powers of the time: Sweden, France, Spain and Austria; waging campaigns - primarily 
on “German” soil. A major consequence of the Thirty Years' War was the devastation of entire 
regions, which were denuded by the foraging armies. Famine and disease significantly 
decreased the population of the German states, Bohemia, the Low Countries and Italy. It is 
estimated that 20% of Germany’s total population was killed during the war, with losses of up to 
50% along a corridor running from Pomerania in the Baltic to the Black Forest (circled). 
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Most of the combatant powers were bankrupted. The Peace of Westphalia in 1648, ended the 
War, reaffirmed the rights of princes and cities, and also provided for Catholicism, Lutheranism 
and Calvinism to be of equal status. Although religious issues retained importance after 1648, 
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they no longer dominated international alignments, eliminating a major destabilizing influence in 
European politics. 
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The Holy Roman Empire of the German Nation was finally destroyed and dissolved in 1806, 
when Napoleon smashed the Austrian and Russian armies in the Battle of Austerlitz. 


The Holy Roman Empire, circa 1 
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In 1664. the Dutch Republic surrendered the Provincie Nieuw-Nederland to the Kingdom of 
England, which immediately renamed it the Province of New York, for Charles II brother James, 
Duke of York. The territory included the present U.S. states of New York, New Jersey, 
Delaware and Vermont; inland portions of Connecticut, Massachusetts and Maine; and eastern 
Pennsylvania. The Hudson and Mohawk River Valleys, Vermont and Iroquois lands in western 
New York were reassigned to the Crown.

The Mohawk River Valley, which is sandwiched between the Adirondack and Catskill 
Mountains, is a natural passageway connecting the Atlantic Ocean, by way of the Hudson River 
Valley, with the interior of North America. Prior to 1700, the Mohawk River Valley was mostly 
pristine and unsettled by Native Americans or Europeans. Mohawk Indians used the valley for 
hunting and fishing, and to travel to and from the Champlain Corridor and Canada. During the 
17th Century the valley was settled by Dutch immigrants. The British Government of New York 
used speculators to purchase large tracts of land from the Mohawks for resale to settlers; at a 
substantial profit. Legal ownership of the purchased tracts, which were often procured by fraud, 
was officially approved by the Crown Government of New York through the issuance of grants 
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and patents. In 1683, Albany County was created as one of the ten counties of the Colony of 
New York. Albany County included the northern part of New York, all of present day Vermont, 
and extended westward to the Pacific Ocean. 


“In the 18th Century, the Mohawk Valley was a frontier for political, military and economic 
growth. European settlement and trade with the Iroquois set the stage for commercial and 
military competition between European nations.”’! In 1704, the first tract of 700,000 acres was 
sold by the Mohawks to Samson Broughton, Attorney General of the British Colony of New 
York. The Mohawks were misled to believe the sale was acreage for one farm. The Mohawks 
were outraged at being defrauded and the land wasn’t opened for settlement until the end of the 
French and Indian War in 1763. 


In June 1710, Robert Hunter, a businessman, was appointed Governor of the Province of 
New York. Tar and pitch from the pine forests of New York needed to be harvested to maintain 
England's massive fleet. A “Naval Stores Project,” located along the Hudson River, was 
established with the plan of using Palatines* as the predominant labor force. The Province 
purchased 12,300 acres of land south of Albany on the east side of the Hudson River from 
Robert Livingston the Elder, the Lord of Livingston Manor from 1715 to 1728. Hunter resettled 
the Palatines to “Livingston Manor,”? and other sections along the Hudson River. 


The Palatines worked hard to fulfill their part of the contracts which guaranteed each family 
forty acres of land. However, they found they were working under conditions which made them 
indentured servants. They bitterly complained to Hunter and a number of them secretly decided 
they would resettle to Schoharie to claim the rights previously promised to them. The Palatines 
interest in Schoharie began while they were still in Britain, when a few of their representatives, 
who had come to the colonies, had been introduced to several Indian leaders. These Indian 
leaders sympathized with the Palatines and granted Queen Anne a tract of land to be used 
exclusively by them. After futile efforts by Governor Hunter to dissuade them, they were 
eventually disarmed and suppressed. A New York official of the London Board of Trade 
reported Robert Livingston had taken advantage of Governor Hunter by selling him land which 
did not contain the proper pine trees needed to extract the tar and pitch. He also reported the 
Palatines’ complaints and their decision to relocate to Schoharie. With the failure of the Naval 
Stores Project, Governor Hunter went bankrupt, and the Palatines were told to fend for 
themselves. Close to starvation, and after confirming the Indians would be willing to sell them 
the land which had previously been promised to them, 130 Palatine families moved to Schoharie. 
With assistance from friendly Indians and a fierce determination to survive, the Palatine families 
began to establish a thriving community. In 1720, William Burnet replaced Governor Hunter. In 
1722-1723, ninety Palatine German immigrant families moved to German Flatts (Burnetsfield 
Patent) on the south side of the Mohawk River and west of Canajoharie, Palatine and Stone 
Arabia. Through the hard work of these Palatine immigrants, the German Flatts district became 
one of the richest in the entire Mohawk Valley. On October 19, 1723, the Stone Arabia Patent of 
12,700 acres, covering Stone Arabia, Ephratah and Oppenheim, was issued to 27 mostly German 
Palatine families. The Stone Arabia Patent became one of the most famous grants of land along 
the Mohawk, because it legitimized the German Palatine settlers and protected them against 
French-Canadian aggression. In 1729, Trinity Lutheran Church was built in Stone Arabia on a 
50-acre church lot which was part of the Patent. In 1733, construction was started on a frame 
church to replace the original log church. A dispute arose between those who wanted the new 
church building to be Reformed Dutch or Lutheran. The Reformed Dutch element prevailed and 
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the Lutherans withdrew to the original log church.t Between 1711 and 1775 Stone Arabia grew 
into a rich and populous farming community, and later became a strong Revolutionary Whig or 
“rebel” center. The Palatines were described as tenacious, educated, industrious, frugal, devout, 
independent and able to withstand tremendous adversity.° 
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In 1614, the Dutch built a fort called “New Orange” on the Hudson River just south of its 
junction with the Mohawk River. The Fonda family immigrated from the Greater Netherlands 
and settled in the Schenectady area when it was under Dutch control. After the Dutch lost 
F ) control of New Amsterdam in 1664, Fort Orange became known 
as Albany, which at the time was the second largest settlement in 
the thirteen original American colonies after Jamestown, 
Virginia. Douw Jellis Fonda was born in Schenectady in 1700. 
In 1725, Douw Fonda married Maritje (Marry) Vrooman (1698— 
1756). In 1751, Douw and Marry Fonda moved about 20 miles 
_ west from Schenectady to the Mohawk Valley near the Indian 
village known as Caughnawaga, and built a trading post, where 
he established friendly relationships with the Indians. 
Caughnawaga is on the north bank of the Mohawk River, east of 
Stone Arabia and Ephratah, and south of William Johnson’s 
lands. Douw Fonda’s family included sons Jellis (1727-1791),° 
Adam (1736-1808) and John (1741-1815).’ 


In 1738, William Johnson (b~1715) arrived in the Mohawk 
Valley to work for his uncle Admiral Peter Warren on a large 
tract of undeveloped land south of the Mohawk River (“Warrensburgh”’). Johnson arrived with

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twelve Irish Protestant families, who along with African slaves he owned cleared his uncle’s 
land. Johnson was described as “a very enterprising man, quick to grasp the possibilities that 
existed for accumulating wealth and land in the Mohawk Valley. Along with overseeing his 
uncle’s business affairs, he also established his own trading business with the Mohawk Indians, 
and was one of the few Englishmen to understand the benefits of assimilating Indian culture into 
his political and business dealings with them.”*® William Johnson learned the Mohawk language 
and Iroquois customs, and was eventually adopted into the Mohawk Nation, one of the Six 
Nations of the Iroquois League. Other colonists and land owners, including Phillip Schuyler 
(1733-1804)? and Nicholas Herkimer (1728-1777), who would become the second most 
influential family in the Mohawk Valley,'? also traded with the Iroquois. The resulting 
commercial and military competition between England and France led to the French and Indian 
Wars, and later the American Revolution. 


William Johnson had two daughters and one son, John Johnson (born 1741), by his common 
law wife Catherine Weisenberg, a Palatinate immigrant. William Johnson also took Mary 
(“Molly”) Brant (1736-1796),'! a Mohawk Clan Mother, as his second common law wife, and 
they had at least eight children, which gave him additional influence with the Mohawk. Johnson 
had relationships with other settlers and Indians, fathering numerous children. 


In 1739, William Johnson cut into the Albany Indian trade when he bought a house and small 
farm on the north side of the Mohawk River, where he built a store and sawmill, which he called 
“Mount Johnson.” This purchase was the beginning of his voracious efforts to acquire large 
tracts of land from the Mohawks; taking advantage of his close relationship with them. In 1749, 
William Johnson, built a stone house on the north side of the Mohawk River, which became 
known as “Fort Johnson.” 


“At the end of the seventeenth century approximately 200,000 people inhabited the British 
colonies in North America. The following century saw an explosion in numbers with the 
population doubling about every 25 years. The passage to America was treacherous by any 
standard. Many of the immigrants were too poor to pay for the journey and therefore indentured 
themselves to wealthier colonialists - selling their services for a period of years in return for the 
price of the passage. Crammed into a small wooden ship, rolling and rocking at the mercy of the 
sea, the voyagers - men, women and children - endured hardships unimaginable to us today. 
Gottleb Mittelberger was an organ master and schoolmaster who left one of the small German 
states in May 1750 to make his way to America. He arrived at the port of Philadelphia on 
October 10:'? 


“During the voyage, there is on board these ships terrible misery, stench, fumes, 
horror, vomiting, many kinds of seasickness, fever, dysentery, headache, heat, 
constipation, boils, scurvy, cancer, mouth rot, and the like, all of which come from old 
and sharply-salted food and meat, also from very bad and foul water, so that many die 
miserably.” 


“The misery reaches a climax when a gale rages for two or three nights and days, so 
that everyone believes that the ship will go to the bottom with all human beings on 
board.” 


“Children from one to seven years rarely survive the voyage; and many a time parents 
are compelled to see their children miserably suffer and die from hunger, thirst, and 
sickness, and then to see them cast into the water. I witnessed such misery in no less than 
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thirty-two children in our ship, all of whom were thrown into the sea. ... It is a notable 
fact that children who have not yet had the measles or smallpox generally get them on 
board the ship, and mostly die of them.” 


“When the ships have landed at Philadelphia after their long voyage, no one is 
permitted to leave them except those who pay for their passage or can give good security; 
the others, who cannot pay, must remain on board the ships till they are purchased and 
are released from the ships by their purchasers. ... It often happens that whole families, 
husband, wife, and children, are separated by being sold to different purchasers, 
especially when they have not paid any part of their passage money.” 


In June 1753, the Kingsborough Tract and Patent, consisting of 20,000 acres of prime forest 
land in the Mohawk Valley, was issued to Arent Stevens and others, 1.e. “strawmen” who were 
trusted friends and tenants of William Johnson, who became the sole owner of the massive land 
mass. The Kingsborough Patent included land which became parts of the towns of Johnstown, 
Mayfield and Ephratah. 
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Tensions in North America increased when French and British officials and colonists sought 
to extend each country’s sphere of influence in frontier regions. The French and Indian War 
(1755-1763) pitted France, French colonists, and their Native allies against Great Britain, Anglo- 
American colonists and the Iroquois Confederacy, which controlled most of upstate New York 
and parts of northern Pennsylvania. William Johnson was appointed “Colonel of the Six 
Nations” and Major General of the provincial forces. In 1755, Johnson led a mixed colonial and 
Indian force against the French fortification at Crown Point on Lake Champlain, which Johnson 
renamed Lake George in honor of the king. The French attacked the British encampment, but 
the colonists and their Indian allies held the ground. Jellis Fonda was a major in the militia 
under William Johnson in this battle. The French lost half of their forces, and the British lost 
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400 men. William Johnson was wounded in the battle, England’s only victory in 1755. 
Following the battle, Johnson decided to construct a fortification at southern end of Lake 
George; and the French began construction of Fort Carillon near the northern end of the lake. 
British military engineer William Eyre designed Fort William Henry as an irregular square 
fortification with bastions on the comers, to be able to repel Indian attacks. In 1757, the French 
and their Huron allies successfully laid siege to the fort, using artillery to pummel the structure 
and its occupants; which resulted in the surrender of British and provincial troops. What 
followed was an event which served as the inspiration for part of James Fennimore Cooper’s The 
Last of the Mohicans (1826), and two movies of the same name. After the surrender, British 
troops and militia were allowed to keep their muskets, but no ammunition. The Indians entered 
the fort, and massacred and scalped the wounded. Then they attacked the evacuation column. 
Out of the 2,300 who surrendered, about 185 were killed, although estimates at the time ranged 
as high as 1,500. The French destroyed the fort, and it lay abandoned for over 200 years. 
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William Johnson was knighted by King Genie II and in 1756, at the insistence of the 
Mohawks, was appointed British Superintendent of Indian Affairs for the northern colonies, 
which title he retained until his death. Sir William Johnson’s position was also crucial in 
protecting Mohawk Valley settlers, who were on the front lines of the conflict. 


In November 1757, peace and prosperity ended in the Mohawk Valley with “The Massacre 
of German Flatts”: 


“The year 1757, during the French and Indian War, found the Mohawk Valley fairly 
well prepared for the conflict. An army of 10,000 British and Americans had been 
mobilized at Albany ... Three forts had been built by Sir William Johnson: Fort 
Canajoharie and Fort Hendrick (named after King Hendrick, the Mohawk chief, who was 
killed in the battle of Lake George), both at Canajoharie; and Fort Herkimer, which was 
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built around the home of Johan Jost Herkimer, father of the Revolutionary general. This 
was the farthest advance frontier post at the time and housed a garrison of 250 men. In 
addition to these new forts, there were in existence Fort Johnson (Amsterdam), Fort 
Schenectady, Fort Hunter and Fort Harrison (at Palatine Church). 


“Yet in spite of these fortifications and the comparatively large army which had been 
assembled, the Americans had one great disadvantage in the weakness and incompetence 
of their commanders. Sensing this, Montcalm, who was in command of the French 
forces, determined to take advantage of the situation. In 1756, he succeeded in capturing 
Fort Oswego, and in November 1757 he sent a raiding party to invade the German Flatts 
section of the Mohawk Valley, centering around Fort Herkimer.” 


“A war party of 300 French, Canadians and Indians ... made their way to the 
Mohawk Valley. They were seen and reported by Oneida Indian Scouts, but, incredible 
as it may seem, the Palatine settlers did not believe the warning and made no 
preparations. This was partly due to a false alarm the previous spring and partly because 
they did not think the enemy would dare to penetrate so far into the valley for an attack. 


“On November 11th, the French and Indians crossed the Mohawk in water up to their 
necks and camped about a mile and a half away from the nearest of the five forts in the 
German Flatts district. The following morning, they attacked the first fort at Palatine 
Bridge and the rapid fire of the French, combined with the Indian war whoops, so 
terrified the inhabitants that their mayor ordered the gates to be opened and asked for 
mercy. M. de Belletre (leader of the French forces) then turned his attention to the other 
forts, which all surrendered and were burned. Meanwhile, Indians and Canadians were 
ravaging and burning some 60 houses which were located in the Palatine district outside 
of the forts. 


“About 40 colonists were killed in the attack and nearly 150 prisoners taken. The 
French invading party did not have a single man killed. ... The damage inflicted upon 
the district was terrific and the entire German Flatts settlement was practically wiped out. 


“The French report ... claimed that they had inflicted the following damage: ‘In grain 
of all sorts, a much larger quantity than the island of Montreal had produced in years of 
abundance. The same of hogs; 3,000 horned cattle; 3,000 sheep. 1,500 horses, 300 of 
which were taken by the Indians, and the greater number consumed for the support of the 
detachment. 


“The property in furniture, wearing apparel, merchandise and liquor might form a 
capital of 1,500,000 livres ($277,500). The French and Indians have acquired as rich a 
booty as they could carry off. They have in specie more than 100,000 livres ($18,500). 

. There was likewise plundered a quantity of wampum (beads used for Indian money), 
silver bracelets, etc., scarlet cloth and other merchandise, which form a capital of 
80,000.’ 


“Even if this report was grossly exaggerated, the German Flatts district was one of the 
richest of the entire valley and the fruits of the labor of the settlers were entirely wiped 
out. It was a terrific blow to the Mohawk Valley and many of the settlers who were not 
caught in the raid proceeded to desert the valley.’ 
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The raid on German Flatts, located in the western section of the Mohawk Valley, destroyed 
the Palatine settlements and removed settlers from this part of the valley. Once Fort Stanwix 
was erected in 1758, the surviving settlers began to erect houses, barns and mills on the German 
Flatts, but it took until the early years of the American Revolution before the ravages of the 
French and Indian War had been repaired. The Reformed Protestant Dutch Church of 
Caughnawaga was organized in 1758 by a Low Dutch element, with the first building erected in 
1763," 


On July 3, 1759, in the midst of the French and Indian War, Michael Gallinger, Sr., Jacob 
Algajer (Alguire) and Philip Wemer (Emer/Ener/Amer/Eamer), patriarchs of our British Loyalist 
families, were part of 127 men from the Mohawk Valley who became naturalized citizens of the 
British colony of the Province of New York, by an act of the General Assembly and Lt. 
Governor; “... and shall be Intituled to have and Enjoy all the Rights and liberties, Privileges and 
advantages Which his Majesty’s Natural Born Subjects in this Colony have and Enjoy ...”!® 


“Since some of the colonists were non-English, the question of citizenship arose early 
in the American colonial experience...” 


“There were two avenues to English citizenship available. One was naturalization; 
the other was denization. ... Naturalization was more costly for the alien, but it did 
convey a higher status and more rights...” 


“In the colonial period both denization and naturalization conferred civil but not 
political rights. They primarily involved the ownership and transfer of realty. Denization 
conferred limited rights of inheritance, but naturalization was complete. A denizen was 
allowed to buy and devise land while an alien could not. Neither an alien nor any of his 
children could inherit land. He could not hold any office of trust or receive grants of land 
from the Crown.”!” 


On July 26, 1759, after a 19-day siege, Sir William Johnson led regular army and militia 
troops,'® along with about 1,000 Iroquois warriors, and captured Fort Niagara from the French. 
Fort Niagara was located on the eastern bank of the mouth of the Niagara River on Lake Ontario. 
In December 1760, the Mohawk of the community of Canajoharie gave Sir William Johnson a 
tract of about 80,000 acres of land north of the Mohawk River, for which he later gained a royal 
patent, and therefore control over pre-existing settlers. 


“From the holders of these grants (i.e. Stone Arabia Patent, Butlers Patent, Sacandaga Patent 
and Kingsborough Patent) Sir William Johnson secured large tracts of land both prior and 
subsequent to 1760; thus preparing for the settlement of the region in and about Johnstown 
which took place about that date. The fertile lands in the south part of the present town offered 
an inviting prospect to the German and the Scotch emigrants who settled there on Sir William’s 
invitation. Their occupation of the territory must have been as early as 1760, as it is practically 
conceded that there were numerous settlers in the neighborhood of Johnson Hall a year or two 
before that structure was built. It has been said that two hundred families of the Scotch 
Highlanders professing the Roman Catholic faith were residents of Johnstown at the beginning 
of the revolution. Another element forming an important part of the settlement of this region 
were the Germans and Dutch, many of whom came up from the valley of the Mohawk, where 
large numbers settled as early as 1740. ... Sir William followed the British custom of leasing 
the manorial lands and among his early tenants were Dr. William Adams; Gilbert Tice, inn

keeper; Peter Young, miller; William Phillips, wagon maker; James Davis, hatter; Peter Yost, 
tanner; Adrian Van Sickle; Major John Little; and Zephaniah Bachelor.”!” 


Tenants placed on these lands would have had the obligation to clear the land for farming, 
and once they were able to subsist on the farm, Sir William Johnson would have begun 
collecting rents. “By the start of the 18th century, the political influence of popularly-supported 
‘assemblies,’ notably the Albany Assembly, had begun to effectively break the legal power of 
the manor lords, and place it quite firmly in the hands of those who held the vote under the 
‘Lawes of England.”””° Politically, this did not result in much change, as manor lords won 
representation of their manors in every election from 1691-1776. In the law, however, there was 
a quite radical change as tenants were converted from mostly “at will” leaseholders, whose lease 
was at the will of the manor lords, to mostly lifetime leaseholders and freeholders. 


“At the time Sir William moved to the hall in 1761 or 1762, there were about one hundred 
tenants on the adjacent farms.””! From 1760 to 1775, large numbers of churches, schools, mills, 
taverns, stores, shops, houses and barns were built in the Mohawk River Valley. River traffic 
was brisk and highways were developed and improved. The river valley was a Whig (patriot) 
stronghold, but there was a substantial Loyalist sentiment, particularly in areas controlled by Sir 
William Johnson. 


The extent of Sir William (and his son Sir John) Johnson’s wealth and control due to his 
acquisition of the Kingsborough Patent, and by extension other patents, is demonstrated in Sir 
John Johnson’s Loyalist Claim for losses for the period 1776-1778.77 
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On February 10, 1763, the Treaty of Paris (“Treaty of 1763”) was signed by Great Britain, 
France and Spain, formally ending the Seven Years’ War, which had been won by Great 
Britain.*?> Britain gained most of France’s possessions in North America.”4 
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In 1764, Johnson used his influence to persuade the Six Nations (Mohawk, Oneida, Seneca, 
Cayuga, Onondaga and Tuscarora) not to join Pontiac’s Rebellion, which broke out in response 
to illegal colonial settlement on the frontier and British treatment of the Indian tribes, particularly 
those who had supported the French. Only the Seneca joined Pontiac, and the Province of New 
York was generally kept out of the conflict primarily because of Johnson’s effort.”° 


In August 1765, two years after the end of the French and Indian War, Samuel Adams 
organized the Sons of Liberty, a secret organization of Boston citizens opposed to the 1765 
Stamp Act. Anti-tax sentiment continued to exist in all thirteen colonies, including in the 
Mohawk Valley, where “Whigs” expressed their dislike of the Crown’s heavy handed actions. 
“Loyalists” or “Tories,” including Sir William Johnson, supported the right of King George III to 
impose his will upon the colonies, including through the assessment of taxes on every part of the 
economy. Johnson’s enterprise was directly affected by the Sons of Liberty, as was related by 
John Wetherhead, a merchantman from New York, to Johnson on September 11, 1769: 


“.,. I Sent you on Thursday last 6 Barrells of Pork which I hope will come to hand 
before this Letter & Observe all your other Orders, which if possible Shall be All Sent 
away this Week, I Say if possible because I very much Doubt whether the Window Glass 
or the Earthern Ware are att all comeattable in this City, all the Goods Come from Europe 
Since last Spring being Stored by the Sons of Liberty, nor will they as yet Suffer the least 
Thing to go out of their Possession ... for God knows when the Sons of Liberty will 
permit us to have any more Goods, I Suppose not till they have sold all their Old & refuse 
Goods, which they are doing at an exorbitant Rate ...””° 


In 1765, Sir William Johnson founded “John’s Town,” southeast of and adjacent to his 
Johnson Hall estate. 
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By September 1769, Sir William Johnson had opened schools at Fort Hunter which “has 
already 30 Indian Children, is well liked and going on Successfully, and the Schoolmaster at 
Johns Town has near Double that Number of Whites & Indians, and both Schools are likely to 
increase fast.”?’ 


In 1770, Johnson imported Scotch Highland immigrant families, as well as a few German 
and Dutch families, to work on his baronial estate. Those immigrants became the chief Tory 
element in the Mohawk Valley. Sir William Johnson would eventually own over one million 
acres and two huge homes.”® He was the third largest landowner in the British Colonies, behind 
only the Penn and Rennsalaer families, and may have been the richest man in the Colonies at the 
outset of the American Revolution. 


Since the settlement of Schenectady in 1661, people of the Mohawk Valley had to go to 
Albany to conduct their legal affairs and other public business. However, once Sir William 
Johnson established Johnstown, he wanted the advantage of bringing county legislation and 
control closer to his home. Also, citizens of the Mohawk Valley would be able to conduct their 
civil and judicial proceedings with a great saving of time and expense. Therefore, in November 
1771, Johnson and 160 of the “Principal Freeholders and Inhabitants of the Mohawk River & 
Settlements Adjacent hereto,”’? petitioned the provincial legislature to divide Albany County 
into two large counties, one of which would be named Tryon, after the British General of New 
York. Eventually three counties were created on March 24, 1772: Tryon, Charlotte, and Albany. 
Tryon County’s eastern boundary was the Mohawk River between Schenectady and Albany to 
the St. Lawrence River, and then west to Lakes Ontario and Erie.*” Johnstown was named Tryon 
County seat, and a county courthouse and jail were built by Sir William Johnson. 


Tryon County was made up of five districts: Mohawk, Stone Arabia, Kingsland, German 
Flatts and Canajoharie. 1772 population estimates for the new county ranged from 10,000 to 
20,000 whites, 1,000 black slaves and about 2,000 Indians.*! Taxes were also levied against 
freeholders (landowners without encumbrances) in the county.*? In 1773, the Stone Arabia 
District was renamed the Palatine District. 


Sir William Johnson controlled the affairs and population of Tryon County, but he also 
benefitted from his personal popularity with all classes of the population. He nominated Tories 
for most of the elected and appointed offices of the county. The seven judges elected in 1772 
reflected Sir William Johnson’s influence: Sir John Johnson (son), Guy Johnson (nephew), 
Daniel Claus (son-in-law), Col. John Butler (close business associate and neighbor), Peter 
Conyne, Jellis Fonda and John Wells. 


In early 1772 the legislature for the Province of New York passed a bill for the establishment 
of an organized militia in each county, which it believed would protect the interests of the 
Crown. Sir William Johnson was named major general in command of all militia north of the 
highlands of the Hudson River, including Tryon County, which numbered three regiments 
(Johnstown, Burnetsfield and German Flatts), totaling 1,400 men. The military training of the 
Mohawk Valley men would prove to be of great value to both sides in the looming conflict. 


“1772 had been a noteworthy year for the Mohawk Valley. Governor Tryon, with a brilliant 
party of Provincial aristocrats, had visited Sir William at Johnson Hall, where the Governor’s 
council had also met. Three impressive reviews of the complete military forces of the new 
County of Tryon had been held at Johnstown, German Flats (Fort Herkimer) and Burnetsfield 
(present Herkimer). Social events probably had made the Hall a brilliant and lively center for the 
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Tory aristocracy and the Valley Whig leaders.’*? The year ended with Loyalist and Whig 
leaders signing a “loyalty oath” to King George II, apparently at the “request” of Sir William 
Johnson, on December 8, 1772.74 


Unaffiliated “Sons of Liberty associations sprang up in the Thirteen Colonies. Through mob 
action, they intimidated British officials through vicious propaganda, and they prompted patriots 
to fight against those who were loyal to the British Crown. In many of the colonial towns they 
created local Committees of Correspondence to resist the Trade and Navigation Acts imposed by 
the British government, and Committees of Inspection to ensure that British trade was boycotted 
> The unrest created by the Sons of Liberty led to the Boston Massacre (1770) and the 
Boston Tea Party (1773). Throughout the Colonies mobs “tarred and feathered” Tories; forced 
Tories to “ride the rail;” put Tories into stocks and pelted them with eggs; foisted “enemies of 
Liberty” up a liberty pole with a dead animal; forced Tories to ride an unsaddled horse with his 
face to the tail of the horse and his coat turned inside out; and other extreme cruel acts. 


Sir William Johnson died in Johnson Hall on July 11, 1774 at 
the age of 59. All of Sir William Johnson’s land, influence and 
positions, except his position as the Superintendent of Indian 
Affairs, were transferred to his son, Sir John Johnson, who had 
been knighted by King George III in 1765, confirming his father’s 
hereditary title. As a teenager, John Johnson had been with his 
father at the Battles of Lake George and Fort Niagara. He became 
Major General of the Tryon County Militia on his father’s death. 
However, Sir John Johnson was not his father, and had what was 
described as an “irresponsible character of uncontrollable temper, 
but with a great mental void.” Like many he enhanced these 
personality characteristics, with an overbearing, aristocratic and 
domineering attitude.*° His personality, or lack thereof, aside, Sir 
John Johnson, like his father, was also unpopular with the Dutch 
and Palatine farming population. They disliked the immigrants 
from Germany,°’ Ireland and Scotland, whom his father had brought in after the French and 
Indian War, because of their ethnic and religious differences as well as the high regard in which 
they held the Johnsons.** 


“The tory sentiment, however, that was so general in the Mohawk district did not prevail 
throughout the county, and this was especially true of the Germans in the Palatine district, whose 
patriotic zeal corresponded with the worth of the cause, and whose example had an inspiring 
influence throughout the entire region. ... 


“One of the first mass-meetings of the Whigs in Tryon county was held at 
Caughnawaga, soon after the opening of congress (e.g. 1774), it purpose being to express 
public approval of the policy pursued by the colonies and to adopt such measures as 
might be required by the common weal. On this occasion the animosity of Sir John and 
his associates was fully manifested, for no sooner had the proceedings begun, than he 
appeared on the ground with Guy Johnson, Colonel Claus, Butler and a crowd of 
retainers, armed with swords and firearms. Guy Johnson acted as speaker for the tories. 
Mounty a high stoop, he addressed the throng (which included about 300 patriots) setting 
forth the power of the crown and the weakness of the colonies. In the course of his 
speech he so incensed Jacob Sammons, son of the pioneer Sampson Sammons, that the 
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latter retorted with epithets of ‘liar and villain.” Enraged at this response the tory colonel 
leaped down and struck the offender a blow which felled him to the ground. Recovering 
consciousness, young Sammons found one of Johnson’s servants sitting astride his body, 
but the latter was quickly thrown off and the quarrel renewed. Jacob received further 
injuries, pistols were pointed at his breast, he was again knocked down, and finally was 
compelled to retire and departed for his father’s house, the place being long known as 
Sammonsville. 


“The foregoing incident correctly illustrates the feeling entertained by Sir John 
Johnson toward the people of the valley who differed with his opinions and interests; and 
while his retainers in the Mohawk district numbered more than a thousand persons 
(including settlers and Indians), his influence never extended beyond them, nor were his 
views respected in such parts of the county as were less subject to his power.”°? 

In 1774, Johnstown was a settlement of about a dozen buildings. Johnson Hall and its 
outbuildings probably held as large a population as the village. The Hall included a guard of 
British soldiers, who made their headquarters in one of the blockhouses. 
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1. Johnson Hall (1762); 2. Site of Battle of Johnstown (1781); 3. Drumm

“The first settlers, merchants, shopkeepers and tradesmen of Johnstown, are known to a 
certain extent. Sir William Johnson erected the first grist mill, on the Hall Creek to the north of 
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Johnson Hall. Peter Young was probably the first miller. Gilbert Tice kept the first tavern. 
Robert Adams was one of the first storekeepers. He built a house on the site of the later Sir 
William Johnson Hotel. Johnson willed Adams this ‘dwelling house, other buildings, and the lot 
and one acre, whereon he now lives, the potash laboratory and one acre of land with it; also the 
farm which he holds by deed from me.’ William Phillips was a wagon maker. Adrian Van 
Sickler was the Johnson Hall blacksmith, in Sir William's day. Peter Yost conducted the 
tannery. Edward Aiken built and operated the first carding mill. James Davis was a hatter. Dr. 
William Adams was a physician. The schoolhouse was an oblong yellow building, standing on 
the corner of Main and William Streets.*” In the streets before it stood the public stocks and 
whipping post.” 


“Among others who lived in or near Johnstown from 1760 to 1774 were Daniel Claus, John 
Butler, Hugh Fraser, Bryan Lefferty, Hugh McMonts, William Crowley, Major John Little, 
Zephaniah Batchelor. The following were a few among the many pioneer farmers of the present 
township of Johnstown: John Hollenbeck, Johannes Wert, John Boshart, Henry Gross, Douw 
Wemple, Sampson Sammons. Col. George Croghan, Col. Daniel Claus and Col. Guy Johnson 
were deputy Indian agents under Johnson.”*! “Fort Johnson” was built in 1774. 


With the death of Sir William Johnson, the link which had bound the Mohawk Valley’s Whig 
and Tory communities was severed. The Tories were the Johnson family, their followers and 
tenantry, most located in the Johnstown area and eastern Tryon County. Whigs were principally 
comprised of the descendants of the original Dutch and Palatine settlers, who controlled the 
Mohawk Valley from Caughnawaga to German Flatts. The chief patriots could be found among 
the members of the Tryon County Committee of Safety and the rosters of the Tryon County 
Militia. On August 27, 1774, six weeks after Sir William Johnson’s death, local Revolutionary 
Whigs met at Adam Loucks’ tavern in Stone Arabia and formed the Palatine District Committee 
of the Tryon County Committee of Safety. The First Continental Congress of the American 
Colonies met on September 5, 1774. The Palatine District Committee of Safety adopted a set of 
resolutions condemning the oppression of the British government, while still voicing loyalty to 
the British Crown. This meeting was the beginning of the later famous and important Tryon 
County Committee of Safety, which exercised military, civic and judicial functions during the 
first years of the War for Independence in the Mohawk Valley. The account of the first meeting 
is taken from The Colonel and the Major, by Samuel Ludlow Frey of Palatine Bridge: 


“The chairman read the resolutions one by one ... They were discussed and finally 
adopted. It is well to read them carefully and to consider the date, the 27th of August, 
1774. These men of Palatine were among the first in America to speak out boldly. The 
resolutions were as follows: 


“Whereas the British parliament has lately passed an act for raising a revenue of our 
representatives, abridging the privileges of the American Colonies and blocking up the 
Port of Boston; the freeholders and inhabitants of the district of Palatine, of the county of 
Tryon aforesaid, looking with concern and heartfelt sorrow on these alarming and 
calamitous conditions, do meet this 27th day of August, 1774, on that purpose at the 
house of Adam Loucks, Esq., at Stone Arabia, and conclude the resolves following, viz: 


“J. That King George the Third is lawful and rightful lord and sovereign of Great 
Britain and the dominions thereto belonging, and that as part of his subjects we hereby 
testify that we will bear true faith and allegiance to him, and that we will with our lives 
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and fortunes support and maintain him upon the throne of his ancestors, and the just 
dependence of these his colonies upon the crown of Great Britain. 


“TI. That we think and consider it our greatest happiness to be governed by the laws 
of Great Britain, and that with cheerfulness we will always pay submission thereto, as far 
as we consistently can with the security of the constitutional rights and liberties of 
English subjects, which are so sacred that we cannot permit the same to be violated. 


“TI. That we think it is our undeniable privilege to be taxed only with our own 
consent, given by ourselves or by our representatives. That taxes otherwise laid and 
exacted are unjust and unconstitutional. That the late acts of parliament declarative of this 
right of laying internal taxes on the American Colonies are obvious encroachments on the 
rights and liberties of the British subjects in America. 


“TV. That the act for blocking up the port of Boston is oppressive and arbitrary, 
injurious in its principles and particularly oppressive to the inhabitants of Boston, whom 
we consider as brethren suffering in the common cause. 


“V. That we will unite and join with the different districts of this country in giving 
whatever relief it is in our power to the poor distressed inhabitants of Boston; and that we 
will join and unite with our brethren of the rest of this country in anything tending to 
support and defend our rights and liberties. 


“VI. That we think the sending of delegates from the different colonies to a general 
Continental congress is a salutary measure and absolutely necessary at this alarming 
crisis, and that we entirely approve of the five gentlemen chosen delegates for this colony 
by our brethren of New York, hereby adopting and choosing the same persons to 
represent this colony at the congress. 


“VII. That we hereby engage faithfully to abide by and adhere to such restrictions and 
regulations as shall be made and agreed upon by the said congress. 


“VIII. That we conceive it necessary that there be appointed a standing Committee of 
this County, to correspond with the Committees of N. York and Albany, and we do 
hereby appoint 

Christopher P. Yates 
Isaac Paris 

John Frey & 

Andrew Finck junr.*? 


who, together with persons to be appointed by the other District of this County, shall 
compose a Committee of Correspondence to convey the sentiments of this County in a 
Sett of Resolves to New York — 


“TX. It is voted, by this meeting, that Copies of the proceedings of this Day, Certified 
by the chairman, be transmitted to the Supervisors of the different Districts of this 
County. — And we recommend it to the Inhabitants of the said Districts to appoint 
persons, to compose also a Committee of Correspondence. 
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“Christopher P. Yates, John Frey, Isaac Paris, Andrew Fink, Jr., Andrew Reber, Peter 
Waggoner, Anthony Van Vechten, Daniel McDougall, Jacob Klock, George Ecker, Jr., 
Harmanus Van Slyck, and Christopher W. Fox.” 


Even though there were many more present, these twelve men took the initiative, and had the 
courage, to affix their signatures to the minutes. This resolution, adopted almost two years 
before the Declaration of Independence, is impressive for its time, because while it still pledges 
loyalty to King George III, the drafters make clear their grievances concerning the violation of 
the “constitutional rights and liberties of English subjects,” and “our undeniable privilege to be 
taxed only with our own consent, given by ourselves or by our representatives.” 


The American Revolutionary War began on April 19, 1775, but the Palatine District 
Committee of Safety did not come together again at the same old inn at Stone Arabia until May 
1775. By the early summer of 1775, each of the five districts of Tryon County had its 
Committee of Safety, which consolidated to become the Tryon Committee of Safety. They 
organized the militia, held councils with the Indians, arrested spies, corresponded with the 
Johnsons, and deposed the loyalist sheriff White, who had arrested Jacob Fonda. Many of its 
members died in battle, were wounded or suffered the horrors of British prisons. All of them lost 
friends and property.** 


Motivations for remaining loyal to the Crown were many, and included (1) being older, 
established and resistant to change; (2) believing rebellion was morally wrong; (3) alienation by 
the Patriots’ resort to violence; (4) long-standing sentimental ties to Great Britain; (5) didn’t 
want to take sides; or (6) were afraid of an uncertain and unknown future. It has been estimated 
between 15% and 20% of the 2.5 million whites in the British Colonies were Loyalists, although 
John Adams put the number as high as one third — the same as the number of Patriots and 
uncommitted. 


“Those who took up arms for the Crown, fought for a United Empire, that was their 
rallying cry, they wished to see the English race united under a common flag and under 
the same sovereign. The deplored the dismemberment of the Empire, and during the long 
struggle maintained a sturdy adherence to their principles. They were known as United 
Empire Loyalists ...”’44 


Before and during the first year of the American Revolution, Sir John Johnson, his brother- 
in-law’s Guy Johnson and Christian Daniel Claus, Joseph and Molly Brant, Col. John Butler, and 
others with Tory inclinations, attempted to exercise the Crown’s control over the Mohawk 
Valley. The Johnsons and Claus were colonels in command of the Tryon County Militia 
Regiments. In May 1775, the Loyalists “are still strenuous in dissuading the people from coming 
into Congressional measures, and have even last week, at a numerous meeting of the Mohawk 
district, appeared with all their dependents armed, to oppose the people considering of their 
grievances; their number being so great, and the people unarmed, they struck terror into most of 
us and they dispersed.”* 


After William Johnson’s death, Mary (Molly) Brant moved her family from Johnson Hall to 
Canajoharie and established a trading post. During the early years of the Revolution she 
sheltered and fed Loyalists, and supplied them with arms and munitions. 
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Joseph Brant (Thayendanegea) (1744-1807) was a full blood Mohawk and brother of Sir 
William Johnson’s common law wife Molly. Joseph Brant was a regular part of the Johnson 
household, but also kept his ties to the Mohawks. 


Col. John Butler (1728-1796) served under Sir William Johnson at Crown Point, and was his 
second in command at the capture of Fort Niagara. Because of his connections to the Johnson 
family, Butler became Deputy Superintendent of Indian Affairs in 1759, and superintendent after 
Sir William Johnson’s death. As the Revolutionary War approached, Butler organized an Indian 
Department of British loyalists to work with the Six Nations. He was forced to flee the Mohawk 
Valley to Fort Niagara in 1775, and became the leader of the Indian Department Rangers, later 
known as Butler’s Rangers. 


On May 22, 1775, the New York Provincial Congress declared itself the government of the 
State of New York. While the British held New York City, the remainder of the State of New 
York was effectively held by the Patriots. The supporters of the Revolution used every coercive 
and non-coercive means to convince other Mohawk Valley settlers and residents, including Sir 
John Johnson’s tenants, to join their cause: 


“There was naturally persecution of Loyalists during the eight years of strife. 
Measures were adopted in citizens' private committees and Acts in Legislative bodies for 
punishment of the adherents of the Crown. Tar and feathers were the usual decree of the 
mob, and the committees varied it by house-breaking, smoking out, cattle maiming, and 
poisoning, waylaying, insulting, plundering, and driving the owner from his estate, or 
shutting him up - a prisoner in his neighbor's house, or even in gaol [jail]. Legislative 
penalties were more dignified, but also more severe. Prescription, confiscation, 
banishment, imprisonment, transportation with prohibition of returning, attainting of 
treason, were the usual awards.’’*° 


In June 1775, Guy Johnson, his pregnant wife and children, and about 150 Loyalist friends 
fled the Mohawk Valley, as they had reached the conclusion they were not safe in their Mohawk 
Valley homes. The group traveled the Mohawk River to Fort Stanwix and on to Lake Ontario, 
where they proceeded down the St. Lawrence River to Montreal. They were greeted by Daniel 
Claus, who had been posted there to carry out his work in the Department of Indian Affairs. 


“The military forces of the Colony and State of New York during the Revolutionary struggle, 
were divided into three classes: 


“The Line (9 organizations); which regiments were in the United States service under 
General Washington. There were also regiments of artillery and an organization of 
‘Green Mountain Boys’ in the Line. Sometimes a regiment or a part of a regiment would 
be called out half a dozen times in the course of a year, and for half a dozen days at a 
time, and again it might not be needed in the entire year. Officers and men seem to have 
served in different organizations almost indiscriminately. At one call, they were in one 
regiment or company, and at another call, in another regiment or company. Nepotism, or 
family influence, was most marked, and some regiments contained as many as five and 
seven officers of the same family.” 


“The Levies (7 organizations); which were drafts from the different militia regiments, 
and from the people direct as well, and which could be called upon to serve outside the 
State during their entire term.”

CH. 2: MOHAWK VALLEY, PROVINCE OF NEW YORK 


“The Militia (68 organizations); which then, as now, could only be called out of the 
State for three months at a time. The Militia regiments were usually designated, first by 
the colonels’ names and next by their counties, as ‘Fisher's Regiment, of Tryon County.’ 
The Militia was called out when wanted; kept as long as wanted, and the soldiers then 
sent to their homes.”

“Associated Exempts’ were a unique class and were authorized by an act of April 3, 
1778. They comprised: ‘All persons under the age of sixty who have held civil or 
military commissions and are not or shall not be reappointed to their respective proper 
ranks of office, and all persons between the ages of fifty and sixty.” They could only be 
called out ‘in time of invasion or incursion of the enemy.””*’ 


By 1775 the Tryon County Militia contained four regiments organized by geographical 
location. The 3rd Regiment, consisting of men drawn from the Mohawk District at the east end 
on Tryon County, where the Johnson’s and Loyalists were strongest, was commanded by Col. 
Frederick Vischer (Fisher), with Judge Peter Conyne as an Adjutant.** As of August 26, 1775, 
the 3rd Regiment consisted of eight companies. Sixty men, or one fourth of each company, 
served as Minutemen who were to immediately respond to British threats. A company of 
exempted soldiers (“Associated Exempts’”) acted as a home guard and was under the command 
of Captain Jellis Fonda. Thus, the legislature for the Province of New York in passing the 1772 
law creating militias to protect Crown interests, grossly miscalculated the sentiment of the 
colonists toward the British, and ended up providing the “rebels” with a ready-made organized 
armed militia at the outset of the American Revolution. On October 5, 1776, Nicholas Herkimer 
was appointed brigadier general of the Brigade of Militia of Tryon County, New York. 


On January 20, 1776, Sir John Johnson wrote to Governor Tryon asking permission to raise a 
battalion of his neighbors and 500 Iroquois to fight for the British. The rebels learned of his 
plans, and Johnson was forced by American Revolutionary General Philip Schuyler “to give his 
‘parole of honor’ not to take up arms against America, and not to go westward of German Flatts 
and Kingsland.’“? General Schuyler’s parole was an effort to keep Johnson at least neutral in the 
conflict. Schuyler was a longtime resident of the Mohawk Valley and acquaintance of Johnson, 
which was the most likely reason for the extension of courtesy versus arrest. Schuyler’s force of 
3,000 Continental troops and militia disarmed Johnson and his Loyalist supporters. However, 
Sir John Johnson continued his Loyalist activities, so another force was sent in May 1776 to 
arrest him. Johnson was tipped off about his impending arrest, so he and 170 of his tenants and 
allies among the Iroquois Confederacy escaped to Montreal, Quebec. Guided by Mohawks, they 
traveled 200 miles in 19 days through swampy Adirondack Mountains to Canada,>° the last nine 
days with no food, as they could not hunt because their firearms had been confiscated by the 
rebels. To coerce Johnson’s good conduct, the Whigs of New York detained his wife, Lady 
Polly Watts Johnson, in Albany for almost a year. “New York’s revolutionary government 
began seizing the personal and real property of suspected Loyalists in the summer of 1776.”>! 
Sir John Johnson’s extensive estate was a part of the Loyalist properties which was seized that 
year 


Johnson, Sir John of Johnson Hall, Tryon Co. Memorials London 1784, 1785. He was born 
in NY Province, son of Sir William Johnson who died in 1774 leaving a will dated 27 January 
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1774. In May 1776 the claimant took up arms at the head of 175 men, largely his tenants and 
neighbours, and escaped with them to Canada. In June 1776 they were formed into a single 
Battalion of 500 men. He was employed to gather intelligence and was appointed Superintend- 
ent-General of Indian Affairs: he drew a salary of £1,000 a year. Soon after he departed for 
Canada, his wife and children were held hostage for nine months before they were able to reach 
NYC. The claimant was frequently in expeditions and was once within 30 miles of Albany. 
Claim for estate valued at £103,162 sterling including Johnson Hall and 500 acres on banks of 
Mohawk River, 17 miles from Schenectady, purchased in 1747 by his father from Joseph Clem- 
ent; an island opposite of 65 acres; 1,590 acres in the Patent of Kayaderosseras; 763 acres 
called Mountjoy in Sacandaga Patent; 50,000 acres in Kingsborough Patent; 14,000 acres in 
Mayfield Patent; 400 acres in Cagnawaga Patent; 64,000 acres opposite German Flatts; 1,000 
acres in Klock’s Patent at Conojahary Settlement. (12/20/314, 89/1, 90/3, 109/176; 13/102/10- 
42, 114/589-619). 


“Obviously thirsty for revenge, one of the first things Johnson did on his arrival in Montreal 
was to seek out the Governor to approve his wish to raise a regiment. From this day forward, 
Johnson lived up to his family name and became one of the most active and able Tory leaders 
during the war.”°> On June 19, 1776, Sir John Johnson Bart. formed the King’s Royal Regiment 
of New York (““KRRNY’”), which eventually consisted of 
two battalions plus their Indian allies.°* Many of those 
who escaped from the Mohawk Valley with him in 1776 
formed the first battalion, because Loyalist Mohawk Valley 
settlers knew they could never return to their homes and 
farms unless the British prevailed. Fort Niagara served as a 
Loyalist base in New York during the American 
Revolutionary War for Col. John Butler and his soon to be 
infamous Rangers. Joseph Brant was also made an officer 
in the British Army: “Swearing bloody vengeance against 
their former neighbors in the valley of the Mohawk, this 
triad of fiends incarnate, under the approval of the English 
and with the aid of the savage, wreaked their venomous 
hatred on the people of the valley, sparing neither age nor 
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By July 4, 1776, Patriots had gained control of virtually all the territory in the Thirteen 
Colonies, and had expelled the royal officials and seized control of all levels of government. No 
one who proclaimed their loyalty to the Crown could remain; so Loyalists either fled or kept 
quiet. In areas under rebel control, Loyalists were subject to confiscation of property, without 
restitution, and outspoken supporters of the king were persecuted and threatened with public 
humiliation, such as tarring and feathering. Some of those who remained gave aid to invading 
British armies. About 10,000 joined Loyalist regiments. Many Loyalist dependents made their 
way to Canada and were sheltered in refugee camps. 


Beginning in 1776, “the Tryon County Jail was stockaded with blockhouse additions and 
became the strong American fortification of Fort Johnstown as well as a civil and military prison, 
where many a Tory, a captured enemy or a traitor was confined.”*° 
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“In the years 1775-1777, Loyalists were pressured and harassed incessantly. They were 
constantly under surveillance. Should the Committee of Safety believe the man of the house 
posed a threat to the area (i.e., by providing food, shelter, or information to British scouts) then 
that man was jailed. ... Their wives and children were incarcerated in homes in Schenectady, 
Albany, or some other designated location. Upon their release from jail, the men generally 
migrated to Canada to join Loyalist military forces. Their wives and children remained confined 
until the men could find a way to liberate them. Some Loyalists, if they left before 1777, were 
able to sell their property. However, the majority had to leave their wives and children behind. 
Word of harassment and confinement of their families reached the Loyalist men and fueled their 
feelings of vengeance against the Rebels. These deep feelings of anger would drive them to 
bring the horrors of war to the doorsteps of their former neighbors.”>’ 


“The property of loyalists was seized and sold to fill New York State coffers when funds 
began to run dry during the Revolutionary War. A series of laws passed by the New York 
Provincial Congress and the Congress of the United States provided for this sequestration, and 
later confiscation, of forfeited loyalist property. On March 6, 1777, the Provincial Congress 
appointed Commissioners of Sequestration to ‘take into their custody and possession all the 
personal property’ of loyalists and sell the seized items at public auction following ten days’ 
notice. Loyalist families were only allowed to keep their clothes, some essential furniture, and 
three months’ provisions. The lands of the Tories were to be leased at moderate rent, with 
preference for supporters of the American cause who had been kicked out of their homes by the 
loyalists.”°> In a record titled “Account Sales of Sundries Sold at Publick Vandue by the 
Commissioners of Sequestration for the County [Tryon] by order of the Convention of the State 
of New York, March 6th 1777, ... beginning at Johnson’s Hall May Ist 1777,” reflects over 
3,000 sales, with a total received of £13205.2s.3d. As of November 17, 1777, Sir John 
Johnson’s effects aggregated £3576.13s.11d. From July 1780 to June 1783 all sales totaled 
£28565.5d.2d.°° 
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The outright hatred of the opposing sides was reflected in vitriolic writings of the time, and 
hundreds of years later, because of the harsh mistreatment of each other by those who used to be 
neighbors as well as the extreme violence and ruthlessness exhibited during many battles in the 
Mohawk Valley. 


“The war lords of that day met in London and planned the battles for the 
extermination of the rebellious colonists. Burgoyne was to fall on northern New York 
and St. Leger was to scourge the valley of the Mohawk, the victorious commanders 
meeting in Albany, and go down the Hudson valley to enjoy the fruits of Arnold’s 
treachery. Burgoyne was a successful leader, St. Leger had already proven his worth 
while Brant the savage leader, hired by England under the promise of eight dollars per 
scalp turned in, was the ablest strategist of all the Iroquois. But what irony of fate, that 
the Palatines, whom England had generously passaged over into this new land should be 
the battering ram that would turn aside St. Leger in the bloodiest battle of the Revolution, 
prevent his coalition with Burgoyne, and thus make sure the land of freedom.”®? 


In 1777, British Lt. Col. Barry St. Leger was ordered to capture Fort Stanwix, located at the 
west end of the Mohawk Valley. The KRRNY commanded by Sir John Johnson and Butler’s 
Rangers were part of a British force which besieged Fort Stanwix. This attack was a part of a 
British maneuver to gain strategic control of the important Mohawk and Hudson Rivers as well 
as to deny a large source of food produced in the Mohawk Valley to the continental army. The 
former residents of the valley in the KRRNY saw it as their first opportunity for revenge. 


Molly Brant warned Sir John Johnson and Joseph Brant that General Nicholas Herkimer, 
with an American relief column of 800 men, was marching to rescue Fort Stanwix. Loyalists 
and Indians, including some led by Joseph Brant ambushed Herkimer at Oriskany.°! 
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Despite being seriously wounded in the leg on August 6th, Herkimer continued to give orders 
to rally his troops, defeating the ambush and repelling the attack on the fort. Herkimer’s wounds 
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became infected, and amputation of the leg was delayed, then botched. General Nicolas 
Herkimer died on August 16, 1777, ten days after the battle. 


British forces withdrew to Canada on reports General Benedict Arnold was leading another 
relief column. Joseph and Molly Brant fled to Canada with the retreating British forces. 


In 1777, the American Revolutionary Army completed the construction of Fort Paris, a half 
mile north of the Stone Arabia churches. Fort Paris was named after leading local merchant and 
patriot Isaac Paris, who was captured and murdered by Indians in the Battle of Oriskany. Fort 
Paris became an important post and middle valley Revolutionary headquarters. 


On June 13, 1778, thirty one Mohawk Valley members of Captain Daly’s Company of 
Volunteers in the KRRNY, in a direct affront to his authority, petitioned British Governor 
General Guy Carleton, commander of Quebec, asking to be garrisoned closer to their homes and 
families, rather than in Quebec: 


“.,. That your Excellencys petitioners naver Inlisted as Soldiers nor do not Intend to 
Inlist, having left there Families behind them in the province of New York, Suffering 
through poverty and Nakedness being Stript and plundered of all they had by the Rebels. 


2 OK ok 


“That your Excellencys petitioners being Inhabitants of the province of New York 
Thinks themselves Improper persons to Garrison this province and humbly requests your 
Excellency to Forward them with the Most Convenient Expedition to the City of New 
York Otherwise they may be applied to better purpose as Volunteers in Reducing his 
Majestys Rebellious Subjects and in Recovering their Distressed families and Defending 
the province to which they[y] properly belong.” 


The petition clearly demonstrates the level of hostility of Loyalists from the Mohawk Valley, 
towards the Patriots, their former neighbors, and concern for the families they left behind. 


General Carleton, impressed by the ambush at Oriskany, which the British believed was a 
victory, authorized John Butler to raise eight more companies of Tory Rangers, “to serve with 
the Indians, as occasion shall require.” The result was endless raids throughout the Mohawk 
Valley. 


Forts in the Mohawk Valley during the Revolution used scouting parties to watch the main 
roads and trails for any sign of British or Indian activity which could threaten the fort or the 
settlements who relied on the forts for protection. On August 31, 1778, four Patriot scouts from 
Fort Herkimer near German Flatts were attacked by Indians led by Joseph Brant. Three were 
killed, but scout John Adam Helmer escaped and made the 15-mile trail ride to Fort Herkimer. 
Warnings went out to settlers, who took refuge in the fort. German Flatts was left undefended, 
an on September 17, 1778, Brant led a force of 150 Iroquois and 300 Loyalists in an attack which 
killed 2 settlers; burned 63 houses, 57 barns, 3 grist mills and two saw mills on both sides of the 
Mohawk River; and confiscated over 500 horses, 269 sheep and a large quantity of crops.© 


In November 1778, Walter Butler, John’s son, attacked settlements in Cherry Valley, which 
is south of the Mohawk River, with a combined Ranger and Indian force. The result was the 
Cherry Valley Massacre in which dozens of soldiers and civilians were brutally killed, and every 
home in the village was destroyed. In retaliation, General George Washington ordered a full 
scale attack by the Continental Army in “the total destruction and devastation” of forty Iroquois 
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settlements. Rather than stop Tory raids in New York, they became greater in number and more 
intense. 


On October 22, 1779, “An Act for the forfeiture and sale of estates of those who have 
adhered to the enemies of this state” was passed by the Provincial Congress, by which the land of 
59 Loyalists was seized, and if they were found guilty of loyalism, banished them from the State 
of New York upon penalty of “death with benefit of Clergy.” On the same date, the Governor 
was authorized “to appoint Commissioners of Forfeitures to dispose of the confiscated estates, 
‘with tenant farmers, who had leased ... and improved the land, given the first priority to 
purchase their tracts.””°+ Many of our ancestors and related families were indicted and had 
judgments entered against them, forfeiting their property and banishing them from the State of 
New York, including: Henry Collinger, Joseph Cryderman, Michael Collinger, Christian 
Gollinger, Michael Gollinger, George Bender, John Farlinger, David Jeacocks, John Hartle Jr., 
and Johan Adam and Adam Helmer.® 


On March 10, 1780, a law was passed in the Provincial Congress which called for the 
immediate sale of portions of forfeited lands to pay for apparel and provisions needed by the 
troops, but the larger estates were excepted from the sale in June 1780, so they could be used as 
collateral for the redemption of currency issued by New York pursuant to a March 1780 Act of 
Congress.°° 


On May 21, 1780, Sir John Johnson led 400 KRRNY and 200 Indians in the first of a series 
of attacks against the Mohawk Valley, which collectively became known as the “Burning of the 
Valleys,” whose intent was to lay waste to the countryside and burn vast quantities of grain and 
flour intended for the use of the Continental Army. In the “Great Raid” of May 1780, Walter 
Butler killed Douw Fonda and took his sons John and Adam captive to Canada. Sir John 
Johnson wrote his account of the raid in a letter to General Haldimand dated June 3, 1780:°7 


“ST. JOHNS, 3rd June, 1780. 
SIR, 


“T have the honor to report to your Excellency the arrival of the troops and Indians 
under my command at this place. 


“We arrived at the settlement, within five miles of Johnson Hall, on the 21st of last 
month, in the evening, previous to which I had made known to the Indians the plan I 
wished to pursue, and I thought I had little reason to doubt their joining heartily in it, but 
upon assembling them to obtain their final answer, I was not a little mortified to find them 
totally averse to it, or even to a division of their body. 


“T therefore found myself under the disagreeable necessity of adopting their plan, 
which was for them to proceed to Tripe's Hill, within a mile and a half of Fort Johnson, 
while the troops under my command were to march by Johnstown to Caughnawaga, 
where the whole were to join and proceed up the river to the nose, and from thence to 
Stone Arabia. We accordingly proceeded, and met at the house of Dow Fonda,** at 
Caughnawaga, destroying all before us as we marched along. From thence we proceeded 
to within a mile of the nose, where a halt was found absolutely necessary, the troops and 
Indians being much fatigued and in want of refreshment, having marched from six in the 
morning of the 21st till ten in the morning the day following. Some of the Indians and 
Rangers continued burning and laying waste everything before them, till they got above 
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the nose. Most of the inhabitants fled to the opposite shore with their best effects, 
securing their boats, which prevented their crossing the river. 


“After the men were sufficiently rested and refreshed, I proposed moving on to Stone 
Arabia, to which the Indians objected, alleging that the troops, as well as themselves, 
were too much fatigued to proceed any further, and that the inhabitants were all fled into 
their forts with their effects, and that there was nothing left but empty houses, which 
were not worth the trouble of going to burn; indeed, many of them moved off with their 
plunder, with which they were all loaded before I knew their intention. I therefore found 
myself under the necessity of following them. We burned several houses on our return to 
Johnstown, where we arrived about one o'clock the same day. After providing provisions, 
etc., we marched back by the same route we came to the Scotch settlement. The number 
of houses, barns, mills, etc., burnt, amounts to about one hundred and twenty. The 
Indians, contrary to my expectation killed only eleven men among them Colonel Fisher,°? 
Captain Fisher, and another brother, of what rank I know not. The prisoners taken 
amounted to twenty-seven. Fourteen of them I suffered to return, being either too old or 
too young to march, and I was induced by the earnest desire of the loyal families left 
behind to set at liberty two of the principal prisoners we had taken, in order to protect 
them from the violence of the people, which they most solemnly promised to do and in 
order to make them pay the utmost attention to their engagements, I assured them that the 
rest of the prisoners should be detained as hostages for the performance of this promise. I 
also sent a Capt. Veeder back in exchange for Lieut. Singleton, of my regiment, which I 
hope will meet with your Excellency's approbation. 


“Vast quantities of flour, bread, Indian corn, and other provisions, were burnt in the 
houses and mills, and a great number of arms, cash, etc.; many cattle were killed; and 
about seventy horses brought off. One hundred and forty-three Loyalists, and a number 
of women and children, with about thirty blacks (male and female), came off with us. 
Seventeen of the latter belong to Colon Claus, Johnson and myself. Some are claimed by 
white men and Indians, who are endeavoring to dispose of them; I should therefore be 
glad to have your Excellency's directions concerning them. 


“T enclose your Excellency the only papers I could procure, with sundry letters, which 
will shew the early intelligence they had of our approach. I must beg leave to refer your 
Excellency to Captain Scott for further particulars, and beg you will excuse this imperfect 
account of our proceedings. I shall transmit exact returns of the Loyalists and Indians 
from the Mohawk village, who have come in, by the next post. I beg leave to recommend 
my cousin, Ensign Johnson, to your Excellency for the vacancy in the 47th, if not pre- 
engaged, as he was of great service in preventing the Indians from committing many 
irregularities, which I was very apprehensive of; and he has been promised the first 
vacancy. 


“IT must also beg your Excellency will be pleased to grant a flag for the relief of the 
families left in Tryon County who may choose to come into this Province, which is most 
earnestly wished for by their husbands and parents. I have the honor to be, with great 
respect, 


“Your Excellency's Most obedient and Most humble servant, 


“John Johnson.” 
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Jellis Fonda, who was not in the valley during the Great Raid, suffered $60,000 worth of 
property damage, when his house, mill and ashery were destroyed. The complete destruction of 
every building from Canajoharie to Tribes Hill was just the first act.”° 
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Following the Great Raid, residents of Tryon County, through the Tryon County Committee 


of Safety, petitioned Governor George Clinton to expel Loyalist families from the Mohawk 
Valley:”! 
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[No. 3252.] 
The Troublesome Question of Dealing with Tory Families. 
Johns Town, Octob’r 3d 1780. 
Hon’d Sir, We are unhapily situated in this County by keeping 
so many Disaffected Familys amongst us and it is with regret 
we inform your Excellency that the act provided for sending 
them off appears to us very deficient. Many of these disaffected 
Families are not able to transport themselves ten miles (& yet 
as capable of doing us hurt as the Richer kind). Others are able 
to defray the Expences of themselves & something to spare: we 
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should be glad to divide what they have amongst them so as to 
carry the whole off but in doing of this we must act without Law. 
We would, therefore, pray your Excellency to give us your ad- 
vice, by Lieut. Bradnor if there is no prospect of an amendment 
being made to the act soon. ‘ 

The Necessity of their being sent off immediately is Notorious, 
as we are fully convinced they Harbour & give Intelligence to 
the Enemy daily. We have also a number of men who we belive 
do infinitely moore damage than the Women; some of them have 
applied to go off. We should be very glad to know whether we 
are to provide a flagg to send them off or where we are to apply 
for one; we are With Respect Your Excell’ys Most Obt. Humbl.

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On October 19, 1780, Sir John Johnson’s KRRNY, Butler’s Rangers and Brant’s Volunteers 
led another raid against the Mohawk Valley. In the Battle of Stone Arabia, an American force of 
136 men, led by Col John Brown, attacked the British force and was defeated with a loss of forty 
killed, including Col. Brown. Stone Arabia, Trinity Lutheran Church and the Reformed Dutch 
Church were “virtually destroyed in the brutal, murderous raid which followed.”’* Later the 
same day, the British and Indians were defeated in the Battle of Klock’s Field. During their 
precipitous escape, Johnson’s men were forced to abandon their cannon, supplies and prisoners. 


“Everything except the soil is destroyed from Fort Hunter to Stone Arabia,” and 20-mile 
swath of destruction was left in the wake of Johnson’s raids. The village of Caughnawaga, 
including the Fonda home, was destroyed; except for the Reformed Protestant Dutch Church, 
because it was built on Butler estate land. The 1780 fall crop was destroyed, hundreds of 
buildings were burned, and 197 were dead. These raids threatened American supply routes to 
Fort Plain and Fort Stanwix on the frontier, and depleted the ranks of the Tryon County Militia. 
The Burning of the Valleys was Johnson’s and the Loyalists’ ultimate revenge for their treatment 
and being forced out of the Mohawk Valley. 
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“On October 4, 1780, the Provincial Congress issued an act stating that the certificates issued 
to pay New York troops defending the United States in lieu of currency would be accepted for 
the purchase of confiscated estates at the same value. Many of the soldiers who received the 
certificates were dubious of the fledgling government’s ability to eventually redeem the bills, so 
they sold the certificates to speculators who used them to buy forfeited lands.” On March 31, 
1781, the priority rights of tenants to purchase their farms was re-affirmed by the Provincial 
Congress.”° 
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On October 25, 1781, six days after the British defeat at Yorktown, in one of the last battles 
in the Northern Theatre, British forces, including the KRRNY, Butler’s Rangers, British Army 
troops and Mohawk warriors, attacked a number of small towns and homesteads, burning 
buildings and killing settlers. As they approached Johnstown, American Colonel Marinus 
Willett pursued the raiding party with his force of militiamen. Despite being outnumbered, 
Willett’s forces engaged in multiple skirmishes with the British forces, ultimately forcing the 
British to retreat and return to Canada. The success of Willett’s forces at the “Battle of 
Johnstown” effectively ended fighting in the Mohawk Valley. 


The Treaty of Paris ending the eight-year conflict was signed on September 3, 1783,’4 and 
the new nation of the United States 
was created. During the course of 
the war, Colonial Militias numbered 
up to 145,000 men; the Continental 
Army about 231,000 men; along 
with 12,000 French. 25,000 
Loyalists participated in the conflict, 
alongside 22,000 British Army 
soldiers and 30,000 Hessians 
provided by German states. British 
casualties (regulars and militias) 
were about 24,000 deaths and 
injuries, including from disease and 
capture; while 1,200 Hessian 
soldiers were killed, and another 
5,500 deserted and settled in 
America after the war. 6,800

Articles V and VI of the Treaty 
of Paris, which provided for a right of restitution for the estates, rights and properties which had 
been confiscated from British subjects and Loyalists and prohibiting further confiscations, were 
totally ignored. In May 1784, the Provincial Congress effectively nullified those articles by 
authorizing “the speedy sale of confiscated estates.” By 1788, only a few of the forfeited estates 
remained unsold. Despite legislative efforts to “democratize” the sale and distribution of 
forfeited properties, most were bought by well-off tenant farmers, wealthy businessmen and 
speculators; not soldiers and small farmers, because they didn’t have the money or resources to 
buy land after being wiped-out financially during the Revolution.” 


In April 1784, Tryon County was renamed Montgomery County in honor of General Richard 
Montgomery, who died in the American attack on Quebec early in the Revolutionary War. 
Montgomery County extended north to the Canadian border and west to the western border of 
the State of New York.

CH. 2: MOHAWK VALLEY, PROVINCE OF NEW YORK 


In 1786, Jelles Fonda was granted a 40,000-acre patent in Oneida County (present day Rome 
and Floyd), on the condition that within three years a settler for each 500 acres would be located 
on the land. The Stone Arabia Reformed Church was rebuilt in 1787. In 1788, Palatine 
Township was formed from the Palatine District. Colonists also obtained extensive lands for 
settlement in the 1789 Treaty of Fort Stanwix. In 1790, Major Jelles Fonda built a home on 
Montgomery Terrace in Caughnawaga (Fonda), overlooking the Mohawk Valley, but he died 
before it could be occupied. Stone Arabia’s Trinity Lutheran Church was rebuilt in 1792. 


The war in the Mohawk Valley devastated the population. “Of the estimated 10,000 white 
population in 1777, approximately 1,000 were killed or taken prisoner. Some 2,500 to 3,000 
Loyalists left the valley, and about 3,000 Patriots abandoned their farms.”””” 


The bitterness and ill feelings continue to this day: 230 years and more than 10 generations 
after the end of the American Revolution. Canadian researchers seeking to learn more about 
their ancestors’ time in the Mohawk Valley have been met with disdain, while other Canadians 
continue to pursue claims against the United States for the confiscations of property, which is 
manifested by signage along the “Loyalist Highway” in eastern Ontario.

* The Lower or Rhenish Palatinate was a region located in what is now southwestern Germany on lands 
on both sides of the middle Rhine River between its Main and Neckar tributaries. Its 18th Century capital 
was Heidelberg - a center of the German Renaissance and Reformation. Agriculturally, the Rhine Valley 
was a fertile area and desired for its ability to grow a variety of crops, but especially its vineyards. As 
with any agrarian society, the Rhine Valley was affected by weather changes, pests, and other factors that 
influenced crop growth or failure. The boundaries of the Palatinate varied with the political and dynastic 
fortunes of the counts palatine; with title held by a leading secular prince of the Holy Roman Empire, who 
served as the stewards of royal territories in the absence of the Holy Roman emperors. At its height, the 
Palatinate covered 3,500 square miles. The Elector Palatinate* was considered the most important of the 
seven electors. The Palatinate remained Roman Catholic during the early Reformation, but adopted 
Calvinism in the 1560s and became the bulwark of Protestantism in Germany. During the Thirty Years 
War the Palatinate was given to Bavaria, and Catholic troops devastated the Rhenish Palatinate. The 
treaties of Osnabriick and Minster, part of the wider Peace of Westphalia in 1648, restored the Rhenish 
(Lower Palatinate) lands to Charles Louis, successor to Elector Frederick V (“The Winter King’). In 
1690, the Elector Palatinate was John William, who possessed a fanatical devotion to Catholicism. He 
persecuted all German Palatines (Calvinists, Lutherans and French Huguenots) who refused to convert to 
Catholicism. During the War of the Grand Alliance (1689-1697), French monarch Louis XIV ravaged 
the Rhenish Palatinate, causing many residents to emigrate to the British Colonies, where they became 
known as Pennsylvania Dutch and Amish. 


*The Electorate Palatine was in the area now occupied by Alsace-Lorraine, Wtirttemberg, Baden, Mainz 
and Treves. 


In the winter of 1708, following two years of crop failure, record low temperatures froze the Rhine River 
and closed the waterway for five weeks. Grapevines died, cattle froze, and any wine from previous 
harvests was ruined. With no immediate recovery in sight, and after 30 years of wars, religious 
persecution and now potential starvation, many Palatines looked for an alternative. In 1709, Britain 
passed a naturalization act which allowed any foreigner, who took oaths professing to be a Protestant and 
pledging allegiance to the British government, and paid a shilling, to be immediately naturalized and have 
all privileges held by English-born citizens. Under Queen Anne's direction, land speculators, who had 
obtained land patents in the colonies, sent agents to the Palatines with offers of forty acres of land, plus 
paid transportation to the colonies and maintenance. In addition to supporting these Protestants, the 
resettlement of emigrants north of New York City also provided a buffer against the French. One phase 
of Palatine emigration began in the spring of 1709 when an estimated 14,000 were camped in Britain. 
The British were unprepared for the numbers of immigrants, resulting in appalling living conditions while 
the Palatines awaited transport to the British Colonies. Some of the emigrants resettled in Ireland without 
the free land they had been guaranteed. Approximately 3,000 Roman Catholics were sent back to 
Germany. Up to 1,000 went to Jamaica, the West Indies and South Carolina. Out of the initial group, 
about 3,000 went to New York. The Elector Palatinate made vigorous protests at these departures and 
published an edict of death to all emigrants. Conditions on the ships was poor: food and water were 
spoiled, vermin ran rampant, and illness quickly spread. Many of the emigrants, especially the elderly 
and children, died either on board ship or shortly after landing. After spending three months on shipboard 
in port and three months crossing the Atlantic, the Palatines’ were housed in Nutten Island (now 
Governor's Island) upon arriving in New York in 1710.

Livingston Manor was a 160,000 acre (650 sq. km.) tract of land, and is not to be confused with the 
present-day Livingston Manor which is located 30 miles west of the Hudson River and south of the 
Catskill Mountains. Livingston Manor (1715-1790) was located south of Claverack to Clermont on the 
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south (which became Clermont Manor, when split from Livingston Manor in 1728), with the Hudson 
River on the west and the Taghkanic Hills (present-day Taconic Mountains) on the east. 


* The original “Trinity Lutheran Church” in Stone Arabia was burned by the British on October 19, 1780, 
and the present church was erected in 1792. The Dutch Reformed Church was also destroyed in October 
1780, and was rebuilt in 1788 at a cost of $3,378. State of New York Route 5 Guide. Many Revolutionary 
War soldiers are buried in the Reformed Dutch Church churchyard. The vital records of these churches 
along with those of the Reformed Protestant Dutch Church of Caughnawaga provide a rich source of 
information about the communities and relationships of their people in the 1700s.

John Fonda was a captain with the Albany Militia, and did not live in Caughnawaga. John was captured 
in Sir John Johnson’s May 1780 raids, along with his brother Adam and 100 others, and imprisoned in 
Montreal. John Fonda was released after a few days. 


Adam Fonda “was a faithful officer of Sir William Johnson during the French and Indian War, and at the 
outbreak of the Revolution rejected ‘many flattering offers to join the British forces, but instead enlisted 
in the Third Tryon County Regiment,’” attaining the rank of Lt. Col. in the 3rd Battalion of the Tryon 
County Militia. He was captured in Sir John Johnson’s May 1780 raids after his father was killed. His 
house was burned, and he was imprisoned in Montreal.

° In 1755, Schuyler was commissioned a captain empowered to raise a militia company to build 
fortifications north of Albany. Schuyler learned the business of military supply during the French and 
Indian War, and was a part of British attacks on Forts Ticonderoga and Frontenac. He was a member of 
the New York General Assembly in 1768 until it was disbanded by the Provincial Congress in 1775. 
Phillip Schuyler emerged as one of the wealthiest pre-Revolutionary War landowners, including holdings 
in the Mohawk Valley, even though he lived in Albany. Schuyler needed more access to markets and 
resources than the British allowed, so he supported colonial resistance activities as a matter of business 
rather than politics. In 1775, he was one of four Major Generals appointed by the Continental Congress, 
but was replaced in 1777, leading him to resign his commission in 1779 and return to the Continental 
Congress. Phillip Schuyler was one of the first two United States Senators for the State of New York, but 
lost his first race for re-election in 1791 to Aaron Burr, who was helped by the powerful Livingston and 
Clinton families. His daughter Elizabeth married Alexander Hamilton, who was infuriated by Schuyler’s 
defeat, and in 1797, with Hamilton’s renewed control of New York politics, Schuyler beat Burr to regain 
the Senate seat he had lost six years earlier. Philip Schuyler retired from the U. S. Senate just months 
after his son-in-law was killed in a duel by Burr. Philip Schuyler, by Stefan Bielinski.

** “The following curious document hangs on the walls of the Fort Rensselaer Club in the old Van 
Alstyne House in Canajoharie. It is not known from what source it came. This parchment is one of the 
most important Colonial papers relating to the Mohawk Valley. It has never been previously published to 
the author's knowledge. The document takes on unusual interest and historical value because it bears the 
signatures of the greater part of the leading Whig and Tory leaders of the Mohawk Valley in the troubled 
times just antedating the beginning of the Revolution. 


“To the student of history, this Tryon County paper looks like a trick to get the Valley patriot leaders to 
swear allegiance to King George on account of his religion — an oath to support a Protestant monarch, 
which later might be construed into a blanket oath of allegiance and endorsement of all the acts of the 
English sovereign and the English government. Perhaps the mask and the trick were recognized by the 
Whig signers. If so they probably regarded their signing as a mere formality done to please Sir William 
Johnson. They may have considered the document to be in no way binding on their political acts. 


“The document, in verbatim form, and its signatures, follow: 


““T_ A. B. do sincerely promise and swear that I will be faithfull and bear true Allegiance to 
his Majesty King George the third so help me God. ... I do declare that no foreign Prince, 
Person, Prelate, State or potentate hath or ought to have any Jurisdiction, Power, Superiority, 
Preeminence or Authority, Ecclesiastical or Spiritual within this Realm so help me God. I. A. B. 
do truly and Sincerely acknowledge, profess, Testify and Declare in my Conscience before God 
and the World that our Sovereign Lord King George is Lawful & rightful King of this Realm ... 
I do swear that I will bear faith and true allegiance to his Majesty King George and him will 
defend to the utmost of my Power against all Traterous Conspiracies and Attempts whatsoever 
which shall be made against his Person, Crown or Dignity & Title do my utmost endeavor to 
disclose and make known to his Majesty and his Successors all Treasons & Traiterous 
Conspiracies which I shall know to be against him or any of them ... I do solemnly in the 
Presence of God Profess, Testify & Declare that I do make this Declaration and every part thereof 
in the plain & ordinary sense of the Words rid unto me as they are commonly understood by 
English Protestants without any Evasion Equivocation or mental Reservation whatsoever ...’

For the British, they 
were prepared about once every 182 days. Loyalist rolls were to have been made out once every 61 days, 
although there were exceptions, especially during the southern campaigns. During a muster, each man 
was physically checked against his name on the roll, and a notation was made regarding each man who 
was absent or whose status had changed since the previous muster. The rolls listed all circumstances that 
affected pay or absences. For example, notations were made of soldiers who were killed, died, deserted, 
discharged, or absent on duty elsewhere.” The On-Line Institute for Advance Loyalist Studies (“Loyalist 
Muster Rolls”). 


On January 21, 1778, a muster roll of the King’s Royal Regiment of New York was created of the 
regiment as it stood after the Burgoyne/Oriskany Campaign. The Regiment was in LaPraire (near 
Montreal), Québec, at the confluence of the Saint-Jacques River and the Saint Lawrence River at the time, 
and consisted of 10 companies, with dates of establishment in parenthesis, and dates of enlistment next to 
names of our family’s ancestors who served in the KRRNY:

“During the American Revolution, many states passed laws allowing them to seize the property 
of known loyalists. So-called ‘confiscation laws’ effectively criminalized dissent against the 
American Revolution. The seizure and sale of loyalist property also raised revenue for the state 
by redistributing property from Loyalists to the rest of the community. Many new states’ 
established their legitimacy in the eyes of their constituents by depriving certain people of their 
right to property. 


“New York built one of the most robust property confiscation regimes. In fact, New Yorkers 


started seizing loyalist property even before the state ratified its Constitution. In March of 1777, 
the Provincial Convention—a provisional government—created in counties under Patriot control 
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‘Committees of Sequestration,’ which seized property abandoned by Loyalists, auctioned it off, 
and sent those funds to the state treasurer. 


“New York’s most aggressive confiscation law was passed in October of 1779, entitled “An Act 
for the Forfeiture and Sale of the Estates of Persons who have adhered to the Enemies of this 
State, and for declaring the Sovereignty of the People of this State, in respect to all Property 
within the same,” though it is commonly called the Forfeiture Act (New York Laws, 3rd session, 
Ch. 25). It included a list of New Yorkers who remained loyal to Great Britain and provided that 
these “offenders” had forfeited their right to property and were banished from the state. It also 
empowered the state to seize and sell their forfeited property.” List of Loyalists against whom 
Judgments were given under the Confiscation Act of 1779.

Petition from Tryon County for Relief. 


Tryon County 6th October 1780. 

The Petition of the Inhabitants of Tryon County Humbly Sheweth, 

That your Petitioners have during this Campaign Labour’d under the most dreadful 
Difficulties; that Several of thier principal Settlements, Viz: Conawaga, Conajohary have 
been Entirely Destroy’d, whereby a great Number of Families were forced to leave the 
County, in order to Seek Refuge in some other parts, more remote from our Cruel 
savage Emies, that still the greatest number Trusting in the prouidence of God: and 
the Protection of thier Country, did Rather Choose to stay in defence of thier Property, 
Rights and Liberties, than to give way, to Thoughts unbecoming a people, that is 
Determined to be free, and would rather share the goodwill and Dangers of thier fellow 
Brethren, in the County, than to be a burden upon the public. 

That it most seasonably happened, by your Excellency’s Paternal Care which they 
have so often Experienced, that Troops have been sent up to their assistance time 
Enough to Enable and protect them, to gather thier grain, whereof a vast Quantity 
stands now dispersed, all over the several settlements of thier County, stacked up in 
thier fields and Round the Different Forts; That this happy Circumstance, and the 
prospect that the Sufferers Could find Shelter, and Refuge with Those, who Enjoy 
thier Houses, whereof thier is a Considerable Number, have been the support of thier 
hopes and perseverance, But that thier firm Resolution is quite shaken, when they 
Find, that the time of the Troops which were sent to their protection is almost Expired, 
at a Time when the Enemy is in the verge of thier settlements, has in the sight of a 
number of the best Troops and most vigilant. Officers, burn’d Kill’d and Taken Prisnors, 
of which almost every day brings a new Instance; that your Petitioners, have Inteli- 
gence that this is the Sixth Day, since Brandt, had left Niagara with a large body of 
Men, with an Intent to Invade our County, that your Petitioners Presume, if that 
should be the Case, as they have the greatest Reason to believe it will be some time 


this Fall, then it would be in the power of the Enemy to Destroy almost all the grain 
Colected, besides the Rest of the settlements yet standing, if seasonable and Effectual 
measures is not Immediately adopted, to prevent it. Your Petitioners are, therefore, 
under the most Dreadfull apprehensions, and presume to lay thier Case, once more 
before your Excellency, appealing to your Known Humanity, Craving your Excellency's 
Kind Interposition with the Legislature, & the Commander in Chief, to have such relief 
granted as our Case requires and you ih your wisdom shall see meet, Your Excel- 
lency’s Humble Petitioners as in Duty bound Shall ever Pray.

5. The Congress of the Confederation will “earnestly recommend” to state legislatures to recognize 
the rightful owners of all confiscated lands “provide for the restitution of all estates, rights, and 
properties, which have been confiscated belonging to real British subjects [Loyalists];” 

6. United States will prevent future confiscations of the property of Loyalists; 

7. Prisoners of war on both sides are to be released and all property left by the British army in the 
United States unmolested (including slaves); 

8. Great Britain and the United States were each to be given perpetual access to the Mississippi River; 
9. Territories captured by Americans subsequent to treaty will be returned without compensation; 

10. Ratification of the treaty was to occur within six months from the signing by the contracting 
parties.

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After its victory over France in the Seven Years’ War (French and Indian War in North 
America), Great Britain received all of Canadian New France from the French in the 1763 Treaty 
of Paris. New France was officially renamed Québec by the British in the Québec Act of 1774. 
Québec covered all British Canada, with two districts: Québec and Montreal.! 


Following the loss of General Burgoyne in 1777, the number of Loyalist families seeking 
refuge in Québec greatly increased. For nearly two years, the continuous influx of destitute 
families ... became an insurmountable problem. In 1779, Governor Haldimand ordered lists be 
kept of all families entering the country, along with the quantity of provisions per day each family 
was receiving. By 1781, almost 1,400 people were being provisioned.’* By war’s end refugee 
camps were overflowing and conditions were deteriorating. 


The 1783 Treaty of Paris created the new nation of the United States, and defined the borders 
between it and Québec. English subjects living south of the border, which ran through the center 
of Lakes Erie and Ontario, and of the St. Lawrence River, become American citizens.

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In the late fall of 1783, those British Loyalists families remaining in Tryon County, New York, 
were transported by the British to Fort Isle aux Noix, located on an island in the Richelieu River 
in Québec close to Lake Champlain. They rejoined their husbands who served in the King’s Royal 
Regiment of New York (“KRRNY”).’? Most of the men and their families wintered at the Isle aux 
Noix, while the rest spent the winter in various camps at Fort St. Johns, Fort Chambly and around 
Montreal. The Kings Royal Regiment of New York was disbanded on December 24, 1783.°° 


Even though 20% to 30% of the Colonial population was Loyalist, only 2-3% of the 1783 
population of three million were ultimately exiled. Those Tories who remained kept their heads 
down and made peace with the new nation of the United States. Many successful and prominent 
Loyalists ended up in Québec. About 30-35,000 Loyalists went to Nova Scotia (including New 
Brunswick which was established in 1784), and about 7-8,000 to Québec; the latter mostly from 
New York.*! Those who fled, left with the clothes on their backs and what they could carry; 
involuntarily surrendering all their lands, homes, livestock and farm implements. The arrival of 
Loyalist families during and after the Revolutionary War substantially and forever changed the 
demographic, cultural, religious and legal composition of southern Québec, and formed the 
foundation for modern day Ontario and Canada. 


For many Loyalist families, it marked the second time in a generation they had left their 
country with only what they could carry. Those exiled were forced to rely upon the Crown for 
support and compensation of their substantial losses. In July 1783, the British Parliament 
appointed a commission to classify the services provided by Loyalists to the Crown, and to 
establish a system of compensation for their losses, which would treat the Loyalists with “a due 
and generous attention.” Claims were supposed to be received through personal filings in London, 
no later than March 25, 1784. However, the Act wasn’t published in Québec until October 1783, 
which was too late for most claimants to travel to England, or to pay for a London lawyer (if they 
could afford it). The Act was renewed and permitted claims to be filed in Canada until May 1786.*? 
Only a small proportion of Loyalists filed claims with the British Government for their losses.** 


Despite provisions in the Treaty of Paris, only a token effort was made by the Americans to 
settle Loyalist claims: which often failed due to lack of proof; were either destroyed or under the 
control of local authorities, who had no reason to cooperate; or were subverted by laws passed by 
the states. 


In 1784, the Crown appointed Sir John Johnson to distribute Crown lands along the St. 
Lawrence River and the north shore of Lake Ontario, which it had purchased from the First 
Nations, to Loyalists who had come to Québec, as compensation for their losses in the colonies. 
The newly created area was called the “Eastern District.”*4 The British government discouraged 
Loyalists from settling in the “Eastern Townships”*> of Québec, north of the international 
boundary known as the “Morse Line,” because the British wanted to create a buffer zone along the 
St. Lawrence River between the French Canadians and Americans. Most of the Loyalists who 
came to Québec in the 1780s were associated with the Royal Highland Emigrants, the King’s 
Royal Regiment of New York, Butler’s Rangers, Jessup’s Loyal Rangers or James Rogers’ King’s 
Rangers. Land was allotted according to the regiment and rank of the Loyalist.*° 


On March 1, 1784, Patrick McNiff was hired to survey about 60,000 heavily forested acres, 
which fronted the St. Lawrence River about 40 miles southwest of Montreal, and to lay out lots in 
nine townships. As late as 1772, maps labeled this area the “Great Wilderness,” with only six 
white men having allegedly visited. 
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The survey system employed by McNiff was based upon counties, townships, concessions, 
and farm lots. A county grouped together several townships of unequal size and shape; and each 
township was divided into strips called concessions. The concessions were further divided into 
100, 200, or 300-acre lots.*’

There were no roads. In June 1784, Loyalists of the Kings Royal Regiment of New York 
(“KRRNY”) were ferried up the St. Lawrence River by French-Canadians in bateaux boats to the 
nine Royal Townships surveyed by McNiff.*® 


Sir John Johnson arranged the settlement of 3,776 Loyalists during the first year. 1,462 
members of the 1st Battalion of the KRRNY settled in Townships 1 through 5, while the 2nd 
Battalion, totaling 310 members, located in Cataraqui Townships 3 and 4.°? 


“All settlers received tickets or certificates showing the location of the lots on which they were 
to clear land and build houses, with full title to be given at a later date when settlement duties had 
been performed. These tickets were exchanged fairly freely — people moved from one site to 
another or traded tickets for goods, services or cash. There was no central control over their 
circulation and no easy way of determining whether the holder of a ticket had acquired it legally.” 


On November 1, 1786, McNiff published a Map of New Settlements on the St. Lawrence River, 
which identified the concessions and lots on which Loyalist families were residing.”! 


Settlers faced physical isolation, frontier conditions, a primitive lifestyle, and an unpredictable 
environment. For example, the original 516 settlers of Royal Township No. 2 (Cornwall) were 
given one tent, one month’s worth of food rations, clothes, and minimal agricultural provisions, 
including one cow for two families, an ax and other tools. Settlers initially cleared enough land to 
build a log house for shelter and to raise a scant crop the following year. Early settlers faced 
starvation and economic uncertainty. Barter became the means to obtain food and goods. In 1785, 
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a “Muster Roll” for each of the Royal Townships was created by the British authorities, which 
listed the heads of the households in each township.”

From 1784 through 1786, until settlers were able to clear sufficient land to grow sustaining 
crops, the British Government provided them with rations on a reducing scale. In the first year, 
they received full rations for each person over ten years of age, two-thirds in the second year, and 
one-third in the third and final year. Children under the age of ten received half rations. A typical 
daily ration consisted of one pound of flour and one pound of beef or 12 ounces of pork, but the 
ration varied considerably depending on location and availability. The government maintained 
“Provisioning Lists” identifying those who received rations, which included the name of the head 
of household, place of settlement, and details of the composition of the family by sex and age.”*

The October 1784 and August 1786 Provisioning Lists represent the inhabitants of the Royal 
Townships, and could be considered the first censuses of Québec (and Ontario). 


In June 1787, Sir Guy Carleton, Lord Dorchester, Governor-General of Canada announced the 
governing Council had passed an “Act to Regulate the Militia,” requiring men between the ages 
of 16 and 50 to serve two years to “train up youth in discipline and obedience, and to teach the 
people that the defence of the country is their own immediate concern ...””* 


“By 1788, the authorities had given the numbered townships and settlements names that 
honored the Royal family. Sophiasburgh, Williamsburgh and Matilda, for example, 
commemorated some of King George III's children, while Charlottenburg was named after the 
Queen. In that same year, the government divided the western part of the old province of Québec, 
which would become Upper Canada, into four districts for the purposes of future political 
administration. These districts, from east to west, were Lunenburg, Mecklenburg, Nassau and 
Hesse. The names reflected the German origins of the Royal family, as well as the large German 
element among the Loyalists.””° 
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On November 9, 1789, Lord Dorchester, wishing to honor those persons who had remained 
loyal to Britain, proposed to the Executive Council, to “put the mark of Honour upon the Families 
who had adhered to the Unity of the Empire, and joined the Royal Standard in America before the 
Treaty of Separation in the year 1783.” Dorchester’s “Unity of the Empire” became “United 
Empire Loyalists.” The final Act provided: 


“Those Loyalists who have adhered to the Unity of the Empire, and joined the Royal 
Standard in America before the Treaty of Separation in the year 1783, and all their Children 
and their Descendants by either sex, are to be distinguished by the following Capitals, 
affixed to their names: U. E. Alluding to their great principle the Unity of the Empire.””° 


On the same date, at the Council Chamber at Québec, the Council ordered: 


“That the ‘several Land Boards take course for preserving a Registry of the names of 
all persons falling under the description aforementioned to the end that their posterity may 
be discriminated, from future settlers, in the Parish Registers and Rolls of the Militia of 
their respective Districts, and other Public Remembrances of the Province, as proper 
objects, by their persevering in the Fidelity and Conduct so honourable to their ancestors, 
for distinguished Benefits and Privileges.’ 


“And it is also ordered, that the said Land Boards may in every such case provide not 
only for the Sons of those Loyalists, as they arrive to full age, but for their Daughters also 
of that age, or on their Marriage, assigning to each a Lot of Two Hundred Acres, more or 
less, provided nevertheless that they respective comply with the general Regulations, and 
that it shall satisfactorily appear that there has been no Default in the due Cultivation and 
Improvement of the Lands already assigned to the head of the family of which they are 
members.”””’ 
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Thus, a class of settlers and their children were provided a significant societal and real property 
benefit as a reward for their service to Britain during the American Revolutionary War. If a 
Loyalist appeared on the “U. E. List,” which was preserved in the Crown Lands Department at 
Toronto, their status in early British Canada was assured. “The ‘Old United Empire Loyalists 
List,’ with additions through 1798, is the official register of persons who are entitled to the 
appellation of United Empire Loyalists.”°* The “Order-in-Council” (“OC”) of November 9, 1789, 
contains the names of thousands of U. E. Loyalist settlers who founded the area which became the 
Province of Upper Canada. Additions to the “Order-in-Council” were made for sons and daughters 
into the 1850s, but the “official” list ends with additions to 1798. 


“The Land Boards were established in 1789 to oversee land matters, settle the four districts 
(Hesse, Nassau, Lunenburg and Mecklenburg) and to grant land to the settlers. These districts 
became Upper Canada in 1791. Many settlers were given free land, rations, farm stock and farm 
implements. Lands were also granted to the sons and daughters of Loyalists.”? The Land Boards 
were abolished in 1794 when the land granting process was centralized through the Executive 
Council.”!° 


After the American Revolution, immigration from Great Britain to Canada resumed. As more 
Loyalists arrived and settled in the western part of the Province of Québec, tensions between 
Catholic French residents and speakers, who were still living under French civil law, and the new 
settlers, who were non-French, English speaking, independent, non-Catholic and had lived under 
the British civil system, increased. 


The Constitutional Act of 1791 was an effort to reduce those tensions. Great Britain divided 
the Province of Québec into two parts. Québec Province between Québec and Montreal, including 
the Eastern Townships by Montreal, Nova Scotia, Labrador and Newfoundland became “Lower 
Canada.” The area encompassed by present day Ontario, i.e. Lunenburgh or Eastern District, 
including the Royal Townships, became “Upper Canada.” The names were chosen for their 
relationship to the headwaters of the St. Lawrence River. The Act allowed Loyalists of Upper 
Canada to live under British laws and institutions, while the mainly French speaking population 
of Lower Canada could maintain their French civil law, culture and the Catholic religion. The 
militias of Upper and Lower Canada were distinct forces under separate staffs and separate laws.'0!

On April 6, 1796, because the registry required in the November 9, 1789, Proclamation “has 
not been generally made; as it is still necessary to ascertain the persons and families, who may 
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have distinguished themselves” as U.E. Loyalists, and “for the purposes of fulfilling his Majesty’s 
gracious intention of settling such persons and families upon the lands now about to be confirmed 
to them,” Lt. Gov. John Graves Simcoe!” proclaimed all of those individuals and families who 
intended to claim the lands they were granted or currently lived upon based on being an UE 
Loyalist, or child of one, must “ascertain the same upon oath before the magistrates in the 
michaelmas quarter-sessions assembled, now next ensuing the date of this proclamation.” As a 
result, in October and November 1796, thousands of settlers appeared before the magistrates of 
the four District courts to declare under oath and provide information that they and their families 
qualified as UE Loyalists, which the magistrates noted in the records.'°° The “Rolls” of those who 
qualified as UE Loyalists under this Act are the origin of many other lists of Loyalists.'% 
Although, “the most important thing about these lists, is that these people existed in 1796/97 in 
Upper Canada — not that they were Loyalists. It amounts almost to a partial Census of the province 
at that date ...”1°° 


By 1812, Great Britain had been locked in a long war with France. The British Royal Navy 
blockaded Europe, but was short of men, so it seized British born sailors off American ships and 
forced them to serve in the British Navy. The United States declared war on Britain in June of 
1812, and set its sights on annexing Upper and Lower Canada. Many Loyalist veterans of the 
Mohawk Valley battles, and their sons, were members of British militias and participated in the 
defense of Canada against American invaders. 


During the War of 1812, Canadian emigration again ceased. The British did not want the 
Royal Townships to become a little American enclave in Canada, but instead wanted a buffer zone 
between the French Canadians along the St. Lawrence River and the Americans to the south. When 
immigration resumed in 1815, Ulster-Scots, English and Scots located in parts of New Brunswick, 
Lower Canada and Upper Canada (the area of present-day Ontario). Most were farmers and 
artisans, Protestants (Presbyterians and Methodists), and spoke English. They tended to live and 
fraternize together. About 30,000 immigrants, most of whom originated in the British Isles, landed 
each year in Québec City. However, due to the high price of land and poor transportation, few of 
the 750,000 British immigrants who arrived in Québec City between 1829 and 1853 settled in the 
Eastern Townships. Some remained in Lower Canada, but most of the new arrivals settled in 
Upper Canada. By 1830, Lower Canada had 400,000 inhabitants, and Upper Canada had 260,000. 
In 1851, the majority of people living in the townships near the American border were still of 
American descent. 


In 1837, armed rebellion broke out in both provinces of Canada, with the ultimate goal of 
establishing an independent Republic of Lower Canada. The rebellion of Lower Canada continued 
into 1838, when groups of Lower Canadian ‘“Patriotes,” supported by a large number of 
Americans, crossed into Canada from the United States, and attempted to drive the British Army 
out of Canada. About 23,000 Canadian militiamen were involved in various battles. Even though 
the Patriotes were militarily defeated, political unrest continued in Upper and Lower Canada.'° 
The 1841 Act of Union, attempted to solve the dissatisfaction with the political leadership in Upper 
and Lower Canada which gave rise to the Rebellion of 1837. The Act of Union abolished the 
parliaments of Upper and Lower Canada, and formed the Province of Canada. The Act converted 
Upper Canada (present day Ontario) to Canada West, while Lower Canada became Canada East. 
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In 1842, the first major, but non-comprehensive, census was taken in Canada West and Canada 
East.? The 1851 Census, which was not begun until January 12, 1852, was the first thorough and 
modern census of Canada East and West. The Province of Canada’s population was stated as 
2,312,919, but was probably higher. Canada West had a population of over 952,000.'°’ 


The 1867 Act of Confederation abolished the Province of Canada, and established the 
Dominion of Canada, creating the Provinces of Québec (Québec, New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia) and Ontario.

“Between 1874 and 1881, approximately forty county atlases were published in Canada, covering counties 


in the Maritimes, Ontario and Québec. Thirty-two of these atlases were produced for Ontario by the 
following five companies: H. Belden & Co. (17); H.R. Page & Co. (8); Walker & Miles (5); JLH. Meacham 
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& Co. (1); H. Parsell (1). Two types of county atlases exist for Ontario, those which covered a single county 
or multiple adjacent counties, and those which were published as supplements to Dominion of Canada 
atlases. In total, 40 Ontario counties were covered by these 32 atlases. 


“Each of the county atlases consisted of a historical text, township and town maps, portraits, views and 
patrons' directory / business cards. But more important, names of residents were marked on the lots of the 
township maps in these county atlases. Unfortunately, only the names of subscribers were recorded on the 
township maps for the Dominion of Canada supplements. All of these atlases were sold by subscription. 
Prominent county residents paid an additional sum to have biographical sketches, portraits and views of 
their residences or businesses included in the atlases. 


“A township in Ontario is usually rectangular in shape, unless it borders a major river or lake. Townships 
are divided into concessions. Each concession is a strip of land 1 and 1/4 mile wide. Concessions can run 
in any direction and are usually separated by a road. Concessions are numbered with Roman Numerals (V, 
IV, etc). When concessions do not run the length or width of the township because of water, they are 
usually labelled with letters (A, B, etc). A gore is a part of a township that does not fit into the regular 
shape. 


“Concessions are divided into lots that use Arabic numbers (3, 4, etc). Originally lots were 200 acres, 
which could then be easily divided into parcels of 100 acres. The lots ran parallel to the road.”

The first tangible documentation of those who may have been entitled to “U.E.” status, I have located, are 
those individuals on McNiff’s November 1, 1786, Official List, which is three years earlier than the Order- 
in-Council. 


The dates on which the “blood” children and grandchildren of the original 1789 United Empire Loyalists 
received their Order-in-Council is significant in several respects. First, the person had to be alive to request 
the OC and receive the right to use the U.E. suffix. Second, obtaining the OC allowed the person to petition 
the government for a grant of land based upon Lord Dorchester’s 1789 Act. Third, using the listings in The 
Loyalists in Ontario: The Sons and Daughters of the American Loyalists of Upper Canada, by William D 
Reid (1973) (“Reid’s Loyalists”), and comparing the names and dates of an OC with the Land Petitions of 
Upper Canada 1763-1865 (“Upper Canada Land Petitions’’), | confirmed the vast majority had not only 
petitioned the Crown for land grants, but also confirmed where they lived, to whom they were related, and 
that most petitioned for land around the date of their OC. The OC and land grant petition were evidence 
the person was still alive on specific dated (as of the latest date of the two), which also invalidated many 
entries in various family histories and trees. They are designated by “>” prior to their Year of Death entry.

'© John Graves Simcoe (February 25, 1752 — October 26, 1806) was a British Army general and the first 
Lieutenant Governor of Upper Canada from 1791 until 1796. His father was a captain in the Royal Navy 
who commanded the 60-gun HMS Pembroke during the 1758 siege of Louisbourg. His father died in May 
1759 on board his ship in the mouth of the Saint Lawrence River, a few months prior siege of Québec. In 
1770, Simcoe entered the British Army as an ensign in the 35th Regiment of Foot, and his unit was 
dispatched to the Thirteen Colonies. He saw action in the American Revolutionary War during the Siege 
of Boston, and early New York and New Jersey, and Philadelphia Campaigns. Beginning in 1777, Simcoe 
commanded the Queen’s Rangers, which saw extensive action until its surrender at Yorktown.

Simcoe entered politics in 1790, and was elected Member of Parliament from Cornwall, but resigned 
after being appointed Lieutenant-Governor on 12 September 1791. Under the Constitutional Act, the 
provincial government consisted of the Lieutenant-Governor, an appointed Executive Council and 
Legislative Council, and an elected 16-member Legislative Assembly. He founded York (now Toronto) 
and was instrumental in introducing institutions such as courts of law, trial by jury, English common law, 
freehold land tenure, and the abolition of slavery. By 1810, there were no slaves in Upper Canada.

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In June 1784, Loyalists of the Kings Royal Regiment of New York (““KRRNY’”) were ferried 
up the St. Lawrence River by French-Canadians in bateaux boats to the nine Royal Townships 
surveyed by Patrick McNiff.! “The first nine townships west of the seigneury of Longueil (the 
most westerly of the established seigneuries in Québec) were known as the Royal Townships. 
The next five townships, known as the Cataraqui townships, took up the area west to the Bay of 
Quinte. Land was granted according to military rank, with a minimum of 50 acres given to each 
member of a Loyalist family, including unborn children.” 


“Disbanded military units settled together in townships. Sir John Johnson’s Royal Yorkers, 
for example, held the first five of the Royal Townships. At the settlers’ request and with Lord 
Dorchester’s approval, they were organized according to nationality, language and religion. 
Catholic Highlanders, Scottish Presbyterians, German Calvinists, German Lutherans and 
Anglicans occupied those townships in that order. Initially, administration of justice and local 
government continued according to military custom under the authority of former officers. In 
the earliest days, some civilians even received military rank, in order to fill the offices necessary 
for basic administration.”!” 


In 1784, Sir John Johnson arranged the settlement of 1,462 members of the Ist Battalion of 
the KRRNY in Royal Townships 1 through 5.'!° Settlers faced physical isolation, frontier 
conditions, a primitive lifestyle and an unpredictable environment. The original 516 settlers of 
Royal Township No. 2 (Cornwall) were given one tent, one month’s worth of food rations, 
clothes, and minimal agricultural provisions, including one cow for two families, an ax and other 
tools. Settlers initially cleared enough land to build a log house for shelter and to raise a scant 
crop the following year.'!! 


From 1784 through 1786, the British Government provided Cornwall Township settlers with 
rations, until they were able to clear sufficient land to grow sustaining crops. The government 
maintained “Provisioning Lists” to identify those who received rations. 215 Cornwall Township 
families received rations in October 1784, and 227 received rations in August 1786.'!? The 1785 
“Muster Roll” for Township No. 2 (Cornwall) identified 312 households, and Osnabruck 
Township (No. 3) had 94 households.''? On November 1, 1786, McNiff published a Map of New 
Settlements on the St. Lawrence River, which identified the concessions and lots on which 
Loyalist families were residing in Cornwall Township.'!4

Between 1784 and 1792, in the area of Williamstown (northeast of Cornwall), named after 
his father, Sir John Johnson built a house, grist mill and saw mill to encourage settlement. As 
crop production increased, the need for additional mills became important, and they were erected 
in St. Andrews (north of Eamers Corners in Concession V), Mille Roches and Moulinette. 
Johnson’s home was only occupied by the man hired to run the mills, as Johnson lived in 
Montreal.'!°

Reverend John Bethune emigrated to South Carolina around 1773 from Scotland. He was 
imprisoned at the outbreak of the Revolutionary War, but was freed around 1774, and went to 
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Halifax, Nova Scotia, where he was instrumental in organizing the Royal Highland Emigrants in 
1775, and was appointed its chaplain. A large proportion of Presbyterian Scotsmen were in the 
KRRNY and Royal Highland Emigrants, and settled in Lancaster, Charlottenburgh and Cornwall 
Townships. In May 1787, Reverend Bethune came to Williamstown from Montreal, and built 
churches in each of the Royal Townships. The Cornwall Township church was located on the 
southwest corner of Town Lot 15, which McNiff’s 1786 Map shows was granted to William 
McLaughlin and Michael Gallinger. It was New Johnstown’s first church and served as a public 
meeting place. The history of the Presbyterian Church at Cornwall mirrors the settlement and 
development of the township. The current St. Andrews Presbyterian Church of Williamstown 
was built in 1812, and is home to the birth and marriage records of many early settlers of 
Cornwall Township.'!” 


On February 10, 1789, Colonel James Gray’s'!® Company of the Militia of the Battalion of 
Cornwall & Osneburg, District of Lunenburg, mustered.'!? The majority of the battalion’s 
officers and enlisted men, including many members of our ancestral families, were veterans of 
the Kings Royal Regiment of New York, and knew how to fight as a military unit. Gray’s 
muster roll includes valuable information on each man, including age, marital service, prior 
service, concession and lot lived on, length of service and country of origin.!?° 


A large number of the original settlers of the Royal Townships, including our ancestors, 
appear in the official “Old United Empire Loyalists List,’ pursuant to Lord Dorchester’s 
November 9, 1789, proposal.!?!_ On April 2, 1790, the Rolls of Joseph Anderson’s Company of 
Militia of the Battalion of Cornwall & Osnabruck, in the District of Lunenburg, was published. 
67 of the 77 officers and men were designated with the “UE” suffix; which had to come from the 
original November 1789 list of Loyalists, who fought for the Crown in the Revolutionary War. 
Anderson’s roll also included age, rank, marital status, and military status of the militiamen.!?? 
The next day, Captain Jeremiah French’s Company’s roll was published, and listed veterans of 
the KRRNY, Butler’s Rangers and Jessup’s Corps. The company, also part of the Battalion of 
Cornwall & Osnabruck, had 78 members, only twelve of whom carried the “UE” designation; 
even though many others were on the original 1789 UE List.!?? Both companies included 
members of our ancestral families. 


In 1792, the name of the (1788) Lunenburgh district was changed to the Eastern District, and 
Stormont County was created, and included New Johnstown (later Cornwall). 


By December 17, 1797, 1,335 Eastern District settlers, who qualified as UE Loyalists, 
appeared before magistrates, as required by Lt. Gov. Simcoe’s April 6, 1796, Proclamation, to 
declare under oath their loyalty to the Crown, and provide information they and their families 
qualified as UE Loyalists, and thus were entitled to the lands they were granted and lived on.!74 


By the time the United States declared war of Britain in 1812, Cornwall Township was one 
of the largest settlements in Upper Canada, and most Cornwall Township inhabitants were self- 
sufficient. During the War of 1812, Cornwall was an important garrison town and a primary 
relay post for British communications, supplies, munitions and troops. “Local men were 
recruited to protect their homes from the invaders and were organized into four sedentary militia 
regiments: Ist Dundas, Ist Stormont and the Ist and 2nd Glengarry Regiments. They wore 
regular clothing and used American Revolutionary vintage weapons and served without uniforms 
in supply and scouting functions. ... Common family names that served in local militia can still 
found here today and include Anderson, Burton, Eamer, Empey, Cameron, Campbell, Fraser, 
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French, McDonell, McIntosh, Robertson, and Scott.”!*5 The Ist Regiment of the Stormont 
Militia, commanded by Lt. Col. Neil McLean, was formed.!?° 


On February 22, 1813, the Militia engaged the American Army at Ogdensburg, New York.!?’ 


On November 10, 1813, the Stormont Militia participated in the skirmish at Hoople’s 
Creek,'*8 and evacuated Cornwall before American cavalry occupied it the following day. The 
next day, the Stormont Militia participated in the British victory at Crysler’s Farm, which 
stopped the American advance toward Montreal, and ended the invasion (and attempted 
absorption) of Canada; a major pre-war objective of the United States. !?°

The Militia also participated in the British raids at Salmon River (New York) on February 
19-20, 1814.!3° The War ended on February 16, 1815. 


The first tax assessment for the Eastern District, including Stormont County and Comwall 
Township, appears to have been taken in 1815. Pringle’s compiled data from the assessment 
provides insight into the development of the township (which was combined with lightly 
populated Roxborough Township). Almost 300 property owners were assessed in both 
townships. Cornwall had 73 town lots (not all developed), and the two townships had: 182 
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houses, 4 grain mills, 4 saw mills, and almost 1,800 head of livestock.* Only 13% of the land 
was cultivated, pasture or meadow.!?! 
AGGREGATE ACCOUNT OF THE AssESSMENT OF THE EASTERN DisTRIcT FOR THE YEAR 1816. 
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As of 1823, the First and Second Regiments of the Stormont Militia, were still active.'°? By 
1824, the southern portions of the concessions along the St. Lawrence River were well cleared 
and cultivated.'*> “Those who recollect what the town (Cornwall) was sixty years ago would 
describe it as consisting of a few scattered buildings and a large expanse of cleared, but for the 
most part, unenclosed and uncultivated lots. This is the recollection the author has of its 
appearance in 1824. Among the buildings at that time the most noticeable were the English 
Church, the old District School house, and the Goal and Courthouse.” In 1832 and 1834 Asiatic 
cholera epidemics struck the township. Cornwall became one of the first incorporated 
municipalities in Upper Canada in 1834.'*4 


In December 1837, during the armed uprisings in Québec, a detachment of the First 
Regiment of the Stormont Militia, escorted an arms and ammunition shipment to Ottawa.'*> As 
the rebellion of Lower Canada continued into 1838, Capt. Alexander McDonell’s Company of 
the First Regiment of the Stormont Militia was called out from February 25 to 27, 1838. 
Seventeen of the twenty three service members were from the Eamer, Gallinger and Cryderman 
extended families.'°° After French Canadians seized the steamer Henry Brougham, its crew and 
passengers, at Beauharnois, on November 2, 1838, the First Regiment of the Stormont Militia, 
under the command of Lt. Col. D. McDonell, was sent to Beauharnois. After marching through 
“mud and mire” to reach Beauharnois, an attack was launched which drove the French from the 
village and rescued the prisoners. The 10th Company of the Regiment, which mustered on 
November 4, 1838, was commanded by Lt. Philip Eamer, son of Peter Eamer, UE and grandson 
of Philip Eamer UE. Its roll was comprised of the sons, grandsons and great-grandsons of 
Loyalists who had fought in the American Revolutionary War and been exiled to Canada. The 
majority of members of the company had familial relationships with the Eamers, Gallingers and 
Crydermans.'3’ By the spring of 1839, the 1st Stormont was relieved from duty. 


Pringle also performed an analysis of the 1825, 1835 and 1845 tax assessments for Cornwall 
and Roxborough Townships, which provides a 30-year view (1815-1845) of the significant 
growth of Cornwall Township.'**

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The 1845 assessment separates the two townships, so if the 1845 percentages are applied to 
1815, 1825 and 1835 (even though it is fair to assume Roxborough’s growth occurred later and 
more slowly than Cornwall’s), Cornwall Township grew substantially during the period.* Acres 
of land under cultivation more than doubled (6,150 to 13,624), while uncultivated land remained 
the same; probably the result of new grants of land to Loyalist children. Lots in Cornwall 
increased by 560%, and the number of merchants’ shops doubled. Housing increased from 180 
to over 500, and the number of livestock, including horses, more than doubled. Taxes in 
Cornwall Township quadrupled.'!°? 


In the 1851 Census, Cornwall Township’s population was 4,707, and Cornwall had about 
1,646 inhabitants. In 1856, the Grand Trunk Railroad built a station in downtown Cornwall.!*° 
An 1879 plat map of Cornwall Township shows the township fully settled.'*! 


> The 1845 assessment for Roxborough Township confirms its very small contribution to overall 
growth, i.e. only 15% of cultivated land, 31% of uncultivated land, 2% of houses, and 20% of 
livestock and grist mills. 
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Cornwall Township circa 1884!” 


On July 1, 1958, the St. Lawrence Seaway and International Hydro Electric Project began the 
creation of Lake St. Lawrence behind the Moses-Saunders Power Dam, and the permanent 
destruction by flooding of Mille Roches, Moulinette, Wales, Dickinson’s Landing, Farran’s 
Point, Aultsville, Woodlands, Santa Cruz and Maple Grove, as well as Sheek’s Island. Over 
6,500 people were displaced. “New Towns” of Ingleside (#1) and Long Sault (#2) were created. 
Only one (Maple Grove) of eighteen small cemeteries was moved in its entirety, while in the 
others’ graves were only moved on demand. 2,560 monuments were moved, and the graves 
which remained were covered by large stone slabs. The destroyed communities, which had 
existed since 1784, became known as the “Lost Villages.”

The War of 1812 Magazine, Issue 7: September 2007, War on the Ice: the British Attack on Ogdensburg, 
21 February 1813, republished an “anonymous account of that attack, almost certainly by an officer of 
the Stormont Militia Regiment, which was first published in the Literary Garland of 7 January 1849, and 
can now be found in the Archives of Ontario in Toronto in the Miscellaneous Manuscripts. There is no 
evidence that confirm the identity of the narrator although my suspicion would be that it was Lieutenant 
Alexander McLean of the Ist Flank Company of the Stormont Militia but that is only a suspicion. Some 
attempt has been made to identify the other officers involved but this has been hampered by many 
instances of the same names appearing (probably father and son) -- for example, of the eight officers in 
the two Stormont flank companies, no less than three bore the name Philip Empey.” 


The Capture of Ogdensburg, from the Literary Garland, January 1849. 
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On the 22nd of Feb'y 1813 the town of Ogdensburg was attacked by the British troops from 
Prescott, and complete success attended the Enterprise. 


“The attacking force was cheifly [sic] composed of the Militia of the Counties of Stormont, 
Dundas Glengarry and Leeds. ... On the declaration of War, [Major] Genl. [Isaac] Brock then 
administrator of the Government in Upper Canada addressed the Colonels of Militia in the 
Eastern and other Districts calling upon them to assemble their regiments, and take the necessary 
steps to repel invasion. An Act was passed authorizing two companies of Each Battalion to be 
Embodied and to be styled the Flank Companies of the Battalion. The Stormont regiment 
furnished its two companies instant[ly]; one was commanded by Captn. Philip Empy [Empey] of 
Comwall. The others by Captn. William Morgan of Osnabruck. The strength of these companies 
was one hundred men each. When the regiment was assembled the entire battalion volunteered 
for six months service. As soon as it was known that two Companies only were to be formed, 
Every man manifested the strongest desire to be one of the “two hundred.” The Selection was 
made from the young unmarried men and these companies were known as the “Stormont 
Flankers.”

“The Ogdensburg Garrison had frequently made raids on the Canadian Shore, annoying the 
inhabitants. This they had done at Brockville, Ganaoque [Gananoque] and other places. 
Ogdensburg had been a centre of annoyance, and our men were all anxious to give them a taste of 
“our quality.” Our Militia too were subjected to hard drilling. The Garrison was under Arms 
Every morning before daylight and remained so until the pickets came in. Lieut Ridge the Staff 
Adjutant already referred to was a very active office and a capital drill. He selected fifty men 
from the “Stormont Flankers” and other militia from the Eastern District - these he joined to the 
detachment of the Newfoundland and had them all out on the ice in front of Prescott every day 
until they were perfect as light Infantry. ... 


“More than half our force engaged was militia and with the exception of about a hundred of the 
8th or King's Regt were provincials, -- the Glengarry Light Infantry having been raised by Bishop 
Macdonell, in and around Glengarry U[pper] C[anada]. ... The Militia lost three privates killed 
and on[e] Captain, three subalterns, and twenty frank and file wounded. The Officers wounded 
were Captain McDonell, Lieuts. Empey, MacLean and McDund? [McDermid].”

“During the American campaign down the St. Lawrence River to capture Montreal, Major 
General James Wilkinson landed troops at the head of the Long Sault Rapids and sent Brigadier 
General Jacob Brown along with 2,500 officers and men to clear the road to Cornwall, Upper 
Canada, and seize much needed supplies. After stopping to repair a bridge at Hoople's Creek, 
Brown was ambushed by 300 local militia commanded by British regular officer Major James 
Dennis of the 49th Regiment of Foot. Concealed among the trees, the militia had a strong 
position but slowly withdrew against the much larger American force. Dennis succeeded in 
delaying the American advance enough to allow 150 wagons of British supplies to be safely 
removed from Cornwall to Coteau-du-Lac, Lower Canada.”

“The Skirmish at Hooples Creek occurred on November 10, 1813, on a now submerged area near 
the former village of Dickinson's Landing, between members of the American invasion force and 
the Ist and 2nd Stormont Militia. Between November 8th and 9th 1813, members of an 
American invasion force, which included the Forsythe Rifles, landed near Doran's Bay between 
Iroquois and Cardinal. Over 4,000 American soldiers continued their way towards the military 
stores in the small garrison town of Cornwall by land and by river. The British military 
commanders located in Prescott at what is now called Fort Wellington, ordered LCol Morrison 
and an observation force to follow them and report on their movements. At the Long Sault 
rapids, now below the flooded waters of the St. Lawrence, the American naval advance had to 
portage around them and near Hoople's Creek were met with force by members of the 1st and 2nd 
Stormont Militia. While our brave militia soldiers met with defeat, retreated and fought the next 
day at Crysler's Farm, this “skirmish provided enough time to begin the successful movement of 
important military stores from Cornwall northward to St. Andrews West on the way to the secure 
garrison at Coteau du Lac before the occupation of this town by American military forces later 
that day. It also allowed LCol Morrison at his headquarters in the home of LCol John Crysler, 
UEL the time to plan the successful routing of the American forces at the Battle of Crysler's 
Farm. This halted the American march on Montreal and resulted in the British retaining control 
of the St. Lawrence River which was used to move supplies westward.” 


McNiff’s 1786 Map has Lot 11 of the 1st Concession of Township No. 3 (Osnabruck), which is on the St. 


Lawrence River, assigned to Henry and John Hoople, which was west of and adjacent to Dickinson’s 
Landing (Canada Digital Atlas): 
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One-half of Lot 12 was assigned to Corp’! Michael Cryderman. 
'29 US National Park Service National Historic Site, Battle of Crysler’s Farm. 


Crysler’s Farm was located between Morrisburg and Cornwall in Williamsburgh Township (No. 4) on the 
St. Lawrence River. 


“The battle of Crysler’s Farm was a British victory in the War of 1812 that ended any hope of 
success for an American attack on Montreal. Over the summer of 1813 the Americans had 
decided to launch a two-pronged assault on Montreal. One army, under the command of General 
Wade Hampton would attack from Lake Champlain, while a larger force, under the command of 
Major General James Wilkinson would advance along the St. Lawrence River from Lake Ontario. 
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“The St. Lawrence expedition left Sackets Harbour on 17 October. Wilkinson had just under 
8,000 men, 300 transport boats and 12 gunboats, while Hampton had 4,000 men. At Montreal the 
British had 6,000 regulars, fencibles and militia, with another 8,000 sedentary militia in reserve. 
If the two American armies could unite, they would outnumber the British field army by two to 
one. 


“Unfortunately for the Americans the two expeditions were not coordinated. Wilkinson and 
Hampton were enemies, and Hampton had come close to resigning when he discovered 
Wilkinson had been given overall command of the two expeditions. Bad weather delayed the St. 
Lawrence expedition, and it did not enter the river until the start of November. By this time 
Hampton had advanced to the Chateauguay River, where he had been turned back by a force of 
Canadian militia and fencibles (26 October) and returned to American territory to go into winter 
quarters. News of this setback would not reach Wilkinson until after the battle of Crysler’s Farm. 


“When the British discovered that the American expedition had entered the St. Lawrence, and 
was not going to attack Kingston (on Lake Ontario), a small “corps of observation” was 
dispatched to follow the Americans. This contained 630 men from the 49th and 89th Regiments 
under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Joseph W. Morrison and was supported by two 
schooners and seven gunboats. 


“The first obstacle to face the American expedition was Fort Lawrence, at Prescott. The guns of 
this fort commanded the river. Wilkinson passed the fort by disembarking his men on the 
American shore of the river and marching them past the fort, while the empty boats were floated 
past on the night of 7-8 November. The Americans were now coming under attack from 
Canadian militia who fired on their boats whenever the river was narrow enough. Wilkinson was 
also aware that he was being followed by Morrison. Having passed Prescott, he split his army. 
One part was landed on the Canadian bank, with orders to clear away the militia. At the same 
time Brigadier-General John Parke Boyd was given 2,000 regulars and ordered to form a 
rearguard. 


“Morrison picked up reinforcements at Prescott, giving him around 900 men. The American 
force had reached the next obstacle in the river, the Long Sault Rapids. Wilkinson decided that 
he needed to defeat the British force in his rear before he could safely move on, and so Boyd was 
given permission to attack the British. 


“Morrison had taken up a position at a farm owned by John Crysler. Here a narrow strip of 
farmland was bordered by the St. Lawrence to the right and by a swamp and woods to the left. 
Morrison put 450 of his regulars behind a log fence than ran along a road running inland at 90 
degrees to the river. Ahead and to the right he placed another force of regulars. A small force of 
Canadian voliteurs took up a position in front of the British line to act as skirmishers. A tiny 
force of 30 Indians was in the woods to the left. 
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“On the afternoon of 11 November Boyd attacked in three columns. The Americans pushed in 
the Canadian skirmishers, but then came under fire from the line of British regulars and fell back. 
He then sent one column out to his right, in an attempt to turn the British left. This was a forlorn 
hope in such a narrow battlefield, and Morrison was able to reorganise his line to see of this 
second attack. Despite being outnumbered by two to one, Morrison then launched a 
counterattack, which forced the Americans to retreat. 


“Both sides suffered relatively heavy casualties in this battle. Morrison lost 22 dead, 148 
wounded and 9 missing, nearly 20% of his force. The Americans lost 102 dead, 237 wounded 
and 100 prisoners, just over 21% of the force committed to the attack. 


“Wilkinson now found himself in a difficult position. His advance guard had prepared the way for 
a further advance towards Montreal, but he was well aware that the British would have strong 
forces defending the city, and he was still being trained by Morrison. On the day after the battle 
he was given an easy way out of this difficulty, when a letter finally reached him from General 
Hampton reporting the failure of his own expedition. Wilkinson called a council a war, which 
decided to enter winter quarters on the American bank of the St. Lawrence. His army spent the 
winter at French Mills, on the Salmon River, before dispersing in February 1814.” Crysler’s 
Farm, 11 November 1813, J. Rickard (2007); www.history of war.org.

“” In 1984, the Cornwall Township Historical Society produced Heritage Highlights 
Township, an overlay of historic (as of 1884) and current locations within the township. 
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The Duchy of Wiirttemberg, located in southwest Germany, was a member of the Holy Roman 
Empire (“HRE”) from 1495 to 1806. Duke Ulrich, a vassal of the house of Habsburg, introduced 
Lutheranism into the Duchy in 1534 and confiscated Roman Catholic Church lands. His son Duke 
Christopher (reigned 1550-1568) set up a centralized state church and became the leader of 
German Protestantism. Duke Frederick (1593-1608) secured the Duchy’s release from the 
Habsburg over-lordship and was a pillar of the Evangelical Union of Lutheran and Calvinist 
Princes. Wiirttemberg was devastated in the Thirty Years’ War (1618-1648), and was invaded by 
France from 1688 until 1693 during the War of the Grand Alliance. The country enjoyed 
progressive government, and compulsory education was introduced in 1649. In 1803, Napoleon 
elevated the Duchy to “elector” status in the HRE, and renamed the territory the Electorate of 
Wirttemberg of the Holy Roman Empire. When Napoleon abolished the HRE three years later, it 
became the Kingdom of Wiirttemberg.

Some of the earliest immigrants to the British North American Colonies came from 
Wiirttemberg. More immigrants came from Wiirttemberg than any other “German” state. 
Emigrants leaving in the 1700s usually gathered in a town close to the River Rhine, and then took 
the river to The Netherlands, where they obtained passage to England, then sailed the Atlantic 
Ocean to the Province of New York. 
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Hopfau, part of the Alpirsbach District of the Duchy of Wiirttemberg, is a very small village 
on the eastern edge of the Black Forest, about 45 miles southwest of Stuttgart. 


Village of Hopfau 


Michael Gallinger, a herdsman of cows, was probably born in or near the village of Hopfau. 
Around 1702, in the realm of Baron Goll, Michael Gallinger married Agnes in Hopfau. 


Michael Gallinger died on January 25, 1726, in Hopfau.'*? Michael and Agnes Gallinger had at 
least two sons born in Hopfau. 


¢ Christian Gallinger born in 1703. 
¢ Johann Georg (Hans Jerg) Gallinger born March 11, 1705. 


Johann Georg Gallinger, a wagon maker, married Anna Barbara Kiibler (May 8, 1703, 
Bésingen, Freudenstadt District, Duchy of Wiirttemberg - February 11, 1762, Hopfau (aged 58)), 
daughter of Michel and Agnes Ktibler, on November 9, 1725, in Hopfau. Bésingen is located 
about 15 miles north of Hopfau.'*4 Johann Georg and Anna Kiibler Gallinger had at least one 
son. 


* Johann Michael Gallinger, born January 10, 1726, in Hopfau.!*° 


Johann Michael Gallinger, who like his father was a wagon maker and farmer, married Agatha 
Ade (b September 20, 1727, Diirrenmettstetten, Alpirsbach District, Duchy of Wiirttemberg),'*° 
daughter of Christian Ade (d~1751) and Maria Catharina Kohler, on November 2, 1751, in 
Hopfau. Diirrenmettstetten is located just a half mile north of Hopfau.'*7 On December 29, 1752, 
a daughter Barbara Gallinger was born in Hopfau. Barbara died on March 16, 1753, in Hopfau.!*8 


Johann Michael and Agatha Ade Gallinger emigrated to the British Province of New York in 
1754, probably with other “German” and Dutch settlers, and settled in the Mohawk Valley on 
lands owned by Sir William Johnson.'*? Once in New York, Johann Michael Gallinger became 
known as Michael Gallinger.'*° 
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The French and Indian War began within a year of the Gallinger’s arrival in upstate New York. 
I have not located any record which indicates Michael Gallinger was a member of Sir William 
Johnson’s or any other militia during the French and Indian War.!>! Six known children were born 
to Michael and Agatha (Alida) Ade (Ady)'*? Gallinger.'>* 


¢ Michael Gallinger (Jr.) was probably born during his parent’s voyage to the British Colonies 
or soon after their arrival in the Province of New York, which would translate into 1754-55.!°4 


* Christian Gallinger born on October 3, 1756, in Albany County, and christened in the Trinity 
Lutheran Church in Stone Arabia.!°> 


¢ Maria Cathrine Gallinger was born in the Mohawk Valley, Albany County, and was baptized 
on February 25, 1759, by Rev. John Ogilvie, a circuit riding minister of the Trinity Church 
New York, New York City.!*° 


¢ Heinrich Gallinger born on September 4, 1761, in Albany County, and baptized on November 
14, 1761, at the Dutch Reformed Church of Stone Arabia.!°’ 


* John George Gallinger born on April 5, 1764, in Albany County, and baptized on May 5, 
1764, in the Dutch Reformed Church of Stone Arabia.!°® 


* Dorothea (Dolly) Gallinger born on December 9, 1767, and baptized on December 28, 1767, 
in the Dutch Reformed Church of Stone Arabia.!°? 


On July 3, 1759, Michael Gallinger, Sr. became a naturalized citizen of British Province of 
New York, by an act of the General Assembly and Lt. Governor; “... and shall be Intituled to have 
and Enjoy all the Rights and liberties, Privileges and advantages Which his Majesty’s Natural Born 
Subjects in this Colony have and Enjoy ...”!°° 


Sometime around 1760, Michael Gallinger Sr. moved to a 100-acre farm, in the area of the 
future site of Johnson Hall, which was occupied by Sir William Johnson around 1761-1762, on 
what would become the eastern border of Johnstown.'®! As of March 25, 1769, Michael Gallinger 
Sr. is paying an annual rent of £63s, on 100 acres of prime land, to Sir William Johnson, known 
as Lot 85E (Eastern Allotment) of the Kingsborough Patent.!° 
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On February 14, 1762, Michael Gallinger Sr. was one of forty petitioners requesting Attorney 
and Solicitor General, Goldsbrow Banyar,'™ to grant them an (unnamed) land patent, of up to the 
maximum of 1,000 acres each.'® Sir William Johnson and his son John were also petitioners, and 
used trusted friends and tenants as “strawmen,” to bundle tens of thousands of acres into one patent, 
with eventual ownership vesting in Sir William Johnson. On at least three other occasions, 
Michael Gallinger Sr. was asked by Sir William Johnson to petition Banyar for patents: May 22, 
1769 (80,000 acres on the north side of the Mohawk River); March 8, 1770 (half the land along 
the Adegeghteinge); and April 27, 1770 (80,000 acres in the rear of Kingsborough).'© Michael 
Gallinger Sr.’s participation in at least four land patent applications for the benefit of Sir William 


Johnson reflects a higher level of association with the most important man in the Mohawk Valley 
than most of its citizens would have enjoyed. 


Michael and Agatha Gallinger were sponsors for the baptism of Johannes Georg Koch born 


on March 12, 1769.'°’ Son Hendrick Colinger (sic) was a “scholar” at the Johnstown free school, 
which opened in 1769.'° 


At some point in time between 1778 and 1781, Michael Gallinger Sr. became the owner of his 


farm: “He had a fine farm which he could have sold for £500.”!® Michael Gallinger Sr. also rode 
post for Sir William Johnson.'”°

In early 1776, Michael Gallinger Jr. was imprisoned for one month and ten days, probably in 
the Johnstown “Goal,” for his allegiance to the Crown. After his release from jail, Michael 
Gallinger Jr. and his brother Christian Gallinger fled to Montreal with Sir John Johnson in May 
1776. On June 19, 1776, on the day it was formed, Michael Gallinger Jr. (18)!7! and Christian 
(Christopher) Gallinger (20) joined the First Battalion of Sir William Johnson’s King’s Royal 
Regiment of New York (KRRNY).'” In August 1777, they were surely a part of the St. Leger 
expedition to Fort Stanwix and were probably at the Battle at Oriskany. In 1782, Michael Gallinger 
Jr. was a private in the Grenadier Company of the First Battalion of the KRRNY.!” 


1778 saw Gallingers on both sides of the conflict. In 1778, Michael Gallinger Sr., age 52, was 
a private in the Associated Exempts Company of the 3rd Regiment of the Tryon County Militia, 
commanded by Capt. Jellis Fonda. Associated exempts were too old for active duty, but available 
to be called out in emergencies, such as defending against an attack.'"4 Michael Gallinger Sr. 
stated “he was obliged to serve the rebels with his Waggon & Horses, but never did anything else 
with them,”!”> which would be consistent with the role of Fonda’s associated exempts company. 
Henry Gallinger was a private in the 3rd Regiment of the Tryon County Militia commanded by 
Col. Frederick Fisher in 1778,!'’° where he served with Peter Emer.'”" 


On June 13, 1778, Michael Gallinger Jr. and Christopher Gallinger were two of the thirty one 
volunteers in Daly’s Company of Sir William Johnson’s King’s Royal Regiment of New York 
who petitioned British Governor General Guy Carleton, commander of Québec, asking to be 
garrisoned closer to their homes and families in the Mohawk Valley, rather than in Québec.'’® On 
May 16, 1779, Henry Gallinger (17) enlisted as a private in the lst Battalion, Captain Patrick 
Daly’s Company (9th), of the KRRNY, in which his brothers Michael Jr. and Christian were 
already serving. 

Around 1779, Michael Gallinger Sr. was imprisoned for six months.'”? Michael and Alida 


Gollinger were witnesses to the baptism of Alida Hedber on May 13, 1780, in the Dutch Reformed 
Church of Stone Arabia.'®° 


Michael Jr., Christian and Henry Gallinger were surely part of Sir John Johnson’s bloody May 
and October 1780 raids into the Mohawk Valley, which inflicted severe casualties and enormous 
property damage upon their former neighbors. Remaining in the Mohawk Valley would have been 
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impossible for the Gallinger family because of their sons’ participation in Sir John Johnson’s 
horrific 1780 raids, while serving in the KRRNY. 


In 1781, Michael Gallinger Sr., Agatha Gallinger, Dorthea (Dolly) Gallinger (13) and possibly 
George Gallinger (16-17) went to Québec as refugees.'*! On June 14, 1781, a Bill of Indictment 
was filed in the Court of Tryon County against Michael Gallinger Jr. and Christian Gallinger, along 
with more than a hundred other men and women, “for adhering to the enemies of the State of New 
York.” Even though the Gallinger sons had fled to Québec in 1776, they were subject to arrest if 
they were ever found within New York.!*? 
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In 1782, Michael Gallinger Jr., who began his service as a private in Daly’s Company, was a 
private in the Grenadier Company of the First Battalion, of the King’s Royal Regiment of New 
York.'*8 On July 8, 1782, George Gallinger (18) enlisted in the 2nd Battalion of the KRRNY,'*4 
as it was preparing to rebuild the post at Oswego. George was Michael Gallinger Sr.’s fourth son 
to serve in the KRRNY.'*® On March 28, 1783, less than one month before the Treaty of Paris 
was signed, Michael Gallinger Sr., age 57, enlisted in the 2nd Battalion of the KRRNY.'*° This 
would have been during the time the regiment was building a military post at Cataraqui and the 
Bay of Quinte, which later became Kingston; where many Loyalists settled after the war. 
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All five of the Gallinger men served with the KRRNY until war’s end, and probably through 
its disbandment on December 24, 1783. By war’s end, all Gallingers had been exiled and were 
living in camps in Québec. 


The Gallingers (“Gollinger”) were some of the first settlers in Royal Township No. 2 
(Cornwall) in 1784.18” 


¢ Michael Gallinger Sr., his wife Agatha (Ade), and a son!®* and daughter (Dolly) over the age 
of ten; 


¢ Michael Gallinger Jr., a single man; 


¢ Christian Gallinger, his wife Sarah (Runnions) (Fykes), and her two children from her 
marriage to Henry Fykes, deceased; 


¢ Henry Gallinger, his wife Dorothy (Amer), daughter of Philip Amer, and girl under ten; 
* George Gallinger, a single man; and 


¢ Maria Catrina Gallinger Emer, wife of Peter Emer, a son (Peter Jr.) and a daughter 
(Catherine), both under age ten. 


The Gallinger families were still receiving food rations as of August 1786.

On November 1, 1786, McNiff's Map (McNiff’s 1786 Map) was published and identified the 
lots members of the Gallinger family (or their spouses) were awarded:!®? 


¢ Michael Gallinger Sr.: 1/2 of Lot No. 15, Concession I, Township No. 2 (Cornwall), which 
is located in the residential west end of today’s Cornwall. On April 21, 1797, a Crown Patent 
was issued to William McLaughlin and Michael Gallinger (Sr.); each for one-half of the lot. 
On the same day Michael Gallinger sold his 100 acres to his son Henry Gallinger for £300, but 
the transaction was not recorded until September 30, 1805 (year is unclear).!”° 
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¢ Christian Gallinger: 1/2 of Lot 10, Concession H, Township No. 2. 
¢ Henry Gallinger: 1/2 of Lot 8, Concession II, Township No. 2 (with George Craits/Crytes). 
* George Gallinger (with Martin Alguire): 1/2 of Lot 10, Concession I, Township No. 2.'?! 


* Michael Gallinger Jr.!?? and George Gallinger: Lot 11, Concession IV, Township No. 2. On 
May 27, 1797, a Crown Patent for Lot 11, Concession IV, Township No. 2 was issued to

¢ Solomon Tuttle (husband of Dolly Gallinger): 1/2 of Lot 29, Concession I, Township No. 3 
(Osnabruck). 


¢ Peter Emer (husband of Maria Catrina Gallinger): 1/2 of Lot 10, Concession IV, Township 
No. 2. On May 27, 1797, a Crown Patent for the Lot was issued to Peter Emer and Martin

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On February 14, 1788, Michael Gallinger Sr. filed Affidavit supporting Claim No. 342 which 
provides a good description of his life before and during the American Revolution:!”° 


“Says that he was a soldier in Sir John Johnson’s 2nd Battalion in 1783, and gave a 
claim to Sir John Johnson. 


“He is a native of Germany. He came to America in 1754 and settled on Sir Wm. 
Johnson’s lands. He lived there in 1775. He was obliged to serve the rebels with his wagon 
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and horses, but never did anything else with them. He was imprisoned 6 months. Came 
to Canada in 1781 and served the remainder of the War. He had 4 sons in the service all 
the War. 


“He now resides at New Johnstown. He had a fine farm which he could have sold for 
£500, but his senior son sold it for £60 York Curry.! 


“The rebels took 5 cows, 4 horses, some sheep, a heifer and bull, furniture and farming 
utensils.” 


On February 22, 1788, Michael Gallinger Sr. filed a new claim (#267) in Montreal, estimating the 
April 1775 value of his real and personal estate, which he lost during the Revolution, to be 
£292.7.6. He was only awarded £60.!?’ 


Michael Sr., Michael Jr., Christian (Christopher), Henry (Heinrich) and George Gallinger, as 
well as Peter Amor (Eamer) and Solomon Tuttle, were on the initial “United Empire Loyalist” list 
of the Order-in-Council held on November 9, 1789; because of their service in the KRRNY during 
the American Revolutionary War:!”°

Their listing was important, because all of their children, as sons and daughters of an United 
Empire Loyalist, upon reaching “full” age or on their marriage, would be entitled to 200 acres of 
free land. Michael Gallinger Sr.’s daughters Catherine (Maria Catrina) Emer and Dorothy 
Gallinger Tuttle received their Orders-in-Council on July 11, 1799, and January 5, 1798, 
respectively, and both submitted petitions requesting an award of land.'” 


Michael Gallinger Sr., age 68, a widower and infirm, is on the April 3, 1790, Roll of Jeremiah 
French’s Company of Militia.2°° He does not have an “UE” suffix in the roll, but should have as 
he was clearly on the original November 9, 1789, Order-in-Council. Agatha Ade (Alida Aly) 
Gallinger died sometime between August 31, 1786, and April 3, 1790.7! In Oct.-Nov. 1796, 
Michael Gallinger Sr. (#580) appeared before an Eastern District magistrate, as required by Lt. 
Gov. Simcoe’s April 1796 Proclamation, to swear under oath he was a United Empire Loyalist, 
and eligible to receive and retain the lands awarded to him by the Crown.” Michael Gallinger 
Sr. died sometime after he received a Crown Patent on April 21, 1797, but before October 23, 
1797, in Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada. No record of either Michael Sr. 
or Agatha Ade Gallinger’s deaths or burials have been located, but Worrall assumes “they were

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buried in or near Cornwall Township. There is some thought that they may be buried on their 
property or near Gallingertown.”?" 


Michael Gallinger Jr. UE married Catherine Cryderman UE (June 13, 1770, Livingston Manor, 
Province of New York — ~1807, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada), daughter 
of Velten Cryderman and Catharina Bernhardin, around 1785, in Québec, where he fled in 1776, 
and her family lived as of 1784.7°° On February 10, 1789, Michael Gallinger Jr. is an Ensign?”° in 
Colonel James Gray’s Company of Militia, with eight years of service in the KRRNY. On April 
21, 1797, Michael Gallinger Jr. was awarded a Crown patent for the west 100 acres of Lot 15 of 
Concession I, which he turned around and sold to his brother Henry Gallinger the same day for 
£300. Their transaction was not recorded until September 30, 1806.*°’ Catherine Cryderman 
Gallinger received her Order-in-Council on June 5, 1798.7°8 In April 1790, he was an Ensign 
serving with Captain Joseph Anderson’s Company. On May 27, 1797, Michael Gallinger Jr. and 
his brother George Gallinger were awarded a Crown patent to Lot 11 of Concession II. On 
November 27, 1812, they transferred the west one-half of the property to their brother Christian 
Gallinger.*°? Michael Gallinger Jr. UE and Catherine Cryderman UE had eight known children, 
all born in Cornwall Township, Québec, and Stormont County, Upper Canada, Province of 
Québec.’

Christopher Gallinger was also a member of Colonel Gray’s Company in February 1789, also with 
eight years of service in the KRRNY. After Sarah Runnion Fykes Gallinger’s death in Commwall 
Township in June 1815, at the age of 58, Christian Gallinger married Ruth Ketchum Gould (1785- 
1854), widow of John Gould UE, on July 23, 1816, in the Cornwall Trinity Anglican Church. 
Christian/Christopher Gallinger UE died on October 14, 1837, at the age of 81, in Cornwall 
Township, and is buried with his wife Sarah Runnion Fykes Gallinger in the Trinity Anglican 
Church Cemetery, Cornwall. His burial record states:? 


“An old American Loyalist who served in the revolutionary war Sir John Johnson’s 
Regiment.” 


Heinrich/Henry Gallinger was seventeen years old on May 16, 1779, when he enlisted as a 
private in the Ist Battalion, Captain Patrick Daly’s Company (9th), of the KRRNY. In May and 
October 1780, he was probably raiding in the Mohawk Valley with Sir John Johnson and the 
KRRNY. Henry Gallinger UE married Dorothy (“Dolly”) Emer (1761, Mohawk Valley, Province 
of New York - June 30, 1831, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada), daughter of 
Philip Amer and Maria Catharina Luserin, around 1780, in Québec. On March 8, 1781, Henry 
Collinger was indicted in Albany County with his father, and a judgment was entered August 3, 
1782.°43 After the war, Henry and Dorothy Amer Gallinger settled on Lot 8, Concession II, of 
Cornwall Township.**+ Henry Gallinger, with four years of service in the KRRNY, was a Corporal 
in Colonel Gray’s Company, as of February 1789, and in 1790 Henry Gallinger UE was a fusilier?*> 
in Captain Anderson’s Company. In 1796, Henry Gallinger (#496) was the first member of his 
family to appear before a magistrate for the Eastern District to swear an oath of allegiance and to 
confirm he was a United Empire Loyalist, and thus entitled to the Crown’s grant of 8/II Cornwall 
Township.**° On April 21, 1797, Henry Gallinger purchased the west 100 acres of Lot 15 of 
Concession I from his brother Michael for £300. Michael Gallinger had been awarded a Crown 
patent for the property the same day, but their transaction was not recorded until September 30, 
1806.74’ In 1800, Dorothy Gallinger UE,7** as the daughter of Philip Eamer, petitioned for a grant 
of land.*4? Henry Gallinger served with Peter Emer in the militia during the War of 1812. On 
June 17, 1824, the Upper Canada Gazette listed Henry Gallinger as making a claim in the amount 
of £8 13s 3d for losses in the War of 1812. He had to wait until June 12, 1834, before he was paid 
less than one-third of his claim: £2 17s 9d.2° Dorothy Emer Gallinger UE died on June 30, 1831, 
in Cornwall Township, at the age of 70. Henry (Heinrich) Gallinger UE was 74 when he died on 
September 16, 1835. Both are buried in the Cornwall Trinity Anglican Cemetery.”°! 


Dorothy (Dolly and Dorothea) Emer and Henry (Heinrich) Gallinger would have fifteen 
children, all of whom, except their first child Catherine, were born in Cornwall Township, Québec 
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or Stormont Township, Upper Canada, Province of Québec. Thirteen of their children would 
receive an Order-in-Council and United Empire Loyalist status.”*?

23, 1797, “Margaret Gallinger daughter of Michael Werner, and wife of George Gallinger, 
Cornwall, Loyalist” petitioned (#53) the Administrator of the Government of Upper Canada “‘to 
grant her the usual quantity allowed to others of her description.” George Gallinger Sr. UE died 
on January 13, 1833, in Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada at the age of 68.7”° 
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Margaret Warner Gallinger UE died on March 7, 1853, in Osnabruck Township, at age 86.7”! They 
are buried in the Trinity Anglican Church Cemetery, Cornwall.””” 


George and Margaret Warner Gallinger would have nine children, eight of whom would live 
to adulthood and obtain United Empire Loyalist status.?”°

Dorothea “Dolly” Gallinger UE married Solomon Tuttle UE (~1758, probably Province of 
New York, British North America — 1804, probably Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada), 
sometime after September 1784. Solomon Tuttle had been a private in the Grenadier Company of 
the First Battalion of the KRRNY with her brother Michael Gallinger, David Jacocks and Jacob 
Asten.”*3 Solomon Tuttle was included in the first Order-in-Council for United Empire Loyalists, 
and was awarded one-half of Lot 29 in Osnabruck Township Concession I. However, on October 
24, 1797, Solomon Tuttle “of Cornwall” petitioned for a grant of land in “the usual quantity,” i.e. 
a total of 200 acres. He apparently claimed Lot 9 of the Town Plot (Concession I) of Cormwall 
Township, before the First Heir and Devisee Commission, which had been created to clarify the 
titles to lands in Upper Canada between 1797 and 1804.7** In 1797, Dolly Gallinger Tuttle filed a 
land petition, based upon her father’s status as an United Empire Loyalist, and she was 
subsequently awarded her Order-in-Council, on January 5, 1798.7°° Solomon Tuttle and Dolly 
Gallinger had at least three children.

On January 26, 1836, Dorothy Gallinger Noble filed another land petition.”°” In September 1850, 
Dolly Gallinger Noble was living with her son Jacob Noble and his family, in Brasher, St. 
Lawrence County, New York, which is located due south of Cornwall on the U.S. side of the St. 
Lawrence River. Dorothea (Dolly) Gallinger Tuttle Noble UE died around 1853, at age 87, 
probably in Brasher, St. Lawrence County, New York.’ 


Maria Cathrine Gallinger remained in the Mohawk Valley until January 19, 1780, when she 
(“Catrina Gollinger’) married Peter Emer (February 25, 1757, Mohawk Valley, Province of New 
York — 1847, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Canada West), son of Philip Wiemer (Amer, 
Emer, Eamer) and Maria Catharina Luserin, in the Dutch Reformed Church of Caughnawaga, 
Tryon County, State of New York.?” 


The six children of Michael Gallinger Sr. and Agatha Ade had at least sixty children. Thirty 
nine sons and daughters of Michael Sr., Michael Jr., Christian, George and Henry Gallinger 
obtained Orders-in-Council between 1807 and 1851. This translates to a minimum of 7,800 acres 
of free land as the Crown’s reward for their parents’ service; and was the basis for the 
establishment of “Gallingertown,” located west of Osnabruck Centre of the western border of 
Osnabruck Township.” 


The Gallingers are the quintessential non-privileged, Palatine German, Loyalist colonial 
family. Johann Michael Gallinger Sr. and Agatha Ade \eft everyone they knew and almost 
everything they owned in search of a better life, freedom and religious liberty; and they found it 
as tenants of Sir William Johnson, one of the most famous colonial patriarchs. The Gallingers, as 
United Empire Loyalists, Anglicans and non-French immigrants, helped establish the foundation, 
ethnicity and culture of Ontario. 
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‘8 The principal sources of the earliest Gallinger information and history, particularly in Europe (1700- 
1762), is from Lily Worrall and Arlene Frolick, who are authors of The Gallinger Family: Gallinger 
ancestors in Germany and their descendants in Canada and the U. S. A. (2001); Frolick and Harry 
McLeod’s Gallinger Time-Line and Other Historical Events; and communications I had with both Lily and 
Arlene. Arlene traveled to Hopfau, Germany, and documented the names, dates, places, occupations and 
events, which she obtained from the contemporary records of the Katharinen Evangelist Church of Hopfau. 
Their research and work which is used in this chapter is cited as “Worrall and Frolick.” 


Michael Gallinger was probably born in the mid to late 1670s, based upon the date of his marriage in about 
1702. Claims he was born on October 26, 1675, in Hopfau, have not been sufficiently verified (see below). 


Lily and I exchanged many emails discussing the Gallinger family genealogy, in which she confirmed their 
research only took the Gallinger family line back to 1702; despite others’ unauthorized attributions to them, 
which go back into the 17th century (for which no documentation has been provided). On February 3, 
2014, Arlene wrote to me and advised she traveled to Hopfau in May 2001, where “they (the residents of 
Hopfau) put me in contact with a person in the Pfarrhaus next to the Katharinen Evangelist Church who 
showed me the copies of parish records of births, baptisms, confirmations, marriages, death and burials 
dating back to the 1500s. Records extracted showed that the Gallinger surname was there from 1672 to 
1762, but do not state exactly where, when and why they arrived in that area. I only concentrated on my 
direct line (i.e. through Michael Gallinger Jr.; which is also our line).” 


Arlene went on: “in the past ten years others, especially missionaries of LDS, have been extracting parish 
records and sorting out the families. ‘Someone’ has found a Michael Gallinger born 10 Oct. 1673, the son 
of Walther Gallinger and Ana Gul. And for whatever reason have linked them to ‘our’ family. This is not 
our research. ...” I agree with Arlene the Michael Gallinger she references is probably not a part of our 
family lineage, because the referenced individual was allegedly born in Breitenau, Freudenstadt, which is 
internally inconsistent. Breitenau is located just west of Ansbach in Bavaria, not Wiirttemberg; while 
Freudenstadt is located just north of Alpirsbach in Wiirttemberg. This is a significant error. The same 
“researcher” (Ripke Nehring Hubbard Anderson Family Tree) states Michael’s (born 1673 in Bavaria) 
father is Peter Gallinger (1632-1673), born in Bern, Switzerland, to Hans Gallinger (d1664). Peter 
Gallinger married Anna Guldemann in 1663 in Breitenau, Bavaria, and died in January 1673, in Sulz, 
Schwabisch Hall, Baden-Wiirttemberg, eight months before this Michael was born in Breitenau. Sulz is in 
Wiirttemberg, but Breitenau and Schwabisch Hall are in Bavaria, which makes it implausible these 
individuals are part of our Gallinger family line, because they were in Bavaria, not Wiirttemberg. In 
addition to the significant geographic inconsistencies, there is a total lack of any documentary support. 


Another “researcher” (Steve Gilchrist) identified a Michael Gallinger born October 26, 1675, in Hopfau, 
“Rottweil, Baden-Wtrttemberg, Germany,” allegedly the son of Walther Gallinger born January 12, 1631, 
in Neunthausen, “Rottweil, Baden-Wiirttemberg, Germany;” who married Ana Gul (born 1638 in 
Kueppburg, Zurich, Switzerland), on May 21, 1660, in Hopfau, Schwarzwaldkreis (the present day 
administrative district), Wiirttemberg, Germany;” and died the same day. This is problematic because their 
son Michael wasn’t born until 15 years later. Also, problematic is Ana Gul’s origin in Switzerland, which 
is adjacent to the Black Forest on the south, but quite a ways from Hopfau in the 1600s. Gilchrist also 
incorrectly used the district of Rottweil, which has never included Hopfau, and the State of Baden- 
Wiirttemberg to identify the location of the events. The villages of Hopfau and Neunthausen (south of 
Hopfau) are close to each other, and in 1849 formed the community of Hopfau-Neunthausen. No 
documentary support has been provided to support the Gilchrist line. 
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At the present time the only source for Agnes’, wife of Michael Gallinger, last name being “Lengle” is the 
McCarthy Family Tree on Ancestry.com, which has no citation or support. Additionally, when a specific 
date of death is given for Agnes, it is the same as Michael’s. I have been unable to independently verify 
Agnes Lengle’s existence, and therefore have not used the surname. 


Johann Georg was also known as Hanss Jerg Gallinger. 


'44 Eerolick and McLeod. 
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I have been unable to independently verify the birth of Anna Barbara Kiibler as May 8, 1703. I did locate 
a birth record for Anna Barbara Kibler born on July 5, 1703, in Zuffenhausen, Wirttemberg, with parents 
Hans Michael and Agnes Kibler. Zuffenhausen is north of Stuttgart. Deutschland Geburten und Taufen 
1558-1898. 


‘45 Some “researchers” add another son Johann George Gallinger (1729-1797) to this tree, but upon 
inspection they have confused this person with Johann Michael, even attributing Johann George with the 
same wife and children; and then ridiculously have him dying in Ontario, San Bernardino County, 
California in 1797, long before there was such a place. 


Other “researchers” (Craig-Gilchrist) have a daughter, Anna Maria Gallinger, being born to Johann Georg 
and Anna Barbara Kiibler Gallinger, on November 12, 1730, in Neunthausen, Alpirsbach, which is located 
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just south of Hopfau. Anna Maria Gallinger married Matthéus Steinwand in Neunthausen on November 
19, 1754, and they had at least six children. Anna Maria Gallinger Steinwand died on October 19, 1783, at 
age 52, in Neunthausen. While no information is available concerning her parents, her name, date and place 
of birth certainly put her within the realm of possibility of being a child of Johann Georg and Anna Barbara 
Kiibler Gallinger; but once again no documentation has been provided.

'9 Michael Gallinger Sr.’s Affidavit for Claim No. 342 dated February 14, 1788, states “[h]e came to 
America 1754 & settled on Sir Wm. Johnson’s Lands. He lived there in 1775.” 


Because of the vastness of Johnson’s land holdings, the specific location of the Gallinger household in 1754 
is unknown. While the Kingsborough Patent covering 20,000 acres was awarded to Arent Stevens and 
others, as strawmen for Sir William Johnson, on June 23, 1753, when Sir William actually gained control 
of these “prime forest lands,” and when the patent was surveyed to permit an orderly distribution of tenants 
is unknown. Johnson Hall was built in 1762, and Johnstown founded in 1765. 


“From the holders of these grants (i.e. Stone Arabia Patent, Butlers Patent, Sacandaga Patent and 
Kingsborough Patent) Sir William Johnson secured large tracts of land both prior and subsequent 
to 1760; thus preparing for the settlement of the region in and about Johnstown which took place 
about that date. The fertile lands in the south part of the present town offered an inviting prospect 
to the German and the Scotch emigrants who settled there on Sir William’s invitation. Their 
occupation of the territory must have been as early as 1760, as it is practically conceded that there 
were numerous settlers in the neighborhood of Johnson Hall a year or two before that structure was 
built. It has been said that two hundred families of the Scotch Highlanders professing the Roman 
Catholic faith were residents of Johnstown at the beginning of the revolution. Another element 
forming an important part of the settlement of this region were the Germans and Dutch, many of 
whom came up from the valley of the Mohawk, where large numbers settled as early as 1740. ... 
Sir William followed the British custom of leasing the manorial lands and among his early tenants 
were Dr. William Adams, Gilbert Tice, inn keeper; Peter Young, miller; William Phillips, wagon 
maker; James Davis, hatter; Peter Yost, tanner; Adrian Van Sickle, Major John Little and 
Zephaniah Bachelor. At the time Sir William moved to the hall in 1761 or 1762, there were about 
one hundred tenants on the adjacent farms.” History of Johnstown, NY, History of Fulton County, 
Washington Frothingham (1892). 


'S0 To distinguish him from his son, Johann Michael Gallinger is referred to as Michael Gallinger Sr., 
which designation was actually used in 1784, if not earlier. In various records the surname is also listed as

I am an Ancestry™ DNA match with over fifty descendants of Johann Michael and Agatha (Alida) Ade 
(Ady) Gallinger, including through all six of their children. The overwhelming majority of the matches 
are in the 5th to 8th cousin range. Some are also influenced by Cryderman and Eamer descendants whom 
they married. 


Other possible children have been researched, including Elizabeth (“Betsy”) Gallinger born in 1765 in 
Albany County. Lily Worrall wrote she found no record of Elizabeth, even though she previously noted 
the last entry for Elizabeth “Gollicher” was January 20, 1785, when she married James Thompson in the 
Reformed Protestant Dutch Church of Caughnawaga, in the Mohawk Valley, New York. Holmes-Eamer 
also has Elizabeth (“Betsy”) Gallinger marrying James Thompson in 1785, but the documentation provided 
does not support the conclusion. On September 20, 1787, Edward Duffin married “Elisabeth Gollicher.” 
Reformed Church of Fonda Records, Vol. I, Book 16, p. 131, handwritten entry. A similar handwritten 
entry appears on p. 123. Also on p. 123, the last entry has the marriage of James Thomson to “Elisabeth 
Gillings” on January 20, 1785. When the record was converted to a typewritten format as the Records of 
the Reformed Protestant Dutch Church of Caughnawaga, the January 20, 1785, entry became James 
Thompson marrying Elizabeth “Gollinger.” There is no entry for “Elisabeth Gillings” or Edward Duffin. 
Clearly, someone became confused or assumed something which wasn’t when creating the typewritten 
record. In short, there was no Elisabeth Gallinger. 


An interesting find in the St. Andrews Presbyterian Church, Cornwall, Records, is the January 16, 1791, 
baptism of “John Helmer, son of John Helmer of Cornwall and of Christian Gallinger his wife” (page 55; 
B11). The St. Andrews Presbyterian Church, Cornwall, Records also have Christopher or Christian 
Gallinger and his wife Sarah Runnions baptizing their children. A female Christian, if John Helmer was 
her first child, would probably have been born in the 1766-1773 timeframe, which is when Michael 
Gallinger Sr. and Agatha Ade Gallinger were having their children. However, no record exists for a 
daughter named Christian, and all their children who were born in Mohawk Valley in the 1760s were 
baptized in either the Trinity Lutheran Church or the Reformed Dutch Church of Stone Arabia, and the 
records exist for those baptisms. Worrall calls her “Christy” and a “floater,” who may have previously 
married a Gallinger, but who has no documented connection to Michael Gallinger Sr. I have not located 
any other Gallingers in the Mohawk Valley, nor any prior marriage record for a female with the first name 
of Christian marrying a Gallinger. Researching from the Helmer end does provide possible connections to 
the Gallingers. Private John Helmer was in the KRRNY and British Secret Service, as well as a prisoner 
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of war and severely wounded. Others claim this John Helmer married Christian Gallinger, daughter of 
Michael Gallinger and Alida Ady, and sister of Maria Catrina Gallinger, who married Peter Emer. 


“The same day (February 26, 1782), a report arrived at headquarters from Sherwood about the 
Secret Service activities of two Royal Yorkers, Corporal Mathias Snetsinger and Private John 
Helmer. A man they had sent into Albany discovered that eight thousand stand of arms and as 
many suits of clothes had been deposited at Claverack in late January and a number of Cornwallis’s 
cannon destined for Claverack were at Hartford in Connecticut. 


“Helmer’s brother had gone to Boston and discovered there were arms, clothing, artillery, et cetera 
... Said to be accumulated to equip an army to take Canada next spring. Part of that army would 
ascend the Mohawk River. After taking Niagara, they would come down the St. Lawrence. The 
other part, composed of seven thousand French with some rebel troops, would invade via the 
Connecticut River route. They were to ‘Embody & Arm’ the Canadiens. He was also told that a 
vessel from Québec had been taken in the fall with dispatches indicating that Allen sold Vermont 
to Haldimand. A brigade of French troops had arrived at Norwich, Connecticut, and would be 
reinforced by a body of militia to subdue Vermont. 


“Sherwood closed by asking if Snetsinger should be sent to sink the dug-in gun carriages at 
Ticonderoga, where the rebels had been retrieving ironwork.” Revolutionary Canadian History, 
Vol. IT, The Revolutionary War’s Final Campaign as Waged from Canada in 1782, Gavin K. Watt, 
Pages 141-142 (2010). 


Adam and Johan Adam Helmer were two of the Loyalists who were indicted and convicted, resulting in the 
forfeiture of their property and banishment from the State of New York. NY Confiscations. 


There are records of seven John/Johannis Helmers born in Stone Arabia between 1760 and 1772, which 
would be the appropriate age range for the father. I next looked in Reid’s Loyalists, the Old UEL Lists, 
KRRNY (Kings Royal Regiment of New York), UELAC (United Empire Loyalist Association of Canada) 
records, McNiff’s 1786 Map, and the 1784 and 1786 Provisioning Lists, because the other members of the 
Gallinger family married similarly experienced individuals. John P. Helmer and John A. Helmer were 
awarded lots in Concession V of Cornwall Township, and are identified as Loyalists who served in the 
KRRNY and were awarded the right to use “UE” after their names. A John Adam Helmer was born in 
February 1770 to Johannis and Margaretha Helmer in Stone Arabia, which places him in an appropriate 
age group to be a father in 1790. A John P. Helmer was single in the 1784 Provisioning Lists. A John 
Helmer, who was associated with the same individuals from the 1784 list, was married with two girls under 
ten in August 1786. It is highly unlikely John Adam Helmer at age 14-16 was this person. John Hilmer 
(28), married, and served in the KRRNY, is a member of Capt. Jeremiah French’s Company on April 3, 
1790. French’s 1790 Roll. Only one of the three John Helmers in Reid’s Loyalists had a son named John, 
and the Land Boards of Upper Canada, 1765-1804, records confirm three John Helmers filed land petitions 
between 1833 and 1850. John Philip Helmer Sr. (b~1758) was a prisoner-of-war of the Americans, and the 
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subject of a 1777 Petition for Release; but could not be the father of John A. Helmer born in 1770. 
According to the Cornwall Trinity Anglican Church records, there was a John and Hanna Helmer who had 
four children between 1792-1797, and a Johannes and Charlotte Helmer who had two children between 
1792-1794. None of the John Helmers in the Canadian Censuses have birth dates which correspond with 
1790. 


Therefore, the bottom line is the existence of a female Christian Gallinger who was married to a John 
Helmer can only be confirmed in the one entry in the St. Andrews Presbyterian Church Baptism Records. 


'S4 Worrall and Frolick were unable to locate any record of Michael Gallinger Jr.’s birth, and since their 
research is extensive I will defer to them on the 1754 birth year. Michael Gallinger Jr. gave a 1758 birth 
year for the Master Muster Roll of the KRRNY. Gray’s 1789 Roll states he was 33 which would translate 
to 1755-56; but one year later he was 30 in the Anderson's 1790 Roll, which would translate to 1759-60. 
The 1754 birth year makes the most sense in light of his sister Barbara’s 1752 birth year, and his brother 
Christian’s and sister Maria’s birth years of 1756 and 1759, respectively; both of which are documented. 
His 1827 Trinity Anglican Burial Record states he was aged 76 years at the time of his death = 1750/51, 
which would be before his parents were married. See Appendix B.

The specific lot was 
not mentioned in Michael Gallinger Sr.’s Affidavit for Claim No. 342 dated February 14, 1788. 


I believe based upon the documentary evidence, the history of the settlement of the Johnstown area by 
“Germans,” and Michael Gallinger Sr.’s service to Sir William Johnson, that the Gallinger family was 
probably one of the “one hundred tenants” on the farms adjacent to Johnson Hall by 1761-1762.

CH. 5: GALLINGER 


Lot 94E (Glebe parcel #94 is in lower left quarter) was a 50 acre parcel rented by George Shirtenkirk from 
Sir John Johnson, effective March 25, 1774, for 3£1s6d. After the Revolution, George Shotenkirk 
purchased land in Butlers Patent (note: Lot 92E was rented by Lt. Col. John Butler) from the State of New 
York. Papers and Records of the Ontario Historical Society and New York State Engineer and Surveyor 
Records of Surveys recording the disposition of Loyalist owned lands to those who supported the 
Revolution.

It came 
later with later generations. It happened that a number of Gallinger settled along a stretch of road, 
eventually there was a school and a church with cemetery.

Reid’s Loyalists, pp 122-123, lists six children of Michael Gallinger Jr. and Catherine Cryderman, and three 
children of Michael Gallinger Jr. and Rosette Laforce, who received the Order-in-Council, and thus UEL 
status. 


Henry Gallinger’s Land Petition doesn’t include Elizabeth; while Reid’s Loyalists has both Elizabeth and 
Catherine, without attribution to a particular wife.

Margaret Rea (1799-1801, Ireland - >April 2, 1871, Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Canada West 
or Ontario), probably in 1860, in Williamsburgh Township. They had five or six known children. 7851, 
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1861, 1871 and 1881 Canada Census; 1873 Williamsburgh Township, Dundas County, Ontario, Birth 
Record (daughter Annie Delilah Gallinger identifying parents); 1899 Osnabruck Township, Stormont 
County, Ontario, Marriage Record (daughter Annie Gallinger identifying parents); and 1883 
Williamsburgh Township, Dundas County, Ontario, Death Record (48Y, born Cornwall). 


¢ Mary Gallinger (April 6, 1830 — April 25, 1830, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada). 
Her mother died as a result of her birth. 1830 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record; and 1830 Trinity Anglican

*Jacob Alguire Jr. was born about 1772-1773, as he was age sixteen in Gray’s February 1789 Roll. See 
also 1851 Canada Census. He allegedly was the son of Jacob Heinrich Allgeyer (b August 10, 1726 , 
Ispringen, Baden) and Salome Wahl (b September 26, 1720, Eysingen or Ispringen, Baden; m November 
30, 1745), who emigrated from Baden-Durlach to Philadelphia, British North America, with three children 
(Johann Martin, Sebastian, and Sophia Salome). UELAC Descendant Chart; Passenger and Immigration 
Lists Index 1500-1900s, William P. Filby, (2012), citing four sources; and Even More Palatine Families, 
by Henry Z. Jones, Jr., Vol. 1, pp 5-6 (2002). If accurate, his mother would have been 52-53 years of age 
at the time of his birth and there would be a fifteen year gap between Jacob and her previous child, while 
not unheard of, would be unusual. He is listed as residing on Lot 9 of Concession VHI of Cornwall 
Township, which was unassigned in McNiff’s 1786 Map. Even though he did not have U.E.L. status in his 
own right, he (#591) appeared before a Cornwall Township magistrate with his father (#589) and brother 
(Johann) Martin Algire (#590) in the fall of 1796. Ontario People, Page 32. At some point, Jacob Algire 
Jr., of the Eastern District, Ognasburg (which doesn’t match his residence), was on the UEL List, but was 
subsequently “expunged.” UELAC. 


On January 17, 1797, Jacob Algire Jr. UE (1772-1853) married Katherine Vrooman/Froman (1776-1853) 
in St. Andrews Presbyterian Church, Cornwall Township, the Eastern District. 1857 Canada Census; and 
1797 St Andrews Marriage Record, M2. Even though he was not awarded his Order-in-Council until 
January 5, 1798, Jacob Jr. and Catherine Algire filed a land petition in 1797, in Cornwall Township. In 
January 1852, Jacob Jr. (80) and Catherine (74) Alguire were living with their son Solomon (24), who was 
single and a farmer, on the west part of Lot 12 of Concession IV, in Cornwall Township, Stormont County, 
which had been awarded to his father Jacob Alguyer Sr. and his brother Martin Alguyer, for their service 
to the Crown. 1829 Cornwall Census; and 1851 Canada Census. By 1861, Solomon Alguire had married 
and had children. Based upon census data where no post-1852 evidence of Jacob Jr. or Catherine Vrooman 
Alguire could be located, they probably both died sometime between January 1852 and 1861. Jacob Alguire 
Jr. allegedly died on December 13, 1853, on Eamers Corners. The couple had as many as fourteen children, 
several of whom I have been unable to verify.

¢ Julia Ann Gallinger (November 5, 1821, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada - >April 
6, 1891 <June 1, 1900, probably in Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Ontario) married John Mathias 
Crites* (December 12, 1819, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada - >June 1, 1905 <April 
15, 1910, possibly Norfolk, St. Lawrence County, New York), son of George Crites Jr. UE* and Lenah 
(Laney/Lany) Cain UE* (daughter of John Cain/Kain VE and Elizabeth Prentice of Charlottenburgh). Their 
marriage is confirmed in multiple marriage and death records of their children, as well as in multiple Canada 
Censuses extrapolating their year of birth from the age at the time of the census. Julia Ann Gallinger Cline 
was alive as of April 6, 1891. On June 1, 1900, John Crites (b December 1819; age 80), a widower, was 
living in the home of his daughter Ann (Laney) Crites Bellus/Bellew, in Norfolk, St. Lawrence County, 
New York, where he continued to live into 1905. He does not appear in the 1970 US Census, or any New 
York or Canadian death record I could locate, so he probably died between 1905 and 1910, probably in 
Norfolk. Julia Ann Gallinger Crites died between 1891 and 1900. See EN433. 1819 and 1821 Trinity 
Anglican Baptism Records (see Appendix B); 1851, 1861, 1871, 1881 and 1891 Canada Census; 1876 
Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario, Marriage Record (daughter Chloe Crites identifying parents); 7900 
and 1910 US Census; 1905 New York Census; 1912 Essex County, Ontario, Marriage Certificate (son 
Isaiah Crites identifying parents); and 1928 Branch County, Michigan, Marriage Certificate (daughter 
Levina Crites Weaver identifying parents). 


*John Crites was the grandson, not the son, as erroneously and continually repeated by others, of George 
Crites UE and Margaret Cryderman. George Crites Jr. received his Order-in-Council on July 21, 1812, and 
his wife Lenah Cain received her Order-in-Council on February 17, 1816. Reid’s Loyalists, pp 46 and 76. 
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“Julianne” Gallinger is identified as marrying Alexander Morris ( - ), on November 22, 1842, in 
the Trinity Anglican Church, Cornwall. Their wedding was witnessed by Henry Gallinger and Barbara 
Silmser. It probably isn’t this Julia Ann Gallinger, because in the 1851 Canada Census she and John Crites 
had a daughter Jane, who would be age eleven in 1852, which translates to an 1841 year of birth. However, 
I could not locate any other Julia Ann Gallinger in this area of Canada who was a member of the Gallinger 
families. 1842 Trinity Anglican Church Marriage Record, p107 417/519. 


¢ Philip Gallinger (March 26, 1824, Cornwall or Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — 
December 6, 1905, Lot 31 Concession V, Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Ontario) married twice. 
1824 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B); 1851, 1861, 1871, 1881, 1891 and 1901 Canada 
Census; 1905 Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Ontario, Death Record (aged 85Y); and Find-a- 
Grave (Gravemarker Pleasant Valley Cemetery). 


M#1 Elizabeth Hoople (1824, probably Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada - >January 
14, 1861 <November 13, 1867, Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Canada West). Aside from the 
1851 and 1861 Canada Census, | have been unable to locate any information about Philip’s first wife, 
including documenting her maiden name. She may have died during or close to the birth of his daughter 
“Marey Gallinger,” who was aged 10 in the 1877 Canada Census. 


M#2 Delilah Stata (1838-39, Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — November 28, 1897, 
Concession V, Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Ontario), daughter of Andrew and Margaret Stata, 
on November 13, 1867, probably in Osnabruck Township. /85/, 1861, 1871, 1881 and 1891 Canada 
Census; 1867 Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Ontario, Marriage Record; 1897 Osnabruck 
Township, Stormont County, Ontario, Death Record (aged 56Y); and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Pleasant 
Valley Cemetery). 


¢ Solomon Gallinger (March 15, 1827, Cornwall or Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada 
— December 7, 1907, Bruce County House of Refuge, Walkerton, Ontario) married Jane Hortin (September 
25, 1827, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — October 20, 1910, Lot 4 Concession 25, 
Amabel Township, Bruce County, Ontario), probably around 1845. In every census they gave the same 
age, and Solomon Gallinger’s birth is verified. Solomon Gallinger died in Bruce County’s House of 
Refuge, which was opened in January 1900 to care for Bruce County’s aged and impoverished. Their son 
Cyrus Gallinger died there in 1939. For unknown reasons, Solomon’s death record incorrectly states he 
was a widower at the time of his death. 1827 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B); 1851, 
1861, 1871, 1881, 1891 and 1901 Canada Census; 1907 and 1910 Bruce County, Ontario, Death Records;

*The Hartle family were quintessential Loyalists. Johannes/Hannis/John Hartle Sr. and his wife Regina 
Falk had about nine children, most if not all of whom were born/baptized in the Stone Arabia and Johnstown 
area of the Mohawk Valley, where as early as March 25, 1769, Johanis Hartel leased Lot 43W of the 
Kingsborough Patent, consisting of 100 acres, for £6s3 annually, from Sir William Johnson, and then his 
son Sir John Johnson. Johnson Rent Roll. Hannis Hartel was naturalized as a citizen of the Province of 
New York on January 27, 1770. Johnson Papers, Vol 7, Page 352; and New York Laws, Chapter 1462. 
Sons Johannes/John Hartle Jr. (~1751 - March 12, 1817, Montreal, Québec; bur March 14, 1817), 7877 St 
Gabriel’s Montreal Death/Burial Record (1817 St. Andrews Burial Record, D9), and Adam Hartle (~1760 
— February 14, 1845, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Canada West) served in Patrick Daly’s 
Company of the KRRNY, Lunenburgh C, were exiled to Québec, and ended up in Cornwall Township on 
Lot 15 of Concession HI. December 24, 1783, Adam Hartle’s Discharge from KRRNY signed by Sir John 
Johnson; 1784 Provisioning List; 1785 Muster Roll; 1786 Provisioning List; and McNiff’s 1786 Map. John 
Hartle Jr. of Johnstown was indicted in New York on June 14, 1781, and had his property confiscated via 
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a Judgment entered July 26, 1783. NY Confiscations. John Hartle Jr. (~1755 — May 16, 1833, Cornwall 
Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada) married Sarah DeWitt (~1772 — June 1, 1845, Cornwall 
Township, Stormont County, Canada West), in Québec. Adam Hartle married her sister Mary DeWitt 
(~1750 — September 7, 1837, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada), in Québec, around 
1788. All filed land petitions in Cornwall Township, and both brothers were among the original United 
Empire Loyalists in November 1789, served with Capt. Jeremiah French’s Company in 1790, and along 
with their father re-affirmed their U.E.L. status in 1796, along with Hermanus Cryderman, George 
Gallinger, brother Christian Hartle, and Solomon Tuttle. Upper Canada Land Petitions; Old UEL List; 
UELAC; Reid’s Loyalists, p141,; French’s 1790 Roll; Ontario People; and 1833, 1837 and 1845 Cornwall 
Trinity Anglican Burial Records, pp 63, 96, 125 and 125; and 476, 494, 509 and 510 of 519.

Johannes/John Gallinger UE married Hannah (Anna) Hartle/Hertel UE (February 23, 1796, Cornwall 
Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — September 25, 1868, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, 
Ontario), daughter of Adam Hartle UE (son of Johannes/Hannis/John Hartle Sr. and Regina Falk) and Mary 
DeWitt UE (daughter of Garton DeWitt UE and Phoebe Waterman), on March 23, 1819, in Cornwall 
Township. John Gallinger received his OC on September 6, 1832, and filed a land petition in Cornwall 
Township in 1840; and Hannah Hartell Gallinger received her OC on July 13, 1841, and filed a land petition 
in Cornwall Township the same year. In January 1852, “Mrs. John Gallinger” was living in Cornwall 
Township with three of their children. Hannah Hartle Gallinger’s birth and death dates are unverified. See 
EN214. They had eight known children. 18/9 Trinity Anglican Marriage Record (see Appendix B); Reid’s 
Loyalists, pp 89, 123 and 141, and 1851 Canada Census. 


¢ Catherine Gallinger (August 2, 1820, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada - >1885, 
probably Fremont Township, Butler County, lowa) married William Usher (1815-21, Ireland - >June 1, 
1880 <1885, probably Fremont Township, Butler County, Iowa), on February 4, 1845, in Cornwall 
Township. By 1860, they had moved to Illinois, before finally settling in lowa sometime between 1870 
and 1885. Others have William Usher dying in 1885, and Catherine Usher dying in 1880 or earlier. Their 
basis is a September 2, 1885, Will of a William Usher, a resident of Brookfield Township, Clinton County, 
Iowa, who is not the same person. In the 1885 Iowa Census, “Katie” Usher (63) is a widow, living with 
three of her children in Fremont Township, Butler County, Iowa, which was their residence in 1880. 1820

I could 
not locate any information about Ephraim Septimus Gallinger, including which Gallinger family he may 
have descended.

*Jane Gallinger did not die in Bruce County, Ontario, in 1910, as that was the wife of Solomon Gallinger. 
There are multiple other Jane Gallingers in the records, but none of them are this Jane Gallinger, as they 
are the wives of George, Josiah, Reuben, etc. It is very possible, or even probable, this Jane Gallinger died 
before 1852. Further, children attributed to her (e.g. William Henry Gallinger (1846-1912)) by others, are 
not hers, but of Benjamin Gallinger and Susan Cline, among others. 


** Adam and Elizabeth Runnions Gallinger had a son Ephraim Septimus Gallinger (1856-1927), who they 
probably named in memoriam to her sister Jane Gallinger’s husband.

f. Elaine H. Gollinger (b July 26, 1942, probably Pierrepont, St. Lawrence County, New York) 
married Benjamin J. Porter, on September 3, 1966. 1950 US Census; 1966 New York Marriage 
Record; and US Public Records Index. 


g. Betty Jean Gollinger (June 7, 1945, Canton, St. Lawrence County, New York — April 13, 2009, 
Potsdam, St. Lawrence County, New York) married Harold Hoyt Jr. (61949), on April 12, 1975. 
1950 US Census; 2009 US Deaths; April 15, 2009, Watertown Daily Times Obituary; and Find-a- 
Grave (Gravemarker, Beech Plains Cemetery, West Pierrepont, New York). 


h. Linda L. Gollinger (June 1, 1948, Pierrepont, St. Lawrence County, New York - -April 17, 2022, 
Potsdam, St. Lawrence County, New York) married Henry H. Trimm (d February 14, 2019), on 
July 13, 1968, in Russell, St. Lawrence County, New York.

(3) Beulah V. Gollinger/Gallinger (September 29, 1898, Massena, St. Lawrence County, New York 
— February 1980, Massena, St. Lawrence County, New York) apparently never married. Beulah 
worked as an attendant at the Connecticut State Hospital (1920), and a nurse at the Metropolitan 
Hospital, New York City (1925) and the Paul Kimbell Hospital in New Jersey (1930). Between

M#1 George Ernest Hagerman (March 18, 1887, Ontario, Canada — April 27, 1929, Brownville, 
Jefferson County, New York), son of Sylvester Hagerman and Victoria Gossage, a widower (Pearl 
DeShane) and felon, on November 16, 1921, in Brownville, New York. They had two known 
children. 192] Brownville, Jefferson County, New York, Marriage Record; 1917 Auburn State 
Prison Discharge Record (sentenced to 10 years for forgery; served about 15 months); WWI Draft 
Reg; 1925 New York Census; 1929 Brownville, Jefferson County, New York, Death Record; and 
Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Brownville Cemetery). 


a. Lorna Jane Hagerman (September 3, 1925, East Rochester, Monroe County, New York — March 
3, 2006) married twice: ___ Gotham about 1957; and Parno about 1978. 1925 East

Apps/Claims; and 2006 US Deaths. 


b. Ernest William Hagerman (b May 23, 1928, Russell, St. Lawrence County, New York). 1928 
Russell, St. Lawrence County, New York, Birth Record; and 1930 US Census. 
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M#2 Harvey Isaac Peabody (April 18, 1885/86, Pitcairn, St. Lawrence County, New York — August 
1, 1969, Aldrich, St. Lawrence County, New York), son of Joseph Eugene Peabody and Ella Cecilia 
Hosmer. She was his fourth wife. WWI&IT Draft Regs; 1920, 1930, 1940 and 1950 US Census; 
1969 Aldrich, St. Lawrence County, New York, Death Record; and Descendants of Francis 
Peabody Genealogy, page 307. 


(5) Charles (Charley/Horace) James Gollinger/Gallinger (May 15, 1906, Massena, St. Lawrence 
County, New York — February 23, 1984, possibly Star Lake, St. Lawrence County, New York). 
Charles never married. He served in the US Army during World War H. In 1950, his mother 
Minnie lived with him in Massena. 1906 Massena, St. Lawrence County, New York, Birth Record; 
1910, 1920, 1930, 1940 and 1950 US Census; 1925 New York Census; WWII Draft Reg; 1942 US 
Army Enlistment Record; 1984 US Deaths; and 1984 BIRLS Deaths. 


3. Emma Rose Gallinger (July 1866, probably Barnhart Island, St. Lawrence County, New York — 
November 6, 1936, Clare, St. Lawrence County, New York) married Henry C. Fountain (August 22, 
1845/46, Barnhart Island, St. Lawrence County, New York — December 13, 1924, Ogdensburg, St. 
Lawrence County, New York) on September 11, 1894, in Canton, New York. She was his second wife. 
1870, 1900, 1910 and 1920 US Census; 1905, 1915 and 1925 New York Census; 1894 Canton, St. 
Lawrence County, New York, Marriage Record; 1904 Massena, St. Lawrence County, New York, Death

* Eleanor/Ellen Gallinger (August 9, 1833, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — June 
20, 1913, Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario) never married. In March 1901, she was living with her 
widowed sister Caroline Gallinger Babcock, in Cornwall. 1833 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see 
Appendix B); 1851 and 1901 Canada Census; and 1913 Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario, Death 
Record. 


¢ Margaret Elizabeth Gallinger (June 29, 1836, Concession IV, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, 
Upper Canada — October 11, 1843, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Canada West). 1836 Trinity 
Anglican Baptism Record and 1843 Trinity Anglican Burial Record. See Appendix B. 


¢ Caroline Gallinger (June 22, 1839, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — February 17, 
1919, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario) married Laban Babcock (February 7, 1837, New 
York — September 6, 1915, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario), son of John Babcock, on 
November 11, 1875, in Cornwall. 1839 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B); 1851 and 1901 
Canada Census; 1874 Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario, Marriage Record; and 1915 and 1919 
Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario, Death Records. 


*16 His marriage record states he was aged 24 at the time of his October 1824 marriage = 1800, which 
matches his gravemarker (and is contrary to census records). Harmonus Gallinger received his Order-in- 
Council on April 3, 1834. In 1852, the family was living on 11/IV, Cornwall Township, which had been 
awarded to his father Michael Gallinger Jr. by the Crown, and was either part of or adjacent to Eamers 
Comers. After the death of her husband, Allinder remained on the family’s land in Cornwall Township (50 
acres of 11/IV) with her son Philip, where she probably died. On October 18, 1892, Allinder Gollinger 
executed her last Will and Testament. Allinder Eamer Gallinger died of “old age” in Cornwall Township 
on December 23, 1893. They were probably buried in Christ Anglican Church Cemetery, Moulinette, but 
their remains were transferred to St. Lawrence Valley Union Cemetery, Stormont County, Ontario, with 
the flooding of the St. Lawrence Seaway. They had twelve known children, all of whom were born in 
Cornwall Township.

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B); McNiff’s 1786 Map; Reid’s Loyalists, p123; 1851, 1861, 1871, 1881 and 1891 Canada Census; 1874 
and 1893 Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario, Death Records; Canada Digital Atlas; Last Will 
and Testament of Allinder Gollingar dated October 18, 1892; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker St. 
Lawrence Valley Cemetery). 


¢ Samuel Michael Gallinger (March 1, 1826, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada) had 
married Catharine (b1831), by January 1852, and they were living and farming on Eamers 
Corners (9/IV — awarded to his great great grandfather Philip Amer). Also occupying 9/IV were: Mrs. 
Martin Alguire; Daniel Alguire (carpenter); William Aymer (innkeeper); Mrs. Peter Eamer; John O’Brien 
(laborer); and Allen Fullerton (blacksmith). Others indicate (undocumented) Catherine’s surname was 
“Myers,” and they were married on Moulinette Island, by Rector Patton of the Trinity Anglican Church, on 
March 26, 1850, with William Simpson and Caroline Alguire as witnesses. His brother David married 
Elizabeth (Eamer) Myers, but I have been unable to determine if she and Catherine were related. No other 
records have been located for Samuel or Catharine Gallinger, and Samuel is not mentioned in his mother’s 
Will. 1826 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B); 1851 Canada Census; and McNiff’s 1786 
Map. 


* David Gallinger (July 16, 1828, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — May 4, 1906, 
Comwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario) married (May) Elizabeth Myers (Eamer) (September 3, 
1827, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — April 6, 1904, Cornwall Township, Stormont 
County, Ontario), daughter of Barbara Eamer (daughter of Peter Amer and Catrina Gallinger), and 
probably Godfrey Myers Jr. (b~1799) (son of Godfrey Myers Sr.; grandson of Michael Myers (1748-1814) 
and Elisabetha Emer (1748-1778), daughter of Allinder’s great grandparents Johannes Philip Wiemer and 
Maria Catharina (“Catrina”) Luserin). She was “Elizabeth Eamer,” aged 23, living with her mother, in 
the 1851 Canada Census. David Gallinger was a farmer, and the family belonged to the Church of England. 
The family lived on and farmed Concession IX of Cornwall Township; surrounded by the farms of 
Bender’s, Alguire’s, Myers’, Fykes’ and Gallinger’s. May Elizabeth Myers (Eamer) Gallinger died on 
April 6, 1904, at the age of 78, from heart failure, in Cornwall Township. David Gallinger, who was living 
on the 9th Concession, followed two years later, on May 4, 1906, also at the age of 78, from “general 
decay.” The couple was originally buried at Moulinette, but were re-interred in the St. Lawrence Valley 
Cemetery, Long Sault. They would have eight or nine known children, all born in Cornwall Township, 
Stormont County, Canada West or Ontario: Margaret (Maggie) Gallinger (b August 1, 1852); James 
Gallinger (1857-1944); Daniel Gallinger (b1859); Peter Gallinger (b1861); Georgeanah (Annie) Gallinger 
(b1863); David Gallinger (1865 — February 19, 1936, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario); 
John Gallinger (b1867); and Mary Gallinger (b1872). A Donald Gollinger/Gallinger appears in two 
censuses with birth years of 1864 (1891) and 1860 (1901). He may have been Peter Gallinger. 185/, 1861, 
1871, 1881; 1891 and 1901 Canada Census; 1904 and 1906 Cornwall Township, Stormont County, 
Ontario, Death Records; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker St. Lawrence Valley Cemetery). See Ens 567 
and 702. 


¢ Diana/Diannah Gallinger November 11, 1830, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario —>October 
18, 1892, possibly Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario). In 1852 and 1861, Diana Gallinger 
was living with her parents. Sometime in 1861 or 1862, Diane Gallinger married Joseph Sumner Tichenor 
(March 17, 1840, Pleasantville, St. Lawrence County, New York — December 2, 1863, Mine Run, Virginia), 
son of Joseph Tichenor and Elizabeth/Betsey More. On January 14, 1863, Joseph S. Tichenor, age 23, 
enlisted in the 83rd New York Infantry Regiment, which saw extensive and continuous service in the Civil 
War between July 4, 1861, at Harper’s Ferry, through July 13, 1864, including major battles of Bull Run, 
Antietam, Fredericksburg, Chancellorsville, Gettysburg, The Wilderness, Spotsylvania Court House and 
Cold Harbor. Joseph S. Tichenor died on December 2, 1863, “in an Ambulance Waggon while being 
conveyed to Hospital Disease Typhoid Fever ...” Diana Tichenor filed for a widow’s pension on April 2, 
1864. In 1870, she was working as a housekeeper for farmer Alvin Anstead, in Parishville, New York. In 
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1880, Dana Tichenor was living with her mother-in-law Betsey Tichenor, also in Parishville. In 1891, 
Diana Titchener (60), a widow, was living next to or with her brother Joseph and Mary Crites Gallinger. 
On October 18, 1892, daughter Diannah Tichner was named as co-executrix of her mother’s Will, and was 
to receive one cow on the death of her mother, but she was not included with her sisters to receive a share 
of the residue of the estate. I have been unable to determine what happened to Diana Gallinger Tichenor 
after 1892. 1830 Trinity Anglican Church Baptism Record (see Appendix B); 1851, 1861 and 1891 Canada 
Census; 1863 New York Muster Roll; Parishville, St. Lawrence County, New York, Register of Soldiers and 
Sailors in the Military Service, pages 27-28; History of the 83rd New York Infantry Regiment; Register of 
Officers and Enlisted Men Mustered into Federal Service, Vol 6; Find-a-Grave (Gravemarkers Hillcrest 
Cemetery, Parishville, New York; Joseph & Betsey Tichenor, and Joseph S. Tichenor); 1864 Civil War 
Pension Card; 1850, 1870 and 1880 US Census; and 1892 Allinder Gallinger Will. 


Diana Gallinger did not marry Edward Bryan (1824-1895), on July 3, 1845, as has been universally posted 
and repeated. First, she was only fourteen years of age in July 1845. Secondly, she was clearly in her 
parent’s home in 1852 and 1861. Third, in 1892, under the name of Diannah Tichner, she was clearly 
identified as Allinder Eamer Gallinger’s daughter, when Edward Bryan was still alive and she would have 
been using the “Bryan” surname, which is on their gravemarker. Fourth, Edward and Diannah Gallinger 
Bryan had a twenty-four year old daughter in the 1877 Canada Census, which translates to an 1846/47 year 
of birth, when Diane Gallinger was clearly only 16-17 years old, and living with her parents. I haven’t 
located the Diannah Gallinger who married Edward Bryan, who in the 19/1 Canada Census stated she was 
born in November 1826, which corresponds with her gravemarker and 1973 Osnabruck Township, Stormont 
County, Ontario, Death Record. “Gallinger’” may have been her married name and she may have been a 
widow when she married Bryan. 


¢ Daniel Gallinger (June 6, 1833, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada - >January 12, 
1852). No confirmable additional information has been located for Daniel born in 1833, although Matthew 
Piotrowski @ geneanet.org has him dying on November 8, 1858, in Cornwall Township, and buried two 
days later. 1833 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B); and 1851 Canada Census. 


¢ William Gallinger (June 8, 1835, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada —>June 1, 1911 
<June 1, 1920, probably Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario) married Mary Sophia Hart *(February 21, 
1837, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — April 6, 1929, Cornwall, Stormont County, 
Ontario), daughter of Tunis Hart (b1803, Osnabruck Township) and Elizabeth (Betsy) Woods (b1814, 
Osnabruck Township), who were farming 11/II, Cornwall Township, on March 15, 1859. William and 
Mary Sophia Harte Gallinger had twelve known children, all born in Cornwall Township, where William 
was a laborer and farmer. The couple lived in Cornwall Township their entire married life, until William’s 
death between 1911 and 1921; which some have claimed to be March 10, 1914 (undocumented and does 
not properly identify his parents). 1835 and 1837 Trinity Anglican Baptism Records (see Appendix B); 
1851, 1861, 1871, 1891, 1901, 1911 and 1921 Canada Census; 1859 Stormont County, Canada West, 
Marriage Record (identifies parents); and 1929 Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario, Death Record (93Y 
2M, widow, identifies parents). 


*Mary Sophia Hart was the granddaughter of Barnabas Hart (1757-1826) and Mary (Maria) Bender, 
daughter of George Bender, of Cornwall. In 1879, numerous Harts owned and farmed over 500 acres of 
land on 28/V as well as Lots 25, 26, 27, 34 and 36/VI Osnabruck Township, which are in the area of 
Gallingertown. 1851, 1861, 1871, 1881, 1891, 1901 and 1911 Canada Census; and Canada Digital Atlas. 


Barnabas/Barnaby Hart was born in America, probably New York, around 1757, and served as a private in 
Captain Daly’s Company of the KRRNY for five years, for which he received U.E.L. status in the first 
Orders-in-Council in November 1789. Barnabas (‘““Bernet Heart’’) was in Lachine (near Montreal), Québec, 
in the fall of 1784, and was married with one son under age ten. By 1785, he was living on 11/III Cornwall 
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Township, which was awarded to him (“Bernard Hart’’) for his service to the Crown; and is where Tunis 
and Elizabeth Hart, Sophia’s parents, were living and farming as of 1852. McNiff’s 1786 Map; and Reid’s 
Loyalists, p141. 


¢ Mary Ann Gallinger (June 27, 1837, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — October 16, 
1896, Comwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario) married Hezekiah Alguire (September 1829, 
Comwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — February 3, 1914, Eamers Corners, Cornwall 
Township, Stormont County, Ontario), son of Jacob Alguire UE and Hannah Cryderman UE (not Gallinger 
as repeatedly posted by others), daughter of John Cryderman VE and Catherine Hartle UE, on March 30, 
1858. Hezekiah Alguire was a farmer in Cornwall Township, and they had at least four children: 
Mina/Olive(?) Alguire (b~1858); Joseph Alguire (b~1864); Harmonis Alguire (October 3, 1866, Cornwall 
Township — 1944); and Mary Caroline Alguire (b September 17, 1871). 1829 and 1837 Trinity Anglican 
Baptism Records (see Appendix B); 1851, 1861, 1871, 1881, 1891, 1901 and 1911 Canada Census; and 
1896 and 1914 Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario, Death Records. See also ENs 213, 417, 
763 and 775-778. 


¢ Marilla Catherine Gallinger (October 5, 1839, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — 
July 27, 1895, Colton, St. Lawrence County, New York) married Alexander John McCuen (McEwen) 
(August 29, 1812, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada; bap August 30, 1812 - December 
18, 1882, Colton, St. Lawrence County, New York), a farmer and son of David McCuen Jr.* (~1770, Ireland 
— ~1855, Cornwall Township) and Rachel McLaghlen, probably in Colton, St. Lawrence County, New 
York, as his first wife Elizabeth Eastman McEwen (September 4, 1820 - June 6, 1869, Colton, St. Lawrence 
County, New York), died leaving four surviving minor children in the home. Marilla Catherine Gallinger 
and Alexander John McCuen would have four children: Anah (Diannah) McCuen (b November 30, 1870, 
Colton, NY); Samuel Nelson McCuen (August 13, 1872, Colton, NY — November 23, 1935, Potsdam, NY); 
Milon McCuen (1877 — March 25, 1879, Colton, NY); and Alexander McCuen (March 19, 1878, Colton — 
August 29, 1837, Colton). Alexander John McCuen/McEwan was buried with his first wife (and two sons 
from his 2nd marriage) in Pleasant Mound Cemetery, Colton, New York. Marilla allegedly purchased 
property containing Higley Falls, which was sold after her July 27, 1895, death in Colton, where she was 
also interned in the Pleasant Mound Cemetery. /812 St. Andrews Baptism Record, B88; 1840 Trinity 
Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B); 1851 and 1861 Canada Census; 1870 and 1880 US Census; 
1869, 1882 and 1895 Colton, New York, Death Records; and Find-a-Grave. 


*David McCuen Jr.’s father David McCuen (b~1749, Ireland) served for nine years with the Kings Royal 
Regiment of New York, and was married to Sarah Kerr/Carr. He was awarded 3/I of Cornwall Township 
(“McCoon”), and in 1789, at age forty, was a member of the Stormont Militia, where his son David Jr. was 
a corporal at the age of nineteen. Both McCuen’s were awarded U.E.L. status on November 9, 1789, in the 
original Order-in-Council, but David Jr. was expunged in 1802. In 1799, one of the David McCuens 
managed a ferry service between Comwall and St. Regis. Private David McCuen Jr. served in Capt. Joshua 
Young Cozens’ Company of the 1st Regiment of the Stormont Militia during the War of 1812, in which Zt. 
Peter Eamer was second in command. 1784 Provisioning List; 1785 Muster Roll; 1786 Provisioning List; 
McNiff’s 1786 Map; Gray’s 1789 List; Anderson’s 1790 List; Ontario People; Lunenburgh C, Page 58; 
1813 Pay List; and UELAC. 


¢ Harriet Gallinger (November 1, 1841, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Canada West — July 4, 1912, 
Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario) married twice. 1841 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix 
B); 1851 and 1861 Canada Census; and 1912 Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario, Death Record. 


M#1 David Jacob Alguire (October 11, 1839, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada - 


<April 2, 1870, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Canada West or Ontario), a farmer and son of Jacob 
Alguire UE and Hannah Cryderman UE, on October 29, 1861, in Cornwall Township. They had two sons 
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born in Cornwall Township: Leslie Alguire (b~1862) and David Nelson Alguire (b~1865), before Jacob 
Alguire’s death in Cornwall Township prior to the 1877 Canada Census, when his widowed wife and two 
sons were living with her widowed father-in-law Jacob Alguire (1797, Cornwall Township, Stormont 
County, Upper Canada — December 12, 1882, Concession IV, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, 
Ontario) in Cornwall Township. 1839 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B); 1851, 1861 and 
1871 Canada Census; and 1861 Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Canada West, Marriage Record. 
See also EN213 and ss 6 EN417. 


M#2 On September 28, 1875, Harriet Gallinger Alguire married her brother-in-law William Alguire (March 
15, 1831, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada - October 30, 1886, Cornwall Township, 
Stormont County, Ontario), son of Jacob Alguire UE and Hannah Cryderman UE, in Morrisburg. His first 
wife Phoebe Johnston Alguire had died on May 2, 1875, at the age of 39, in Cornwall Township. William 
Alguire, who was a tanner and farmer, and Phoebe Alguire had seven children: Robert; Jacob; Sarah; Levi; 
Harriet; Chloe; and Phoebe Alguire. Contrary to other researchers, there never was a Jacob William or 
William Jacob Alguire, which was a fiction created so Harriet Gallinger only had one husband, when the 
record evidence clearly reflects she married brothers Jacob and William Alguire, who lived and farmed 
next to each other in 1861. William and Harriet Gallinger Alguire had five known children, before his 
death in Cornwall Township: Annie Alguire (b1876); Lena Minnie Alguire (b1878); William Ernest 
Alguire (April 25, 1879); Samuel Alguire (b1881) and Oreno Alguire (b1885). By 1901, Harriet Gallinger 
Alguire and her family were living in the Town of Comwall, next to her brother Joseph Gallinger. In 1911, 
Harriet was in the home of her son William Ernest Alguire, in St. Catherines, Ontario. 1831 Trinity 
Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B); 1851, 1861, 1871, 1881, 1891, 1901 and 1911 Canada Census; 
1875 Morrisburg, Williamsburgh Township, Dundas County, Ontario, Marriage Record; and 1886 
Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario, Death Record. See also ENs 213 and 417. 


¢ Philip Gallinger (1843/44, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Canada West; bap February 4, 1844 - 
>March 31, 1901) never married and lived with his parents until their deaths. In 1881, Philip was living 
and farming with his mother Allinder (Elin), while in 1891, she was living with him. In 1901, he was living 
with his brother William, his wife Sophia and their family in Cornwall Township, and provided a December 
20, 1846, date of birth, which contradicts his baptism record. There is a 1903 Cornwall, Stormont County, 
Ontario, Death Record for a Philip Gallinger, which is universally used as his date of death, which may be 
the case, but the record clearly states the decedent was 36 years old. 1844 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record 
(see Appendix B); and 1851, 1861, 1871, 1881, 1891 and 1901 Canada Census.

(June 29, 1852, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Canada West — December 2, 1928, Cornwall 
Township, Stormont County, Ontario), daughter of Henry and Elizabeth Crites, on March 22, 1871, in 
Comwall. They lived with Harmonus and Alinder Eamer Gallinger, and are included in the 7877 Canada 
Census as members of their household. In 1891, Joseph’s daughter Nellie, age eight, appears to have been 
living with his sister Diana Gallinger Tichenor, who lived next door. In 1901, the family lived next to his 
sister Harriet Gallinger Alguire’s family, and in 1911, lived on Lot 7, next to the family of Samuel Eamer. 
They would have nine known children, all born in Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario: Robert 
Gallinger (61873); Stanley William Gallinger (b1875); Edith Gallinger (b March 10, 1878); Annie 
Gallinger (b 1880); Eleanor Edna (Nellie) Gallinger (b January 20, 1882); Samuel P. Gallinger (b 
September 13, 1883); Arthur A. Gallinger (b August 23, 1885); Adelbert E. Gallinger (b July 13, 1889);

and Lillian Gertrude Gallinger (b October 16, 1891). Joseph Gallinger worked as a laborer in Cornwall 
Township, with his last job being ina pulp mill. 7851, 1861, 1871, 1891, 1901, 1911 and 1921 Canada 
Census; 1871 Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario, Marriage Record; 1924 and 1928* Cornwall 
Township, Stormont County, Ontario, Death Records; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Woodlawn 
Cemetery, Cornwall). 


*Her death record states her parents were George Crites (b1837) (son of Michael and Isabella Crites) and 
Elizabeth Eamer (b1837) (daughter of Matteus Eamer and Elizabeth Barclay), which contradicts her 
marriage registration. Inasmuch as George Crites and Elizabeth Eamer would both have been 15 years old 
at the time of her birth and were not married until November 5, 1860, it is impossible they were her parents.

Hannah Gallinger married Robert Cheley (1808, England — September 26, 1897, Florence, Oneida County, 
New York), probably around 1836, as their first known child Elizabeth Cheley was born in Montgomery 
County, New York, around 1837. On June 23, 1847, Hannah Gallinger Cheley submitted an Affidavit on 
behalf of her brother Henry Gallinger’s Upper Canada Land Petition, in which she identified her siblings 
and half-siblings, as well as her husband’s occupation as a stone cutter working with her brother Henry 
Gallinger in different locales in Canada and the United States.

25 Elizabeth Gallinger married Duperrier according to her sister Hannah’s affidavit in support of 
Henry Gallinger’s June 23, 1847, Land Petition (see Michael Gallinger endnote above). 1/816 Trinity 
Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B). 


Elizabeth Gallinger did not marry Alpheus Hawley Stevens (July 6, 1809, Leeds County, Upper Canada — 
December 17, 1881, Brant Township, Bruce County, Ontario).* I don’t know how or why Elizabeth 
Gallinger would have gotten to Leeds County, as none of her family members were there. In the 1851 
Canada Census, Elizabeth Gallinger Stevens was 39 years of age = born in 1813 (vs 1815/16). Their first 
child (Charlotte) was 21 as of 1852, i.e. born in 1831, when Elizabeth Gallinger would have been about 
fifteen years old. If Charlotte Stevens was her daughter, then Elizabeth Gallinger Steven’s baptism would 
have had to have occurred at least two years before 1816, otherwise she would have been only fourteen 
years old when she married, probably in 1830.** Another explanation is Charlotte Stevens is the daughter 
of Alpheus and a first wife. Their second child was Louisa Jane Stevens (March 2, 1834, Crosby Township, 
Leeds County, Upper Canada — November 1, 1917, Kalamazoo State Hospital, Kalamazoo, Kalamazoo 
County, Michigan). If Charlotte was their child, then they had seven daughters before Elizabeth Gallinger 
Stevens death in 1852 or 1853. Descendants of their two youngest daughters (Emma Theodoria Stevens 
(b1848) and Sarah Elizabeth Stevens (b July 1851) are Ancestry™ DNA matches with me. After Elizabeth 
Gallinger Steven’s death, Alpheus Hawley Stevens married Pearlina Baker (October 2, 1831, probably 
Upper or Lower Canada — December 15, 1921, Walkerton, Bruce County, Ontario). Their first child (of 
six known) was Calvin Stevens (1854, Leeds County, Canada West — August 1, 1884, Brandon, Manitoba), 
assuming his marriage record is accurate, and he didn’t list Pearlina Baker as his mother, because she was 
the only mother he had known. 185/, 1861, 1871, 1881, 1891, 1911 and 1921 Canada Census; 1859 Lyn, 
Leeds and Grenville Counties, Canada West Marriage Record (Ladorna Stevens, born in Bastard 
Township, daughter of Alpheus Stevens and Elizabeth Gallinger),; 7878 Bentinck Township, Grey County, 
Marriage Record (Charlotte Bamford married Calvin Stevens, son of Alpheus Stevens and Pauline Baker);

Her former husband died in 1783 while serving in the 2™ Battalion of the 
King’s Royal Regt. of NY. Claim for nine acres; a house; cattle, etc. (12/31/426, 64/298, 109/ 
156; 13/13/82).

°32 Michael Henry Gallinger UE was the first child of Christian Gallinger and Sarah Runnions Fykes, but 
his dates of birth and death used by other researchers are those of Henry C. Gallinger, their second child. 
Michael Gallinger was awarded his Order-in-Council on October 31, 1809. Reid’s Loyalists, p122. 
Michael Gallinger married twice.

“No. 229 Dorothy Wife of Michael Gallinger of Barnhart’s Isld, Twp Cornwall, Farmer, 40 years, 
died Jan 10, buried Jan 12 1824 By S.J. Mountain, Present: Michael Gallinger, hus, George 
Gallinger, brother in law deceased his mark X. Jortim [sic] Bliss [P21]” 


Dorothy Silmser never received U.E.L. status, and did not petition for a grant of land. Michael Gallinger 
received his OC on October 31, 1809, and had petitioned for a grant of land on July 13, 1809; the same day 
(and on the same page) as Martin Silimser, Dorothy’s brother. Reid’s Loyalists, p122; and Upper Canada 
Land Petitions. However, Michael and Dorothy Silmser Gallinger moved to Barnhart Island, in the St. 
Lawrence River across from Cornwall Township, probably sometime between 1809 and 1815. Their 
children continued to be baptized in the Cornwall Trinity Anglican Church. 
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“George Barnhart (1737, Loonenburg, Greene County, New York - 1811, Barnhart Island, 
Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada) was a successful tenant farmer when he 
enlisted with the King’s Royal Regiment on 2 Dec 1780. Peace, but dejection and uncertainty, 
came in 1783. After the long winter of 1784, Regimental, Associated and unincorporated Loyalists 
were mustered at several posts in Quebec for their journey to their new homes. The Crawford 
purchase (1783) of Mississauga (Ojibway) lands along the front of eastern Lake Ontario preceded 
the resettlement. The first battalion of the King’s Royal Regiment of New York, under Sir John 
Johnson, was settled in the first five of the Royal townships on the St. Lawrence River west of the 
seigneury of Longueil. At their own request the settlers were divided by race and religion so that 
the Catholic Highlanders, Scottish Presbyterians, German Calvinists, German Lutherans and 
Anglicans were generally assigned to the townships later named Charlottenburgh, Cornwall, 
Osnabruck, Williamsburgh, and Matilda. George and his family took up residence at Cornwall, in 
1784. 


“In 1796, George Barnhart leased, from the Mohawks at St. Regis, a 1700 acre island in the St. 
Lawrence, which he referred to in his will as “Barnhart Island.” The lease was renewed in 1806 
for 999 years, for $60 a year. His Will bestowed land on sections of the island to several of his 
children. In its heyday, the island boasted two roads, a school/church, saw, grist and woolen mills, 
and cheese factory. There were two general stores, a horse ferry to the Canadian shore and treadmill 
scow to the U.S. Boasting 20 families, 2,000 maple trees and 700 cows, other island names were 
Hickey, McDonald, Layo, Gallinger, Pitts, Cline, Eamer, and Seldon. 


“In 1814, at the end of the War of 1812, the island was exchanged for strategically important Wolfe 
Island, protecting Kingston Harbour, as part of the provisions of the Treaty of Ghent. In the ensuing 
territorial exchange, the title to Barnhart Island was given to American brothers named Ogden, in 
1823, who immediately made the Barnharts purchase the homesteads they had pioneered, for 
$10,000. In 1850 the State of New York realized the injustice of this sale and recompensed the 
Barnharts. Technically, Barnhart Island was a part of St. Lawrence County, New York, after 1814, 
and when looking for families in later census returns, one must look at nearby towns and villages 
in US census returns. Some people born on Barnhart Island report later that they were born in 
Canada, and others say they were born in New York.” George Barnhart, a Loyalist forgotten by 
the British, by Richard Ripley UE, United Empire Loyalists Association of Canada. 


In 1958, the St. Regis Tribe sued the State of New York to recover Barnhart Island, because it claimed the 
lease (to Barnhart) had expired after its 99 year term, and therefore the island should have reverted to the 
tribe. In its opinion, the New York Court of Appeals extensively reviewed the history and transactions 
involving the island. The Court noted the 1783 Treaty of Paris wasn’t clear, but Barnhart Island remained 
part of “Canada” at the end of the Revolutionary War. The Treaty of Ghent in 1815, ending the War of 
1812, also didn’t “settle” the boundary line in this part of the St. Lawrence River, so the matter was referred 
to two commissioners to investigate and file a report to settle the boundary line. In 1816, the Barnhart lease 
term was reduced to 99 years, and in 1817, the rent was re-negotiated to $150 per year. On June 18, 1822, 
the commissioners’ report/decision was Barnhart Island belonged to the United States. In 1823, David 
Ogden received a Patent from the State of New York covering Barnhart Island. St. Regis Tribe v. State of 
New York, 5 NY2d 24 (1958). Thus, until 1822-23, Barnhart Island was part of Upper Canada, with some 
residents identifying with Canada even after 1823. 


Michael and Dorothy Silmser Gallinger had at least ten children before her death, possibly from the birth 
of son Nicholas Gallinger, on Barnhart Island in 1824. 


* Christian (Christopher) John Gallinger (1807, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada; bap 
February 22, 1807, Trinity Anglican Church, Cornwall — February 22, 1883, Barnhart Island, Massena, St. 
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Lawrence County, New York) was married twice. 1807 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (Appendix B); 
1830, 1840, 1850, 1860, 1870 and 1880 US Census; Will of Christopher Gallinger; and Find-a-Grave 
(Gravemarker All Saints Mission Cemetery, Massena: “Christopher Gollinger Born 1807 Died 1883”). 


M#1 Christian Gallinger (19) married Sarah Keziah Gray (16) (1810/11, New York - ~1846, Barnhart 
Island, Massena, St. Lawrence County, New York), daughter of John and Betsey (b~1783/84, New York) 
Gray/Grey, on October 17, 1827, in the Trinity Anglican Church, Cornwall. They had four known children, 
before Keziah Gray Gollinger’s death circa 1846, possibly related to the birth of their last child. The probate 
record of Christopher Gallinger’s Will, of which son Henry Fickes Gallinger was the co-executor, identified 
four of Christopher Gallinger and Keziah Gray’s children. 1827 Trinity Anglican Marriage Record (see 
Appendix B); 1830 and 1840 US Census; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker All Saints Mission Cemetery, 
Massena: “Cazier Wife of Christopher Gallinger’”). 


1. Henry Fickes Gallinger (March 23, 1829, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — 
January 24, 1916, Moulinette, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario) was a farmer on 
Barnhart Island. He was living with his parents Christopher John Gallinger and Eliza/Keziah Gray as 
of August 30, 1850. Around 1855-56, Henry Fickes Gallinger married Esther Caroline Bugby 
(November 5, 1839, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — May 29, 1906, Moulinette, 
Comwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario), daughter of Israel Bugby Jr. (September 4, 1811, 
Cormwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada - >1845, Barnhart Island, St. Lawrence County, 
New York) and Maria Gollinger/Gallinger (March 29, 1819, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, 
Upper Canada - May 9, 1913, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario), who were neighbors of 
Christopher Gallinger and Nicholas Silmser (who married his mother’s sister Maria/Mariah Gray, see 
EN625) on Barnhart Island. Israel Bugby Jr. was the “illegitimate” son of Barbara Eamer and Israel 
Bugby Sr. 


On August 21, 1860, Henry Fickes and Caroline Esther Bugby Gallinger, and their two sons were living 
with his parents. In June 1863, Henry Gallinger (35) registered for the US Civil War Draft in St. 
Lawrence County, New York. In 1870, Henry Gallinger was farming 135 acres on Barnhart Island, 
which increased to 280 acres by 1880. By 1901, Henry Fickes and Caroline Esther Bugby Gallinger 
were living in Cornwall Township, with adult children William, Minnie, Zina and Fanny, as well as 
mother-in-law Maria Bugby and granddaughter Edith Robertson. Caroline Esther Bugby Gallinger 
died in Moulinette on May 29, 1906. Henry Fickes Gallinger was living with his son Samuel Gallinger 
as of July 10, 1911, and died on January 24, 1916, in Moulinette, where he is buried with Caroline 
Esther Bugby Gallinger. Henry Fickes Gallinger and Caroline Bugby had ten known children, all born 
on Barnhart Island. 1839 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B); 1840, 1850, 1860, 1870 
and 1880 US Census; 1863 US Civil War Draft Registration; 1870 and 1880 US Agricultural Census; 
1883 St. Lawrence County, New York, Surrogate Court Records; 1901 and 1911 Canada Census; 1906 
and 1916 Stormont County, Ontario, Death Records; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker). 


(1) Hiram Lindsay Gallinger (1855/56, Barnhart Island, St. Lawrence County, New York — January 
31, 1940, Massena, St. Lawrence County, New York) married Rebecca Fetterly (February 19, 1863, 
Stormont County, Canada West — December 12, 1937, Massena, St. Lawrence County, New York), 
daughter of William Taylor Fetterly and Sarah Jane Abrams, on June 21, 1883, in Cornwall, 
Ontario. 1860, 1870, 1880, 1920 and 1930 US Census; 1883 Stormont County, Ontario, Marriage 
Record; 1901 and 1911 Canada Census; 1925 New York Census; and 1937 and 1940 Massena, 
New York, Death Records. 


(2) William Henry Gallinger (September 25, 1858, Barnhart Island, St. Lawrence County, New

Tennenburg (Moulinette), Stormont County, Ontario. 1/860, 1870 and 1880 US Census; 1883 
Stormont County, Ontario, Birth Record; 1891, 1901, 1911 and 1921 Canada Census; 1905 
Stormont County, Ontario, Marriage Record; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Saint Lawrence

(3) Marian (Mary) Gallinger (February 28, 1861, Barnhart Island, St. Lawrence County, New York

Ontario), son of George Cline and Rhoda Hodshire(?). They emigrated to Cornwall Township, 
Ontario, in 1900, and are buried in Moulinette. 1870, 1880 and 1900 US Census; 1921 Canada 
Census; and 1939 and 1945 Stormont County, Ontario, Death Certificates. 


(4) Ida Gallinger (May 14, 1864, Barnhart Island, St. Lawrence County, New York — July 12, 1865, 
Barnhart Island, St. Lawrence County, New York). Unverified. 


(5) Addie (Adelaide) Gallinger (August 1, 1865, Barnhart Island, St. Lawrence County, New York 
— 1947, Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario) married Roland Runions (March 11, 1861, Cornwall 
or Osnabruck Township, Stormont Count, Canada West — April 14, 1941, Cornwall, Stormont 
County, Ontario), son of Stephen Runions and Hannah Clark, on August 26, 1855. 1870 and 1880 
US Census; 1891, 1901, 1911 and 1921 Canada Census; 1941 Stormont County, Ontario, Death 
Certificate; April 15, 1941, The Montreal Gazette Obituary; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker 
Maple Grove Cemetery, Cornwall).

Robinson/Robertson (April 5, 1864, Avonmore, Stormont County, Canada West — November 21, 
1950, Potsdam, St. Lawrence County, New York), son of James Robinson/Robertson, on July 25, 
1885, on Barnhart Island. In 1901, their daughter Edith “Robertson” (age 5) was in the Cornwall 
Township home of Henry Fickes and Caroline Hester Bugby Gallinger. In 1920, Emma’s uncle 
John Simser (husband of Margaret Bugby) was a boarder in their home. 1870, 1880, 1920, 1930, 
1940 and 1950 US Census; 1901 Canada Census; 1915 and 1925 New York Census; April 18, 
1929, and November 23, 1950, Massena Observer Obituaries; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker

M#2(?) Christopher John Gallinger/Gollinger and “Keziah (Eliza) Gray” (June 17, 1819, probably Barnhart 
Island, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — March 4, 1886, Barnhart Island, Massena, 
St. Lawrence County, New York), his deceased wife’s sister, were living together on Barnhart Island, 
Massena, St. Lawrence County, New York, on August 30, 1850, with three of his four children by Sarah 
Keziah Gray: Henry Gallinger (21), Caroline Gallinger (13) and Kesiah Gallinger (5). In 1860, she was 
“Louisa Gallinger,” but as of 1870 was “Elizabetha Gray.” In June of 1880, Eliza’s surname was 
“Gallinger/Gollinger.” Living close to Christopher John Gallinger and Keziah Gray in 1850 and 1860, 
were the families of Nicholas Simser Jr. (and his second wife Mariah/Maria Gray — Keziah’s and Eliza’s 
sister), and widow Maria Bugby (March 29, 1819, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada - 
May 9, 1913, Louisville, St. Lawrence County, New York), whose household included “Betsy Gray” 
(b1783/84, New York) (probably Keziah, Eliza and Mariah’s mother). Maria Bugby/Bugbee was the 
widow of Israel Bugby Jr. (September 4, 1811, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada - 
>1844 < August 30, 1850, Barnhart Island, St. Lawrence County, New York), the “illegitimate” son of 
Barbara Eamer (sister of Peter Eamer Sr. UE) and Israel Bugby Sr. See EN701. In his Will dated 
September 8, 1869, and probated in 1883, Christopher Gallinger left his farm* to his grandson Hiram 
Lindsey Gallinger. “Eliza Gray” was a joint executor of Christopher Gallinger’s Will. I don’t believe they 
ever formally married, but lived together as “common law” husband and wife; which is supported by 
multiple census entries, Christopher’s Will, and her gravemarker (which doesn’t mention Christopher). 
Keziah Gray Gallinger did not join Henry Gallinger in petitioning to probate Christopher Gollinger’s Will 
on April 14, 1883, in the St. Lawrence County Surrogate Court, nor is she identified as an heir-at-law. 


* Christian/Christopher Gallinger had a 102 acre farm (the south part of the “Barnhart Farm’) on Barnhart 
Island, St. Lawrence County, New York, which by 1880 had been reduced to 30 acres.

¢ Margret A. Gallinger (bap May 1, 1808, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — May 11, 
1887, Clare, St. Lawrence County, New York) married Charles Fountain(e)* (March 19, 1811, Québec, 
Lower Canada — December 7, 1893, Pierrepont, St. Lawrence County, New York), probably around 1831, 
on Barnhart Island, where they would reside. 1808 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (“Fanny”) (see 
Appendix B); 1840, 1850, 1860, 1870 and 1880 US Census; 1873-74 St. Lawrence County Gazetteer and 
Business Directory (Charles age 70); 1887 Clare, St. Lawrence County, New York, Death Record; 1893 
Pierrepont, St. Lawrence County, New York, Death Record; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarkers/Crosses 
(‘“Fountaine”) Beech Plains Cemetery, West Pierrepont, New York). 


*Unfortunately, others confuse and include them as Charles Wood and Paulina Fountain, who were a totally 
different couple in a different geographic location. I have been unable to confirm a middle name of “Moses” 
for Charles, or of “Alinder” for Margret. 


Charles and Margret/Margaret (Peggy) Gallinger Fountain(e) had eight known children:

Civil War Draft Registration (Joseph age 30, born in New York; married, resident of Pierrepont); and 
1907 and 1914 Clare, St. Lawrence County, New York, Death Records. 


2. Robert Michael Fountain (February 14/24, 1835, Barnhart Island, St. Lawrence County, New York 
— August 23, 1918, Mille Roches, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario) married Marilla 
Sweetland (October 14, 1837/38/40, Barnhart Island, St. Lawrence County, New York — October 13, 
1922, Mille Roches, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario), daughter of David Frances 
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Sweadland (b England) and Mary Martin. They were living on Barnhart Island in first part of the 1860s, 
next to uncle Christopher Gallinger’s family, and Robert along with his brother Joseph registered for 
the Civil War Draft. Their daughter Mary was born in Canada West in 1863/64, and they lived the rest 
of their lives in Cornwall Township (although Robert was in New York in 1900). 1840, 1850, 1860 
and 1900 US Census; June 1863 Civil War Draft Registration (Robert age 27, born in New York; 
married, resident of Pierrepont); 7871, 1881, 1891, 1901, 1911 and 1921 Canada Census; and 1918 
and 1922 Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario, Death Records. 


3. Ellen Fountain (March 5, 1838 (Alt. November 1834), Barnhart Island, St. Lawrence County, New 
York — August 30, 1904, West Pierrepont, St. Lawrence County, New York) married Levi Kio (1836, 
Québec, Lower Canada — January 2, 1900, Pierrepont, St. Lawrence County, New York), in 1856, in 
Canton, New York. 1840, 1850, 1860, 1870, 1880 and 1900 US Census; June 1863 Civil War Draft 
Registration (Levi Chio age 27, born in Canada; married, resident of Pierrepont); 1900 Pierrepont, St. 
Lawrence County, New York, Death Record; 1904 West Pierrepont, St. Lawrence County, New York, 
Death Record; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Beech Plains Cemetery, West Pierrepont, New York). 


4. Julia A. Fountain (b1840/41, Barnhart Island, St. Lawrence County, New York), whose fate is 
unknown. She did not marry Chophas/Cleofasse/Faster Fountain (Julienne Laneuville), nor Andrew 
Fountain (Julia Jason). 1860 US Census. 


5. Mary Margret Fountain (1844/45, Barnhart Island, St. Lawrence County, New York — June 30, 1892, 
Clare, St. Lawrence County, New York) married Hugh Flanagan (March 27, 1844/45, New York — 
April 20, 1923, Ogdensburg, St. Lawrence County, New York), in 1866.* After Mary Margret Fountain 
Flanagan’s death, Hugh married Emiline Eells Moore (1845-1908) on August 2, 1893, in Ogdensburg, 
New York. 1/850, 1860, 1880, 1900, 1910 and 1920 US Census; 1892 Clare, St. Lawrence County, 
New York, Death Record; 1893 Ogdensburg, St. Lawrence County, New York, Marriage Record; 1923

December 13, 1924, Ogdensburg, St. Lawrence County, New York) was married twice. 1850, 1860, 
1870, 1880, 1900, 1910 and 1920 US Census; 1873-74 St. Lawrence County Gazetteer and Business 
Directory (Henry aged 30); 1905, 1915 and 1925 New York Census; 1924 Ogdensburg, St. Lawrence 
County, New York, Death Record; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Beech Plains Cemetery, West 
Pierrepont, New York). 


M#1 Melissa D. Clark (February 1850, Russell, St. Lawrence County, New York — September 4, 1889, 
Pierrepont, St. Lawrence County, New York), daughter of William Clark (b~1798, Massachusetts) and 
Dorothy (Dolly Wing (b~1816, Canada), between 1870 and 1880. They had no known children. 1850, 
1860, 1870 and 1880 US Census; Genealogy of the Descendants of John White of Wenham and 
Lancaster, Massachusetts: 1638-1900; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Beech Plains Cemetery, West 
Pierrepont, New York). 


M#2 Emma Rose Gallinger (July 1866, probably Barnhart Island, St. Lawrence County, New York — 
November 6, 1936, Clare, St. Lawrence County, New York), on September 11, 1894, in Canton, New 
York. Emma was the daughter of Isaac Gallinger (October 4, 1830, Eamers Corner, Cornwall 
Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — January 13, 1913, Louisville, St. Lawrence County, New 
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York) (son of John Gallinger and Hannah Hartle) and Margaret Rebecca Barnhart (April 4, 1841, 
probably Barnhart Island, St. Lawrence County, New York — September 21, 1904, Massena, St. 
Lawrence County, New York; married 1859). 7870, 1900, 1910 and 1920 US Census; 1905, 1915 and 
1925 New York Census; 1894 Canton, St. Lawrence County, New York, Marriage Record; 1904 
Massena, St. Lawrence County, New York, Death Record; September 21, 1904, Ogdensburg Journal 
Obituary, 1913 Louisville, St. Lawrence County, Death Record; 1936 Clare, St. Lawrence County, New 
York, Death Record; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Beech Plains Cemetery, West Pierrepont, New 
York). 


7. Ezra Fountain (1847, Barnhart Island, St. Lawrence County, New York — May 18, 1883, Clare, St. 
Lawrence County, New York) never married. In June 1880, he was living next to his brother Joseph 
in Pierrepont, New York. He has a simple cross marker with no dates. I could not confirm the date or 
location of his death. 1850, 1860, 1870 and 1880 US Census; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Beech 
Plains Cemetery, West Pierrepont, New York). 


8. Caroline Fountain (1848, Barnhart Island, St. Lawrence County, New York — December 29, 1894, 
Pierrepont, St. Lawrence County, New York) married Arden Eells (March 1851, Pierrepont, St. 
Lawrence County, New York — March 30, 1936, Hempstead, Nassau County, New York), the brother 
of Emiline Eells (1845-1908), who married Hugh Flanagan after the death of Caroline’s sister Mary 
Margret Fountain. After Caroline’s death, Arden Eells married Martha Pulia Smith (1851-1906), on 
March 10, 1897, in Crary Mills, New York. 1850, 1860, 1880, 1900, 1910 and 1930 US Census; 1894 
Pierrepont, St. Lawrence County, New York, Death Record; 1897 Crary Mills, St. Lawrence County, 
New York, Marriage Record; 1905, 1915 and 1925 New York Census; 1936 Hempstead, Nassau 
County, New York, Death Record; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Beech Plains Cemetery, West 
Pierrepont, New York). 


* Madelaine (Matty) Gallinger (bap August 18, 1811 — January 30, 1814, Cornwall Township, Stormont 
County, Upper Canada). Her Godparents were George Gallinger, Mary Cook and Elizabeth Gallinger.

¢ Marcelline (Lany) Gallinger (bap February 16, 1813, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper

* Nicholas Gallinger (January 20, 1819, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — January 
29, 1819, (age nine days) Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada; bur Trinity Anglican 
Cemetery). 1819 Trinity Anglican Burial Record (see Appendix B). 


¢ Henry Gallinger/Gollinger (September 15, 1820, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — 
January 20, 1900, Pierrepont, St. Lawrence County, New York). Henry married Catherine Legros/Legrow 
(June 29, 1825, Saint-Anicet, Québec, Lower Canada; bap July 15, 1825 — January 24, 1898, Pierrepont, 
St. Lawrence County, New York), daughter of Alexis Legros and Josephte Pieret.* Henry Gollinger was 
appointed postmaster of West Pierrepont, New York, on April 16, 1894. They had five known children.

County, New York — March 28, 1941, Los Angeles, Los Angeles County, California), daughter of 
George Chambers (d1868, Canton, St. Lawrence County, New York) and Mary Cook (b1836, Ireland), 
around 1879. In 1910, William was in White Lake City, Aurora County, South Dakota, married, but 
his wife and children were not living with him. In 1917, his wife Katherine is a widow, living in Los 
Angeles with two of their children. As of January 1, 1920, the couple are together in Ravena, Charles 
Mix County, South Dakota. By 1930, Catherine Chambers Gollinger had returned to Los Angeles, 
living with their daughter Gretchen. They had three daughters. 1860, 1870, 1880, 1900, 1910, 1920 
and 1930 US Census; 1917 Los Angeles, California, City Directory; 1941 Los Angeles, Los Angeles 
County, California, Death Record; and Find-a-Grave (Mass Marker St. Marys Cemetery, Canton, New 
York). 


(1) Pauline (Polly) Gollinger (April 13, 1844, New York — December 25, 1954, Los Angeles, Los 
Angeles County, California) married Dr. Frank Chandler, in April 1906, in Grand Forks, North 
Dakota). April 19, 1906, The Grand Forks Oakes Times Marriage Announcement; 1940 and 1950 
US Census; and 1954 Los Angeles County, California, Death Record. 


(2) Gretchen Gollinger (February 13, 1887, Lisbon, Ransom County, North Dakota — June 21, 
1968, Los Angeles, Los Angeles County, California) married Wayne Wellman, on September 27, 
1917, in Manhattan, New York. Gretchen Gollinger was an accomplished woman for the times; 
serving as an assistant prosecuting attorney and an assistant to the Mayor of Los Angeles. 1917 
Los Angeles, California, City Directory; 1917 Manhattan, New York, Marriage Record; December 
15, 1917, Grand Forks Herald Marriage Announcement, 1947 Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, Immigration 
Car; 1930 and 1950 US Census; and 1968 Los Angeles, Los Angeles County, California, Death 
Record. 


(3) Irene M. Gollinger (May 25, 1893, North Dakota — May 24, 1948, Los Angeles, Los Angeles 
County, California) married Andrew J. Rudgear, on March 10, 1924, in Los Angeles. 1917 Los 
Angeles, California, City Directory; 1924 Los Angeles County, California, Marriage Record; and 
1948 Los Angeles, Los Angeles County, California, Death Record. 
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5. Hattie Gollinger (b1863, Canton, St. Lawrence County, New York) married George Richard Kelley 
(b1857/58, Canton, St. Lawrence County, New York), son of Michael B. Kelley (1835, Ireland — 1871, 
Canton, St. Lawrence County, New York) and Ann Cook (b1839, Ireland; daughter of Catherine Cook), 
on June 11, 1883, in Prescott, Grenville County, Ontario. The couple disappeared from the public 
record after their marriage. George R. Kelley’s father enlisted in the 142nd New York Regiment on 
September 9, 1862, but deserted in Ogdensburg, New York. Michael B. Kelley’s Will was submitted 
to probate on March 10, 1871, naming his wife Ann and son Gorge R, along with his other children. 
1870 and 1880 US Census; 1862 New York Town Clerk’s Register of Men who served in the civil War; 
1883 Grenville County, Ontario, Marriage Record; and April 5, 1871, St. Lawrence County, Surrogate

M#2 After Dorothy Silmser Gallinger’s death, Michael Henry Gallinger married Mary McGill Cairns* 
(b~1785/86, Ireland), a 38 year old widow from Osnabruck Township, on September 14, 1824. They had 
two known children.

11, 1811, in the Commwall Trinity Anglican Church. See EN410. There is a gravemarker for “Henry C. 
Gallinger, died May 21, 1859, Aged 73Y 6M 5D,” in St. Georges Anglican Cemetery, Gallingertown, 
Osnabruck Township. The age equates to a birthdate of November 16, 1785. A Henry C. Gollinger (68) 
and Catherine Gollinger (64) are in the 1857 Canada Census for Osnabruck Township, next to Harvey 
Gollinger and his wife Mary Ann Gallinger, and their children. Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker St. Georges 
Anglican Cemetery, Gallingertown, Osnabruck Township). 
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Henry Gallinger obtained U.E.L. status on February 16, 1811, and Catherine Cryderman Gallinger UE was 
awarded her Order-in-Council on February 7, 1833, and she petitioned for a grant of land in Osnabruck 
Township the same year. Catherine Cryderman Gallinger (70) appears in the /86/ Canada Census in the 
household of son Harvey Gallinger (43), Osnabruck Township. They would have seven confirmed children.

M#2 John Sanderson (November 12, 1823, Scotland — September 13, 1906, Osnabruck Township, Stormont

George Gallinger* may have married Mary Hitsman(___—-___), both residents of Osnabruck Township, 
on November 8, 1831, by Presbyterian Minister Rev. Robert Lyle. Mary may have been the daughter of 
Benjamin and Elisabeth Hitsman, who had three children (Peter b1808; Jacob William b1818; and Margaret 
b1820) baptized in the Williamsburgh Episcopal Church in 1818 and 1820, which was the only other 
reference I could locate for the surname. 18/8 (Book B, p017) and 1820 (Book B, p020) Williamsburgh 
Episcopal Church Baptism Records; and 1831 Eastern District Marriage Record, pp 2 and 3 (See Appendix 
B).

He is not George G. Gallinger (October 7, 1789 — December 14, 1879) who married Janet Cameron (1798- 
1855), who was the son of George Gallinger and Margaret Warner.

“Alvira” Gallinger married George Hart UE (1780/81, Québec — May 1864, Osnabruck Township, 
Stormont County, Canada West), son of Barnabas Hart UE* (1753 — February 20, 1826) and Mary (Maria) 
Bender UE(__ - August 2, 1814), daughter of George Bender, of Cornwall, on July 9, 1811. They were 
married in a double ceremony with her brother Henry Gallinger and Catherine Cryderman. They were 
married “after regular Proclamation of Banns,” and not by special license or permission of her parents, 
which raises a question of her actual age at the time of her marriage. While she was baptized in 1795 (and 
if born the same year would have only been age sixteen at the time of her marriage, requiring a special 
license or her parents’ permission), she could have been older and not baptized until later, as her sister 
Elizabeth was baptized in 1792. It could also mean she was Alinder Gallinger (bap November 25, 1792), 
daughter of Henry Gallinger and Dorothy Eamer, as her age would comport with her gravemarker, and she 
could have been married by banns. It would not explain the double marriage ceremony, unless it was purely 
fortuitus those couples were married on the same day, with John Cryderman (Catherine Cryderman’s 
brother) as a witness to both marriages. Additionally, in the 7857 and 1861 Canada Census, she was born 
in 1803 and 1795, respectively. To make matters even more interesting, “Olive Gallinger” gave birth to an 
illegitimate child, who was baptized in August 1820. Neither the child’s nor father’s name is in the record, 
but the Godparents were John Gallinger (who could be the brother of Alinder Gallinger, daughter of Henry 
Gallinger and Dorothy Eamer), Jacob Alguire and Mary Farlinger (who could be the niece of Catherine 
Gallinger, daughter of Henry Gallinger and Dorothy Eamer). Therefore, I can’t rule out Alinder Gallinger, 
daughter of Henry Gallinger and Dorothy Eamer, married George Hart. 1784 Provisioning List; 1792 St. 
Andrews Baptism Record, 1811 Trinity Anglican Marriage Record, 1820 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record; 
Appendix B); 1851 (George age 63 in 1852 = 1789) and 1861 (George age 77 in 1861 = 1784) Canada 
Census; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker St. Georges Anglican Cemetery, Gallingertown: “George Hart 
Died May 1864 Aged 83 YRS”). 


Alinder/Aully Gallinger Hart was also identified as “Auley, Alvina, Allinda, Olive, Olivia and Eleanor.” 


George Hart filed a land petition in 1811 in Cornwall Township. Olive Gallinger Hart received her OC on 
March 10, 1834, and filed a land petition in Osnabruck Township, probably in the area of Gallingertown. 
George and Aully (Allinder and Olive) Gallinger Hart are buried in Saint George’s Anglican Cemetery, 
Gallingertown, Osnabruck Township. George and Allinder/Olive Gallinger Hart may have had ten known 
children.

However, Reid’s Loyalists, p122, does not include a daughter “Christian,” but does have a son Christian 
born the same date, so maybe there was an error in the original record.

°53 Although no birth record has been located for Catherine Gallinger, her existence and year of birth are 
confirmed by Reid’s Loyalists, p122, and Worrall’s February 10, 2014, email; and correlates with Henry 


and Dorothy Gallinger having one girl under the age of ten in the 1784 Provisioning List; 1851 and 1861 
Canada Census; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Cornwall Trinity Anglican Cemetery). 
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Catherine Gallinger UE married John Farlinger Jr. UE (1772-76, Johnstown, Tryon County, Province of 
New York— April 17, 1848, possibly Matilda Township, Dundas County, Canada West), of Charlottenburgh 
Township, son of John Farlinger Sr. UE (1743, “Germany” — 1805, Charlottenburgh Township, Glengarry 
County, Upper Canada) and Sophia Desrosiers (1749-1803). John Farlinger Sr.’s 17786 Claim states his son 
John was fourteen years old (=1772), while John Farlinger Jr.’s gravemarker places his year of birth as 
1776. American Migrations; Reid’s Loyalists, p106; Old UEL List; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker 
Cornwall Trinity Anglican Cemetery). 


John Farlinger Sr. was a classic Loyalist. A native of “Germany,” he came to America as a boy. During 
the French and Indian War (1755-1763) he served for seven years with the 60th (Royal American) Regiment 
of Foot, also known as The King's Royal Rifle Corps, formed after Braddock's defeat by the French and 
Indians in 1755. Authority was granted to raise a regiment of four battalions to be recruited in Germany 
and from German colonists in North America, and became one of the most renowned corps of the British 
Army. Military Uniforms in Canada, 1665-1970 by Jack L. Summers and Rene Chartrand (Ottawa: 
Canadian War Museum, 1981). 


In 1763, John Farlinger Sr. settled in Johnstown, and purchased 100 acres from Sir William Johnson, and 
built a small house and farmed 18 acres. On January 27, 1770, he became a naturalized citizen of the 
Province of New York. He was employed by Sir William Johnson as an express rider, and after one trip to 
Albany, possibly having had too much to drink, prompted a May 27, 1770, letter from John Monier to Sir 
William: 


“Sir 

“To put up with Mr. Farringer’s Insolence as being Non Compos Mentis (i.e. not of sound mind 
/ lacking mental ability to understand the nature, consequences, and effect of a situation or 
transaction) last Night, is what I should have done, but upon my being called this morning to look 
at the Two half Doors of my Kitchen, I found them off the Hinges and the Door’s Split in several 
places, not to say much of the Front Door which has the print of several seven Knocks.—but this 
is rather too much ...” Johnson Papers, Vol VII, Pages 695-696. 


On June 1, 1770, John Farlinger Sr. provided Sir William Johnson with his bill of £10.8 for 23 trips to 


Albany and one trip to Sacondaga; along with an apology (which was apparently written by someone else, 
as he signed his name with an “X” on other documents): 
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“Please your Honor 

“T am sorry that I have been so unfortunate as to incur your Honor’s Displeasure by my 
Misconduct when last at Albany, and tho’ I confess that I am blameable yet I assure your Honor 
that the Matter has been much worse represented than it deserv’d. Therefore I beg your Honor will 
Pardon me for this Time and permit me to carry the Express as usual. I sincerely promise to your 
Honor, that my Behaviour for the future shall be such as not to give Cause for Complaint of any 
Sort. Johnson Papers, Vol VU, Pages 704-705. 


John Farlinger Sr. may have accompanied Sir John Johnson on his escape to Québec, as he enlisted in Sir 
John Johnson’s Company of the 2nd Regiment, KRRNY, as a Drummer, on the day it was formed (June 
19, 1776), and served throughout the American Revolution, until the regiment was disbanded in 1783. John 
Farlinger was the victim of two Judgments (August 3, 1782, and January 25, 1783) by which his property 
in Johnstown/Caughnawaga, Tryon County, was confiscated for being a Loyalist. As of the Fall of 1784, 
John and Sophia Farlinger, and one girl over ten, were settled in Cornwall Township, and had already 
cleared two acres of land. In August 1786, John, his wife, and one boy over ten, were receiving rations in 
Comwall Township. John Farlinger Sr. filed claims for £152, for the loss of his home and farm in 
Johnstown, Tryon County.

He served in the 2nd Battalion 
of the King’s Royal Regt. of NY and claims for himself, aged 44, his wife Suphiah aged 37, and 
his children John aged 14, Nicholas aged 8, Elizabeth aged 16, and Modlain aged 9. Claim for 
100 acres; a house, etc. (12/31/264, 64/236, 109/146; 13/12/384). 


John Farlinger Sr. (52) was a member of Gray’s Militia in 1789, with nine years of service in the KRRNY; 
and as of April 1790, at age 57, had been granted United Empire Loyalist status, and was infirm and serving 
in Anderson’s Company. According to Gray’s 1789 Roll, he was living on 34/IV, Cornwall Township, 
which not awarded per McNiff’s 1786 Map, (but based on the inaccuracy of Gray, may have been 34/V, 
which was assigned). In the Fall of 1796, John Farlinger Sr. UE appeared with sons John Jr. and Nicholas, 
and probably Henry Gallinger, before a Cornwall Township magistrate. Johnson Papers, Vol. VII; Scott’s 
Naturalizations; Online Institute for Advanced Loyalist Studies; Loyalist Confiscations; 1784 Provisioning 
List; 1785 Muster Roll; 1786 Victualling List; McNiff’s 1786 Map; Canada Archives; American 
Migrations; February 14, 1788, New Claim; Gray’s 1789 Roll; Anderson’s 1790 Roll; Old UEL List; 
Lunenburgh B & C; UELAC; Reid’s Loyalists; and Ontario People. 


On June 15, 1790, John Farlinger Jr. filed a land petition, based upon his father’s service to the Crown in 
the 2nd Regiment, KRRNY, and was awarded a Land Board Certificate for 31/ITV in Matilda Township. 
John Jr. and his brother Nicholas were awarded UEL status on November 9, 1789, along with their father, 
Old UEL List, but both were expunged at a later date (after 1796). Catherine Gallinger Farlinger received 
her OC on April 7, 1811, and filed a land petition in 1816. John Farlinger Jr. died in 1848. Catherine 
Gallinger Farlinger lived with her son Nicholas in Charlottenburgh until her death on February 7, 1864, at 
the age of 82. Reid’s Loyalists; Upper Canada Land Petitions; Ontario People; UELAC; 1851 and 1861 
Canada Census; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker). 


John Farlinger Jr. UE and Catherine Gallinger UE had thirteen known children:

They had a second daughter, Alma Morgan (August 8 or 13, 1861, probably Hudson, St. Croix 
County, Wisconsin — June 20, 1927, Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario), whose death record indicates 
she (her father and sister) returned to Canada West, on May 26, 1866. Alma Morgan (26) married Charles 
Ansley Pitts (24), son of Robert Pitts and Marilla Eamer, daughter of Philip Eamer and Mary Ann 
Cryderman, in 1888. See EN821. 185] (Baker and Morgan), 1871, 1881, 1891 and 1901 Canada Census; 
1857 Minnesota Census; 1860 US Census (Alison Morgan aged 8/12); 1907 Osnabruck Township, 
Stormont County, Ontario, Death Record; 1927 Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario, Death Record (Alma 
Morgan Pitts identifying parents); and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Dixson Cemetery). 


¢ Sarah Baker (March 20, 1835, Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — April 9, 1914, 
Lochaber, Labelle, Québec) married James Lamb (August 26, 1829, Moss Farm Drummond Estate, near 
Stirling, Scotland — April 26, 1914, Lochaber, Labelle, Imm 1842) on June 26, 1855. 7851, 1901 and 1911 
Canada Census; 1920 Smith Falls, Victoria Township, Lanark County, Ontario, Marriage Certificate 
(daughter Lucy Janet Lamb Scott identifying parents); and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Lochaber Bay 
Cemetery). 


°56 Michael H. Gallinger received his OC on April 3, 1810; which would translate to a birth year of 1789, 
i.e. eligible to obtain UEL status at “full” age (21). A Michael Gallinger filed a land petition in 1810. In 
1829 and 1852, Michael H. Gallinger is living in Cornwall Township; the latter as a labourer living on 
25/VII with wife Catherine (b~1803). Michael was a farmer and a constable. He is allegedly interred in 
Maple Grove Cemetery, Cornwall. Michael H. Gallinger married twice. Reid’s Loyalists, p122; Upper 
Canada Land Petitions; 1829 Cornwall Census; and 1851 Canada Census. 


M#1 Mary Switzer (~1798 - >December 21, 1825 (alt >February 15, 1830) <January12, 1852, Cornwall 
Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada), daughter of Henry Switzer, on November 19, 1817. They 
had five (possibly six) known children, all born in Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada. 
1817 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B). 


¢ Michael Gallinger (August 28, 1818 — April 23, 1893, Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario) married Eliza 


Pitts (1826, Ireland — September 20, 1907, Lot 2 Concession IV, Williamsburgh Township, Dundas County, 
Ontario), daughter of Thomas Pitts (b1778, Ireland), who emigrated to Canada in 1844. They had twelve 
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known children, all except their first child were born in Williamsburgh Township, Dundas County, Canada 
West: Mary Jane Gallinger (b January 23, 1845, Osnabruck Township); Eliza Gallinger (b1846/47); George 
Gallinger (b1848/49); Michael/Urias Gallinger (b1851); Edgar Gallinger (b1854); Susan Gallinger (b June 
20, 1857); Leslie Gallinger (b1859/60); Jennet Ballinger (b1862); and Leonard Gallinger (b October 2, 
1864/65). 1818 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B); 1851 (Osnabruck), 1/861 
(Williamsburgh), 1/871, 1881, 1891, 1901 and 1911 Canada Census; 1893 Cornwall, Stormont County, 
Ontario, Death Record, #41 (Michael 74Y 8M), 1907 Williamsburgh Township, Dundas County, Ontario, 
Death Record (“Mrs. Michael Gallinger, born Ireland, aged 83 years); 1886 Williamsburgh Township, 
Dundas County, Ontario, Marriage Record (daughter Eliza Janet Gallinger identifying parents); and 1900 
Menominee County, Michigan, Marriage Record (son Edgar Gallinger identifying parents). 


¢ Peter Gallinger (December 12-13, 1820, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — 
December 13, 1820, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada). 1/820 Trinity Anglican 
Baptism Record, and 1820 Trinity Anglican Burial Record. See Appendix B. 


¢ William Gallinger (December 12-13, 1820, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — 
December 19, 1820, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada). 1/820 Trinity Anglican 
Baptism Record, and 1820 Trinity Anglican Burial Record. See Appendix B. 


¢ Mary Ann Gallinger (March 13, 1822, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — October

¢ Mary Frances (“Fanny”) Gallinger (December 21, 1825, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper

* Catherine Gallinger (b February 15, 1830, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada) was a 
possible child.

M#2 Catherine Barnhart UE (1803, Commwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada - >January 12, 
1852), daughter of Nicholas Barnhart UE* (b~1771) and Anne Prentice (b~1773), and probably the widow 
of William Nettles.** Catherine Barnhart received her Order-in-Council on December 6, 1832. The date 
of their marriage (and their deaths) is unknown, but probably after April 1842, if Catherine Barnhart Nettles 
was a widow at the time of their marriage. I have found no credible evidence they had children. 1807 
Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B); Reid’s Loyalists, p17; and 1851 Canada Census. 


*Nicholas Barnhart was only nine years old, and 4’ 6” tall, when he enlisted as a private in the 2nd Battalion 
of the KRRNY. Cruikshank KRRNY, p169. 


** Catherine Barnhart married William Nettles (61795) (aged 24) on August 7, 1819, in the Cornwall Trinity 
Anglican Church, when she was only sixteen years old. Their wedding was witnessed by William Barnhart, 
her brother, and Elizabeth Wood. I located two children: Mary Ann Nettles (b April 19, 1820, Cornwall 
Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada; bap March 29, 1821, Godparents Nicholas Barnhart and Ann 
Barnhart); and Margaret Nettles (March 1830, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — bur 
June 3, 1830, Cornwall Trinity Anglican Cemetery; aged three months). William Nettles served with the 
Glengarry Highlanders, Glengarry Militia, in November 1839, and from April 1841 into April 1842, during 
the Québec Uprising. 1819 Trinity Anglican Marriage Record, p25 #162 370/519; 1821 Trinity Anglican 
Baptism Record, p181 #571 106/519; 1830 Trinity Anglican Burial Record, p53 #332 470/519; and 1839 
and 1841-42 Glengarry Militia Pay Lists. 
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A Michael Gallinger served under Lt. John Cameron in 1837 delivering arms and ammunition to Ottawa; 
and also under Lt. Philip Eamer, in the 10th Company, Ist Regiment, of the Stormont Militia, during the 
Patriote Uprising, but no middle initial was used in his signature. 1837 Cameron Rolls; and 1838-39 Eamer 
Rolls. This may have been his son Michael, but was probably another grandson or great-grandson of 
Michael Gallinger Sr. 


°57 Philip Gallinger UE served with the York (Toronto) Incorporated Militia Regiment in 1815, during the 
War of 1812. He received his OC on April 4, 1816, filed a land petition the same year. Redcoated 
Ploughboys, Richard Feltoe, Vol. 13, Page 45 (1994). 1835 Trinity Anglican Burial Record (see Appendix 
B); Reid’s Loyalists, p122; and Upper Canada Land Petitions. 


Philip Gallinger UE married Mary Morrison (1786/87 - __, probably Cornwall Township, Stormont 
County, Upper Canada or Canada West), widow of Alexander Morrison, in Cornwall Township on August 
26, 1823. I could not locate any information about Alexander Morrison or Mary Morrison. They had two 
known children. 1823 Trinity Anglican Marriage Record (see Appendix B). 


¢ Frances Gallinger (July 26,1824, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada - >August 11, 
1868, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario) married Elias Heath (1822/23 Vermont or New 
Hampshire — February 6, 1896, Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario), son of Daniel Heath and Sophia Bell 
on June 3, 1845, in Cornwall Township. They had twelve known children, the last of whom was Frances 
Heath (b August 11 or 16, 1868, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario). In 1871 and 1881, Elias 
Heath’s wife’s given name was Sarah, but she was the same age as Frances. She was not Sarah Ann Bolton 
Heath, who died in Toronto in 1906, wife of Charles W. Heath, as reported by others. It is possible “Sarah 
Heath” was “Frances Heath.” In 1891, Elias Heath’s wife’s given name was Margene, age 38 = 1852/53. 
In 1883, their daughter Margaret Jane married her uncle, her father’s brother, William Henry Heath, in 
Cornwall. 1824 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record; 1845 Trinity Anglican Marriage Record; Appendix B; 
1851, 1861, 1871, 1881, 1891, 1901 and 1911 Canada Census; 1896 Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario, 
Death Record; and 1883 and 1887 (daughter Frances Heath identifying parents) Cornwall, Stormont 
County, Ontario, Marriage Records. 


* George Gallinger (May 5, 1827, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada - December 2, 
1897, Eden Grove, Brant Township, Bruce County, Ontario), a blacksmith, married Rebecca Campbell 
(December 15, 1828/29, probably Upper Canada — September 4, 1905, Usborne Township, Huron County, 
Ontario), in 1850, in Lanark County, Bathurst District, Canada West. 1827 Trinity Anglican Baptism 
Record (see Appendix B); 1850 Bathurst District, Canada West, Marriage Record; 1851, 1871, 1881, 1891 
and 1901 Canada Census; 1897 Brant Township, Bruce County, Ontario, Death Record; 1905 Usborne 
Township, Huron County, Ontario, Death Record; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Douglas Hill 
Cemetery, Brockton, Ontario). 


°58 “Olive” is not to be confused with “Alvina” Gallinger who married George Hart (although I have been 
unable to rule her out as the wife of George Hart, see EN237). Olive Gallinger received her OC on October 
5, 1820, and filed a land petition in Cornwall Township. 1792 St. Andrews Baptism Record (see Appendix 
B); Reid’s Loyalists, p122; and Upper Canada Land Petitions. 


“Olive Gallinger” had an “illegitimate” child, whose father is unknown (as the page of the record where the 
given name of the child is located has been torn off:

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Henry/Heinrich Gallinger Jr. VE did not marry Catherine Cryderman, daughter of Johannes Cryderman and 
Catherine Hartle, daughter of John Hartle Sr. UE, as it was Henry C. Gallinger, son of Christopher Gallinger 
and Sarah Runnions Fykes, and they lived in Osnabruck Township. See EN233. 


Henry Gallinger Jr. received his OC on March 18, 1818, and filed land petitions in Cornwall Township in 
1818 and 1820. As of 1851, and certainly earlier, Henry Gallinger Jr. settled on and farmed Lot 7 of 
Concession I, Lanark Township, Lanark County, Upper Canada / Canada West. Reid’s Loyalists, p122; 
Upper Canada Land Petitions; and 1861 Canada Agricultural Census. 


On October 20, 1818, Henry Gallinger Jr. married Olive Aulguire/Alguire (b1801/02, Cornwall Township, 
Stormont County, Upper Canada — November 18,1878, Lanark Township, Lanark County, Ontario), 
daughter of undetermined parents, in Cornwall Township. Olive Alguire was only sixteen years of age and 
received the permission of her parents to marry. They had eight known/verified children. 1/818 Trinity 
Anglican Marriage Record (see Appendix B); 1851, 1861 and 1871 (Olive is a widow) Canada Census; 
and 1878 Lanark Township, Lanark County, Ontario, Death Record (“Mrs. Henry Gallinger, born 
Cormwall, died at age 82). 


¢ Jacob Gallinger (April 27, 1819, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — September 14, 
1899, Lanark Township, Lanark County, Ontario), a blacksmith, married Mary Alcorn (October 21, 1821, 
Lanark Township, Lanark County, Upper Canada — March 22, 1904, Lanark Village, Lanark County, 
Ontario), on March 29, 1842, in Lanark Township. They had eight known children, all born in Lanark 
Township, Lanark County, Canada West: Jacob Gallinger (1843-1846); Jennet Gallinger (b~1844); 
Elizabeth Gallinger (b1846/47); Mary Ann Gallinger (b1848/49); Jacob Gallinger (b1851); Rebecca 
Gallinger (b1854); Simon George Gallinger (b1857); and John Henry Gallinger (61859). 1843 Bathurst 
District Marriage Record; 1851, 1861, 1871, 1891 and 1901 Canada Census; 1904 Lanark Village, Lanark 
County, Ontario, Death Record (Mary Gallinger, widow, aged 82Y 5M), and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker 
Lanark Village Cemetery). 


¢ Elizabeth Chloe Gallinger (b July 25, 1823, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — 
<November 9, 1858, Lanark Township, Lanark County, Canada West) married James Henderson (1822- 
24, Lanark Township, Lanark County, Upper Canada — June 6, 1884, Lanark Township, Lanark County, 
Ontario), son of John (b~1872, Scotland) and Ann (b~1787, Scotland) Henderson, probably around 1843. 
They had seven known children, all born in Lanark Township, before Elizabeth’s death: Ann Henderson 
(b1844); John Henderson (b1846); Olivia Henderson (b~1858); Elizabeth Henderson (b~1850); Mary Ellen 
Henderson (b1853); Margaret Henderson (b1855); and Jane Henderson (b1857). In 1851/52, Elizabeth’s 
sister Margaret Gallinger (12) is listed as a part of her family. James Henderson (39) married Georgina 
McInnes (33) in Lanark Township, on November 9, 1858. 1823 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see 
Appendix B); 1851, 1861 and 1871 Canada Census; 1858 Lanark Township, Lanark County, Canada West, 
Marriage Record; 1884 Lanark Township, Lanark County, Ontario, Death Record; 1870 St. John the

¢ John Gallinger (~1830, Dalhousie Township, Lanark County, Upper Canada — Mach 9, 1907, Perth, 
Drummond Township, Lanark County, Ontario) married Mary Ann Richardson (December 25, 1827, 
Balderson’s Corners, Lanark County, Upper Canada — March 28, 1922, Perth, Drummond Township, 
Lanark County, Ontario), daughter of John Richardson (b England). 1867, 1871, 1881 and 1901 Canada 
Census; 1907 (John aged 76, farmer, married) and 1922 (Mary Ann, widow, aged 84Y 3M 3D) Perth, 
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Lanark County, Ontario, Death Records; 1893 Perth, Lanark County, Ontario, Marriage Record (son John 
Gallinger identifying parents); and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Elmwood Cemetery, Perth). 


* Catherine Gallinger (1832, probably Lanark Township, Lanark County, Upper Canada - >April 6, 1891 
<March 31, 1900, possibly Glengarry County, Ontario). Around 1851, Catherine Gallinger gave birth to a 
daughter Mary Gallinger (1851, Lanark Township, Lanark County, Canada West - December 21, 1936, 
Lanark County, Ontario; m March 4, 1885, to Richard Watt (b 1857/58, Dalhousie Township, Lanark 
County, Canada West)). Mary’s father was William Davis, and Mary used the Davis surname in the record 
of her wedding. Catherine Gallinger never married, lived with her parents/mother into 1881, before moving 
in with her daughter as of 1891, who lived in Glengarry County at the time. 185/, 1861, 1871, 1881, 1891, 
1901 and 1911 Canada Census; 1885 Perth, Lanark County, Ontario, Marriage Record; and 1936 Lanark 
County, Ontario, Death Certificate. 


¢ Ann/Anna Gallinger (June 1833, Lanark Township, Lanark County, Upper Canada — January 3, 1918, 
Drummond Township, Lanark County, Ontario) married Joshua Whyte/White (1827-1871). In 1861, her 
sister Margaret (20) was a servant in their home, while also being listed as a member of her parent’s family 
(age 21 in 1861). 1851, 1861, 1871, 1881 and 1911 Canada Census; 1918 Drummond Township, Lanark 
County, Ontario, Death Record; January 9, 1918, The Lanark Era Obituary; 1940 Lanark County, Ontario, 
Death Certificate (daughter Adeline White Allen identifying parents); and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker 
Elmwood Cemetery, Perth). 


¢ William Aaron Gallinger (b1836, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada; bap February 8, 
1837, Trinity Anglican Church, Cornwall). 1837 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B). 


¢ Margaret Gallinger (August 14, 1841, Lanark Township, Lanark County, Canada West — November 11, 
1934, Brandon, Manitoba) was living with her sister Elizabeth Chloe Gallinger Henderson’s family in 1851, 
and in 1861 was a servant in the home of her sister Anna Gallinger White (while also being listed as a 
member of her parent’s family). In 1873, Margaret Gallinger married James Dobbie Jr. (1845, Lanark 
County, Canada West - 1895, Lanark County, Ontario). 1857, 1861, 1891 and 1901 Canada Census; Find- 
a-Grave (Gravemarker Lanark Village Cemetery); and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Brandon Municipal 
Cemetery). 


* George Gallinger (October 1842, Lanark Township, Lanark County, Canada West — May 27, 1921, 
Drummond Township, Lanark County, Ontario) married Margaret/Maggie Stewart (October 10, 1843, 
Balderson’s Corners, Lanark County, Upper Canada — November 15, 1916, Lanark Township, Lanark 
County, Ontario), daughter of John Stewart. 1851, 1861, 1871 and 1901 Canada Census; and 1916 
(Margaret aged 72) and 1921 (George aged 79Y 8M) Lanark County, Ontario, Death Records. 


269 Christian Gallinger received his OC on February 21, 1821, and had filed a land petition in 1820 in 
Cornwall Township. 1795 Williamsburgh Evangelical Lutheran Baptism Record (see Appendix B),; 1851, 
1861 and 1871 Canada Census; and Reid’s Loyalists, p122. 


On February 3, 1829, Christopher Gallinger* married Hannah Runnions Barnhart UE (June 1, 1805, 
Comwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada - >January 14, 1861 <April 2, 1870, probably 
Comwall Township, Stormont County, Canada West or Ontario), widow of Benjamin Barnhart (~1795, 
Upper Canada — April 5, 1827, Barnhart Island, St. Lawrence County, New York), whom she had married 
in 1822, and with whom had at least one child (Mary Ann Barnhart (September 28, 1822, Barnhart Island, 
Comwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada; bap January 19, 1823, Cornwall Trinity Anglican 
Church — February 15, 1824, Barnhart Island, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada; bur 
February 17, 1824). Hannah Runnions Barnhart was the daughter of Henry Runnions UE** (1860, near 
Johnstown, Province of New York — April 19, 1838, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada) 
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and Hannah/Anna Barnhart (b~1762), daughter of Johannes/John Barnhart and Mary/Maria Rau. Hannah 
Runnions Gallinger didn’t receive her OC until December 22, 1832, and filed a land petition in Cornwall 
Township the same year. As of 1851, Christopher and Hannah Runnions Barnhart Gallinger owned and 
farmed 50 acres in 15/I of Cornwall Township; one-half of which had been awarded by the Crown to his 
grandfather Michael Gallinger Sr. in 1786. Interestingly, one-half of 19/I had been awarded to Hannah’s 
father Henry Runnions; and one-half of 19/I and 20/I was awarded to George Barnhart, her uncle. This 
continued into 1861, where the couple, members of the Church of England, valued their farm at $800. 
According to the censuses for Cornwall Township, Christopher and Hannah Gallinger had no children, and 
neither appear in any 1871 census I could locate. 1805 St. Andrews Baptism Record; 1822 Trinity Anglican 
Marriage Record; 1827 Trinity Anglican Burial Record; 1829 Williamsburgh Evangelical Lutheran

*This Christopher Gallinger did not marry Ruth Ketchum Gould. It was Christian/Christopher Gallinger 
(b1756, Province of New York), after the death of his first wife Sarah Runnions Fykes. 


** Hendrick Rynnion was a “scholar” at the Free School, in Johnstown, established by Sir William Johnson 
in 1769, where Hendrick Collinger was also a student. Henry Runyens was originally in the 3rd Regiment 
of the Tryon County, Militia, but with sixteen others was charged and court martialed for “wickedly, 
traitorously, & treasonably, contrary to your Allegiance aforesaid, levy war against the said State within 
the same By Secretly withdrawing & withholding your allegiance & Services from the said State ... did 
attempt to go off privately to the Enemy of the said State,” on multiple occasions between May 6 and July 
16, 1776. The Court found him guilty of part of the charges and fined him $15, and imprisoned him until 
the fine was paid and he took the Oath of Allegiance to the State of New York. Henry Runnions then 
enlisted in the 2nd Regiment of the KRRNY, serving until the end of the war, when he relocated to Cornwall 
Township, and was awarded one-half of 19/I. He married Hannah Barnhart around 1788, and served with 
Capt. French’s Company in 1790, where he was designated as attaining UEL status as a result of the original 
Orders-in-Council. He may have been wounded or suffered other loss during the War of 1812, and was 
awarded £154, 6d in 1824. Documentary History of New York, Vol. 4, Page 416; NY in the Revolution;

°61 1797 St. Andrews Baptism Record (see Appendix B). The year of her death is calculated using daughter 
Elizabeth Catherine Gallinger Hartle’s birthdate of December 1838 (although the years range from 1836 to 
1840 in the various censuses) and Adam Hartle’s (son of Adam Hartle and his second wife Mary Anne 
Wagner) birthdate of May 1839 (although the years range from 1839 to 1842 in the various censuses). 
However, one of them is incorrect as even though Adam Hartle may have married Mary Ann Wagner 
shortly after his wife Elizabeth Gallinger Hartle’s death, it is more likely their first child was born at least 
one year after her death. Elizabeth Catherine Gallinger Hartle may have died during or shortly after 
Elizabeth Catherine’s birth. She never obtained U.E.L. status. 


Elizabeth Gallinger married Adam Hartle (Hartwell) UE (~1798, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, 
Upper Canada — August 24, Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Ontario), son of Adam Hartle UE and 
Mary Dewitt. See EN214. The surname is also recorded as “Hartel,” “Hartell,” “Hertel,” and “Hartwell.” 
Adam Hartle received his OC on February 5, 1823, and filed a land petition at the same time, acquiring 
land in Osnabruck Township (Lot 21 of Concession IV). They had three known children before Elizabeth 
Catherine Gallinger Hartle’s death. Reid’s Loyalists, pp 122 and 141; Upper Canada Land Petitions; 1851 
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and 1871 Canada Census; 1861 Canada Agricultural Census; and 1876 Osnabruck Township, Stormont 
County, Ontario, Death Record (“Adam Hartwell,” aged 78). 


¢ Julia Ann Hartle (Hartell, Hartwell) (June 8, 1831/32, Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Upper 
Canada — November 30, 1918, Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Ontario) married widower John 
Harvey (Harvey J.) Warner (August 20, 1812/18, Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada 
— December 11, 1907, Lot 15 Concession III, Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Ontario), son of 
John Warner UE (b November 21, 1793, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada) (son of 
Michael Warner UE (1738, Wiirttemberg — 1816, Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada) 
and Margaret Schrey (b1743)) and Catherine Fetterly (1792, New York — March 7, 1870, Osnabruck 
Township, Stormont County, Ontario), in 1856. Their first known (of eight) child was William Riley 
Warner (b October 1857, Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Canada West). Reid’s Loyalists, p331; 
1851, 1861, 1871, 1881, 1891, 1901 and 1911 Canada Census; 1870 (Catherine Fetterly Warner, aged 78), 
1907 (Harvey J. aged 94) and 1918 (Julia Hartwell Warner, aged 86, daughter of Adam Hartwell and 
Elizabeth Gallinger) Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Ontario, Death Records; and Find-a-Grave 
(Gravemarker Pleasant Valley Cemetery). 


*John Harvey Warner’s first wife was Elizabeth (Eliza) Ann Boyd (1819 — December 1855, Osnabruck 
Township, Stormont County, Canada West) with whom he had eight children, the last of whom was Julia 
Agnes Warner (December 14, 1855, Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Canada West — November 2, 
1909, Neepawa, Manitoba) who married Joseph Jackson, on June 13, 1874, in Winchester Township, 
Glengarry County. 1851 Canada Census; 1874 Glengarry County, Ontario, Marriage Record; 1909 
Manitoba Death Record; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Pleasant Valley Cemetery). 


¢ Mary Margaret Hartle (October 1, 1834, Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada - >March 
31, 1901 <June 1, 1910, Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Ontario) married twice. 186/, 1871, 
1881, 1891, 1901 and 1911 Canada Census. 


M#1 Andrew J. Brown (___-~1856) with whom she had two sons: W. Horace Brown (1854, possibly 
Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Canada West — August 13, 1910, Muskegon, Muskegon County, 
Michigan); and George Walker Brown (1855, New York or Vermont — December 30, 1928, San Diego 
County, California). /888 Muskegon County, Michigan, Marriage Record (W. Horace Brown; parents 
Andrew J. and Mary M. Brown); 1893 St. Joseph County, Michigan, Marriage Record (George W. Brown; 
parents Andrew J. Brown and Mary M. Plumadore); 19/0 Muskegon, Muskegon County, Michigan Death 
Certificate; 1928 San Diego County, California, Death Record (aged 73); and Find-a-Grave 
(Gravemarkers Oakwood Cemetery, Muskegon, Michigan; and Greenwood Memorial Cemetery, San 
Diego). 


M#2 Joseph Plumadore (~1834/35, New York or Canada East - >April 2, 1871 <April 4, 1880, Osnabruck 
Centre, Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Ontario), probably in 1856, with whom she had four 
known children, the first of whom was Herman Enos Plumadore (January 1857 , Osnabruck Township, 
Stormont County, Canada West — October 9, 1914, Schenectady, New York). 186/, 1871, 1881, 1891 and 
1901 Canada Census; 1871 Lovell’s Ontario Directory; 1885 Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, 
Ontario, Marriage Record (daughter Nancy Atty Plumadore identifying parents as Margaret Hartell and 
Joseph Plumadore),; October 23, 1914, The Castilian (Castile, New York) Obituary; and 1932 Cornwall, 
Stormont County, Ontario, Death Certificate (son Sidney Plumadore identifying parents). 


¢ Elizabeth (Betsy) Catherine Hartle (Hartwell) (24) (December 28, 1838, Osnabruck Township, Stormont 
County, Upper Canada — December 15, 1925, Farran’s Point, Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, 
Ontario) married William Sidney Hawn (32) (September 14, 1833, Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, 
Upper Canada — January 16, 1916, Farran’s Point, Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Ontario), son 
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of Michael C. Hawn (1810, Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — June 27, 1895, Draper 
Township, Muskoka District, Ontario) and his first wife Nancy Warner (1810-1843; m June 28, 1831), on 
June 11, 1861. In January 1852, Michael and son Sidney (20) Hawn were living next to Adam and Mary 
(Warner), and daughter Elizabeth (16) Hartle in Osnabruck Township. 185/, 1861, 1871, 1881, 1891, 1901 
and 1911 Canada Census; 1861 Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Canada West, Marriage Record 
(mistakenly identifying her mother as Mary Ann Warner); 1895 Draper Township, Muskoka District, 
Ontario, Death Record; 1916 (William Sidney Hawn; aged 82Y 4M 2D) and 1925 (Elizabeth Hawn, 
daughter of Adam and Elizabeth Hartwell; aged 86Y 11M 17D) Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, 
Ontario, Death Records; and Find-a-Grave (Woodlands Cemetery). 


Soon after Elizabeth Gallinger Hartle’s death, Adam Hartle married Mary Anne Warner (1813, probably 
Stormont County, Upper Canada — December 11, 1891, Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Ontario). 
Their first child was Adam Hartle* (May 1840, Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — 
December 17, 1911, Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Ontario). 1851, 1871, 1881 and 1891 Canada 
Census; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker St. Lawrence Valley Cemetery). 


*While Find-a-Grave has an unlikely birthdate of June 13, 1839, it may be accurate if Adam and Elizabeth 
Gallinger Hartle’s last known child Elizabeth Catherine Hartle wasn’t born in December 1838, but a year 
(or more earlier). Adam (Hartle) Hartwell’s death record doesn’t contain an age, and the ages he gave to 
census enumerators varied: 1861 (23=1838); 1881 (39=1841/42); 1891 (49=1841/42); and 1901 (72=May 
1839). In 1901, Adam stated he was aged 50, born on May 15, 1850, and his third wife whom he married 
in 1896, (Delilah) Catherine Harper Hartle was only twenty four years old. Adam Hartle clearly understated 
his actual age, possibly because he didn’t want his third wife to know how old he actually was. 19/1 
Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Ontario, Death Record; and 1861, 1881, 1891, 1901 and 1911 
Canada Census. 


262 John Gallinger received his OC on September 6, 1832. John Gallinger married twice. As of 1852, John 
and his family were living on 50 acres of 33/VIII, Elizabethtown Township, Leeds County, Canada West. 
As of 1861, his son William was the owner of and farming 33/VIII, with his step-mother and step-sister 
still on the property. 1851 and 1861 Canada Census; and Reid’s Loyalists, p122. 


M#1 Lucy Ducolon (____, possibly Leeds County, Upper Canada - >January 22, 1844 <March 1, 1847, 
Elizabethtown Township, Leeds County, Canada West), probably occurring around 1826. Lucy may have 
been the daughter of Adam Ducolon (b1776, New York), who was a resident of Elizabethtown Township 
in 1852 and 1861, the latter of which he was on the same census page as William Gallinger and his step- 
mother Nancy Gallinger. Two of their children’s records identified her surname as “Duklin” and “Ducalm.” 
Their marriage produced eight known children, all born in Elizabethtown Township, Leeds County, Upper 
Canada or Canada West. She may have died as a result of the birth of their last child Lucy Gallinger. 7851 
and 1861 Canada Census; 1776 Kinderhook, New York, DRC Baptism Record (Johann Adam Dukelon); 
1859 Farmersville, Yonge Township, Leeds County, Marriage Record (son William B. Gallinger 
identifying parents as John Gallinger and Lucy Duklin); and 1915 Occoquan, Prince William County, 
Virginia Death Certificate (daughter Lucy Gallinger born in Brockville; parents John Gallinger and Lucy 
Ducalm, both born in Brockville (formerly Elizabethtown). 


¢ Sarah (Sally) Gallinger (June 16, 1827 — 1893, probably Jasper Township, Midland County, Michigan) 
married John Wesley McLean (September 11, 1818, Scotland — April 21, 1891, Jasper Township, Midland 
County, Michigan), probably around 1846, possibly in Bagot Township, Renfrew County, Canada West, 
as their first child Lucy McLean was born in 1847, and married John Wallace Green, on November 25, 
1868. “Sally” Gallinger, age 24, is in the 1857 Canada Census as a member of her father’s household, and 
also appeared as Sarah McLean, wife of John and mother of Lucy McLean, in the Bagot Township, Renfrew 
County, Canada West, 1851 Canada Census; assuming they were the same person, which I believe they 
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were. John Gallinger apparently misunderstood the enumerator’s question and answered giving the names 
and ages of all of his children, not just those living with him. He also listed his daughter Dorothy as a 
member of his household when she also was married and living elsewhere. Lucy McLean identified her 
parents as John McLean and Sarah Gallinger in her 1868 Renfrew County, Ontario, Marriage Record, but 
in June 1870 and 1880, was living in Marathon Township, Lapeer County, Michigan, where several of her 
siblings (Adam, John and George) also resided at the time (see below). 1851 Canada Census; 1870 and 
1880 US Census; 1937 Alma, Gratiot County, Michigan, Marriage Certificate (daughter Martha 
McLean/McClain Davis identifying her parents as John McLean and Sarah Gallinger); 1891 Jasper 
Township, Midland County, Michigan, Death Record; 1945 Emmett Township, Calhoun County, Michigan, 
Death Certificate (daughter Jennet/Jennie McLean Penoyer identifying her parent’s surnames as McLean 
and Gallinger); 1950 Gratiot County, Michigan, Death Record (daughter Martha McLean Davis Rowley 
identifying her parents as John McLean and Sarah Gallinger); and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Salt River 
Cemetery, Shepherd, Michigan) 


* Dorothy Gallinger (September 5, 1828 — July 17, 1905, Vassar, Tuscola County, Michigan), of 
Elizabethtown, married John Allen (1817/18, Upper Canada - >June 1, 1880 <June 1, 1900, probably 
Koylton Township, Tuscola County, Michigan), of Kitley Township, Leeds County, Canada West, on 
October 8, 1845, by Rev. John Bullis, in the Episcopal Methodist Church. In 1851, John was an innkeeper 
in Lansdowne Township, Leeds County, Canada West, and Dorothy’s youngest sibling, sister Lucy 
Gollinger (8), was living with them rather than with her father and his second wife. As with her sister 
Sarah/Sally, “Dorothy Gallinger” (23) is also listed as a member of her father’s household, but Lucy isn’t. 
By 1856, John and Dorothy Gallinger Allen had purchased, and probably settled on, the east half of the 
southwest quarter of Section 27, Koylton Township, Tuscola County, Michigan, which consisted of 80 
acres of farm land. In 1860, Dorothy’s brother George Gallinger was living with them. Dorothy Gallinger 
Allen was a widow as of June 1, 1900. 1846 Johnstown District Marriage Record, Vol. 14, p226; 1851 
Canada Census; 1860, 1970, 1880 and 1900 Canada Census; 1875 Tuscola County, Michigan, Plat Map; 
1905 Vassar, Tuscola County, Michigan, Death Certificate (76Y 9M 12D); and Find-a-Grave 
(Gravemarker Riverside Cemetery, Vassar). 


* John Gallinger Jr. (December 25, 1830 — January 20, 1869, Marathon Township, Lapeer County, 
Michigan) married Melissa Wiltse (~1827, Leeds County, Upper Canada — June 8, 1875,* Elizabethtown 
Township, Leeds County, Ontario), daughter of James Wiltse UE (October 6, 1786, Yonge Township, 
Leeds County, Quebec — April 9, 1870, Rear of Yonge and Escott, Leeds County, Ontario) and Christina 
Coleman, around 1852. In January 1861, the family of five (John (30), Melissa (34), daughters Francis (8) 
and (Melissa) Persilla/Permillia (5), and son James (1)) was living in Yonge Township, Leeds County, 
Canada West. John Gallinger died in 1869, in Marathon Township, Lapeer County, Michigan, where his 
brothers Adam and George were living. Whether John Gallinger was just visiting, or his family had moved, 
or was investigating a move, to Michigan, is unknown, as in 1871 his widow and their three children were 
living in Yonge Township. *I could not locate a death record for Melissa Wiltse Gallinger to confirm the 
date and place of her death. Reid’s Loyalists, p342; 1851, 1861 and 1871 Canada Census; 1869 Marathon 
Township, Lapeer County, Michigan, Death Record (38Y 25D; parents John and Lucy Gallinger),; Find-a- 
Grave (Gravemarker John Gallinger Hollenbeck Cemetery, Columbiaville, Michigan); and 1936 
Elizabethtown Township, Leeds County, Ontario, Death Certificate (daughter Francis Amelia Gallinger 
Langdon identifying parents as John Gallinger and Melissa Wiltse). 


¢ Adam Gallinger (b1832/33 - >June 1, 1885 <1888, probably Sanborn, Barnes County, North Dakota) 
married Phoebe M. Hooker (September 1838, Vermont — November 12, 1904, Chicago, Cook County, 
Illinois) in 1852. By June 1860, Adam (26), Phoebe (22), their daughter Emma (8/12), and his sister Lucy 
Gallinger (16) were living in Lapeer Township, Lapeer County, Michigan. On October 17, 1867, Adam 
Gallinger was named US Postmaster for Marathon Township. By 1870, Adam Gallinger, a lumberman, his 
wife and four children (Emma, Alma, Leroy and Dora) were living on 190 acres in Marathon Township, 
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Lapeer County, Michigan. Living with them was Adam’s brother George Gallinger and his wife Marcia. 
1851 Canada Census; 1860, 1870 and 1900 US Census; 1867 US Postmaster Appointment; 1870 US 
Agricultural Census; and 1904 Chicago, Cook County, Illinois, Death Record (aged 68, born in England, 
buried in Cadillac Michigan). 


Beginning in 1880 (and probably before), Adam and Phoebe Gallinger’s situation is complex and 
confusing. As of June 1, 1880, Adam (44) is in Barnes County, North Dakota, with an occupation of 
“speculator.” His wife, son LeRoy and daughter Dorah Gallinger are in Cadillac, Wexford County, 
Michigan. Daughter Dora Gallinger died on March 8, 1882, in Cadillac. In 1884, in Cass County, North 
Dakota, Amanda S. Gallinger filed for a divorce from Adam Gallinger, who was thought to be in Cadillac, 
Michigan. However, on June 1, 1885, Adam (52, Canada), his wife Amanda (43, Maine), Alma (22, 
Michigan) and LeRoy (19, Michigan) Gallinger, were living in Sanborn, Barnes County, North Dakota, 
where Adam was a hotelkeeper. Then in 1887, Amanda S. Gallinger divorced Adam Gallinger in Denver, 
Colorado. In 1888, widow of Adam Gallinger, Phoebe M. Gallinger was living in St. Paul, Minnesota. It 
certainly appears “Phoebe M.” was “Amanda S.” Gallinger, as the children of Adam and Phoebe Gallinger 
were living with Adam and Amanda Gallinger in 1885. By June 1, 1900, widow Phoebe Gallinger was 
back in Cadillac, and she died four years later in Chicago. However, I can’t explain the marital 
machinations of this couple, or why Phoebe M. Gallinger would have gone by Amanda S. Gallinger. I 
guess it is possible Adam Gallinger was married to two women at the same time, or that he and Phoebe had 
divorced prior to 1880, which doesn’t explain why she states she was married (but he stated he was single). 
1880 and 1900 US Census (x2); 1882 Cadillac, Wexford County, Michigan, Death Record; 1884 Cass 
County, North Dakota, Divorce Record; 1885 North Dakota Census; 1887 Denver, Colorado, Divorce 
Record; 1888 St. Paul, Minnesota, City Directory; and 1904 Chicago, Cook County, Ilinois, Death Record. 


¢ William B. Gallinger (January 1835 — May 25, 1908, Fredericksburg, Virginia) may have married his 
step-sister Mary Jane Pier/Prier* (April 15, 1843, Yonge Township, Leeds County, Canada West; bap April 
22, 1848, Elizabethtown Wesleyan Methodist Church - >June 1, 1900, probably Spotsylvania County, 
Virginia), daughter of John Pier/Prier and Nancy Campbell, on December 14, 1859, in Farmersville, Yonge 
Township, Leeds County, Canada West. In 1861, William B. and Mary Jane Gallinger, were on his father’s 
land in Elizabethtown Township, with her mother Nancy (38, Ireland) living with them. Also, in the home 
was their first child John Gallinger (1) (October 7, 1860, Elizabethtown Township, Leeds County, Canada 
West — December 6, 1942, Detroit, Wayne County, Michigan), and John and Nancy Pier Gallinger’s only 
child Nancy (11). A second son followed: William Gallinger (March 22, 1862, Elizabethtown Township, 
Leeds County, Canada West — January 10, 1901, Detroit, Wayne County, Michigan). By 1881, the William 
B. and Mary Jane Gallinger family was in Essex County, Ontario, before emigrating in 1897, to 
Spotsylvania County, Virginia, where his brother Cyrenus Gallinger had been living. I could not locate a 
death record for either William B. or Mary Jane Pier/Prier Gallinger. 1848 Wesleyan Methodist Church 
Baptism Record, Johnstown District, p652 (Mary Jane Pier d/o John and Nancy Pier); 1859 Farmersville, 
Yonge Township, Leeds County, Marriage Record (son William B. Gallinger identifying parents as John 
Gallinger and Lucy Duklin); 7851, 1861, 1881 and 1891 Canada Census; 1900 (Berkeley District, 
Spotsylvania County, Virginia) US Census; 1901 and 1942 (John Wesley Gallinger identifying parents as 
William B. Gallinger and Mary Jane Prier) Wayne County, Michigan, Death Certificates; and May 28, 
1980, The Fredericksburg Free Lance-Star Death Notice (William Gallinger a resident of Spotsylvania, 
died at the home of his brother Mr. S. Gallinger of Fredericksburg). 


*In 1851, a Mary J. Gallinger (age nine in 1852) is part of the John Gallinger and his second wife Nancy 
Peas/Pear’s (Pier/Prier) family. Allegedly, Nancy Gallinger’s maiden surname was Campbell (unverified), 
who was born in Ireland and was previously married to a John Pier. They had a daughter Mary Jane Pier 
born on April 15, 1843, Yonge Township, and baptized in Elizabethtown in 1848. After John Pier’s 
probable death, Nancy Campbell Pier married John Gallinger on March 1, 1847 (see below). 
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* George A. Gallinger (January 14, 1838 — December 10, 1871, Marathon Township, Lapeer County, 
Michigan) wasn’t living with his father as of January 12, 1852, because he was employed as a teamster 
working in Blythfield Township, Renfrew County, Canada West, at the reported age of sixteen. He listed 
his residence as Elizabethtown, and was a Methodist. Contrary to Ancestry®, he was not living in Stamford 
Township, Welland County, as that George was living with his parents. By June 1860, he was living with 
his sister Dorothy Gallinger Allen in Koylton Township, Tuscola County, Michigan. He may have 
accompanied her to Michigan, or traveled with his brother Cyrenus in 1858. In June 1870, he was living 
with his brother Adam Gallinger’s family in Marathon Township, Lapeer County, Michigan, with his wife 
Marcia/Marsha Parish/Parrish (March 10, 1845, Jefferson County, New York — February 21, 1935, 
Marathon Township, Lapeer County, Michigan), daughter of Elisha Parish and Jane Hooper. They had a 
daughter Lucy Gallinger (February 28, 1871, Marathon Township, Lapeer County, Michigan — March 18, 
1952, Lapeer Township, Lapeer County, Michigan) before his untimely death. Marcia/Maria Parrish 
Gallinger married Edwin Pierson (39, New York) on August 21, 1882, in Marathon Township. She is 
identified as the widow of George A. Gallinger in her death certificate. 1851 Canada Census; 1860, 1870 
and 1900 US Census; June 1863 Michigan 6th Congressional District Draft Registration; 1871 Marathon 
Township, Lapeer County, Michigan, Death Record (33Y 10M 26D; parents John and Lucy Gallinger), 
1882 Marathon Township, Lapeer County, Michigan, Marriage Record; and 1935 Marathon Township, 
Lapeer County, Michigan, Death Certificate (89Y 11M 11D). 


¢ Cyrenus Gallinger (November 1, 1840 — October 8, 1909, Fall Hill, Spotsylvania County, Virginia) 
emigrated to the United States in 1858, possibly with his uncle Jacob Gallinger or with one of his siblings. 


“Cyrenius Gallinger was born in Brockville, Ontario, in 1840, and came to Lapeer County, Mich., 
in 1858. He first lived in Lapeer. In 1861, he enlisted for three years in the First Michigan Cavalry. 
At the expiration of his time in 1864, he came to Deerfield, and lives on section 8, where he has 
165 acres. Has been township treasurer and highway commissioner. Married in 1866 to Miss Ann 
Amelia Stevenson, a native of New York State. They have four daughters.” History of Lapeer 
County, Michigan, with Illustrations and Biographical Sketches of Some of its Prominent Men and 
Pioneers, Page 196 (1884). 


Cyrenus Gallinger, age 21, of Lapeer, enlisted in Company F, Michigan Ist Cavalry Regiment, on August 
31, 1861, in Lapeer, for three years. Enlisting at the same time was his cousin Henry Gallinger (see below). 
Cyrenus mustered in on September 6, 1861, and was promoted Blacksmith (which was his uncle’s and 
cousin Henry’s occupation). He completed his service on August 22, 1864, while the company was in 
Virginia. Record of Service of Michigan Volunteers in the Civil War 1861-1865, Historical Library 
University of Michigan, Vol. 31, p76. The Michigan Cavalry Brigade was involved in about 50 battles, 
including Bull Run, Gettysburg, and Cold Harbor during Cyrenus and Henry Gallinger’s service: 


“The First Cavalry was organized at Detroit and mustered into the United States service Sept. 13, 
1861, with an enrollment of 1,144 officers and men. F Company Officers were Captain, Harry K. 
White. Lapeer. First Lieutenant, William H. Freeman, Lapeer. Second Lieutenant, Sylvester Shafer. 
Lapeer. The regiment left the state Sept. 29, 1861, for Washington, D. C, and went into camp at 
Frederick, Md., where it remained several months.” With the 5th, 6th and 7th Regiments, the 1st 
became part of the Michigan Calvary Brigade, commanded by George Armstrong Custer, which 
became part of the Grand Army of the Potomac. 


“The regiment and brigade engaged the enemy at Winchester, Va. March 23, 1862; Middleton, Va., 
March 25, 1862; Strasburg, Va., March 27, 1862; Harrisonburg, Va., April 22, 1862; Winchester, 
Va., May 24, 1862; Orange Court House, Va., July 16, 1862; Cedar Mountain, Va., Aug. 9, 1862;

Cyrenius Gallinger married Ann Amelia Stephenson (September 1, 1846, Hinsdale, Cattaraugus County, 
New York — February 14, 1906, Spotsylvania County, Virginia), on December 23, 1866, in Tuscola County, 
Michigan. As noted, they lived in Deerfield Township, Lapeer County, Michigan, before moving to 
Spotsylvania County, Virginia, in 1885. He was appointed US Postmaster in Spotsylvania County, 
Virginia. His brother William B. Gallinger died in Cyrenus’ home in 1908. 1851 Canada Census; 1866 
Tuscola County, Michigan, Marriage Record; 1870, 1880 and 1900 US Census; 1890 US Veterans 
Schedule; February 20, 1906, The Baltimore Sun and Richmond Times-Dispatch Death Notices; and Find- 
a-Grave (Gravemarker Bethany Baptist Church Cemetery). 


* Lucy Gallinger (January 22, 1844 — October 23, 1915, Occoquan, Prince William County, Virginia) was 
living with her sister Dorothy Gallinger Allen, in Lansdowne Township, Leeds County, in January 1851, 
when she was eight years old. By June 1860, Lucy was living with her brother Adam Gallinger’s family 
in Lapeer Township, Lapeer County, Michigan. Lucy Gallinger married twice. 1851 Canada Census; 
1860, 1880, 1900 and 1910 US Census; and 1915 Occoquan, Prince William County, Virginia, Death 
Certificate (J1Y 9M 1D; daughter of John Gallinger and Lucy Ducalm; all born in Brockville 
(Elizabethtown), Ontario). 


M#1 Lewis B. Wells (April 10, 1838, Spring Township, Crawford County, Pennsylvania — March 14, 1870, 
Flint, Genesee County, Michigan), son of Lewis and Sarah Wells, on January 1, 1861, in Lapeer Township, 
Lapeer County, Michigan. On December 26, 1861, Lewis B. Wells enlisted in the 10th Michigan Infantry, 
where he was mustered in on February 2, 1862, and served during the duration of the Civil War, being 
promoted to Sergeant on June 15, 1865. They had one known child before Lewis’ death: Luella Wells (b 
December 1869). Lucy Gallinger Wells filed for a Civil War Widow’s Pension on September 23, 1870. 
1850, 1860, 1870 and 1880 US Census; 1861 Lapeer Township, Lapeer County, Michigan, Marriage 
Record; 1870 US Mortality Schedule; 1870 Civil War Pension Application Record; Record of Service of 
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Michigan Volunteers in the Civil War 1861-1865, Historical Library University of Michigan; and Find-a- 
Grave (Gravemarker Bristol Cemetery, Flint Township). 


M#2 Horton Crandell (b1825, New York) on October 25, 1873, in Flint. Lucy Gallinger Wells Crandell 
divorced Horton Crandell on February 4, 1909, on grounds of desertion. 1909 Genesee County, Michigan, 
Divorce Record; and 1912 Flint, Genesee County, Michigan, Death Certificate (daughter Donna Crandall 
Price identifying parents). 


M#2 On March 1, 1847, John Gallanger married Nancy Peas/Pear/Pier*/Prier in the Yonge Township 
Wesleyan Methodist Church. They had a daughter. 1851 and 1861 Canada Census; and 1847 Wesleyan 
Methodist Church Marriage Record, Johnstown District, Vol. 14, p250. 


*Nancy may have been the widow of John Pier. Her maiden name may have been Nancy Campbell. She 
may have been born in Ireland (1861), but claimed she was born in Upper Canada in 1851. The Wesleyan 
Methodist connection may be the key. John and Nancy Pier had one known child: Mary Jane Pier (b1843); 
who may have married John Gallinger’s son William B. Gallinger. See above. 


* Nancy Gallinger (March 17, 1850, Elizabethtown Township, Leeds County, Canada West — March 22, 
1916, Mortlach, Saskatchewan) married William Edward Bissell (September 23, 1442/43, Augusta 
Township, Grenville County, Canada West — June 7, 1916, Saskatchewan), son of Edward and Lucinda 
Bissell, on February 10, 1869, in Brockville, Leeds County, Ontario. 1851, 1861, 1881, 1891 and 1901 
Canada Census; 1869 Elizabethtown Township, Leeds County, Ontario, Marriage Record; 1916 
Saskatchewan Death Records; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Mortlach Cemetery). 


°63 William Gallinger received his OC on July 15, 1826, and filed a land petition the same year. Reid's 
Loyalists, p122; Upper Canada Land Petitions; and 1834 Trinity Anglican Burial Record (see Appendix 
B). 


264 Jacob Gallinger received his OC on September 6, 1832, and filed a land petition in Lanark County at the 
same time as his brother John (1831). Jacob Gallinger married Warrinder Leach (b~1807, Scotland - 
>March 18, 1889 <June 1, 1900, probably North Branch Township, Lapeer County, Michigan), and was 
farming 65 acres on Lots 33 and 34, Concession VIII, Elizabethtown Township, Leeds County, next to his 
brother John Gallinger, as of 1852. Jacob Gallinger was a blacksmith, and in 1858 moved his family to 
North Branch Township, Lapeer County, Michigan, which was first settled in 1854. His nephew Cyrenus 
Gallinger may have accompanied them. Jacob Gallinger was elected Township Supervisor in 1865, and 
appointed US Postmaster of North Branch Township on November 6, 1866. Jacob and Warrinder Leach 
Gallinger had twelve known children, all of whom except their last known (Warrender), were born in 
Elizabethtown Township, Leeds County, Upper Canada / Canada West. Jacob Gallinger died of “old age” 
on March 18, 1889, and was survived by his wife. Reid’s Loyalists, p122; Upper Canada Land Petitions;

¢ Jennet Gallinger (August 2, 1831 - December 17, 1901, North Branch Village, North Branch Township, 
Lapeer County, Michigan) married Elijah McKenzie (May 1839, Youngstown, Niagara County, New York 
— January 18, 1899, North Branch Village, North Branch Township, Lapeer County, Michigan), son of 
Scottish immigrants Angus McKenzie and Effe McKellop, probably in Leeds County, Canada West, before 
September 1858, when son George A. McKenzie was born (in “Canada’’). They lived with her parents in 
June 1870. 1851 Canada Census; 1870, 1880 and 1900 US Census; and 1899 (Elijah: 59Y 7M 18D) and 
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1901 (Jennet: 70Y 4M 4D; daughter of Jacob Gallinger and Elizabeth Leach) North Branch Village, Lapeer

¢ Matthew Gallinger (December 1, 1832 — March 8, 1859, Elizabethtown Township, Leeds County, Canada 
West) may have married twice. I have been unable to verify Matthew’s dates of birth, marriage and death, 
and he is allegedly buried in Gallinger Cemetery, located on Lot 35, Concession IX, Elizabethtown 
Township (although he is allegedly identified as the “husband of Lucy”). 7851 Canada Census. 


M#1? Allis (1829/30, probably Upper Canada - < May 6, 1853, Elizabethtown Township, Leeds 
County, Canada West). In the 7/851 Canada Census (handwritten page 31, printed page 190, Enumerator 
Edward Howard) for Concessions 6-11 of Elizabethtown Township, Leeds County, Matthew Gallinger (19, 
Baptist) is a resident member of his parent’s family. On the very next page (handwritten page 32, printed 
page 192, #s 47 and 48, Enumerator Edward Howard), Matthew Gallinger (19, farmer, Baptist, married) is 
listed with his wife “Allis Gallinger” (22, born in Canada, Baptist, married) as resident members of the 
same house. It is possible there were two Matthew Gallingers in Elizabethtown Township, Leeds County, 
but improbable they had the same vital information only one page apart. More likely, Matthew Gallinger 
was double counted, after being very recently married, and was apparently considered by his parents as a 
member of their household. 


M#1 or #2 Caroline Amelia Alguire (1836, Elizabethtown Township, Leeds County, Upper Canada — 
November 6, 1901, Merrickville, Grenville County, Ontario), daughter of Simeon Alguire (1809-1856) and 
Ann Clark (1811-1875), on May 6, 1853, probably in Elizabethtown Township. See EN473. They had 
three children, all born in Elizabethtown Township, who after their father’s death, lived with their mother 
and her second husband. 


1. Matthew L. Gallinger (July 13/18, 1854 —May 25, 1922, Augusta Township, Leeds County, Ontario) 
married Margaret A. Seeley (December 23, 1853 — April 14, 1949, probably Leeds County, Ontario). 
In 1906, Matthew was living next to his brother Simeon’s widow (Rachel) in the Assiniboia District, 
Saskatchewan, although Margaret was not with him. /86/, 1871, 1891, 1901 and 1921 Canada 
Census; 1906 Saskatchewan Census; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Shady Hill Cemetery, North 
Augusta). 


2. Minerva/Warrender Gallinger (b1856). 1867 Canada Census. 


3. Simeon A. Gallinger (24) (September 15, 1858 — February 20, 1905, Regina, Saskatchewan) married 
Rachel Baldwin (18) (November 12/15, 1865, Wolford Township, Leeds County, Canada West — 
1960), daughter of Joel and Mary Ann Baldwin, on July 9, 1884, in Augusta Township, Grenville 
County, Ontario. After Simeon’s death, Rachel remarried (Hughes), but is buried with Simeon. /86/, 
1871, 1881 and 1901 Canada Census; 1884 Augusta Township, Grenville County, Ontario, Mariage 
Record (identifying parents); and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Regina Cemetery, Regina, 
Saskatchewan); 


On October 11, 1860, Caroline Amelia Alguire Gallinger (24) married Henry F. Bolton (32) (1829, 
Elizabethtown Township, Leeds County, Upper Canada - >April 4, 1881 <April 6, 1890, Brockville, 
Elizabethtown Township, Leeds County, Ontario), son of Hugh Bolton and Mary Free, in Brockville. In 
April 1891, widow Caroline Bolton was living with her son Albert’s family. Contrary to innumerable 
others (and Ancestry®), she was not the “Caroline Alguire” who lived and died in Cornwall Township. 
1860 Brockville, Elizabethtown Township, Leeds County, Marriage Record; 1861, 1871, 1881 and 1891 
Canada Census; and 1901 Merrickville, Grenville County, Ontario, Death Record (“Mrs. H.F. Bolton,”

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* Henry Gallinger (April 4, 1831/34 — June 2, 1898, North Branch Township, Lapeer County, Michigan). 
On August 31, 1861, at Lapeer, Henry Gallinger (age 27), who was living in Palo, Michigan, located about 
75 miles west of North Branch and southwest of Carson City, enlisted with his cousin Cyrenus Gallinger 
in Company F of the 1st Michigan Cavalry Regiment, serving the same three year term. He mustered in on 
September 6, 1861, and completed his service on August 22, 1864, while the company was in Virginia. 
Henry was also a blacksmith, and upon his return from the war settled in North Branch Township, where 
he was elected Township Supervisor in 1868, and Township Clerk in 1869. On September 19, 1878, he 
married Laura (Esther) A. Carpenter (January 26, 1836, New York — February 9, 1903, Evart, Osceola 
County, Michigan), daughter of Calvin Carpenter and Abagail Perry, in North Branch Township.

*She did not marry Cyrus Chase, as that Ellen Gallinger was the daughter of Henry and Sarah Ann Gallinger 
born in Cornwall Township. 


¢ Elizabeth Gallinger (b~1839). I have been unable to confirm she married William Bradfield (b1821, 
England) in 1857, in Elizabethtown Township, and had a son George Bradfield (b April 1860, 
Elizabethtown Township, Leeds County, Canada West). 1851 and 1861 Canada Census.

¢ Dorothy (Dolly) Gallinger (June 4, 1842 — February 16, 1923, North Branch Township, Lapeer County, 
Michigan) came to North Branch Township with her parents and married twice. 1851 Canada Census; 
1860, 1870, 1880, 1900, 1910 and 1920 US Census; 1923 North Branch Township, Lapeer County, 
Michigan, Death Certificate (80Y 8M 12D; daughter of Jacob Gallinger and Warender Leach (b Scotland); 
widow of George Cobb), and February 19, 1923, The Port Huron Times Herald Obituary. 


M#1 Peter Travis (23) (b~1837) on February 15, 1861, in North Branch Township. I could not confirm 
any additional information for Peter Travis, although he probably died before Dorothy Gallinger’s second 
marriage.* 1861 North Branch Township, Lapeer County, Michigan, Marriage Record. 


*I suspect he may have been James Walter Travis (23), of Lapeer, who enlisted in Company F, Ist Michigan 
Cavalry Regiment, on August 20, 1861, for three years, and mustered in on September 6, 1861. There is 
no further record of his service (which may indicate desertion, although that event is frequently noted). His 
enlistment and muster dates, as well as his unit, are exactly the same as Dorothy’s brother Henry Gallinger, 
and cousin Cyrenus Gallinger.

¢ Mary Gallinger (September 22, 1844/45,* - September 20, 1867, North Branch Township, Lapeer County, 
Michigan) was identified as “insane,” in 1860. 1857 Canada Census; 1860 US Census; and Find-a-Grave 
(Gravemarker Burlington Cemetery: 21Y 11M 28D (September 22, 1846*)). 


*Mary’s birthdate conflicts with William’s. In the 1857 Canada Census (7) and 1860 (16) US Census, she 
was two years older than William. Both years extrapolate to 1844-45, assuming the ages her parent(s) gave 
the enumerators was correct. I suspect her gravemarker is incorrect. 


¢ William H. Gallinger (23) (September 7, 1846* — August 5, 1871, Midland, Midland County, Michigan) 
married Mary Ann Madill (20) (September 14/16, 1849, Middlesex County, Canada West — November 23, 
1932, North Branch Village, North Branch Township, Lapeer County, Michigan), daughter of Irish 
immigrants William Madill and Elizabeth McCann, on December 13, 1869, in Midland, where William 
was a blacksmith. They had a son William Frederick Gallinger (March 5, 1871, Midland, Midland County, 
Michigan — July 25, 1939, Lapeer County, Michigan), before William’s death the same year as his birth. 
1851 Canada Census; 1860, 1870 and 1900 US Census; 1869 Midland, Midland County, Michigan, 
Marriage Record; 1932 and 1939 (son William Frederick Gallinger; son of William Gallinger and Mary

Dorothy (Dolly) Gallinger married Gordon Ross (bap October 29, 1797, Cornwall Township, Stormont 
County, Upper Canada — February 8, 1881, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario), son of Donald 
Ross and Christian (Christina/Christy) MacMillan. Dorothy Gallinger was awarded her OC on November 
17, 1836, and contemporaneously filed a land petition in Cornwall Township. The Ross’ farmed in 
Cornwall Township (on 10/III (Eamers Corners)), and lived in the township until their deaths. Dorothy 
(Dolly) Gallinger and Gordon Ross would have sixteen children, thirteen of whom have been identified, all 
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born on Eamers Corners, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada or Canada West. 1797 St. 
Andrews Presbyterian Baptism Record (see Appendix B); 1851, 1861 and 1871 Canada Census; Reid’s 
Loyalists, p122; Old UEL List; UELAC; Upper Canada Land Petitions; McNiff’s 1786 Map; 1881 
Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario, Death Record; November 21, 1918, The Cornwall 
Standard Obituary (daughter Mary Ann Ross Best: “youngest of sixteen children”); and Find-a-Grave

¢ Mary Ann Ross (January 10, 1825 — November 16, 1918, Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario) married

Presbyterian Church. They lived in Cornwall Township until Valantine Best’s death, which probably 
occurred between 1881 and 1886, when Mary Ann Ross Best moved to Codington County, South Dakota, 
to live with her son Robert (who emigrated in 1882/83), until around 1911, when she moved back to 
Cornwall.

Gallinger (1/12, born in February 1871) were living in Osnabruck Township. They were on page 93, 
between the Robert Pitts family (p92) and her father (p94). A son (George) Wilbert Gallinger (May 10, 
1871, Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Ontario — March 18, 1923, Osnabruck Township, Stormont 
County, Ontario) is listed in subsequent censuses. His mother was identified as “Lucinda Pitts” in 1897, 
and as Monroe in his death record. Eliza Ann Pitts was not his mother. I can’t determine if “Edgar” 
became “Wilbert,” although Edgar Gallinger disappeared from the public record. 1851, 1861, 1871, 1881, 
1891, 1901 and 1911 Canada Census; 1871 and 1897 Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Ontario, 
Marriage Records; and 1876 and 1923 Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Ontario, Death Records.

“The same day (February 26, 1782), a report arrived at headquarters from Sherwood about the 
Secret Service activities of two Royal Yorkers, Corporal Mathias Snetsinger and Private John 
Helmer. A man they had sent into Albany discovered that eight thousand stand of arms and as 
many suits of clothes had been deposited at Claverack in late January and a number of Cornwallis’s 
cannon destined for Claverack were at Hartford in Connecticut. 


“Helmer’s brother had gone to Boston and discovered there were arms, clothing, artillery, et cetera 


... Said to be accumulated to equip an army to take Canada next spring. Part of that army would 
ascend the Mohawk River. After taking Niagara, they would come down the St. Lawrence. The 
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other part, composed of seven thousand French with some rebel troops, would invade via the 
Connecticut River route. They were to ‘Embody & Arm’ the Canadiens. He was also told that a 
vessel from Québec had been taken in the fall with dispatches indicating that Allen sold Vermont 
to Haldimand. A brigade of French troops had arrived at Norwich, Connecticut, and would be 
reinforced by a body of militia to subdue Vermont. 


“Sherwood closed by asking if Snetsinger should be sent to sink the dug-in gun carriages at 
Ticonderoga, where the rebels had been retrieving ironwork.” Revolutionary Canadian History, 
Vol. II, The Revolutionary War’s Final Campaign as Waged from Canada in 1782, Gavin K. Watt, 
Pages 141-142 (2010). 


**°"Widow Austen” was awarded one-half of Lot 9 of Concession HI (Eamers Comers) for her deceased 
husband Charles Austin’s service to the Crown as a doctor and surgeon with the KRRNY. “Doctor Austin” 
was awarded 500 acres of land consisting of Lots 21 and the east 2 of Lots 22 of Concessions I and II of 
Williamsburgh Township. McNiff’s 1786 Map; and Old UEL List.

enough to be her mother. Her older male siblings (David and James) were married before 1855. 
Similarly, Catherine’s older sisters were married before 1855, and their children would have had their 
husband’s surnames. I have been unable to determine what happened to her after April 1871. 


2. William Reuben Clark (August 3, 1855, Charlottenburgh Township, Glengarry County, Canada West 
— August 1, 1933, San Francisco, San Francisco County, California). William Reuben Clark (7 and 17) 
was in the David Ellis Clark’ home in the 186/ and 1871 Canada Census. His mother lived in the 
home in 1861, but by 1871 had married and was living with her husband John S. Cline. He also was 
probably not the child of David Ellis Clark and Catherine Gallinger Clark, as she would have been 62- 
63 years old at the time of his birth. William Reuben Clark’s funeral home record only identifies his 
mother as “Katherine _,” and has nothing about his father. However, the obituary of George Ellis 
Clark states he is survived by a brother W. R. Clark of Stockton, California, which is where William 
Reuben Clark lived at the time. 1/880 and 1900 US Census; March 18, 1922, The Gazette Death Notice 
for George Ellis Clark; 1933 San Francisco County, California, Death Record; August 2, 1933, The 
Sacramento Bee Death Notice; and N. Gray and Co. Funeral Home Record.

However, 
the record of his first marriage states his parents were John Clark and Catherine Cline, but the record 
of the second marriage stated his parents were Catherine Clark and John Cline. George E. Clark (8) 
was in the David Ellis Clark’ home in the 7877 Canada Census. In 1881, he was living with Benjamin

“DROWNING ACCIDENT AT MASSENA 
“Michael A. Cline and His Son Burton Drowned 


“At about 3 p.m. Michael A. Cline and his only son, Burton, of Long Sault Island, and David 
O’Neil, started for Dickinson's Landing in a skiff. They were sailing up what is called Cook’s Point 
when the boat struck a rock and careened over, taking water. She was righted and dipped on the 
other side, almost filling with water and dropping down the current. At this, Mr. O’Neil says he 
saw they were getting further from land, and he jumped from the boat and swam for the shore. 
When he got so that he could touch bottom, he looked back and saw Mr. Cline struggling for shore 
but did not see the young man. As he made further for shore and looked back, Cline had gone 
down. When the boat capsized the young man probably went under the boat. 


“Mr. O’Neil reached Mr. Potter’s with difficulty and gave the alarm. We have dragged the upper 
part of the bay and will now try dynamite. 


“Mr. Cline was about 42 years old and has always lived in Massena. He was an honest, upright, 
temperate man. He leaves a wife and two daughters and many friends to mourn his loss. The 
young man Burton was about nineteen years old, of good habits and well-liked by all who knew 
him.” The Ogdensburg Journal, January 29, 1889.

Putnam UE (bap July 7, 1756, Sutton, Massachusetts Colony - ~1820, Cornwall Township, Stormont 
County, Upper Canada; son of Asaph Putnam and Sarah Peck) and Marian/Miriam Doty/Douty (~1768, 
Dutchess County, Province of New York -__, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada; 
daughter of Joseph Doty and Lucretia DeLong; married Ephraim Putnam on October 2, 1787, Schaghticoke, 
New York), on January 16, 1815, in the Trinity Anglican Church Cornwall. Robert Putnam received his 
Order-in-Council (based upon his father’s service in the KRRNY) on February 16, 1811, while Alinder 
Tuttle received her Order-in-Council on March 26, 1817. They had eight known children. See EN620. 
Hudson and Mohawk Valley Families (Eaton-Doty, p1058),; 1756 Sutton, Massachusetts, Vital and Town 
Record; 1787 Schaghticoke DRC Marriage Record, Book 5 p539, and Deer Park Book 11, Vol. I, p10; 
1790 and 1794 St. Andrews Baptism Records; Ontario People, File 1, p17; 1815 Trinity Anglican Marriage 
Record; Appendix B; Reid’s Loyalists, pp 257 and 320; 1851 and 1861 Canada Census; and Find-a-Grave 
(Gravemarker Union Cemetery, Merrickville). 


¢ Sarah Catherine Putnam (b Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada; bap January 28, 1816, 
Trinity Anglican Church, Cornwall — March 17, 1902, Imlay City, Imlay Township, Lapeer County, 
Michigan) married Daniel Mixter (June 1809, possibly Prescott County, Upper Canada — January 7, 1889, 
Harrison, Clare County, Michigan), on December 8, 1833, in the Wesleyan Methodist Church, Johnstown 
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District. They probably moved to Michigan before 1852. On April 24, 1863, Daniel Mixter was named 
Postmaster for Goodland Township, Lapeer County, Michigan. 1816 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record; 
1833 Johnstown District Marriage Record; Appendix B; 1860, 1870, 1880 and 1900 US Census; 1863 US 
Postmaster Appointment; 1874 Goodland Township, Lapeer County, Michigan, Plat Map; 1902 Imlay 
Township, Lapeer County, Michigan, Death Certificate; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarkers: Maple Grove 
Cemetery, Harrison (Daniel Mixter); and Imlay Cemetery, Imlay City (Catherine Putnam Mixter)). 


¢ Emeline Putnam (January 23, 1818, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada - >1899, 
possibly Detroit, Wayne County, Michigan) married Harvey H. Welton (December 13, 1810, near 
Ogdensburg, St. Lawrence County, New York — December 16, 1886, Drayton, Pembina County, North 
Dakota), on November 1, 1835, in Merrickville, Wolford Township, Grenville County, Upper Canada. 
They lived in Wolford Township into 1861, and had nine known children. On May 8, 1863, in 
Ogdensburgh, New York, Harvey H. Welton, a saddler, enlisted in Company D of the 13th New York 
Cavalry, where he served until discharged on August 4, 1865, in Washington D.C., due to disability 
(hernia). In 1870, Emeline Putnam and Harvey Welton were living in Pontiac, Oakland County, Michigan, 
and in 1880 were living in Ann Arbor, Washtenaw County, Michigan. Harvey was a harness maker. On 
July 4, 1885, at age 70, Harvey H. Welton was admitted to the Veteran’s Home for Disabled Soldiers in 
Dayton, Ohio, and was discharged on September 7, 1886. His record indicates his wife Emeline was a 
resident of Detroit. Three months later, Harvey H. Welton died in Drayton, North Dakota, where he 
apparently went after his discharge from the veteran’s home. On September 11, 1888, Emeline applied for 
a Civil War widow’s pension, which indicates it was filed in Tennessee. The 1898 and 1899 Detroit City 
Directories have Emeline Welton, widow of Harvey, listed as a resident of the city, which are the last 
records I could locate for her. Their son Horatio was a resident of Detroit at the time of his death in 1902. 
1818 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B); 1861 and 1871 Canada Census; US Civil War

¢ Ann Maria Putnam (April 10, 1820, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — December 
26, 1906, Sarnia, Lambton County, Ontario) married Levi N. Whitmarsh (1816, Upper Canada* — August 
29, 1887, probably Sarnia, Lambton County, Ontario), on September 13, 1835, in the Wesleyan Methodist 
Church. They had twelve children. After their marriage, they apparently started moving westward through 
Upper Canada/Canada West residing in Northumberland County (1861), Peterborough County (1871), and 
finally Sarnia, Lambton County, Ontario, as of 1881. Levi was a miner. After Levi’s death, Maria Putnam 
Whitmarsh emigrated to Port Huron, St. Clair County, Michigan, but died in Sarnia. 1820 Trinity Anglican 
Baptism Record; 1835 Johnstown District Marriage Record; Appendix B; 1861, 1871 and 1881 Canada 
Census; 1900 US Census; 1906 Sarnia, Lambton County, Ontario, Death Record; Lakeview Cemetery 
Burial Records; 1928 Port Huron, St. Clair County, Michigan, Death Certificate (daughter Olive 
Whitmarsh Gray, identifying parents as Levi Whitmarsh and Annie Putnam); and Find-a-Grave 
(Gravemarkers Lakeview Cemetery, Sarnia). 


*Levi Whitmarsh may have been the son of Thomas Whitmarsh “a U. E. Loyalist, who emigrated from the 
State of New York and settled in New Johnstown, Edwardsburg, where he died.” Thomas’ son E. H. 
Whitmarsh (b1809) moved to Merrickville and was engaged in the lumbering business and local politics. 
The History of Leeds and Grenville from 1749 to 1879, by Thad W. H. Leavitt, p137 (1879). 


¢ Ephraim Solomon (Solomon E.) Putnam (December 11, 1822, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, 
Upper Canada — February 1, 1883, Mount Forest, Wellington North Township, Wellington County, 
Ontario) married Emily Pearson (~1822, Upper Canada - >April 4, 1881 <April 6, 1890, probably Mount 
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Forest, Wellington North Township, Wellington County, Ontario), both residents of Wolford Township, on 
March 29, 1843, in Wolford Township, Grenville County, Canada West. Solomon was a teamster who 
died in an accident with his team. They had at least eleven children. I could not locate any record for Emily 
Pearson Putnam before her marriage or after her husband’s death. 1823 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record 
(see Appendix B); 1843 Johnstown District Marriage Record, Vol. 14, p190; Wilson’s Marriages, p96 
(May 17, 1843, Toronto Christian Guardian); 1851, 1861, 1871 and 1881 Canada Census; and 1883 Mount 
Forest, Wellington North Township, Wellington County, Ontario, Death Record. 


¢ Lucretia Putnam (May 14, 1825, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — February 13, 
1897, Drayton, Pembina County, North Dakota) married Read Waldo (May 5, 1829, Lot 29 of Concession 
I, Marlborough Township, Carleton County, Upper Canada — March 4, 1916, Deloraine, Manitoba), son of 
Ephraim/Volney Waldo (___, Mansfield, Connecticut -— November 8, 1851, Marlborough Township, 
Carleton County, Canada West) and Julia Read/Reed (__, Augusta Township, Grenville County, Upper 
Canada — December 14, 1867, Marlborough Township, Carleton County, Ontario), on February 23, 1853. 
In 1880/81, the family emigrated to Drayton, Pembina County, North Dakota, where Read Waldo was 
probably a homesteader. In 1903, widower Read Waldo moved to Manitoba. They had eight children born 
between 1854 and 1868, all of whom were baptized with their father on November 30, 1868, in the 
Wesleyan Methodist Church. 1825 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B); The History of 
Leeds and Grenville from 1749 to 1879, by Thad W. H. Leavitt, p137 (1879); Captain John Reed of 
Providence, Rhode Island, and Norfolk, Connecticut and His Descendants Through His Sons John and 
Thomas 1660-1909, by Ella Reed Wright, Part I, p130; 1851, 1861, 1871 and 1911 Canada Census; 1868 
Wesleyan Methodist Birth and Baptism Records, Marlborough Township, Carleton County, Ontario, Vol.3, 
p592,; 1885 North Dakota Census; North Dakota Cemetery Records (Drayton Cemetery); 1900 US Census;

married Alexander Fullerton (~1819, Ireland - >January 14, 1861 <April 2, 1870, probably Rawdon 
Township, Hastings County, Canada West/Ontario), a blacksmith, possibly on February 20, 1849.* They 
had seven known children, about whom very little is posted, and about whom I was inquisitive given the 
deaths of their parents early in their lives. 1828 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B); and 
1861 Canada Census. 


*I have been unable to verify the dates or locations of their marriage or deaths (i.e. allegedly October 4, 
1866 for “Louisa,” and December 24, 1867, for Alexander).

Township, Arenac County, Michigan). /861 Canada Census; 1881 Bay County, Michigan, Marriage 
Record; and 1906 Deep River Township, Arenac County, Michigan, Death Certificate (identifies 
parents). 


3. Olive Fullerton (~1856, Hastings County, Canada West). 1861 Canada Census. 
4. Robert W. Fullerton (August 1859, probably Rawdon Township, Hastings County, Canada West — 
September 26, 1932, Los Angeles, Los Angeles County, California) was living with John Wilson, in 


Seymour Township, Northumbria County, Ontario, as of April 2, 1871. Sometime between 1879 and 
1882, he emigrated to the United States, arriving in Pembina County, North Dakota, before migrating 
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westward to Great Falls, Montana, Seattle, Washington, and finally California. 1861 and 1871 Canada 
Census; 1882 Declaration of Intent; 1900, 1910, 1920 and 1930 US Census; and 1932 Los Angeles 
County, California, Death Record. 


5. Norton Fullerton (October 12, 1860 (unverified), Rawdon Township, Hastings County, Canada 
West). 1861 Canada Census. 


6. (Sarah) Ellen Fullerton (December 1861, Rawdon Township, Hastings County, Canada West — 1951, 
probably Caro, Indianfields Township, Tuscola County, Michigan) was living in the home of Mary 
Gerow (b England), in Belleville, Ontario, as of April 2, 1871. By April 1881, Sarah Fullerton (19) 
and Mary Gerow (68, England) were living on Prince Edward Island. On October 20, 1881, in the 
Ameliasburgh Methodist Church, Prince Edward Island, Sarah E. Fullerton (19) married Thomas J. 
Davis (23), who was born and lived in Ameliasburgh. However, on June 2, 1886, Sarah Ellen Fullerton 
Davis (24) married Alexander Bradburn (28 (December 22, 1856, Durham County, Canada West — 
February 14, 1837, Caro, Indianfields Township, Tuscola County, Michigan), both residents of 
Burlington, Lapeer County, Michigan, in Attica, Lapeer County, Michigan. 1871 and 1881 Canada 
Census; 1881 Ameliasburgh, Prince Edward Island, Marriage Record; 1886 Lapeer County, Michigan, 
Marriage Record; 1900 US Census; 1937 Caro, Indianfields Township, Tuscola County, Michigan, 
Death Certificate; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarkers Indianfields Township Cemetery, Caro). 


7. Laura Victoria Fullerton (34) (June 22, 1863, Stirling, Rawdon Township, Hastings County, Canada 
West — August 8, 1940, Napanee, Lenox and Addington Counties, Ontario) was living with the Aron 
Hoard family on April 2, 1871. She married Jacob F. Smith, on October 19, 1897, in the Napanee 
Methodist Church. 1871 and 1901 Canada Census; 1897 North Fredericksburgh Township, Addington 
and Lennox Counties, Ontario, Marriage Record; and 1940 Napanee, Lenox and Addington Counties, 
Ontario, Death Certificate. 


* Olive Dorothy Putnam (29) (May 6, 1830, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — 
November 28, 1866, Hornings Mills, Melanchthon Township, Dufferin County, Canada West), resident of 
Wolford Township, married Wesleyan Methodist Reverend William Norton (36) (b1823, Ireland), a 
widower (Ann), resident of Perth, on July 14, 1859, in Lanark County. In 1861, they were living in 
Collingwood Township, Grey County, Canada West, with two of his children from his first marriage, both 
born in Montreal: Martha Norton (b~1842); and Thomas Norton, MD (August 31, 1852 — January 14, 1904, 
Shelburne, Dufferin County, Ontario). In 1865, Rev. Norton was assigned to Chadsworth in Grey County; 
in 1867 to Mulmer, Dufferin County; and 1867-69 to Bannockburn, Madoc Township, Hastings County, 
Ontario. I could not locate any further information on his fate. 1830 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see 
Appendix B); 1859 Lanark County, Canada West, Marriage Record; 1861 (William and Olive), 1871 
(Thomas), 7881 (Thomas) and 1901 (Thomas) Canada Census; Canadian Methodist Ministers; 1904 
Shelburne, Dufferin County, Ontario, Death Record; Mt. Pleasant Cemetery, Toronto, Record (Dr. Thomas 
Norton), and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Hornings Mills Cemetery: “In Memory of Olive D. Putnam wife 
of Rev. Wm. Norton W.M. Minister Died 28 Nov 1866 Aged 36 Years 6 Months”). 


¢ Clarissa Putnam (30) (1835, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — June 12, 1875, 
Merrickville, Wolford Township, Grenville County, Ontario) married widower Edward Errett/Erratt (42) 
(August 17, 1823, Augusta Township, Grenville County, Upper Canada — January 17, 1904, Merrickville, 
Wolford Township, Grenville County, Ontario), on November 1, 1865, Wolford Township, Glengarry 
County, Canada West. His first wife Hester Stone’s (~1828, Upper Canada — 1862, Merrickville, Wolford 
Township, Grenville County, Canada West) death left him with five children. Clarissa Putnam and Edward 
Errett had five children of their own in their ten year marriage, all born in Merrickville: Olive Errett 
(b1867/68); Sarah Errett (b1868/69); twins Robert and Edward Errett (b August 1870); and Alberthia Errett 
(b October 27, 1871). Interestingly, Clarissa Putnam and Edward Errett share a gravemarker with her 
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parents. 1851, 1861 and 1871 Canada Census (Putnam and Errett); 1865 Grenville County, Canada West, 
Marriage Record (identifies her parents); 1881, 1891 and 1901 Canada Census; 1871 Wolford Township, 
Grenville County, Ontario, Marriage Record (Harriet Amelia Errett identifying her parents as Edward 
Errett and Hester Stone); 1875 and 1904 Merrickville, Wolford Township, Grenville County, Ontario, 
Death Records; January 21, 1904, The Merrickville Star Obituary; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Union 
Cemetery, Merrickville). 


88 Sarah Tuttle’s death record and obituary states she was born on October 12, 1797. However, her 
documented baptism occurred a year earlier. Sarah Tuttle married John McIntyre (1788, Scotland — May 
23, 1835, mouth of the Cumberland River, Smithland, Livingston County, Kentucky), in 1815, in 
Johnstown, Montgomery County, New York. They moved from Johnstown, New York, to Madison, 
Jefferson County, Indiana, which is on the Ohio River, across from Milton, Kentucky. They had eight 
verifiable children, before John’s apparently untimely (and unverified) death, probably due to drowning if 
the date and location are accurate; which is 250 miles southwest of Madison, Indiana. Although sources 
used for dates of birth and death are believed to be accurate, Indiana did not have official records during 
this time period which are currently available online. 1796 St. Andrews Baptism Record (see Appendix B); 
1850, 1860 and 1880 US Census; 1886 Jefferson County, Indiana, Death Record; and June 25, 1886, 
Madison Herald Obituary. 


¢ Anna Eliza McIntyre (October 12, 1817, Johnstown, Montgomery County, New York — June 21, 1880, 
Madison, Jefferson County, Indiana) married Willian Phibbs (November 22, 1818, Pennsylvania — July 27, 
1887, Madison, Jefferson County, Indiana), on August 27, 1837, in Madison, Jefferson County, New York. 
1837 Jefferson County, Indiana, Marriage Record; 1840, 1850, 1860, 1870 and 1880 US Census; 1880

Daniel served with 
Company D, 6th Indiana Infantry, during the Civil War. On July 27, 1891, Sarah McVay McIntyre applied 
for a widow’s pension. 1844 Jefferson County, Indiana, Marriage Record; 1840, 1850, 1860, 1870, 1880 
and 1900 US Census; 1891 Madison, Jefferson County, Indiana, Death Certificate; Civil War Pension 
Record; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker (Daniel) Springdale Cemetery, Madison).

“The mystery surrounding the disappearance of Mr. Daniel McIntyre is sadly solved. The floating 
body of a man answering the description of the missing man was caught by a fisherman, Robert 
Blythe, above the Charlestown landing. The message to Mayor Brashears, published yesterday, 
was promptly answered by the family, and by a later message received last evening there can be no 
doubt that the found floater is the body of Mr. McIntyre. One receipt of the last telegram, his 
brother Mr. J.D. McIntyre made all necessary preparations and with Frank Lauer, undertaker Vail's 
agent, left on the mail boat last night, and the remains will be up on the mail boat this evening. The 
funeral will take place from the residence on Mulberry Street tomorrow afternoon.”

1840 Jefferson County, Indiana, 
Marriage Record; 1850, 1860, 1870 and 1880 US Census; 1882 Madison, Jefferson County, Indiana, Death 
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Certificate; February 8, 1882, Madison Weekly Herald Death Notice; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarkers 
Springdale Cemetery, Madison). 


¢ Sarah McIntyre (October 11, 1825, Madison, Jefferson County, Indiana — January 22, 1877, Madison, 
Jefferson County, Indiana) married Casey B. Blasingham (October 12, 1821, Virginia — August 22, 1900, 
Madison, Jefferson County, Indiana), son of John Blasingham and Elizabeth Hilliard, on June 4, 1845, in 
Madison. Casey was a veteran of the Mexican War and Civil War, where he served in Company A, 6th 
Indiana Infantry. 1845 Jefferson County, Indiana, Marriage Record; 1840, 1850, 1860, 1870, 1880 and 
1900 US Census; US Civil War Records; 1891-92 Marion, Indiana, National Home for Disabled Veterans 
Record; 1900 Madison, Jefferson County, Indiana, Death Certificate; August 23, 1900, Jeffersonville 
Evening News Death Notice; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarkers Springdale Cemetery, Madison). 


* Solomon McIntyre (1826-28, Madison, Jefferson County, Indiana — October 14, 1893, Madison, Jefferson 
County, Indiana) also died from accidental drowning. Solomon never married and lived with mother, and 
then his mother and sister Mary Jane. 1880 US Census; and 1893 The Madison Courier Death Notice. 


¢ Maria Jane McIntire (June 5, 1829, Madison, Jefferson County, Indiana — November 23, 1913, Madison, 
Jefferson County, Indiana) married twice. In between her marriages, she had a daughter Charlotte Brown 
(October 12, 1851, Madison, Jefferson County, Indiana —- November 30, 1924, Madison, Jefferson County, 
Indiana), with Sam R. Brown. 1850, 1880 and 1910 US Census; 1913 (identifies parents as John McEntire, 
born in Scotland, and Sarah Tuttle, born in Canada) and 1924 (Charlotte Price, widow of Don E. Price; 
incorrectly identifies parents as Thomas Doolittle and M. J. McTyre) Madison, Jefferson County, Indiana, 
Death Certificates; November 25, 1913, Madison Courier Obituary; and November 27, 1913, Madison 
Weekly Herald Obituary. 


M#1 Thomas Doolittle on February 5, 1846, probably in Madison. 1/846 Jefferson County, Marriage 
Record. 


M#2 Edward Mantz (1820, Pennsylvania — August 21, 1882, Madison, Jefferson County, Indiana), on July 
16, 1876, probably in Madison. 1/880 US Census; 1882 Madison, Jefferson County, Indiana, Death 
Certificate; and August 22, 1822 Madison Weekly Herald Death Notice. 


¢ John G. (W.) McIntire (1831/32, Madison, Jefferson County, Indiana — August 25, 1862, Stevenson, 
Jackson County, Alabama) married Mary Jane Loyd (November 10, 1843, Madison, Jefferson County, 
Indiana — April 27, 1928, Hanover, Jefferson County, Indiana), probably the daughter of John (b1814, 
Kentucky) and Margaret (b1821, Kentucky) Loyd, on August 15, 1861, in Madison. One month later, on 
September 20, 1861, John G. McIntire enlisted in Company D (the same as his brother Daniel), 6th Indiana 
Infantry, as a musician. Unfortunately, he became ill, and died in a hospital in Stevenson, Alabama. Mary 
Jane Loyd McIntire married James Dunn (1838, Ireland — 1915, Madison, Jefferson County, Indiana). 
1850, 1860, 1870, 1900 and 1910 US Census; 1861 Jefferson County, Marriage Record; US Civil War 
Record; September 6, 1862, The Daily Courier Death Notice; 1915 and 1928 Jefferson County, Indiana, 
Death Certificates; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarkers Springdale Cemetery, Madison). 


* James D. McIntyre/MclIntire (October 24, 1834, Madison, Jefferson County, Indiana — February 7, 1902, 
Monroe Township, Morgan County, Indiana) married Ann Sanford Mullin (January 12, 1840, Madison, 
Jefferson County, Indiana — December 11, 1894, Madison, Jefferson County, Indiana), daughter of Thomas 
Mullen and Margaret Sanford, on May 16, 1856, in Madison. James served in Company L, 4th Regiment 
Indiana Cavalry from August 9, 1862 to June 29, 1865. 1850, 1860, 1870 and 1880 US Census; 1856 
Jefferson County, Marriage Record; US Civil War Record; 1887 Civil War Pension File; 1894, Madison, 
Jefferson County, Indiana, Death Certificate; December 13, 1894, Madison Courier Obituary; 1902 
Morgan County, Indiana, Death Record; and US Headstones.

289 Solomon Noble was the son of Peter Noble (May 22, 1734, Sheffield, Berkshire, Massachusetts — 
October 1806, Whitehall, Washington County, New York) and Abigail Eggleston. He married Lucy 
Holcomb (June 20/22, 1766, Sheffield, Massachusetts Colony — March 16, 1848, Rockford, Illinois) on 
June 5, 1783, in Sheffield, Berkshire County, Massachusetts, and they had four children (Salome, Henry, 
Julia, and Mira). They also lived in Lansingburgh, NY, and Ferrisburgh, Vermont, before they divorced 
around 1803. After the divorce Solomon Tuttle moved to Cornwall, Upper Canada, where he was a farmer. 
1834 Trinity Anglican Burial Record (see Appendix B); and North America, Family Histories, 1500-2000 
(for Jacob Noble).

By 1880, 
she had moved back to Nashua, where she was a midwife. They had at least eight children, five of whom 
were baptized in the Cornwall Trinity Anglican Church.

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Velten (Filde/Valentin) Kriderman?*® was born in “Germany”??’ around 1732-33.7°8 He 
emigrated to the Province of New York, British North America, during the early years of the 
French and Indian War. On April 1, 1758, Valentine Criederman, a farmer, aged 25 years, born 
in Germany, enlisted in the King’s County Army under Capt. Stryker, as part of a quota of 63 men 
authorized by an act of the General Council passed on March 24, 1758. He was on the Kings 
County Muster Roll of May 3, 1758.7?” 


Velten (Philder) Kriderman married Catherina (Barrenton) Bernhardin around December 18, 
1758, probably in a New York City Lutheran Church, Province of New York, where a marriage 
bond of that date was posted.> 


Philip Livingston (1686-1749) was the Second Lord of the Manor from 1728 to 1749, and it 
was under his leadership the Livingston family enterprise became the foremost integrated 
mercantile, agricultural and industrial concern of the Province of New York. Philip Livingston 
and his son Robert Livingston (1708-1790), the Third Lord of the Manor from 1749 to 1790, 
increased the production capacity of Livingston Manor by recruiting tenants from Scotland and 
the German states. During Philip Livingston’s lifetime growing numbers of tenants and 
neighboring farmers brought grain to be ground at the Manor gristmill, while Manor sawmill 
produced boards for local sale or export. In 1743, Philip Livingston established one of the first 
iron foundries in America. By 1767, Livingston Manor had about 285 tenant families leasing 
30,000 acres, paying their rent in wheat and services to the estate.°°! Even though the Livingstons 
benefitted greatly from the British and became one of the richest families in the Colonies, the 
Livingston family were “Whig champions of the people,” and included drafters of the Declaration 
of Independence and signers of the Constitution.> 


On April 25, 1861, Georg Valentin Kruyterman joined the Linlithgo Reformed Dutch Church; 
which would indicate their presence on Livingston Manor. Linlithgo (Livingston Manor) is 
located northwest of Livingston and south of Albany, on the east side of the Hudson River, in 
Albany County, Province of New York. From 1758 to 1774, Velten and Catherina Kriderman 
lived and worked as tenant farmers on Livingston Manor.3° 


Velten and Catherina Bernhardin Kriderman had nine known children.2™ 


* (George) Michael Kriderman was born on June 10, 1759, New York City, Kings County, 
Province of New York.2% 


¢ Joseph Kriderman was baptized on November 22, 1761, in the Linlithgo Reformed Protestant 
Dutch Church, Albany County, Province of New York.*°° 


¢ Lisabeth Kruyderman was baptized on June 12, 1763, in the Linlithgo Reformed Protestant

Around April 1774, the Kriderman family moved from Livingston Manor to the Mohawk 
Valley, where they lived on a leased 125-acre farm in the Sacandaga Patent, located a few miles 
from Johnstown.?!* The Kridermans were staunch Loyalists during the American Revolution, 
probably because of their association and relationships with other Germans (and Scots) whom the 
Johnsons had imported to Johnstown. Velten Kriderman was jailed for three months in 1776, 
during which “he lost his senses, became terribly ill and was confined to bed for a long time.” He 
refused to take an oath in favor of the “rebels.” Velten Kriderman never recovered from his harsh 
treatment and resulting illness, dying in Johnstown in 1780. Velten Cryderman may be buried in 
the Old Colonial Cemetery in Johnstown in an unmarked grave, which was allegedly the practice 
of burying Loyalists during the American Revolution.*!> Thus, it is no surprise four of Velten and 
Catherina Kriderman’s sons served in the Kings Royal Regiment of New York (““KRRNY’”’) 
during the American Revolutionary War:*'° 


¢ Michael Kriderman joined Capt. Patrick Daly’s Company of the KRRNY on May 6, 1777, 
in Tryon County, about one year after Sir John Johnson formed the regiment. He served with 
Michael Gallinger Jr. and Christopher Gallinger. Michael Kriderman was also one of the 1778 
petitioners to Gen. Guy Carleton asking to be released to fight in New York, rather than 
garrisoning Montreal. In 1782, he was in Capt. Samuel Anderson’s Light Company in 
Montreal, and attained the rank of Corporal.?!’ 


¢ Joseph Kriderman joined Capt. Daly’s Co of the KRRNY as a private on May 16, 1780, and 
served until 1783.318 


¢ Harmanus (Herman) Kruyderman was a member of the KRRNY.?!” 


¢ John (Johannes) Kriderman was also a corporal, probably in the KRRNY, but may have been 
in Jessup’s Rangers.*”° 


Like hundreds of Loyalist families who lived in the Mohawk Valley, widow Catherina 
Cryderman’s family was forced from their home, abandoning their property,**! and were re-settled 
in the Royal Townships on the St. Lawrence River, Québec. In 1784, “Widow Crederman’” (B390) 
settled in Township No. 2 (Cornwall), and was the recipient of 5’ rations for six people: herself, 
two boys over ten, two girls over ten, and one girl under ten; with a notation “girls on the land.”3*? 
In late August 1786, “Widow Critherman” (#G954) received rations for five people, all over ten 
years of age.*”? 


Five members of the Cryderman family received concessions of land from the British 


Government for their loyalty and service to the Crown:3”4 


¢ Widow (Catherina) Cryderman: one-half of Lot 12, 3rd Concession, Township No. 2 
(Cornwall), with the other half to Jacob Hawn.**> This lot is near Eamers Corners. The award 
of real property to a widow (and a female) under English common law was unheard of, because 
marriage and property laws stated a woman did not have a separate legal existence from her 
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husband, but was a dependent, like an underage child. A woman could not own property in 
her own name or control her own earnings, and when her husband died, his widow had the 
right of “dower,” which gave her the right to use one-third of their husband’s estate for her 
lifetime. A married woman could not sue or sign contract in her own name. A widow could 
not be the guardian to their under-age children.**° Nevertheless, in recognizing her husband’s 
contribution to the Loyalist cause, the British government consciously treated these widows 
differently. See also, Widow Austen (Astin) who was awarded 1/2 of 9/III (Eamers Corners), 
and married Sgt. Matthias Snetsinger.

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On February 11, 1788, Catherine Cryderman, Widow of Valentine Cryderman, filed her claim 
for compensation in the amount of £229.15s.°*3 


Cryderman, Valentine of Tryon Co., deceased. Evidence February 1788 by his widow Catherine 
Cryderman. Her husband was a native of Germany who came to America many years ago and 
lived in Johnstown. He was a loyalist but too old to become a soldier. He was put into close 
confinement by the rebels for three months in 1776 and, as a result, lost his senses. He sent 
three sons into the Army and died in 1780. His eldest son Michael Cryderman, now resident at 
the Bay of Quinte, served with Sir John Johnson’s Regt. Her four other sons and three daugh- 
ters are all in Canada living with her in New Johnstown. She did not come to Canada until 
1785. Claim for a house and 30 acres at Sacandaga, 95 acres of unimproved land. Evidence 
Oanies 1788. Witnesses include the second son Joseph Cryderman. (12/29/321-323, 64/210, 


Widow C. Cryderman was awarded UE Loyalist designation on November 9, 1789, at the first 
Council Chamber at Québec.*** In the fall of 1796, Widow Cathe. Cryderman (#583), along with 
her Gallinger and Amor neighbors, appeared, as required by Lord Dorchester’s 1789 Proclamation, 
before the Eastern District magistrate to swear she was a Loyalist, and thus entitled to retain Lot 
12 of the 3rd Concession in Cornwall.**> However, Catherina Cryderman was “expunged” as a 
UE Loyalist in May 1802 by the United Empire Loyalists’ Association of Canada (UELAC), and 
she has never been restored despite her descendants’ efforts.*°° Catharina Bernhardin Cryderman 
UE died after 1796, probably on her land in Cornwall Township. 


Michael Cryderman UE was discharged as a Corporal from Sir John Johnson’s First Battalion 
of the KRRNY, on December 24, 1783, after serving for over seven years. Even though he was 
awarded two lots in the Eastern District: 37/VII (200 acres) in Cornwall Township, and 12/I (100 
acres) in Osnabruck, it is doubtful he ever actually settled in either township.*?’? By 1785, Michael 
Cryderman had moved from Township No. 2 (Cornwall) to Township No. 5 (Marysburgh) above 
Cataraqui.***

His 1785 move to the Bay of Quinte was probably motivated by his actual or impending marriage 
to Mary Hicks UE (~1763-<1805), the daughter of Edward Hicks, Sr. UE, a soldier with Butler’s 
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Rangers, who was killed around 1777-78. Mary’s brothers, Edward Jr., Joseph and Benjamin 
Hicks, also settled in Marysburgh Township, which is a peninsula at the northeast end of Lake 
Ontario.**? By July 1, 1786, Michael Cruderman had married Mary Hicks.**° In 1792, Marysburgh 
Township became part of Prince Edward County and the Home District (1792-1802), and later the 
Newcastle District (1802-1849). Michael Cryderman’s (Cruderman) Order-in-Council was 
awarded on November 9, 1789, at the first Council Chamber at Québec.*4! In late 1796, Michael 
Criderman (#83) appeared before the Midland District Magistrate to state under oath he was 
entitled to UEL status and benefits under Lord Dorchester’s 1789 Proclamation.**? In August 
1797, Michael Cryderman filed a land petition in Prince Edward County “praying for military and 
family lands. Recommended for 650 acres, including family lands and former grants.’”°*3 Mary 
Hicks Cryderman was granted an Order-in-Council on July 6, 1798.344 Mary Hicks Cryderman 
UE died sometime around 1800. They had seven known children.*4°

In 1809, Prudence Pettit Cryderman UE of Marysburgh, Prince Edward County, as a daughter 
of Daniel Pettit UE, obtained her OC on February 23, 1809, and filed a land grant petition.>° 
Every one of Michael Cryderman’s fifteen children received an Order-in-Council, and United 
Empire Loyalist designation, and at least eleven of them filed land petitions.°* In 1824, the nine 
members of the Michael Cryderman family were living in Percy Township, Northumberland 
County, New Castle District.4°* Around March 1830, the family settled on the 10th Concession 
of Cramahe Township, Northumberland County, Newcastle District,*°> where Michael Cryderman 
was still living as a tenant farmer at age 81 in October 1840.°° As of 1842, Michael Cryderman 
had been in the location for 40 years, and was still a long-term tenant farmer of 70 acres; 50 planted 
in wheat.*°’ His landlord under a 21-year lease was William Coulson, whom he paid $50 annually. 
Michael was “last seen” in 1843 suffering from “old age,” which is when his two sons bought the 
land/lease.*°* Michael Cryderman UE probably died in 1843, on the 10th Concession of Cramahe 
Township, Northumberland County, Newcastle District, Canada West. He is buried in Stone’s 
Cemetery, Norham, Percy Township, Northumberland County, Canada West.*°? Prudence Pettit 
Cryderman UE died sometime after March 25, 1862.°7° Between 1849 and 1896, twenty one 
Cryderman surnamed descendants of Michael Cryderman were baptized in the Wesleyan 
Methodist Church, Darlington Township. In 1869, five individuals with Cryderman surnames 
owned land in Northumberland County.?7! 


Joseph Croyderman UE was single in 1784, and had “gone to Montreal.” Joseph “Crydelman” 
was one of the Loyalists who was indicted and convicted, resulting in the forfeiture of his property 
and banishment from the State of New York.?”

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In 1785, Jos. Croyderman and 1786 (Joseph Critherman) was still single and drawing rations for 
one person in Township No. 2 (Cornwall).377 Around 1788, Joseph Cryderman married Catherine 
Cline UE (1772/73, Stone Arabia, Tryon County, Province of New York — April 20, 1827, 
Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada);>” the first of two daughters of Michael 
Klyne/Cline UE and Catharina Wick/Weick/Vick Cline with the given name of “Catherine.’?” 
Michael Cline VE (Klyne/Klein) was a gunsmith for Sir William Johnson and an armourer for the 
KRRNY.?’° Joseph Cryderman served in both Colonel James Gray’s Company (1789) and Joseph 
Anderson’s Company (1790), the latter in which he has the “UE” designation.*’”’ In October or 
November 1796, Joseph Cryderman (#564) registered as an United Empire Loyalist with the 
Eastern District Magistrate, as did his family members, friends and neighbors Philip Amor (#565), 
Peter Amor (Maria Catrina Gallinger) (#567), Christian Gallinger (#568), Michael Gallinger Jr. 
(Catherine Cryderman) (#569), Michael Clyne (#570), Michael Gallinger Sr. (#580), John Hartle 
Sr. (#582), Widow Catharina Cryderman (#583), Martin Alguire (Catharina Emer) (#590) and 
Nicholas Silmser (Maragriet Emmer) (#596).°’8 Catherine (Clyne) Cryderman filed land petitions 
in Cornwall Township in 1798 and 1807. In 1821, Joseph Cryderman filed a land petition in 
Cornwall Township, Stormont County.*”? Joseph Cryderman UE survived his wife Catherine 
Cline Cryderman UE, and probably lived out the rest of his life on his land in Cornwall 
Township.*®° Joseph and Catherine Cline Cryderman would have six children, all of whom 
became United Empire Loyalists and filed land petitions.**!

In 1796, when Christian 
Hartle UE>”° swore an oath before the Cornwall Township Magistrate, he and Lisabeth were living 
in the same area as Hermanus Cryderman, John Cryderman (Catherine Hartle), George Gallinger, 
Solomon Tuttle (Dolly Gallinger), and George Crites (Margaret Cryderman), on Lots 8, 10 and 11 
of Concession II, Cornwall Township.*?! On April 19, 1816, Elizabeth Cryderman Hartle received 
her OC and filed a land petition the same year.*”* Christian and Lisabeth Cryderman Hartle 
probably died on their land.*?? They had seven known children, all of whom would receive Orders- 
in-Council.>**

John (Johannes) Cryderman VE apparently settled on Lot 8 of Concession III in Township No. 
2 (Cornwall) as of February 1789. John Cryderman filed a land petition in Cornwall Township in 
1790.4 John Cryderman was a member of Colonel Gray’s and Captain Anderson’s Militia 
Companies, where he is designated as “Fusils,” which means fusilier, or musketman. Johannes 
Cryderman is listed as married in February 1789, and single in April 1790.4 His first child, John 
Hiram Cryderman, was baptized in St. Andrews Presbyterian Church on April 24, 1791. Thus, it 
was probably after April 1790, when John Cryderman UE married Katherine (Catharina) Hartle 
UE (~1766, Mohawk Valley, Province of New York — May 13, 1832, Cornwall Township, 
Stormont County, Upper Canada), daughter of John Hartle Sr. UE and Regina Hartle, and sister of 
Christian Hartle UE (who married his sister Lisabeth Cryderman).*% In 1796, John Cryderman 
(#539) appeared before the Eastern District Magistrate to reaffirm his UEL status, along with 
Hermanus Cryderman (#537), George Gallinger (#540), Christian Hartle (Lisabeth Cryderman) 
(#541), Solomon Tuttle (Dolly Gallinger) (#542) and George Crites (Margaret Cryderman) 
(#543).4° In June 1813, during the War of 1812, John Cryderman Sen., his sons John Jun. and 
William, his nephew Harmanas Cryderman Jun., and his brother-in-law John Hartle Jun., were 
part of Capt. Joshua Cozens’ Company of the Ist Regiment, Stormont Militia, in which Lt. Peter 
Eamer, was second in command.* In 1829, John Cryderman was living in Roxborough 
Township, which was broken off from northeast Cornwall Township in 1798.*°7 John (Johannes) 
Cryderman UE died on August 22, 1845, in Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Canada 
West.*°8 John and Catherine Hartle Cryderman would have twelve children, all but two of whom 
obtained United Empire Loyalist status.*°

Henry (Henrich) Cryderman probably settled in Township No. 2 with his mother in 1784, as 
he was only 16.473 In February 1789, Henry Cryderman is single, living on Lot 8 of Concession 
VIII, Cornwall Township, and a member of Col. Gray’s Militia Company.*7* Henry Cryderman 
never received UE status, never petitioned for a grant of land, and there is no record of any 
marriage, or baptism of any children. Henrich Cryderman’s whereabouts and fate after February 
10, 1789, are unknown.*?> 


Catherine Cryderman UE married Michael Gallinger Jr. UE (~1754, Atlantic Ocean or 
Mohawk Valley, Province of New York - May 3, 1827, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, 
Upper Canada), son of Michael Gallinger Sr. UE and Agatha Ade UE, in 1785. Catherine 
Cryderman UE and Michael Gallinger Jr. UE had eight children, born in Cornwall Township, 
before her death in Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada, in 1807. Michael 
Gallinger Jr. married Rosette (Rosannah) Laforce on March 21, 1809, in Cornwall Township.**° 


Margaret (Margriet) Cryderman UE married George Crites UE (b~1753, England — >1809 
<October 14, 1818, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada), probably in 
1786/87.*77 George Crites lived on a 100-acre farm in the Kingsborough Patent, where his father, 
Hansury Creitz, was a tenant of Sir John Johnson, and paid an annual rent of £6.3s. On June 19, 
1776, George Croyts, along with Michael and Christian Gallinger, joined Daly’s Company of the 
King’s Royal Regiment of New York, commanded by Lt. Col. Commandant Sir John Johnson 
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Knight & Bart., as its first recruits. On June 13, 1778, George Croits was one of the petitioners to 
the Hon. Guy Carleton. In December 1782, George Crutes was a private, age 29, born in England. 
George Crites was single in the August 1786, Cornwall Township, Provisioning List. George 
Critus/Crytes was included in the original 1789 Order-in-Council. George and Margaret Crites 
may have lived on one-half of Lot 8 in the 2nd Concession of Township No. 2 (Cornwall), which 
was part of the “Town Plat” for New Johnstown.*?* In 1796, George Crites (#543) appeared before 
the Eastern District Magistrate and made his declaration of loyalty to the Crown under oath, along 
with Hermanus Cryderman (#537), John Cryderman (#539), Christian Hartle (#541), and Solomon 
Tuttle (#542). In 1798, Margaret Cryderman Crytis petitioned for a grant of land in Comwall 
Township.*”? Widow Margaret Cryderman Crites UE died on December 27, 1837, in Cornwall, 
Stormont County, Upper Canada.**° George and Margaret Cryderman Crites would have thirteen 
known children, seven of whom received Orders-in-Council, and eight of whom filed land 
petitions. Three of their children had the given name of Johannes (John) which has caused 
consistent confusion, inaccuracies, fabrications and speculation about each of them.*?!

Georg Felda Cryderman may have been living with his mother in 1784 and 1786, if he ever 
made it to Québec (or he may have died before 1784). The existence of Georg Felda Cryderman 
after 1786 cannot be documented.*#° 


Harm (Herman/Harmonus) Croyderman UE was single and in Montreal in 1784, where the 
KRRNY was disbanded in December 1783.44° Sometime after the fall of 1784, Harm Critherman 
married Allae/Alida (Olive) Bennet (~1755/56, Province of New York, British North America - 
>January 12, 1852 <January 14, 1861, probably Cornwall, Stormont County, Canada West),*4’ 
daughter of James Bennet.** In February 1789, Harmonius Cryderman (23 and married), with 
three years of service with the Kings Royal Regiment of New York, is a member of Col Gray’s 
Militia Company, and in April 1790 of Capt. Anderson’s Company.*”” In October or November 
1796, Harmanus Cryderman UE?” (#537), with his relatives and neighbors John Cryderman 
(#539), George Gallinger (#540), Christian Hartle (Lisabeth Cryderman) (#541), Solomon Tuttle 
(Dolly Gallinger) (#542) and George Crites (Margaret Cryderman) (#543), appeared before the 
Eastern District Magistrate and swore his allegiance to the Crown. At the time Hermanus 
Cryderman was living on Lot IIE of Concession II in New Johnstown, Cornwall Township.**! All 
of Hermanus Cryderman’s children obtained Orders-in-Council, stemming from his service in the 
KRRNY during the Revolutionary War, and filed land petitions around the time they received their 
OCs.*** Hamonious Cryderman was living in Cornwall Township in 1829.4? Hermanus 
Cryderman UE died sometime before January 12, 1852.4°4 Olive Bennet Cryderman (“Mrs. H. 
Cryderman,” aged 96) was still alive in January 1852, and living with her daughter Elizabeth 
Cryderman (54) and granddaughter Harriet Horton, in the Town of Cornwall. She could not be 
located in January 1861.4°> Hermanus and Olive Bennet Cryderman had at least six children.*°°

The Yonge Township area was settled by 
a strong core of United Empire Loyalists after the American Revolutionary War, who also 
participated in the War of 1812.*°’ Daniel Alguire UE died on February 8, 1832, at age 52, on his 
farm on Lot 8 of Concession IX, Yonge Township.*®® In 1838, their son Daniel Alguire Jr. would 
serve in the Ist Regiment of the Stormont Militia under his uncle Lt. Philip Eamer. In 1852 and 
1861, Lydia was living with her son (John) Reuben Alguire and his family in Bastard Township, 
Leeds County, Canada West. Lydia Cryderman Alguire UE died at age 84 on September 9, 1867, 
in Farmersville (now Athens), Stormont County, Ontario.” They had eleven known children.*”°

living in Cornwall Township in 1829. It appears Harmonius Cryderman Jr. was still alive as of 
February 28, 1839.488 Harmonius and Sarah Putnam Cryderman had eight known (and possibly 
nine**’) children; all of whom were baptized in the Trinity Anglican Church, Cornwall.

Elizabeth Cryderman was awarded UE status on April 19, 1816, and filed a land petition in 
Cornwall, Stormont County, on February 26, 1816, under the name of “Elizabeth Cryderman,” 
asserting under oath she had attained the age of twenty-one years.°!> As of January 1852, 
“Elizabeth Cryderman” (54=1797/98), was living with her mother “Mrs. H. (Harmonus) 
Cryderman’” (96), i.e. Olive Bennet Cryderman, and niece Harriet Horton (daughter of her sister 
Eleanor Cryderman) in the town of Cornwall. In January 1861, Elizabeth Cryderman (65=1796) 
was living in Chesterville, Winchester Township, Dundas County, Canada West, in the home of 
her niece Harriet Horton Sharkey, wife of Francis Starkey, with whom she was living in January 
1852. Also in the home was her niece Harriet Cryderman (25) (daughter of Hermanus Cryderman 
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(son of Hermanus Cryderman and Olive Bennet) and Sarah Putnam). Elizabeth Cryderman UE 
probably died between 1861 and 1870, in Dundas County, where her nieces Harriet Horton Starkey 
and/or Harriet Cryderman (McInnis) lived.*!° 


John H. Cryderman UE remains substantially unknown, except he was in Cornwall Township 
as of February 21, 1821, when his Order-in-Council was issued, which was preceded by an April 
27, 1820, filing of a land petition in Cornwall, which was granted on February 23, 1821. In 1861 
(age 66) and 1871 (age 79), he was living with his niece Lydia Alguire (daughter of his sister Lydia 
Cryderman and Daniel Alguire) and her husband William Hamblen, in the Rear of Lansdowne 
Township, Leeds County, Canada West/Ontario, and worked on their farm as a laborer. He died 
in the Rear of Yonge and Escott Townships, Leeds County, Ontario.*!’ 


Mary Ann Cryderman UE married Philip Amer UE (February 11, 1786, Cornwall Township, 
Québec - July 12, 1846, Eamers Corners, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Canada West), 
son of Peter Amer UE and Maria Catrina Gallinger UE, a Cornwall Township farmer, in St. 
Andrews Presbyterian Church, on March 10, 1807.°'8 


Between 1790 and 1858, Crydermans and their spouses filed at least 58 petitions requesting 
land grants, which if granted would have totaled 11,600 acres.°!? However, as of 1879, no 
Cryderman surnames are listed as property owners in Cornwall Township, and only four were 
listed in two concessions (IV: lots 18, 19, 23 & 24; and VIII: lot 22) of Osnabruck Township, 
Stormont County.°?° 
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°°° The spelling of the Kriderman surname in this chapter is that which is found in the respective cited 
records. Surnames were generally spelled phonetically by record keepers, and probably varied depending 
upon the accent of the speaker and/or the nationality and education of the listener. Another issue was the 
illiteracy of the early settlers, who often signed their name with an “X” and couldn’t correct misspellings 
(if they knew the proper spelling of their name in the first place). In this document, each spelling is 
continued until another spelling consistently appears in later documents. I have tried not to use present day 
spellings, which are found in later books and researcher transcriptions, until I was satisfied the spelling was 
in actual use by the ancestor or record keepers. Research done by The National Historical Center in 2004 
on the origins of the family surname, suggests the original spelling was “Kreidermann.” The surname has 
been spelled Criederman, Kruyderman, Kryderman, Kriderman, Kreuterman, Krauterman, Croyderman 
and Cryderman, which is the last version. 


Velten was also identified in various records as: Felda, George Valentine and Valentine.

I have been unable to determine from which of the 360 separate German speaking states Veltin Criederman 
originated. However, immigrants frequently went where other members of their family or German state 
had settled. The family’s decade plus presence in the Linlithgo, Livingston Manor and Gallatin areas, 
where there was an original and ongoing Palatine population, suggests Veltin Kriderman was from the 
Lower Rhenish Palatinate. 


The Lower or Rhenish Palatinate was a region located in what is now southwestern Germany on lands on 
both sides of the middle Rhine River between its Main and Neckar tributaries. Its 18th Century capital was 
Heidelberg - a center of the German Renaissance and Reformation. Agriculturally, the Rhine Valley was 
a fertile area and desired for its ability to grow a variety of crops, but especially its vineyards. As with any 
agrarian society, the Rhine Valley was affected by weather changes, pests, and other factors that influenced 
crop growth or failure. The boundaries of the Palatinate varied with the political and dynastic fortunes of 
the counts palatine; the title held by a leading secular prince of the Holy Roman Empire, who served as the 
steward of royal territories in the absence of the Holy Roman emperors. At its height, the Palatinate covered 
3,500 square miles. The Elector Palatinate was considered the most important of the seven electors. The 
Palatinate remained Roman Catholic during the early Reformation, but adopted Calvinism in the 1560s and 
became the bulwark of Protestantism in Germany. During the Thirty Years War the Palatinate was given 
to Bavaria, and Catholic troops devastated the Rhenish Palatinate. The treaties of Osnabriick and Miinster, 
part of the wider Peace of Westphalia in 1648, restored the Rhenish (Lower Palatinate) lands to Charles 
Louis, successor to Elector Frederick V (“The Winter King”). In 1690, the Elector Palatinate was John 
William, who possessed a fanatical devotion to Catholicism. He persecuted all German Palatines 
(Calvinists, Lutherans and French Huguenots) who refused to convert to Catholicism. During the War of 
the Grand Alliance (1689-1697), French monarch Louis XIV ravaged the Rhenish Palatinate, causing many 
residents to immigrate to the British Colonies, where they became known as Pennsylvania Dutch and 
Amish. 


In the winter of 1708, following two years of crop failure, record low temperatures froze the Rhine River 
and closed the waterway for five weeks. Grapevines died, cattle froze, and any wine from previous harvests 
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was ruined. With no immediate recovery in sight, and after 30 years of wars, religious persecution and now 
potential starvation, many Palatines looked for an alternative. In 1709, Britain passed a naturalization act 
which allowed any foreigner, who took oaths professing to be a Protestant and pledging allegiance to the 
British government, and paid a shilling, to be immediately naturalized and have all privileges held by 
English-born citizens. Under Queen Anne’s direction, land speculators, who had obtained land patents in 
the colonies, sent agents to the Palatines with offers of forty acres of land, plus paid transportation to the 
colonies and maintenance. In addition to supporting these Protestants, the resettlement of emigrants north 
of New York City also provided a buffer against the French. One phase of Palatine emigration began in 
the spring of 1709 when an estimated 14,000 were camped in Britain. The British were unprepared for the 
numbers of immigrants, resulting in appalling living conditions while the Palatines awaited transport to the 
British Colonies. Some of the emigrants resettled in Ireland without the free land they had been guaranteed. 
Approximately 3,000 Roman Catholics were sent back to Germany. Up to 1,000 went to Jamaica, the West 
Indies and South Carolina. Out of the initial group, about 3,000 went to New York. The Elector Palatinate 
made vigorous protests at these departures and published an edict of death to all emigrants. Conditions on 
the ships was poor: food and water were spoiled, vermin ran rampant, and illness quickly spread. Many of 
the emigrants, especially the elderly and children, died either on board ship or shortly after landing. After 
spending three months on shipboard in port and three months crossing the Atlantic, the Palatines’ were 
housed in Nutten Island (now Governor's Island) upon arriving in New York in 1710. 


In 1686, a Crown land grant was made to Robert Livingston, who established Livingston Manor south of 
Albany on the east side of the Hudson River. Albany is east of Johnstown. In 1710, 1,200 Palatinate 
Germans were brought as indentured servants to Livingston Manor by England’s Queen Anne and New 
York’s Governor Hunter, as part of the “Naval Stores Project,” to make tar from the pine trees in the Catskill 
Mountains. Livingston Manor is now known as Germantown. Livingston, which is to the east, was not a 
town until 1788. The Palatine Emigration of 1709-1710, by Melissa Witthoft. 


The Electorate Palatine was in the area now occupied by Alsace-Lorraine, Wiirttemberg, Baden, Mainz and 
Treves.

“Cathrina”’ is the first name on the baptismal records of Joseph, Herman and John, but “Catharina, ” was 
the most commonly used first name appearing on Lisabeth, Henrich, Margriet, Catharina and Georg Felda’s 
baptismal records. The Cryderman’s; and Dutch Reformed Church Records from New York. The oldest 
baptismal record (Joseph) has Catharina’s surname as “Bennet,” but every other record which has her 
maiden name (e.g. Lisabeth, Herman, Joannes and Margriet) have “Bernhardin” as her maiden name. 


Oslund speculates Velten Kriderman may have had three wives — all with the first name of Catharina, and 
last names of Bennet, Barriton (see next EN) and Bernhardin/Bernhardt. | disagree with this “conclusion,” 
for several reasons. First, the odds one man would marry three women with the same first name are remote 
at best. Second, the Kriderman children were born one after another, and baptized separately, which would 
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require Velten to have had two wives in waiting after the death of each prior wife. There are no birth, 
marriage or death records to substantiate the existence of three women who married the same man. There 
was a Catherina Bernhardt who was married to Simon Kohl as early as 1757 in Red Hawk (Rhinebeck), but 
that is the only similar name I could locate. I believe Velten Kriderman had only one wife, who was the 
mother of all of his children, and her maiden name was Catharina Bernhardin (or close to it). 


Oslund correctly believes a marriage license issued on December 18, 1758, to Philder Greiderman and 
Catherine Barriton may be that of Velten Kriderman and Catharina Bernhardin. This is certainly possible 
given the closeness in the names and probable date of marriage; although their first child Michael would 
have been born less than six months later. Names of Persons for whom Marriage Licenses were issued by 
the Secretary of the Province of New York, Previous to 1784, New York State Archives, Record M.B., Vol 
II, Page 131.

Alleged son Thomas’ existence is uncertain and improbable. Lunenburgh C, “Names Inserted on U. E. List 
by Order of the Honourable The Executive Council,” Page 396, includes “Cryderman, Thomas of the 
R.R.N.Y.,” without a residence listing. Thomas Cryderman is not mentioned in the United Empire Loyalist 
Association of Canada (UELAC) site, which serves as the present-day site for information on Loyalists, 
including confirmation of UEL status. No other reference to Thomas Cryderman has been located. Oslund 
believes the inclusion of the name in Lunenburgh was a misprint or belonged to someone else; although no 
other Cryderman families have been located. Oslund April 15, 2014, email. Also, in the UELAC Loyalist 
Directory for Michael Cryderman, the biography of his brothers only includes Joseph, Hermanus and John, 
not Thomas (who had been in the Addendum). Henry is not listed because he was too young to fight in the 
Revolution, and would not have been entitled to obtain UE status on his own merits, as Thomas would have 
been if he existed (and/or lived to majority). 


Even without Thomas, six sons (Michael, Joseph, Herman, Joannes, Heinrich and Georg) are confirmed. 
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35 Georg Michael Cryderman was baptized in 1858 in the New York City German Reformed Church, by 
Henrich Braun. Sponsors were Michael Kayser and his wife. Palatine Families. The specific date for 
Michael Kriderman’s birth is found in an 1840 Affidavit, which is consistent with his parent’s probably 
December 1758 marriage.

Michael Cryderman’s Lot 12 of Osnabruck Township Concession I (red), was on the St. Lawrence River, 
and adjoined the lot awarded to Henry and John Hoople (blue), which was the site of the Battle of Hoople’s 
Creek in 1813: 


Hoople Creek was east of John Crysler’s Farm in Williamsburgh Township (No. 4) where the British Army 
regulars and Canadian Militia defeated the Americans, prompting them to retreat and abandon the St. 
Lawrence Campaign designed to capture Montreal. The Canadians refer to the conflict of Hoople’s Creek 
as a “skirmish,” in which an American force led by Brig. Gen. Jacob Brown defeated up to 500 Stormont 
and Glengarry Militia on November 10, 1813. 


The Battle of Crysler’s Farm occurred the following day, where despite being outnumbered by 2 to 1, the 
Canadian forces held their positions behind a log fence which was protected on the north by heavy forest 
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and the south by the St. Lawrence River, resulting in a narrow strip of muddy ground for the Americans to 
attack. Both sides suffered heavy casualties. The site was designated a National Historic Site of Canada 
in 1920. 


The area of Crysler’s Farm and Hoople Creek was permanently submerged in 1958, as a result of the 
construction of the St. Lawrence Seaway. Dickinson’s Landing, near Michael Cryderman’s Lot 12, is an 
underwater ghost town and one on Ontario’s “Lost Villages.” 


338 “Mich Kryduman” (D615) is on the 1785 Muster Roll for Cornwall Township, but is also on Muster Roll 
No. 16 for Settlers at Township No. 5 above Cataraqui [Marysburgh], 1785, as “Mich Creiderman’ (F345).

I have not been determined which Concession of Township No. 5 (Marysburgh) Michael Cryderman 
owned. His mother in her November 11, 1788, Claim #1094, stated he was living at the Bay of Quinte. It 
wasn’t until October 1783 when the Gunshot Treaty was signed with the Mississauga Indians, who occupied 
the area, which allowed for the purchase and surveying of the property. Quinte West Heritage. The 
Documentary History of the First Surveys in the Province of Ontario, J. J. Murphy, Department of Crown 
Lands, Pages 196-197, describes the situation as of 1783: 


“Up to 1783 the settlements extended very little beyond the city of Montreal in a westerly direction. 


“With the cessation of hostilities in 1783 and the recognition of the independence of the United 
states ... There were many of the American colonists who had adhered to the royal cause, and 
when it became apparent that this cause was lost their hopes were ended. Their homes and property 
had been confiscated; they were subject to continuous persecution from the victorious party, and 
were destitute and dependent. Sir Guy Carleton was then in command of the British forces in New 
York, and General Frederick Haldimand Governor-General at Québec. They took prompt and 
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active measures to provide for the removal of these Loyalists to Canada, and for their settlement 
on suitable lands of the Crown. In anticipation of their arrival, and without waiting for definite 
instructions from the home authorities, Haldimand sent exploring parties to examine the country 
along the St. Lawrence west of Montreal and in the neighborhood of the old French for at Cataraqui. 
He also gave instructions for the survey of the lands at the last-named place ... dated on the 26th 
of May 1783 ... 


“The Deputy Surveyor-General, John Collins, with two assistants, was sent up and proceeded 
vigorously with the surveys. During the fall of 1783 and the following year they surveyed the 
outlines of five townships and partly subdivided them. These townships, which extended westward 
from Cataraqui around the Bay of Quinte, were numbered consecutively, 1, 2,3, 4 and 5. They 
were afterwards called Kingston, Ernestown, Fredericksburgh, Adolphustown and Marysburgh, but 
were general known for many years by their numerals.” 


On August 12, 1784, John Collins in a Report of the Deputy Surveyor-General to General Haldimand: 


“T have likewise the honor to report to Your Excellency that I have completed the survey and 
settlement of the 5th township, situate on the Peninsula between Lake Ontario and Bay of Quinte. 
The whole of the disbanded British troops and Germans have drawn their lots. Each man has taken 
the oaths, agreeable to the King’s instructions, sighed the books, received his certificate, and is now 
in possession of his land, with which I am persuaded they will be pleased, as the land in general 
appears to be of good quality.” Documentary History of the First Surveys in the Province of 
Ontario, J. J. Murphy, Department of Crown Lands, Pages 225-226. 


Sir John Johnson reported in the General Abstract of Men, Women and Children Settled on the New 
Townships of the River St. Lawrence, on November 16, 1784, that as of July 1784, there were 259 men, 
women and children associated with different detachments of disbanded Regular Regiments settled on 
Township No. 5, Cataraqui, and 44 men, women and children from the detachment of Germans with Baron 
Reitzenstein settled on Township No. 5, Cataraqui. Documentary History of the First Surveys in the 
Province of Ontario, J. J. Murphy, Department of Crown Lands, Page 229.

“6 Reid’s Loyalists, Addenda, p356. Michael Cruderman and Mary Hicks had one daughter (i.e. Catherine) 
as of July 1, 1786. List of Disbanded British Troops victualed as Loyalists at the Fifth Township above 
Cataraqui [Marysburgh] Between the I" July and 31° August 1786 Inclusive. 


On February 22, 1803, the Rev. Robert McDowall, who probably married more people than any other 
minister in Upper Canada, married Catherine Cryderman and Caleb Elsworth Jr. (December 1779, Albany 
County, New York — October 20, 1844, Concord, Lake County, Ohio), in Marysburgh Township. On 
February 23, 1820, Caleb Ellsworth Jr. purchased Lot 24 of Concession I, Whitby Township, York County, 
Upper Canada. By 1822, the Caleb Ellsworth family of eleven was living in Whitby Township. Caleb 
Elsworth Jr. sold Lot 24 of Concession I on July 26, 1839. In 1834, he was also involved in several 
transactions for Lot 24 of Concession II; which in 1837 was occupied by son Philip Elsworth, while Caleb 
Elsworth Jr. was on C4/L24. Rev. Robert McDowall’s Register; Reid’s Loyalists, Addenda, Page 356;

1851 and 1861 Canada Census; 1871 Ontario County, Ontario, Death Record; 1871 Canada Census 
Mortality Schedule; Find-a-Grave (gravemarkers Oshawa Union Cemetery); Find-a-Grave (Concord 
Township Cemetery); The Oshawa Vindicator Obituary, December 21, 1864; and The Oshawa Vindicator 
Obituary, June 6, 1866 (Mrs. Sanford Martin (Fatama Ellsworth)).

Their daughter Fatama Ellsworth (Aylsworth) (May 19, 1811, Hallowell, Prince Edward County, Upper 
Canada - May 29, 1866, East Whitby, Ontario County, Canada East) married Sanford Martin (October 16, 
1799, Saybrook, Middlesex County, Connecticut — December 19, 1864, East Whitby Township, Ontario 
County, Canada West), on October 3, 1826, in Whitby Township. Fatama Ellsworth would only have been 
fifteen years old. Sanford Martin was the son of my third great grandfather John Martin. On December 7, 
1824, Sanford Martin purchased 200 acres of Lot 17 Concession I of Whitby Township, and on June 8, 
1829, purchased 100 acres of Lot 16 of the same concession. He later sold parts of both lots, and by 1851 
owned 130 acres covering both lots, which is where he lived until his death. Sanford Martin’s name does 
not appear in the 1828-29 Militia Rolls. Sanford and Fatama Ellsworth Martin are buried in Oshawa Union 
Cemetery. Sanford and Fatama Ellsworth Martin had eleven children, all born in Whitby Township, York 
County, Upper Canada/Canada West. 


(1) Maitland E. Martin (December 29, 1827/28 — November 8, 1917, Almont, Lapeer County, 
Michigan) married Harriet Kilborn French (February 21, 1833, Canada — October 25, 1895, East 
Whitby Township, Ontario County, Ontario), daughter of Edward J. French and Phebe Kilburn, on June 
15, 1852. Maitland E. and Harriet Kilborn French Martin had a daughter Carrie M. Martin (1855, 
Canada West - <June 1, 1870, Almont, Michigan) before they immigrated to Almont, Michigan, where 
Maitland lived for most of the rest of his life. After Harriet’s death, Maitland E. Martin married 
Harriet’s twice widowed sister Phebe Etta French Cooper Gould (July 2, 1828, Lower Canada — 
November 15, 1899, Almont, Michigan), of Whitby, on April 9, 1898, and returned to Almont. 
Unfortunately, the marriage only lasted 1’2 years before Phebe’s death. In 1910, Maitland under the 
given name of “Millard E.” Martin, was living with his niece, Nellie M. Milbourne Young, daughter of 
his sister Eliza F. Martin. Whitby Archives; 1845 Home District Marriage Record (Phebe Etta French 
and Edmond Cooper, both of Whitby); 7851 and 1891 Canada Census; 1860, 1870, 1880, 1900 and 
1910 US Census; 1895 East Whitby Township, Ontario County, Death Record; 1898 Whitby, Ontario 
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County, Marriage Record; 1899 and 1917 Lapeer County, Michigan, Death Certificates; and Find-a- 
Grave (gravemarker Hough Cemetery, Almont, Michigan). 


(2) Hiram B. Martin (October 7, 1830 — June 2, 1911, Chicago, Cook County, Illinois) married 
Elizabeth Isabella (Belle) McRoy (October 13, 1840, Simsbury, Hartford County, Connecticut — August 
5, 1901, Chicago), daughter of James (b~1813, Ireland) and Mary (b~1815, Ireland) McRoy,* on 
February 8, 1865, in Lapeer, Lapeer County, Michigan. Prior to their marriage, Hiram immigrated to 
the US in December 1852, and was in Marquette, Michigan, in 1860. On December 4, 1861, he enlisted 
as a private in the Michigan 1st Light Artillery Battery in Almont, Michigan, where his brother Maitland 
lived. Hiram served throughout the Civil War, until his discharge with the rank of lieutenant in August 
1865. After their marriage, the family lived in Imlay City/Imlay Township, Lapeer County, Michigan, 
until the early 1890s when they moved to Chicago, Illinois. Hiram B. and Elizabeth Isabella (Belle) 
McRoy Martin had three sons, all born in Lapeer County, Michigan. Hiram, Isabella and son Warren 
are buried in the Forest Home Cemetery, Forest Park, Illinois. Whitby Archives; 1851 Canada Census; 
1840, 1850, 1860, 1870, 1880, 1900 and 1910 US Census; 1865 Lapeer County, Michigan, Marriage 
Record; Michigan Volunteers in the Civil War 1861-1865, Vol. 42, Page 38; US Civil War Records 
1861-65; 1890 US Census Veteran’s Schedules; US Naturalization Record; 1901 and 1911 Chicago, 
Cook County, Illinois, Death Records; and Find-a-Grave (gravemarker Forest Home Cemetery). 


*A Robert J. McRoy (b1811-1820) was residing in Simsbury in 1840, and was probably James 
McRoy’s brother, who lived in Simsbury in 1850. 


(3) Caleb Ellsworth Martin M.D. (November 3, 1832 — March 11, 1901, possibly Lynden, Whatcom 
County, Washington) may have completed Rolph’s School of Medicine, Toronto, around 1856. He 
married Belvie/Belvidera Crapper/Clapperwere (July 1841, England - October 3, 1862, Brock 
Township, Ontario County, Canada West; bur Oshawa Union Cemetery), on March 14, 1860. Caleb 
Ellsworth and Belvie Martin had two children. He apparently served as a surgeon in General Sheridan’s 
Calvary during the Civil War. Dr. Martin married Sarah Anne MacCready (March 2/5, 1843/44, Sligo, 
Ireland — December 18, 1921, Toronto, York County, Ontario) on April 16, 1867, in Ontario County. 
After living in Brock Township, Reach Township and Oshawa, the Dr. Caleb Ellsworth Martin family 
moved to Toronto by 1891. Dr. Caleb Ellsworth and Sarah Anne MacCready Martin had five children. 
At the time of his death in 1901, Dr. Martin was probably visiting his son Caleb Ellsworth Martin Jr. 
M.D., who lived in Lynden, near Bellingham, Washington, although his estate was probated in King 
County, Washington. In 1901, widow Sarah Martin was still living in Toronto, next to daughter Louisa 
Martin Allen and her husband Dr. Norman Allen. In 1911, Sarah Martin was in London, England, with 
daughter Ethel Pirie and her husband Dr. Alexander Pirie; and in 1921 was in Toronto with daughter 
Evelyn Hirschfelder, who also claimed to be a widow. Whitby Archives; 1851, 1861, 1871, 1881, 1891, 
1901 and 1921 Canada Census; 1867 Canada West Marriage Record; New England Journal of 
Medicine Obituary, Vol. 26; Directory of Deceased American Physicians; 1901 King County, 
Washington, Probate Court Records; 1911 UK Census; 1921 Toronto, York County, Death Record; 
Find-a-Grave (gravemarker Oshawa Union Cemetery); and Find-a-Grave (gravemarker St. Johns 
Anglican Cemetery, Peterborough County). 


(4) Minerva Ann Martin (October 29, 1834* - December 14, 1928, Toronto, York County, Ontario) 
married Gilbert Tweedie M.D. (January 12, 1827-30, Dumfriesshire, Scotland — August 23, 1916, 
Toronto; imm 1849), son of George Tweedie and Janet Graham, around 1855, possibly in Whitby 
Township. Gilbert graduated from the Victoria College School of Medicine in 1860. The family 
possibly lived in Manilla, Mariposa Township, Victoria County; Dresden (location of Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin), Kent County; and Toronto from at least 1900 until their deaths; although they are buried in 
Dresden Cemetery. Gilbert and Minerva Ann Martin Tweedie had ten children. Whitby Archives; 1849 
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Kate Hunter Passenger Manifest; 1851, 1871, 1891, 1901, 1911 and 1921 Canada Census; 1916 and 
1928 Toronto, York County, Death Records; and Directory of Deceased American Physicians. 


*Minerva’s death record states she was born in “Thorne Corner,” Ontario, which I could not locate. 
She was clearly born in Whitby Township. 


(5) Philip (Phillip) Sanford Martin (September 4, 1837 — November 5, 1888, Lindsay, Victoria County, 
Ontario) married Mary Louisa Carson (September 4, 1845, New York City,* New York, United States 
— September 22, 1918, Lindsay), daughter of John Carson (b1815, Ireland) and Charlotte Allen (b1823, 
Ireland), on October 25, 1864, at St. James Cathedral, in Toronto. Philip Sanford Martin was an 
attorney. Philip Sanford and Mary Louisa Carson Martin had three children born in Lindsay, Victoria 
County, Canada West/Ontario After Philip’s death, Mary Louisa Carson Martin married William 
Walker Needler (September 20, 1833, Huntingdon County, Lower Canada — October 31, 1919, 
Lindsay), probably a widower, in Toronto, on August 5, 1895. Whitby Archives; 1851, 1861, 1871, 
1881, 1891, 1901 and 1911 Canada Census; 1864 York County, Ontario, Marriage Record; The 
Oshawa Vindicator, November 9, 1864, Marriage Announcement; 1888, 1918 and 1919 Victoria 
County, Ontario, Death Record; and 1895 Toronto, York County, Marriage Record. 


*In the 1850 US Census the family were residents of New York City, and in the 7855 New York Census 
were residents of Albany. 


(6) Sarepta T. Martin (November 29, 1840 — August 28, 1893, Toronto, York County, Ontario Canada; 
bur Oshawa Union Cemetery). Sarepta’s death was reported by her brother Caleb Ellsworth Martin 
M.D. with whom she lived in East Whitby Township in 1861 and 1871. Her residence in the years 
intervening her death at age 52 has not been discovered. She is buried with her parents and shares a 
marker with her brother Amasa. Whitby Archives; 1851 (Cyrepta), 186] (Sarah) and 1871 Canada 
Census; 1893 Toronto, York County, Death Record; and Find-a-Grave (gravemarker Oshawa Union 
Cemetery). 


(7) Warner Coleman Martin (September 6, 1842 — December 15, 1881, Town of Whitby, Ontario 
County, Ontario; bur Oshawa Union Cemetery) married Amelia Anne McTavish (1850, Durham 
County, Canada West — October 5, 1910, Los Angeles, Los Angeles County, California), daughter of 
Edward McTavish (February 24, 1817, Argyleshire, Scotland — January 17, 1900, Morris, Manitoba, 
Canada) and Elizabeth Fairbairn (1826, Durham County, Upper Canada — August 2, 1906, Morris, 
Manitoba), on December 23, 1868, in Oshawa. In 1877, they owned 58.75 acres of CI/L17 of East 
Whitby Township, formerly owned by his father Sanford Martin, and appear to have lived on 1/8" of 
an acre of C2/L17, which Amelia sold in 1882 to William Luke. Warner C. and Amelia Anne McTavish 
Martin had three children. At the time of his death, Warner Coleman Martin was the Governor of the 
Town of Whitby Jail. By 1886, Amelia and her three children were living in Winnipeg, Manitoba, 
where son Stewart died. In 1893, Amelia, Helen and Edward Martin immigrated to the United States 
from Winnipeg, and as of 1903 were living in Los Angeles, California, where Amelia Anne McTavish 
Martin died in 1910, while living with her daughter Helen and her husband A. E. Barnes, and son 
Edward M. Martin. Amelia and Helen are buried in Forest Lawn Memorial Park, Glendale, Los 
Angeles County, California. Whitby Archives; 1851, 1861 (Warren), 1871, 1881 and 1891 (Winnipeg) 
Canada Census; Whitby Land Records; The Oshawa Vindicator, December 30, 1868, Marriage 
Announcement, 1876 Ontario County Directory and Gazetteer, Page 239; 1877 Canada Digital Atlas; 
1881 Town of Whitby, Ontario County, Death Record; The Whitby Chronicle, December 22, 1881, 
Obituary; 1886, 1900 and 1906 Manitoba Death Records; 1903, 1904, 1905, 1907 and 1910 Los 
Angeles, California, City Directories; 1910 US Census; 1910 Los Angeles, California, Death Record; 
and Find-a-Grave (gravemarker Forest Lawn Memorial Park; and gravemarker Morris Cemetery, 
Morris, Manitoba). 
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(8) Albert Francis Martin (February 22, 1845 — August 16, 1917, Detroit, Wayne County, Michigan) 
married Mary Nettie Rae (August 27, 1846, possibly Williamsburg Township, Dundas County, Canada 
West — January 6, 1898, Imlay City, Imlay Township, Lapeer County, Michigan), daughter of James 
Rae (b~1803, Scotland) and Jane Johnston (b~1811, Scotland), on March 18, 1869, in Richmond, 
Macomb County, Michigan, while both were Canadian residents. Their wedding was witnessed by his 
brother George. They immigrated to the United States in 1869, and originally lived in San Francisco, 
where Albert was a streetcar conductor. By 1880, they settled in the Village of Imlay City, Imlay 
Township, where Albert was a druggist. They did not have children. On September 9, 1903, in Detroit, 
Albert F. Martin married divorcee Etta C. Weir Gee (March 28, 1863, Almont, Lapeer County — 
October 11, 1928, Detroit), daughter of William S. Weir (1833, Canada — August 6, 1894, Imlay City) 
and Delilah Hubbell/Hubble (1843, Canada — 1924, Imlay City). Whitby Archives; 1851 and 1861 
Canada Census; 1869 Macomb County, Michigan, Marriage Record; 1870, 1880, 1900, 1910 and 1920 
US Census; 1898 and 1924 Imlay City, Lapeer County, Death Certificates; 1900 Lapeer County, 
Michigan, Divorce Record (Etta C. Gee from Charles F. Gee); 1903 Lapeer County, Michigan, 
Marriage Record; 1917 and 1928 Wayne County, Michigan, Death Certificates; and Find-a-Grave 
(gravemarkers Imlay Cemetery, Imlay City). 


(9) Amasa Martin (March 30, 1847 — July 30, 1848, Whitby Township, York County, Canada West; 
bur Oshawa Union Cemetery). Amasa means burden. He died at age one year four months, and is 
buried with his parents and shares a marker with his sister Sarepta T. Martin. Whitby Archives; and 
Find-a-Grave (gravemarker Oshawa Union Cemetery). 


(10) Eliza Fatima Martin (September 27, 1849/50 — May 20, 1904, Speaker Township, Sanilac County, 
Michigan) married James Milbourne (1844, England — April 28, 1876, Chatham, Kent County, 
Ontario), probably around 1874. They had one child, and in 1881 were living in Chatham, Kent County, 
Ontario. In 1886, widow Eliza F. Martin Milbourne moved to Michigan, and settled in the Village of 
Imlay City, Lapeer County, where her brother Albert F. Martin lived. In 1900, Eliza, and her daughter 
and son-in-law, were living next to Albert in Imlay City. Her son-in-law Sheldon B. Young, M.D. was 
caring for her at the time of her death. James and Eliza F. Martin Milbourne had one child. Whitby 
Archives; 1851, 1861 and 1881 Canada Census; 1900 US Census; 1904, Speaker Township, Sanilac 
County, Death Certificate; and Find-a-Grave (Maple Leaf Cemetery, Chatham, Ontario; 
undocumented birth and death of James Melbourne). 


(11) George Frederick Martin (February 27, 1852, Whitby Township, Ontario County, Canada West, 
Canada — March 10, 1931, Oshawa, Ontario County, Ontario; bur Oshawa Union Cemetery) married 
Electa Eliza Conant (October 22, 1852, Whitby Township, Ontario County, Ontario - September 24, 
1911, Oshawa, Ontario County; bur Oshawa Union Cemetery), daughter of Daniel Conant (1818, 
United States — 1879, Oshawa; bur Oshawa Union Cemetery) and Mary Elizabeth Shipman (1818, 
Québec — 1881, Oshawa; bur Oshawa Union Cemetery), who lived near the Sanford Martin family in 
1861, on January 11, 1872, in East Whitby Township. In 1877, they were living on 70 acres of 
CI/L16&17 of East Whitby Township, formerly owned by Sanford Martin, which continued into 1911, 
when George, Electa, and sons Maitland, Norman and Albert were all living on C1/L16 of East Whitby 
Township. George Frederick and Electa Eliza Conant Martin had seven sons. On August 19, 1914, 
George Frederick Martin married Alma Evelina Pugh Annis (August 13, 1860, Pickering Township, 
Ontario County, Canada West — March 10, 1946, Cleveland Heights, Cuyahoga County, Ohio; bur 
Knollwood Cemetery), daughter of Thomas Pugh (1824, Wales — 1896, Whitevale, Pickering 
Township, Ontario County; bur Whitevale Cemetery) and Ann Evans (1837, Wales — 1919, Whitevale), 
widow of Arthur P. Annis (1856-1907; m 1888), in Toronto; who immigrated to the US in 1935 to live 
with her daughter Elva A. Annis Myers. Whitby Archives; 1861, 1871, 1881, 1891, 1901 and 1911 
Canada Census; 1872 Ontario County, Ontario, Marriage Record; Whitby Land Records; 1876 
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Ontario County Directory and Gazetter, Page 239; 1877 Canada Digital Atlas; 1911 East Whitby 
Township, Ontario County, Death Record; The Toronto Globe, September 26, 1911, Obituary; 1914 
Toronto, York County, Marriage Record; 1931 Oshawa, Ontario County, Death Certificate; The 
Toronto Evening Telegraph March 12, 1931, Obituary; ** 1935 US Border Crossings, Buffalo, New 
York; 1940 US Census; 1946 Cuyahoga County, Ohio, Death Record; Find-a-Grave (gravemarkers 
Oshawa Union Cemetery; gravemarkers Whitevale Cemetery; gravemarker “Alma E. Martin,” 
Knollwood Cemetery, Cleveland). 


*His death certificate states he was widowed, but he was married to Alma Evelina Pugh at the time of 
his death. 


**The obituary is under the name of George Ellsworth Martin, “80 year old son of a United Empire 
Loyalist family,” and incorrectly the “son of the late Dr. R. Martin.” 


*47 Jacob Cryderman UE married Mercy Spencer (1791/93 - December 12, 1868, Percy Township, 
Northumberland County, Ontario). Reid’s Loyalists, Addenda, p356; Michael Cryderman’s October 5, 
1840, Affidavit; 1861 (64 and 58, respectively) and 1861 (73 and 65, respectively) Canada Census (Percy 
Township, Northumberland County, Canada West); and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarkers Stone’s Cemetery, 
Percy Township: Jacob: March 19, 1867; Aged 80Y 3M 4D; and Mercy: Died December 12, 1868; Aged 
TTY). 


*48 Levina/Lovina Cryderman UE married widower Thomas Goheen UE (1753-1838), of Hamilton. Reid’s 
Loyalists, Addenda, p356; Michael Cryderman’s October 5, 1840, Affidavit; 1871 Grey County, Ontario, 
Death Record (“Mrs. Thomas Goheen,” widow, 82Y); and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker St. Mark’s 
Anglican Cemetery, Port Hope). 


* Elizabeth Cryderman UE married Daniel Alger, of Hallowell, for whom I could not locate any 
information. Reid’s Loyalists, Addenda, p356,; and Michael Cryderman’s October 5, 1840, Affidavit. 


35° Michael Cryderman Jr. UE married Anna/Anne Benson (1797 -__, 4, 1883, Bowmanville, Darlington 
Township, Durham County, Ontario) on December 31, 1818. Michael Cryderman’s October 5, 1840, 
Affidavit; 1851 (Anne Cryderman, aged 53 (54 in 1852), widow), 1861, 1871 and 1881 Canada Census 
(Darlington Township); 1863 Northumberland County, Canada West, Mariage Record (son James 
Cryderman, identifying parents); and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Cryderman farm: Michael aged 55Y 
11D; and unattributed death notice: Anne Cryderman, died Bowmanville, aged 85Y 4M). 


Michael Cryderman Jr. arrived with his father in Darlington in 1823, and was the first local preacher among 
the Methodists of Darlington. On October 20, 1824, Michael Cryderman Jr. purchased the north one-half 
of Lot 19 of Concession III of Whitby Township, York County, Upper Canada. Michael probably 
purchased property in Whitby Township because of the presence of his sister Catherine Cryderman 
Ellsworth. William Marsh Jr., a close friend of John Martin (and his wife Anna Gibbs Martin), who had 
served together with Roger’s Rangers in the Revolutionary War, had purchased the south one-half in 1823. 
My great great-grandfather Elijah Martin lived next to William Cryderman Jr. Other members of the John 
Martin family were settled in close proximity to the Cryderman/Marsh lot.

Son William Cryderman settled on VI/22 and VI/23, in Enneskillen, Darlington Township, Durham County, 
Upper Canada, in 1831; and son John Cryderman settled in Hampton, Darlington Township, Durham 
County, Canada West in 1841. M. Cryderman and M.B. Cryderman were on VI/20 (100 acres) and VI/21 
(100 acres) respectively, which bordered Hampton. I would speculate some of these parcels in Concession 
VI were part of the original Michael Cryderman Jr. property, where he died and was buried. 1878 Canada 
Digital Atlas.

Veterans of War of 1812, by Eric Jonasson, p28 (1981); 1838-1839 Military Records, Prince Edward 
County Militia, AO, F895-MU2041, Affidavit of Michael Cryderman dated October 5, 1840; 1851 and 
1861 Canada Census (Brighton Township, Northumberland County, Canada West); Find-a-Grave 
(Gravemarker J. W. Cryderman: 78Y 4M 28D; Prairie Mound Cemetery, Solomon, Kansas); 1/880 US 
Census; and November 16, 1881, The Solomon Sentinel Obituary (Ameralda Cryderman; aged 79Y 4M). 


3°? Daniel Pettit UE, who settled in Marysburgh and Sophiasburgh, was an “Associated Loyalist, a native 
of Long Island.” The Centennial of the Settlement of Upper Canada by the United Empire Loyalists, 1784- 
1884: the celebrations at Adolphustown, Toronto, and Niagara; with an appendix containing a copy of the 
ULE. list, preserved in the Crown Lands Department at Toronto (Page 236); Reid’s Loyalists, p249; and 
UELAC Loyalist Directory. 


Oslund and Goheen (the two most cited Cryderman researchers) have Prudence born in 1781 (no 
documentation provided) in Hallowell, Prince Edward County, which is impossible because there were no 
white settlers there until after 1783.

354 Annis (Mary) Cryderman UE appears to have been born before her parents’ marriage. She married 
James Warner, of Percy Township (1796/97, Upper Canada — February 1850, Antioch, Lake County, 
Illinois) probably around 1821. Annis Cryderman and James Warner had eight known children, the first 
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seven of whom were born in Upper Canada; and the last known Prudence (probably named after her mother) 
born in 1845/46, in Illinois. Interestingly, many of their children’s given names were the same as those of 
Annis’ siblings: Daniel, Valentine, Almira and Adna. In 1860, “Alice,” Adna and Prudence Warner were 
living in Bloomer, Chippewa County, Wisconsin. By 1875, Mary A. Warner was living in Saratoga County, 
New York, with her daughter Almira J. Warner Harris. She was the first named child by Michael 
Cryderman with his second wife Prudence Pettit in his October 5, 1840, Affidavit. Reid’s Loyalists, 
Addenda, p356,; Michael Cryderman’s October 5, 1840, Affidavit; 1850, 1860 and 1880 US Census; 1850 
US Mortality Schedule (James Warner, aged 53, died Feb. 1850, in Antioch, Illinois); 1875 New York 
Census; 1899 Waterloo, Seneca County, New York, Death Record; and March 2, 1931, The Racine Journal 
Times Obituary (Hester Ann Warner Stillwell; d/o Mr. and Mrs. James Warner; born May 11, 1829, Percy 
Township). 


355 T have been unable to verify Daniel’s death in the official records. Daniel worked as a laborer, and even 
though he lived in Darlington Township, where five other Crydermans are identified as landowners/settlers 
in the 1879 Canada Digital Atlas, he is not listed. Daniel Cryderman married Fidelia Weller (1820, 
probably Canton, St. Lawrence County, New York - November 18, 1886, Athens, Leeds County, Ontario), 
possibly the daughter of David Weller. As with Daniel, I have been unable to verify Fidelia’s death in the 
official records. Reid’s Loyalists, Addenda, p356; Michael Cryderman’s October 5, 1840, Affidavit; 1820 
and 1830 US Census (David Weller, Canton, St. Lawrence County, New York); 1851 (Whitby Township), 
1861, 1871 and 1881 Canada Census; and 1914 Fremont Township, Tuscola County, Michigan, Death 
Certificate (son Charles H. Cryderman identifying parents). 


356 John Cryderman UE married Mary Boley (Burdge) (May 2, 1811, Somersetshire, England — August 5, 
1891, Brooklin, Whitby Township, Ontario County, Ontario) sometime between January 12, 1852 and 
January 14, 1861. John Criderman may have lived in East Gwillimbury Township, on Lot 31 of Concession 
V, as of 1837; and he was “single” in 1851, living in Whitby Township. Mary Boley had a daughter 
Elizabeth/Eliza Burdge on August 23, 1850, in England, who was not living with them on January 14, 1861, 
but was in 1871. Isuspect Mary Boley Burdge was a widow. Reid's Loyalists, Addenda, p356; 1837 Home 
District Directory; Michael Cryderman’s October 5, 1840, Affidavit; 1851, 1861, 1871 and 1881 Canada 
Census; 1891 and 1899 Whitby Township, Ontario County, Ontario, Death Records; and Find-a-Grave 
(Gravemarker Groveside Municipal Cemetery, Whitby). 


*I don’t believe John Cryderman married Elizabeth Shelf and that they had a son Hiram Cryderman (b1840, 
probably Osnabruck Township), who was living in Osnabruck Township in 1851 at age 13, and married in 
Osnabruck Township in 1863. This marriage makes no sense given the geographic locations. John 
Cryderman certainly could have married before Mary Boley. 


357 James P. Gallinger married Electa Alger (June 12, 1817, Upper Canada — December 28, 1883, Village 
of Armada, Macomb County, Michigan). I don’t know if Electa Alger was related to Daniel Alger, of 
Hallowell, who married John’s half-sister Elizabeth Cryderman UE, for whom I could not locate any 
information. Reid’s Loyalists, Addenda, p356; Michael Cryderman’s October 5, 1840, Affidavit; 1851 
Canada Census; 1883 Armada, Macomb County, Michigan, Death Record; 1898 Armada, Macomb

358 Valentine Cryderman UE married Clarinda M. Durand (November 13, 1819, western Virginia or Ohio 
near the Virginia border* — October 28, 1904, Lincoln, Lancaster County, Nebraska) on October 20, 1839, 
in Jeffersonville, Clark County, Indiana. Valentine Cryderman served in Company A of the 50th Indiana 
Infantry from October 8, 1861, to January 5, 1865. Reid’s Loyalists, Addenda, p356; 1839 Clark County, 
Indiana, Marriage Record; Michael Cryderman’s October 5, 1840, Affidavit; 1850, 1860, 1880 and 1900 
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US Census; US Civil War Records; June 12, 1902, Will of Valentine Cryderman; February 20, 1903, 
Wilson County Citizen Burial Notice; January 27, 1904, Will of Clarinda M. Cryderman, and Find-a-Grave 
(Gravemarker White Cemetery, Montgomery county, Kansas). 


*Clarinda indicated in 1850 and 1860 she was born in Ohio. In 1880, she said she was born in Virginia, 
but in 1900 was born in West Virginia (which became a state on June 20, 1863, when it was separated from 
Virginia in the middle of the Civil War). 


35° T have been unable to verify Adna’s death in the official records, either Michigan or Ontario. Adna 
Bates Cryderman UE married Laura L. Brooks (1819, Upper Canada — April 1, 1887, Millington Township, 
Tuscola County (alt. St. Clair County), Michigan) on September 16, 1843. They emigrated to the US in 
1862. As with Adna, I have been unable to verify Laura L. Brooks Cryderman’s death in the official 
records. They had a farm in Millington Township, Tuscola County, Michigan, at the time of Laura’s death. 
In 1910, Adna was living with his son Andrew Wallace Cryderman in Wolverine, Michigan. Reid’s 
Loyalists, Addenda, p356; Michael Cryderman’s October 5, 1840, Affidavit; 1843 Newcastle District 
Marriage Record; 1880, 1900 and 1910 US Census; Portrait and Biographical Record of Genesee, Lapeer 
and Tuscola Counties, Michigan (son Valentine Cryderman), p182 (1892), and 1937 Wolverine, Munda 
Township, Cheboygan County, Michigan, Death Certificate (son Andrew Wallace Cryderman identifying 
parents). 


36° Almira (Margarite) Cryderman UE married Charles Boyd (1818/19, Ireland — January 10, 1879, Ensley 
Township, Newago County, Michigan) on December 21, 1843. Charles was 42 in 1861, and 52 in 1870, 
which contradict the information in his death record. They emigrated to the US in 1862. Reid’s Loyalists, 
Addenda, p356,; Michael Cryderman’s October 5, 1840, Affidavit; 1841 Newcastle District Marriage 
Record; 1861 Canada Census; 1870, 1880, 1900 and 1910 US Census; 1879 Ensley Township, Newago 
County, Michigan, Death Record (Charles 65Y 4M), 1919 Ensley Township, Newago County, Michigan,

oat Mary Jane Cryderman UE married Andrew Inglis (March 30, 1810, Scotland — August 12, 1889, 
Cramahe Township, Northumberland County, Ontario), possibly on March 28, 1844, in Wellington, Prince 
Edward County, Canada West. Their son William Inglis married Nellie Cryderman, daughter of Mary 
Jane’s brother Daniel Cryderman and Fidelia Weller, in 1879, in Durham County, Ontario. Reid’s 
Loyalists, Addenda, p356; Michael Cryderman’s October 5, 1840, Affidavit; 1851, 1861, 1871 and 1881 
Canada Census; 1879 Durham County, Ontario, Marriage Record; 1889 (79Y) and 1890 (67Y 4M) 
Cramahe Township, Northumberland County, Ontario, Death Records; 1896 Percy Township, 
Northumberland County, Ontario, Marriage Record (son Robert A. Inglis identifying parents); and Find- 
a-Grave (Gravemarker Stone’s Cemetery, Percy Township).

368 Tenants in Time: Family Strategies, Land and Liberalism in Upper Canada, Catherine Anne Wilson 
(2009), which used the 1842 Census for Cramahe Township as a baseline to look backwards and forwards 
in following the tenant farmers who were the subjects of her book; which included Michael Cryderman 
according to the Index. In 1842, he would have been 83 years old. Thus, based on his 1840 Affidavit and 
Wilson’s book it is clear Michael Cryderman didn’t die in 1837, as is universally recorded. He does not 
appear in the 1851 Canada Census, which would lead one to conclude he died sometime between 1843 and 
January 1852. 


36° Norham was a small town near the southern border of Percy Township, which it shares with Cramahe 
Township. Stone’s Cemetery was literally originally for the Stone family, and is located on Concession | 
(southernmost), Lot 15, of Percy Township, Northumberland County, Ontario. Michael Cryderman’s 
gravemarker has “1757-1837,” both of which are probably incorrect. Find-a-Grave. 


379 On January 14, 1861, Prudence Cryderman (80) was living with her daughter Mary Jane Cryderman 
Inglis, in Cramahe Township, Northumberland County, Canada West. 1861 Canada Census. Prudence 
was bequeathed £50 by her half-brother in his will of this date, and according to Oslund and Goheen died 
in 1867.

Arabia DRC, sponsored by Johannes Wick and his wife Dorothea); and Johannes Klein (b January 7, Stone 
Arabia, Tryon County, Province of New York; bap Stone Arabia Lutheran Church, sponsored by 
Joannes Wik and wife), so the age of 54 in 1827 would be consistent. Reid’s Loyalists, p67; and 1827 
Trinity Anglican Burial Record (see Appendix B). 


375 The two Catherine Clines are confused by many researchers. They wrongly attribute Hannah Cryderman 
(b1795) to Catherine #2 (b~1781) (i.e. she would have been 14 at the birth), and also incorrectly state 
Catherine #1 (b~1772/73) married Peter Eamer Jr. It was Catherine Cline #2 (b~1781) who married Peter 
Eamer Jr. Daughter Margaret Cline married Mathias Snetsinger in 1817. 


376 Michael Klyne (Clyne and Cline) was a native of “Germany,” who emigrated to British North America 
in 1765. On April 28, 1767, he married Catharina Wick in the Stone Arabia Dutch Reformed Church, 
settled in Johnstown and served as Sir William Johnson’s gunsmith and locksmith. 1767 Stone Arabia 
DRC Marriage Record; Even More Palatine Families, Vol. 1, by Henry Z. Jones, Jr., p348 (2002); and Sir 
John Johnson’s Rent Roll for Kingsborough Patent. The Johnson Papers, Pages 611-621, 626, and 1004- 
1013, set out in detail his work for Sir William Johnson. During the American Revolutionary War, he 
served as an armourer with the Kings Royal Regiment of New York, and was awarded United Empire 
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Loyalist status in the original Order-in-Council. The Centennial of the Settlement of Upper Canada by the 
United Empire Loyalists, 1784-1884: the Celebrations at Adolphustown, Toronto, and Niagara; with an 
appendix containing a copy of the U.E. list, preserved in the Crown Lands Department at Toronto (Page 
236); Reid’s Loyalists, p67; Gray’s 1789 Roll; and UELAC Loyalist Directory.

He 
worked for the rebels, but says he was forced to do it. He served after he came in. 


He had an acre of Land at Johnstown & a House & Shop,

Cline, Michael of Johnson’s Patent, Tryon Co. Evidence Montreal February 1788. He is a na- 
tive of Germany who came to America in 1765. He was forced to work for the rebels because 
his age prevented him from leaving NY until 1781 when he came to Canada. He was on duty in 
the 2™ Battalion of Sir John Johnson’s Regt. in 1783 as an armourer. Claim for a house and one 
acre; a blacksmith’s shop. (12/31/268-269, 64/261, 109/116). 


The Clines fled to Québec near the end of the American Revolution, where he joined the 2nd Battalion of 
the KRRNY, as a private. 


An amended Claim with a “value thereof in Gold or Silver Money on April 1775,” in the amount of £139.1, 
included his land, house, shop, blacksmith and armourer tools, livestock, and other items, was filed by 
Michael Cline. 


As of October 1784, Michael Cline, his wife (who was on the land), four boys and two girls, had cleared 
one acre of land. He was awarded 8/IV, Cornwall Township (which is adjacent to the lots awarded to Philip 
Eamer, Peter Eamer Sr., John Alguyer, Margaret Selemser, George Gallinger, Michael Gallinger Jr., Jacob 
Alguyer and Martin Alguyer) for his service in the Revolution. Michael Cline was a member of Gray’s 
Company in 1789 (where he was probably the armourer), received his Order-in-Council in November 1789, 
and appeared with Philip and Peter Amor, and Christian and Michael Gallinger Jr., in 1796, to re-affirm 
his UEL status. Laws of the Colony of New York, Ch. 1638, Page 600, Johnson Papers, Vol. 7, Pages 626 
(Michael Klein) and 1004 (Michael Klyne),; Johnson Rent Roll; Reid’s Loyalists, p67; Rolls of the 
Provincial (Loyalist) Corps, Canadian Command American Revolutionary Period; Privates, Non- 
Commissioned Officers, Second Battalion, King’s Royal Regiment of New York, signed by Major John Ross, 
the acting brigade major of the regiment, and received in Québec City on 25 April 1783; The Kings Royal 
Regiment of New York, Page 215 (1894), Lunenburgh C; 1885 Centennial; St. Andrews BMDs, American 
Migrations; Loyalist Claims, Archives of Canada; 1784 Provisioning List; 1785 Muster Roll; 1786

382 Valentine Cryderman was a Private in Captain Joshua Young Cozen’s Company of the Ist Regiment of 
the Stormont Militia during the War of 1812; along with his uncle John, and cousins John Jr. and William 
Cryderman. Valentine Cryderman UE married Sarah Gallinger UE (bap May 7, 1797, St. Andrews 
Presbyterian Church — March 22, 1871, Bothwell, Camden Township, Kent County, Ontario), daughter of 
Christian/Christopher Gallinger and Sarah Runnions Fykes, on December 13, 1814, in the Cornwall Trinity 
Anglican Church. In July 1827, Valentine Cryderman and Sarah (Gallinger) Cryderman filed land petitions 
in York County, each requesting 200 acres of land based upon their fathers’ UEL status; which match the 
dates of their OCs.

At some time after John’s death, possibly 
before 1852, Elizabeth Ames Cryderman married Matier/Metier/Meteer/Mattere, as her minor 
children were living with their siblings in the 7851 Canada Census. 1797 Williamsburgh Episcopal 
Baptism Record (see Appendix B); Reid’s Loyalists, p78; 1861 (Elizabeth Metier, 61, married, living with 
daughter Hannah Metier (23) and William Metier (3), in East Gwillimbury) and 187] (Elizabeth Matier, 
69, widow, living with son Johnson Cryderman and his family in North Gwillimbury) Canada Census; 
1875 North Gwillimbury Township, York County, Ontario, Death Record (74Y); and Find-a-Grave 
(Baldwin Christian Cemetery). 


*He was not John Hiram Cryderman, as repeated by others, who insist on combining the two different John 
Crydermans and their families, who lived in different geographic locations. John (Hiram) Cryderman was 
the son of Johannes/John Cryderman and Catherine Hartle, and was baptized on April 24, 1791, in the St. 
Andrews Presbyterian Church. John (Hiram) Cryderman married Sarah Cross (1816) and Sarah Shelp, and 
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lived in Charlottenburgh Township. 1791 St. Andrews Baptism Record; 1816 Trinity Anglican Marriage 
Record; and Appendix B. See EN410. 


* Joseph Cryderman (March 7, 1820, North Gwillimbury Township, York County, Upper Canada — March 
20, 1902, Lot 15 Concession VIII, North Gwillimbury Township, York County, Ontario) married Jane 
Smith (January 19, 1829/30, England - >June 1, 1911 probably <June 1, 1921, probably East Gwillimbury 
Township, York County, Ontario). In 1852, Joseph’s sisters Hannah (14) and Amy (9) were in his family’s 
home. Widow Jane Smith Cryderman was living with their daughter Mary Elizabeth Cryderman Palmateer 
as of June 1, 1911. 7851, 1861, 1871, 1881, 1901 and 1911 Canada Census; 1875 Wesleyan Methodist 
Baptism Record (daughter Janet Cryderman (b July 16, 1869, North Gwillimbury Township; bap August 
18, 1875, Melancthon Township)); 7902 North Gwillimbury Township, York County, Ontario, Death 
Record (81Y),; 1929 Chippewa County, Michigan, Death Certificate (son William Cryderman identifying 
parents), and 1935 East Gwillimbury Township, York County, Ontario, Death Certificate (daughter Mary 
Elizabeth Cryderman Palmateer identifying parents). 


¢ Sarah Catherine Cryderman (1821, North Gwillimbury Township, York County, Upper Canada — >June 
1, 1870 probably <December 31, 1871, Millington Township, Tuscola County, Michigan) married Lucius 
Root (1815-20, Connecticut — probably 1890/91, New Haven Township, Shiawassee County, Michigan), 
both residents of East Gwillimbury Township, on September 1, 1839. They resided in Orleans County, 
New York (1850), East Gwillimbury Township, York County, Canada West (1861), and Millington 
Township, Tuscola County, Michigan (1870), where Sarah Catherine Cryderman Root probably died in the 
latter part of 1870. They had nine known children before Sarah’s death. On February 4, 1871, Lucius Root 
(50) married Celestia Pierce (23) (February 4, 1844, Michigan — February 21, 1913, Owosso, Shiawassee 
County, Michigan), daughter of William Pierce and Sally Taylor; both were residents of West Haven, 
Shiawassee County, Michigan. Celestia Pierce Root moved to Owosso around 1890-91, probably after 
Lucius Root’s death. I could not locate any record of Sarah Catherine Cryderman Root’s or Lucius Root’s 
death.

¢ Abel/Able A. Cryderman (February 28, 1826, North Gwillimbury Township, York County, Upper Canada 
— >March 31, 1901, probably Haldimand County, Ontario) married twice. 1861 (Canboro Township, 
Haldimand County), 7877 (North Cayuga Township, Haldimand County), /88/ (Dunnville, Moulton 
Township, Haldimand County) and 1901 (Dunnville) Canada Census; and 1893 Dunnville, Moulton 
Township, Haldimand County, Ontario, Marriage Record (identifying parents). 


M#1 Elizabeth McGarry O’Brien (1811, Ireland - >April 4, 1811 <November 7, 1893, probably Dunnville, 
Moulton Township, Haldimand County, Ontario), widow of Roswell O’Brien, between January 1852 and 
January 1861. /85/ (Elizabeth O’Brien, widow), 1861, 1871 and 1881 Canada Census, and 1921 Venango 
County, Pennsylvania, Death Certificate (daughter Martha identifying parents as Rosswell O’Brien and 
Elizabeth McGary). 


M#2 Mary Matlock (64) (~1825, Upper Canada — March 7, 1898, Moulton Township, Haldimand County, 
Ontario), spinster, resident of Moulton Township, and daughter of Benjamin and Elizabeth Matlock, on 
November 7, 1893, in Dunnville. /871, 1881 and 1891 Canada Census; 1893 Dunnville, Moulton 
Township, Haldimand County, Ontario, Marriage Record; and 1898 Moulton Township, Haldimand 
County, Ontario, Death Record (72Y). 
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* Valentine Cryderman (October 24, 1828, North Gwillimbury Township, York County, Upper Canada — 
May 12, 1913, Lot 11 Gore 6, North Gwillimbury Township, York County, Ontario) married Elizabeth 
Archibald (September 4, 1835, Upper Canada — February 10, 1909, Lot 11 Gore 6, North Gwillimbury 
Township, York County, Ontario), daughter of Thomas and Elizabeth Archibald, on April 5, 1851, probably 
in North Gwillimbury Township. In 1851, Valentine Cryderman was farming 100 acres on Lot 13 of 
Concession VI, in North Gwillimbury Township. /851 Home District Marriage Record; 1851 Canada 
Agricultural Census; 1851, 1861, 1871, 1881, 1901 and 1911 Canada Census; 1909 (73Y 5M) and 1913 
(84Y 7M) North Gwillimbury Township, York County, Ontario, Death Records; and Find-a-Grave 
(Gravemarker Baldwin Cemetery). 


¢ Silas Fletcher Cryderman (October 27, 1829, North Gwillimbury Township, York County, Upper Canada 
— October 12, 1903, Lot 29 Concession V, East Gwillimbury Township, York County, Ontario) married 
Priscilla (Matilda) Crittenden (August 12, 1833, North Gwillimbury Township, York County, Upper 
Canada — (September 4) 1915, probably East Gwillimbury Township, York County, Ontario), daughter of 
Orin Crittenden and Susannah Sedore, on March 15, 1854, probably in North Gwillimbury Township. /854 
Home District Marriage Record, Vol. 12, p261; 1861, 1871, 1881, 1891, 1901 and 1911 Canada Census; 
1903 East Gwillimbury Township, York County, Ontario, Death Record; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker 
Queensville Cemetery). 


*Priscilla/Matilda Crittenden was not born in 1823 per her gravemarker. She was aged 18 years in 1852, 
and both of her parents were aged 38. 1851 and 1901 Canada Census. If she was born in 1823, her parents 
would have only been ten years old at her birth. I could not locate a death record for her, and her date of 
death is from her gravemarker.

Cryderman),; and Find-a-Grave (St. Paul Catholic Cemetery, Owosso). 


M#1 John Condry (1828/29, Ireland — (October 5) 1857, Holley/Murray, Orleans County, New York), 
probably in 1853, or early 1854, as their first daughter (Mary Elizabeth Condry) was born in February 1855, 
in Holley/Murray. Their second daughter (Cecilia/Lela Condry) was born in November 1857, possibly 
after John Condry’s death. As of June 1, 1860, Elizabeth Cryderman Condry has remarried, and had a child 
born in February 1860. (June 1) 7855 (Murray) New York Census; 1860 (Murray, New York) and 1870 
US Census; 1934 Owosso, Shiawassee County, Michigan, Death Certificate (daughter Cecelia Ross Condry

Condry and Elizabeth Cryderman). 


M#2 John Lynch (1833, Ireland - >June 1, 1880 <December 26, 1899, probably Rush Township, 
Shiawassee County, Michigan) around 1859, in Murray (Holley), Orleans County, New York, as they had 
a son James Lynch born in February 1860. Elizabeth’s death certificate stated she was a widow in 1889, 
but John’s gravemarker has him dying in 1901. I could not locate a death record or obituary for John Lynch. 
1860, 1870 and 1880 US Census; and Find-a-Grave (St. Paul Catholic Cemetery, Owosso). 


¢ Adam Johnson/Johnston Cryderman (May 5, 1834, East Gwillimbury Township, York County, Upper 
Canada — October 8, 1928, North Gwillimbury Township, near Baldwin, York County, Ontario) married 
Sarah Sheppard (August 19, 1833, North Gwillimbury Township, York County, Upper Canada — January 
1, 1921, North Gwillimbury Township, York County, Ontario), daughter of Ed Sheppard (b Ireland) and 
Nancy Willoughby (b North Gwillimbury). 7871 Canada Census; 1900 US Census; 1921 (87Y) and 1928 
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(94Y 5M 3D) North Gwillimbury Township, York County, Ontario, Death Records; 1876/77 York County, 
Ontario, Baptism Record (son Allen Johnston Cryderman identifying parents); and Find-a-Grave 
(Gravemarker Baldwin Cemetery). 


¢ Hannah Cryderman (May 1, 1838, East Gwillimbury Township, York County, Upper Canada — September 
5, 1905, County House, Saginaw Township, Saginaw County, Michigan) may have never married, as her 
marital status was “single” in her death record. In 1852, she was living with her brother Joseph’s family 
(along with her sister Amy). In 1861, she was Hannah Metier (23), living with her mother Elizabeth Matier, 
in East Gwillimbury Township. Also in the home was William Metier (3), who was probably Hannah’s 
son, born out of wedlock. Her use of the Matier surname is interesting, and probably means she lived with 
her step-father and mother during the 1850s. By 1871, she was “Hannah Croyderman” living with her 
brother Able in North Cayuga Township, Haldimand County, Ontario. Her son William was not in the 
home, and may have adopted or raised by her sister Amy and her husband Samuel E. Ralph; which is very 
confusing, as Samuel Ralph (20) married “Anna Cryderman” on December 3, 1860, in Haldimand County, 
Ontario. However, “Anna” wasn’t “Hannah,” but was Amy Cryderman, Hannah’s younger sister. There 
are multiple records for “Anna Cryderman” and Samuel Ralph, but “Hannah” was “Matier” in 1861 and 
“Croyderman” in 1871, without any children with her, which is entire inconsistent with being married in 
1860, and having daughters in 1862 (Mary Ralph) and in 1877 (Amy L. Ralph), both of whom identified 
their parents as “Anna Cryderman” and Samuel Ralph at different points in time. /85/, 1861 and 1871 
Canada Census; and 1905 Saginaw Township, Saginaw County, Michigan, Death Certificate (single, 
inmate of county house, 67Y 4M 3D, daughter of John Cryderman and Elizabeth Ames). 


¢ Mary Cryderman (1835/36 (May 10, 1839), East Gwillimbury Township, York County, Upper Canada — 
April 30, 1885, Hulberton, Orleans County, New York) married Nathan Case (1825 (September 16, 1819), 
Upper Canada — March 15, 1900, Murray, Orleans County, New York), son of Nathan Case and Catherine 
Gallinger (daughter of Michael Gallinger and Catherine Cryderman), on March 2, 1856, in East 
Gwillimbury Township. Dates of birth are unconfirmed. Nathan’s censuses yield an 1825 year of birth, 
while Mary’s yield an 1835/36 year of birth. 7857 (Mary Crederman, aged 16, a servant, living next to the 
John Bowsley family) and 1861] (next to Joseph and Jane Cryderman) Canada Census; 1870 and 1880 US 
Census; 1875 and 1892 New York Census; 1885 and 1900 Orleans County, New York, Death Records; and 
Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Sands Creek Cemetery, Murray, New York: “Mary Case Died Murray NY 
Wife of Nathan Dau of John Cryderman; Nathan Case Died Murray NY Hus of Mary Cryderman Son of 
Nathan Case”).

¢ Lydia Cryderman (April 8, 1844,* East Gwillimbury Township, York County, Upper Canada — July 19, 
1926, Tittabawassee Township, Saginaw County, Michigan) married three times. She emigrated to the 
United States in 1865-66, possibly with her first husband. 7861 Canada Census; 1900, 1910 and 1920 US 
Census; 1895 Saginaw County, Michigan, Marriage Record (daughter of John Cryderman); and 1926 
Tittabawassee Township, Saginaw County, Michigan Death Certificate (Lydia Teal, widow, 82Y 3M 11D, 
daughter of John Cryderman and Elizabeth Ames). 


*Lydia and Amy may have been twins; otherwise one of their years of birth is incorrect. 


M#1 James Bowsley (20) (b1841/42), son of John (b~1800, Upper Canada) and Catherine (b~1807, Upper 
Canada) Bowsley, on February 24, 1862, in Newmarket, York County. Both were residents of East 
Gwillimbury Township. In 1852, Lydia’s sister Mary Crederman was living next to the Bowsley family in 
East Gwillimbury Township. They may have emigrated to the United States in 1865-66, if James was still 
alive. 1851 Canada Census; and 1862 York County, Canada West, Marriage Record. 


M#2 Lemuel Blandon ( -<1891).* I could not locate any information on Lemuel, except that in 1891, 
Liddy Blandon, widow of Lemuel, was living in Saginaw. Her name on her third marriage record was 
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Lydia Brandon (51). 1/891 Saginaw, Michigan, City Directory; and 1895 Saginaw County, Michigan, 
Marriage Record (Lydia Blandon and George Teal).

M#3 George Teal (May 1835, Upper Canada — November 12, 1902, Blumfield Township, Saginaw County, 
Michigan), probably a widower (Anna Reid), son of D. Teal and E. Meyers, on November 21, 1895, in 
Reese, Michigan. He was a deserter from Company K, 11th Michigan Infantry Regiment, after about three 
months of service. Record of Service of Michigan Volunteers in the Civil War 1861-1865, Vol. 11, p92; 
1880, 1900, 1910 and 1920 US Census; 1895 Saginaw County, Michigan, Marriage Record; and 1902 
Blumfield Township, Saginaw County, Michigan, Death Certificate (67Y 6M). 


e Amy (Anna) Cryderman (April 8, 1844,* East Gwillimbury Township, York County, Upper Canada — 
February 28, 1912, Tittabawassee Township, Saginaw County, Michigan) married twice. In 1852, she was 
living with her oldest brother Joseph and his family, along with her sister Hannah. She apparently used the 
given name of “Anna.” Amy Cryderman married twice. 1857 Canada Census; 1900 and 1910 US Census; 
1912 Tittabawassee Township, Saginaw County, Michigan, Death Certificate (Amy C. Richmond, 67Y, 
identifying parents); and Find-a-Grave (Oakwood Cemetery, Saginaw). 


*Amy and Lydia may have been twins; otherwise one of their years of birth is incorrect. 


M#1 Samuel Ralph (20) (June 12, 1840, Newmarket, York County, Upper Canada — January 17, 1925, Fork 
Township, Mecosta County, Michigan), son of Samuel Ralph and Margaret Flembeck, on December 3, 
1860, in Haldimand County, Canada West. Both were residents of East Gwillimbury Township. They had 
two known children: Mary A. Ralph (September 1862, probably East Gwillimbury Township, York County, 
Canada West — January 8, 1947, Seattle, King County, Washington); and Amy Levina Ralph (April 5, 1877, 
Saginaw County, Michigan — August 13, 1969, Midland, Midland County, Michigan), before they divorced, 
sometime before June 1, 1880, when Samuel Ralph was living in Midland, Michigan. 1/860 Haldimand 
County, Canada West, Marriage Record (identifying parents); 1877 Saginaw County, Michigan, Birth 
Record (daughter Amy L. Ralph, identifying parents as Samuel Ralph and “Hana” Cryderman),; 1/880 US

Record (identifying parents); 1900 and 1910 US Census; and 1920 Saginaw, Saginaw County, Michigan, 
Death Certificate (widower, 69Y 11M 13D).

April 25, 1872, in Snowden Township, where both were residents. In 1861, daughter Mary M. Cline 
was living with her Hartle grandparents, and in 1871, she was living with her uncle Donald Campbell 
Hartle, who was also a witness to her 1872 wedding. 1/861 and 1871 Canada Census; 1872 
Peterborough County, Marriage Record; and 1890 (41Y 7M) and 1912 (68Y) Snowden Township, 
Haliburton County, Ontario, Death Records. 


Christian / Christy Ann Hartle Cline may have died as a result of the birth of Mary Matilda Cline, as neither 
she, nor their children, were with William Cline in the 1/851 Canada Census. 


On August 10, 1858, William Cline married Mary Ann Carpenter (September 5, 1837, Cornwall Township, 
Stormont County, Upper Canada - December 7, 1903, Concession II, Cornwall Township, Stormont 
County, Ontario), daughter of James Carpenter and Jane Ann Snetsinger, probably in Cornwall/Cornwall 
Township. 


1799 St. Andrews Baptism Record; 1815 St. Andrews Marriage Record; 1833 (John Hartle, Christiana 
Hartle and Christiana Hartle) and 1838 Trinity Anglican Baptism Records; 1844 Trinity Anglican Marriage

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*Despite his death record and gravemarker, William had to be born in 1819, not 1818, because his sister

¢ Sarah Caroline Hartle (July 1824, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — February 15, 
1879, Gananoque, Leeds County, Ontario) may* have married William McLaughlin (1822-24, Cornwall 
Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — January 29, 1871, Gananoque, Leeds County, Ontario). 1833 
Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B); 1851, 1861 (Caroline 36) and 1871 (Caroline 46); 1873 
Ganonoque, Leeds County, Death Record (died January 29, 1871, 47Y, born Cornwall, married, informant 
on April 22, 1873: C. McGloghlon, spinster (i.e. daughter Christy who married in December 1873)); 1886 
Winchester Township, Dundas County, Ontario, Marriage Record (son Duncan McLaughlin identifying 
mother as “Caroline Hartle’”); 1975 Prescott County, Ontario, Death Record (daughter Christy Anne 
McLaughlin Bradley identifying mother as “Caroline Hartle”); 1940 Leeds Township, Leeds County, 
Ontario, Death Certificate (daughter Margaret Adeline McLaughlin Meggs identifying mother as “Caroline

*Most have her dying on April 20, 1845, without documentation, including no Trinity Anglican Burial

Anglican Church, Cornwall) and Sarah Ann Brunson (November 6, 1814, Cornwall Township, Stormont 
County, Upper Canada — October 10, 1888, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario), in 1855, by 
Rev. Henry Patton, Cornwall. 1815 and 1837 Trinity Anglican Baptism Records; 1835 Trinity Anglican

¢ John Oscar Hartle (July 1, 1829, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada - >April 4, 1881 
<April 6, 1890, Peterborough or Stormont County, Ontario) married twice. 1829 Trinity Anglican Baptism 
Record (see Appendix B); 1851, 1871 (Peterborough County) and 188] (Peterborough County) Canada 
Census; and 1860 (Champion, Jefferson County, New York) US Census. 


M#1 Mary Cryderman (December 2, 1833, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada - >May 
30, 1863 <December 5, 1868, probably Snowden Township, Peterborough County, Canada West or 
Ontario), probably around 1856, as in 1852 she was living with her parents, and in 1860 she and John had 
a three year old son and were living in Champion, New York. She was the daughter of Jacob Cryderman 
UE (son of Johannes/John Cryderman and Catherine Hartle UE (daughter of John Hartle Sr. UE) and 
Margaretta/Margaret Cline UE (daughter of Michael Cline Sr. UE and Catharina Wieck/Wick). They had 
three known children: John Hartle (b1856/57, probably Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Canada 
West); Adeline Victoria Hartle (May 27, 1861, New York — 1928, Essex County, Ontario); and Solomon 
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Wesley Hartle (May 30, 1863, Snowden Township, Peterborough County, Canada West -Windsor, Essex 
County, Ontario), which assists in determining where and when Mary Cryderman Hartle died (along with 
John’s remarriage). 1833 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B); Reid’s Loyalists, pp 67, 78 
and142; 1857 (19, next to John and Christian Hartle) Canada Census; 1860 US Census; 1893 Windsor, 
Essex County, Ontario, Marriage Record (son S.W. Hartle identifying parents); and 1928 (daughter 
Victoria Hartle Pashley identifying parents) and 1944 (son Solomon Wesley Hartle identifying parents) 
Essex County, Ontario, Death Records. 


M#2 Elizabeth Ann (Eliza) Barnhart (21) (February 19, 1846, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, 
Canada West — January 15, 1902, Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario), daughter of Levi Barnhart (1813, 
Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — December 19, 1889, Cornwall Township, Stormont 
County, Ontario; m November 21, 1835, Trinity Anglican Church, Cornwall) and Sarah Ann Brunson 
(November 6, 1814, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — October 10, 1888, Cornwall 
Township, Stormont County, Ontario), on December 5, 1868, probably in Snowden Township, 
Peterborough County, Ontario. They had four known children. 18/5 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record; 
1835 Trinity Anglican Marriage Record; Appendix B; 1851, 1861, 1871, 1881, 1891 (aged 45, widow) and 
1901 Canada Census; 1868 Peterborough County, Ontario, Marriage Record; and 1902 Cornwall, 
Stormont County, Ontario, Death Record (Eliza, 55Y, widow). 


¢ Alexander Hartle (November 24, 1832, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — February 
17, 1919, Omaha, Douglas County, Nebraska) married Margaret Cryderman (1838, probably Comwall 
Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada - April 24, 1899, Omaha, Douglas County, Nebraska), 
probably the daughter of Jacob Cryderman and Margaret Cline, named in memoriam for their deceased 
infant daughter Margaret Ann Cryderman, who died in January 1837 (who others identify as Alexander’s 
wife). They lived in Snowden Township, Peterborough County, Ontario, before emigrating to Omaha, 
Nebraska, in 1884. 1/832 and 1836 Trinity Anglican Baptism Records; 1837 Cornwall Trinity Burial 
Record; Appendix B; 1851, 1861, 1871 and 1881 Canada Census; 1871 Snowden Township, Peterborough 
County, Ontario, Birth Record (daughter Ida May Hartle identifying parents); 1900 (widower, born 
November 1832) and 1910 (“Hartell”) US Census; April 25, 1899, Omaha World-Herald Obituary; 1919 
Douglas County, Nebraska, Death Record; and February 20, 1919, Omaha Daily Bee Obituary. 


¢ Donald Campbell Hartle (April 14, 1839, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada - >June 
1, 1911, probably Red Deer, Alberta, Canada) may have never married, although in the 1911 Canada 
Census, he is noted as married. In 1871, his niece Mary Matilda Cline, daughter of his sister Christian 
Hartle and William Cline, was living with him in Snowden Township, Peterborough County, Ontario. He 
didn’t show up again in any record until 1911. He shares a gravemarker with five members of his brother 
William’s family. He didn’t die in 1910, as stated on the gravemarker. 1839 Trinity Anglican Baptism 
Record (see Appendix B); 1851, 1861, 1871 and 1911 (Donald C. Hartle, age 72, born April 1839, in 
Ontario) Canada Census; 1869 Victoria County Directory; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Saron 
Lutheran Cemetery, Clive, Alverta). 


°° T ucas Hartle apparently never married. In December 1838, he was in Captain Arthur Burton’s Company 
of the 1st Regiment of the Stormont Militia, serving with Lt. William Eamer, Corporal Thomas Goodman 
(my 3x great maternal grandfather), Philip Eamer, Henry Silmser, William Cummings UE (his mother’s 
brother), Daniel Alguire, David Alguire, Harm Gallinger, Adam Gallinger, George Gallinger, Henry 
Gallinger, Israel Bugby, Michael Cline, Jacob Cryderman, and George Snetsinger. 1793 Williamsburgh 
Evangelical Lutheran Church Baptism Record (see Appendix B); Reid’s Loyalists, pp 80 and 141; 
December 1838 Muster Roll and Pay List, Ist Regiment of the Stormont Militia; and 1861 and 1871 (78, 
no marital status, living with his brother Matthew Hartle) Canada Census. 
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*°7 Elizabeth Hartle UE married James Cross (bap October 25, 1795, St. Andrews Presbyterian Church — 
November 11, 1838, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Upper Canada), of Cornwall, son of John Cross 
and Catherine Prentice, around 1820. Elizabeth Hartel Cross filed a land petition on June 2, 1836, and 
received her OC three weeks later. They had seven known children, but there is at least a four year gap 
between the second and third known children, which possibly means other children were born. In 1852, 
Elizabeth Cross was living in the home of her son James Cross (and his wife Charlott), in Matilda Township, 
which was probably her former farm, as all of her other children (except John) were also in the home.* In 
1861, she was still living with son James, and probably did so for the remainder of her life, as he was the 
informant for her death record.

*Amazingly, others have her as “Elizabeth Hartle,” aged 60, living in Cornwall Township, with John Hartle 
(63), her husband. Why a widow with children would resume her maiden name and live in a place she 
wasn’t was apparently never a question literally hundreds of others never asked. 


¢ John Cross (1820, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Upper Canada - >April 4, 1881) was married to 
Lucy Stamp (1829 Matilda Township, Dundas County, Upper Canada — March 20, 1881, Collingwood, 
Simcoe County, Ontario), on February 23, 1847, by Wesleyan Methodist Rev. Joseph Sawyer, possibly in 
Matilda Township, where both resided. In January 1852, John Cross was living with his family on Lot 39 
of Concession IV of Matilda Township. John Cross did not die on March 30, 1881, in Collingwood, as he 
was enumerated as alive on April 4, 1881, in Collingwood. I could not locate a death record, including no 
record of his death within ten days of his wife, for which there is a record. 1847 Eastern District/Wesleyan 
Methodist Marriage Record, pp 48 and 49 (see Appendix B); 1851 Canada Agricultural Census; 1851, 
1861, 1871 and 1881 Canada Census; and 1881 Collingwood, Simcoe County, Ontario, Death Record 
(Lucy Cross, 52Y, John Cross informant). 


¢ James Cross (October 24, 1824, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Upper Canada — May 18, 1885, 
Matilda Township, Dundas County, Ontario) was married to Charlott S. Thompson (August 10/11, 1831, 
Upper Canada — December 30, 1913, Columbia Township, Tuscola County, Michigan), daughter of James 
Thompson (b New Jersey) and Rhoda Allen (b Vermont), by Wesleyan Methodist Rev. William Brown, on 
January 21, 1851. Three years after James’ death, Charlott Thompson Cross married Rev. Tracy Robinson 
(1840-1913), with whom she is buried. 1/851 Eastern District/Wesleyan Methodist Marriage Record, p67 
(see Appendix B); 1851, 1861, 1871 and 1881 Canada Census; 1885 Matilda Township, Dundas County, 
Ontario, Death Record; 1913 Columbia Township, Tuscola County, Michigan, Death Certificate (82Y 4M 
19D); January 1914 Christian Conservator Obituary; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarkers Hanesville 
Cemetery, Matilda Township; and Almer Township Cemetery, Caro, Michigan). 


* Abigail (Abby) Cross (March 7, 1829, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Upper Canada — August 5, 
1866, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Canada West) was married to William Steinburgh (1829, Upper 
Canada — December 22, 1866, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Canada West), by Wesleyan Methodist 
Rev. William Brown, on January 20, 1852. They had four known children before their premature deaths. 
1830 Wesleyan Episcopal Baptism Record; 1851 and 1861 Canada Census; 1852 Eastern 
District/Wesleyan Methodist Marriage Record, p69 (William Steamburgh); Appendix B); and Find-a- 
Grave (Gravemarker Hanesville Cemetery, Matilda Township). 


* Elizabeth Cross (~1831, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Upper Canada — >1864 <1867, Matilda 
Township, Dundas County, Canada West) married Jacob Nelson Haines/Hanes (August 29, 1824, Matilda 
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Township, Dundas County, Upper Canada — October 12, 1908, Almer Township, Tuscola County, 
Michigan), son of Jacob N. Haines and Mary Kramer, probably around 1852. They had seven known 
children before Elizabeth’s death, which may have occurred during or after the birth of son Urias Haines 
(1862/64, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Canada West — May 7, 1874, Matilda Township, Dundas 
County, Ontario). On October 27, 1867, Nelson Haines (35) married Mary Ann McCassell (21, b Matilda 
Township), in Leeds or Grenville County, Ontario. She predeceased Nelson Haines, probably dying in 
Almer Township, Tuscola County, Michigan, where the family emigrated in 1883, before 1900. 1/857, 
1861 and 1871 Canada Census; 1867 Leeds/Grenville, Marriage Record (identifies his parents as Jacob 
Haynes and Hannah Cranes); 1874 Matilda Township, Dundas County, Ontario, Death Record (Urias 
Haines 12Y, farmer); 1875 Iroquois, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Ontario, Marriage Record 
(daughter Sarah Margaret Hanes identifying parents); 1880 and 1900 US Census; 1904 Fairgrove, Tuscola 
County, Michigan, Marriage Record (son Jacob Hanes (40) identifying parents); 1908 Fairgrove, Tuscola 
County, Michigan, Death Certificate (84Y 1M 16D); October 16, 1908, Tuscola County Advertiser 
Obituary, and 1934 Columbia Township, Tuscola County, Michigan, Death Certificate (son William Jacob 
Hanes identifying parents). 


¢Uriah Cross (b~1833, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Upper Canada). 185/ (18) Canada Census. 


¢ Margaret Cross (March 2, 1831-34, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Upper Canada — June 22, 1912, 
Prescott Township, Grenville County, Ontario) never married. However, she had a son Allen Cross 
(October 12, 1862/64, Iroquois, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Canada West — December 22, 1926, 
Prescott Township, Grenville County, Ontario), who is identified in his marriage and death records as 
“James Allen Cross,” naming his father as “James Cross,” which is probably fictitious (with his mother 
even claiming she was a widow in 1901). In every census he is “Allen/Allan Cross.” Margaret Cross lived 
in Matilda Township most of her life. In 1871, she lived between Nelson Haines and her brother James 
Cross, and in 1881 lived next to her brother James Cross. She lived with her son in Edwardsburgh 
Township, Grenville County, Ontario, in June 1911. 7851 (16), 187/ (34), 1881 (45), 1891 (45), 1901 (70), 
1911 (79) and 1921 Canada Census; 1889 Cardinal, Edwardsburgh Township, Grenville County, Ontario, 
Marriage Record (James Allen Cross (25, b Matilda Township) and Jeannie Healy (21, b Matilda 
Township)); and 1912 (Margaret Cross, 82Y, single, daughter of James Cross) and 1926 (James Allen 
Cross, 62Y, born Iroquois, parents James Cross (b Ireland) and Margaret Cross (b Ireland), informant “Mrs. 
A. Cross”) Prescott Township, Grenville County, Ontario, Death Records. 


* Rose Ann Cross (November 2, 1837, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Upper Canada — >March 31, 
1901 probably <June 1, 1911, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Ontario) married twice. 1851, 1861, 
1871, 1881, 1891 (“Annie Elliott”) and 1901 Canada Census. 


M#1 James (Daniel) Eaman/Eamon (1834/35, Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada - 
>1875, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Ontario), son of George H. Eaman UE (son of Jacob Eaman 
UE) and Margaret Wert UE (daughter of John Wirt Jr. UE), probably around 1857. As of April 4, 1871, 
they had four known children in the census, all born in Matilda Township: Agnes Eamon (b1858/59); 
Susannah/Ann/Lucy Ann Eamon (b May 28, 1860); Ida Margaret Eamon (b January 26, 1862); and 
Charlotte Eamon (b1863/64). Rosanna Cross Eamon (34) claimed she was a widow, and James Eamon 
could not be located in any census. However, two additional children, born in Matilda Township, claim he 
is their father (with Rose Ann Cross): Effie May Eamon (b~1875); and William Eamon (b May 27, 1876), 
which probably means James Eamon left his family (and his wife claimed she was a widow out of 
embarrassment) and then returned to father two additional children before his death. I could not locate a 
death or burial record for James Eamon. /85/ (James Eamon, 17Y, Matilda Township, wheelwright), 7861, 
1871 and 1881 (includes Effie “Eamon” and William “Eamon’”) Canada Census; 1876 Iroquois, Matilda

The Ottawa Citizen Obituary (Effie May Eamon). 


M#2 Henry Elliott* (June 2, 1828, Cavan, Ireland — >March 31, 1901 probably <June 1, 1911, Matilda 
Township, Dundas County, Ontario) probably a widower, who may have emigrated to Canada in 1848, and 
lived in Whitby Township, Ontario County, Canada West, in January 1852. Henry Elliott and his first wife 
had a son John Elliott (b1858/59, Canada West), but I could not locate any other information for him after 
1881, when he was living with his father and step-mother. I could not locate a marriage record for Henry 
Elliott and Rose Ann (Annie) Cross Eamon. They had one known child, daughter Mary Edith Elliott** (b 
July 12, 1879, Dundas County, Ontario), and lived in Matilda Township, Dundas County, Ontario, after 
their marriage into the early 1900s. /85/, (Henry Elliott, 27Y, b Ireland, Whitby Township), /86/, 1871, 
1881, 1891 (includes Annie, Effie and William “Elliott”) and 1901 Canada Census; 1879 Matilda 
Township, Dundas County, Ontario, Birth Record; and Canada Digital Atlas (Henry Elliott, Cobden, Ross 
Township, Renfrew County, Ontario). 


*He was not the Henry Elliott (February 7, 1829, Cavan, Ireland December 4, 1914, W’4 Lot 10 Concession 
IV (son Robert Henry Elliott’s home), Ross Township, Renfrew County, Ontario), who was married to 
Ellen/Eliza Elliott (December 27, 1838, Fitzroy Township, Carleton County, Upper Canada — November 
29, 1904, Lanark County, Ontario), who had seven children born between 1860 and 1872. Henry and Ellen 
Elliott resided in Ross Township, Renfrew County, Ontario, into the 1900s. 1861, 1871, 1881, 1891, 1901 
and 1911 Canada Census; 1904 Lanark County, Ontario, Death Record; and 1914 Ross Township, Renfrew 
County, Ontario, Death Record. 


**She did not die in Ashfield Township, Huron County, Ontario, in 1903, as that person was born in 
Ashfield Township. 1903 Ashfield Township, Huron County, Ontario, Death Record. 


Matthew J. Hartle (“Hertle”) 
married Elizabeth Walliser (1803/04, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Upper Canada — May 13, 1890, 
Iroquois, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Ontario), daughter of Anthony Walliser Jr. UE (1770, 
Mohawk Valley, Tryon County, New York — 1844, Iroquois, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Canada 
West; son of Anthony Walliser UE*) and Christina Staehlin/Staelin (1774, Mohawk Valley, Tryon County, 
Province of New York - 1817, Iroquois, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Upper Canada; m June 12, 
1794, Matilda Lutheran Church), on May 16, 1820, by Rev. J. G. Weagant, in the Matilda Episcopal Church. 
They had nine known children. In 1871, Matthew’s brother Lucas Hartle was living with their family in 
Matilda Township. Reid’s Loyalists, pp 141 and 330; 1794 Matilda Lutheran Church Marriage Record;

*Anthony Walliser (Sr.) UE emigrated to British North America from “Germany” in 1860, as a soldier in 
the Royal Americans, fighting in the French and Indian War. After the end of the war in 1863, he settled 
in Tryon County, Province of New York, where he owned 33 acres in Sir John Johnson’s patent, and another 
40 acres in Stone Arabia, both of which had furnished houses. He also had livestock and farm equipment. 
He valued his real and personal property as £489.7 New York Currency, as of April 1775. He went to 
Canada with Sir John Johnson and joined the King’s Royal Regiment of New York, serving until the end 
of the war. He filed a claim with the Crown on October 30, 1878, at Montreal, producing a certificate from 
Sir John Johnson relating to his service and a supporting affidavit of Philip Shaver. Loyalist Claims; Old 
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UEL List; UELAC; American Migrations, p362; Ontario People, File 3 Page 34; and The Story of Dundas 
1784-1904, Appendix B, The First Families, by J. Smyth Carter (1905). 


¢ Reuben Hartle (1821, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Upper Canada - >April 4, 1881, possibly 
Collingwood, Simcoe County, Ontario) is very confusing, and may have been married twice. His 
gravemarker, which he shares with his first wife Emma, clearly states he died in 1858 (not 1868). Further, 
in 1861, he was living with first wife Emma Stamp, and Hester M. Hartle (29), in Iroquois, Matilda 
Township, Dundas County. A 1870 marriage record for a Reuben Hartle, age 48 (=1821/22) and a widower, 
states his parents were Matthew and Elizabeth Hartle. I couldn’t locate two Reuben Hartles in Matilda 
Township, nor a death record for Reuben Hartle. 1857, 1861, 1871 and 1881 Canada Census, and Find- 
a-Grave (Gravemarker Iroquois Point Cemetery: “Reuben T. Hartle 1821-1858” (not 1868)). 


M#1 Emma Stamp (1821 - 1869, Iroquois, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Ontario). 185] and 1861 
Canada Census; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Iroquois Point Cemetery: “Emma Stamp His Wife 1821- 
1869”). 


M#2 Elcy/Elsie Ann S. Merkley (26) (July 15, 1846, Dundas County, Canada West — April 30, (18917), 
possibly Mountain Township, Dundas County, Ontario) daughter of John G. Merkley (b1819, Upper 
Canada) and Eva Maria Stata (October 18, 1821, possibly Williamsburgh Township, Dundas County, Upper 
Canada; bap December 2, 1821, Williamsburgh Episcopal Church), on October 5, 1870, in South Gower 
Township, Grenville County, Ontario. The lived in Collingwood, Simcoe County, Ontario, which is a long 
way from Dundas County. I could not locate a death record for her, and her gravemarker is obscured by 
concrete. 1821 Williamsburgh Episcopal Baptism Record, Book B p033; 1870 South Gower Township, 
Grenville County, Ontario, Marriage Record (Reuben Hartle son of Matthew and Elizabeth Hartle); 786/ 
(Merkley), 18717 and 1881 Canada Census; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker (partial) Inkerman Wesleyan 
Methodist Cemetery, Inkerman, Mountain Township). 


¢ Elizabeth Hartle (July 23, 1823, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Upper Canada — May 1, 1858, 
Iroquois, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Canada West) married William Hutchinson (1811-17, Ireland 
— January 4, 1895, Auburn, Cayuga County, New York), a blacksmith, around 1840. They had five known 
children in Matilda Township before her death, the date of which is unverified (as is her birth). Their son 
Byron M. Hutchinson was the administrator of his aunt Hester Mary Hartle Lyon’s estate in 1899, in the 
Niagara, New York, Surrogate Court. 1851 (Matilda Township) and 1861 (Iroquois) Canada Census; 1875 
and 1892 New York Census; 1880 US Census (age 66, living with daughter Martha Hutchinson Olmsted in 
Auburn), 1895 Auburn, Cayuga County, New York, Death Record; 1899 Letters Testamentary, New York 
Surrogate Court; 1915 Salt Lake City, Salt Lake County, Utah, Death Certificate (daughter Matilda 
Elizabeth Hutchinson Hartley (wife of Robert Hartley who lived next to the family in Matilda Township in 
1861), identifying parents); and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Soule Cemetery, Sennett, New York: 1817- 
1895) 


* Phoebe Margaret Hartle (182526, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Upper Canada — September 22, 
1871, Iroquois, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Ontario) married George Keeler (1821, Matilda 
Township, Dundas County, Upper Canada — November 6, 1899, Iroquois, Matilda Township, Dundas 
County, Ontario), son of Stephen and Mary Keeler, probably around 1844. They emigrated to the US 
around 1846, and lived in Delaware County, Ohio, as of June 1, 1850, but had returned to Matilda Township 
by January 12, 1852. Phoebe Margaret Hartle Keeler appears to have died as a result of the birth of daughter 
Phoebe Margaret Hartle Keeler (possibly September 15, 1871,* Iroquois, Matilda Township, Dundas 
County, Ontario — possibly September 22, 1871,* Iroquois, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Ontario), 
the last of their seven known children. Widower George Keeler (48) married widow Margaret M. Sheehan 
Rick (30) (1840, Ireland — December 27, 1916, Detroit, Wayne County, Michigan), daughter of John and 
Johana Sheehan, on July 17, 1872, in Iroquois. 1850 US Census; 1851, 1861, 1871, 1881 and 1891 Canada 
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Census; 1871 Iroquois, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Ontario, Birth Record (daughter Phoebe 
Margaret Hartle Keeler, no birth date stated, but registered on October 9, 1871); 1877 (Phoebe Margaret 
Hartle: 46Y, registered November 6, 1871; and Phoebe Margaret Hartle Keeler: aged 7D,* no death date 
stated, registered on November 6, 1871) and 1899 (79Y) Iroquois, Matilda Township, Dundas County, 
Ontario, Death Records; 1872 Iroquois, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Ontario, Marriage Record; 
1943 Brockville, Elizabethtown Township, Leeds County, Ontario, Death Certificate (daughter Anna B. 
Keeler (April 20, 1866 — February 3, 1943), identifying parents as George Keeler and Phebe Hartell); and 
Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Iroquois United Church Cemetery: George Keeler and Margaret M. Sheehan). 


*I calculated daughter Phoebe Margaret Hartle Keeler’s birth and death dates using her seven day life and 
the fact of her and her mother’s deaths were registered the same day; which I speculated meant they died 
the same day. 


¢ George Hartle (January 24, 1828/29, Iroquois, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Upper Canada — March 
6, 1915, Dorchester Station, North Dorchester Township, Middlesex, Ontario) married Eleanor Snyder 
(November 16, 1830, Long Point, Upper Canada — June 16, 1920, North Dorchester Township, Middlesex 
County, Ontario), daughter of Peter Snyder and Annis Book. /85/, 1901 and 1911 Canada Census; and 
1915 (86Y) and 1920 (90Y) North Dorchester Township, Middlesex County, Ontario, Death Records 
(identifying parents). 


* Hester Mary Hartle (September 18, 1831, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Upper Canada — February 
11, 1899, Niagara Falls, Niagara County, New York) married Ralph Vinton Lyon (October 21, 1809, 
Dudley (six miles from Southbridge), Worcester County, Massachusetts — July 24, 1891, Niagara Falls, 
Niagara County, New York), son of Corbin and Rebeccah Lyon, and his third wife, on June 14, 1862, 
possibly in Syracuse, Onondaga County, New York. He was an independent clergyman/preacher. 1809 
Dudley, Massachusetts, Birth Record; 1851 (“Easher,” aged 20, with parents) and 186/ (aged 29, “Hester 
M. Hartle” living with brother Reuben Hartle) Canada Census; 1865 New York Census; 1870 and 1880 
New York Census; North American Family Histories, Descendants of William Lyon, Seventh Generation, 
p131*; 1891 and 1899 Niagara Falls, Niagara County, New York, Death Records; 1899 Letters 
Testamentary, Niagara, New York, Surrogate Court (appointing nephew Byron M. Hutchinson as 
administrator of her estate); and Find-a- Grave (Gravemarkers Oakwood Cemetery, Niagara Falls):

10, 1917, Iroquois, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Ontario) married widower Charles I. Shaver (41) 
(January 4/21, 1833, Upper Canada — September 5, 1905, St. Paul’s Home, Cornwall, Stormont County, 
Ontario; M#1 Mary Ault (1841-1871)), on August 27, 1872, in Matilda Township. /85/, 1861, 1901 and 
1911 Canada Census; 1872 Matilda Township, Dundas County, Ontario, Marriage Record; 1905 (76Y) 
Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario, Death Record; 1917 (widow 83Y 2M 27D) Iroquois, Matilda 
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Township, Dundas County, Ontario, Death Record; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Iroquois Point 
Cemetery). 


¢ Charlott/Charlotte Hartle (October 4, 1836, Iroquois, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Upper Canada 
— November 5, 1910, Iroquois, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Ontario) never married and lived with 
her parents and then her brother William in Iroquois all of her life. 1851, 1861, 1871, 1891 and 1901 
Canada Census; 1910 (74Y) Iroquois, Matilda County, Dundas County, Ontario, Death Record; and Find- 
a-Grave (Gravemarker shared with brother William, Iroquois Point Cemetery). 


¢ Catherine Hartle (b1840/41, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Upper Canada, Canada West). 1/851 and 
1861 Canada Census. 


¢ William C. Hartle (June 24, 1843, Iroquois Point, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Upper Canada — 
1905, probably Iroquois, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Ontario) never married and lived with his 
parents and then his sister Charlott in Iroquois all of his life. 1843 Wesleyan Methodist Baptism Record 
(Rev. Daniel Burney) (record has an 1842 date of baptism, which is incorrect for an 1843 year of birth) (see 
Appendix B); 1851, 1861, 1871, 1891 and 1901 Canada Census; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker shared 
with sister Charlotte, Iroquois Point Cemetery). 


*°° | believe Margaret Hartle was born in 1799 or 1800, as she was married in 1816. Margaret Hartle UE 
married Munson W. Cook, of Fredericksburgh Township, Lennox County (1787/88, Pulteney, Windham 
County, or Rutland, Rutland County, “Vermont’”* - December 1, 1869, Albion, Noble County, Indiana), in 
1816, in French’s Mills,** French’s Hollow, near the Town of Guilderland, Albany County, New York 
(located about 13 miles northwest of Albany). Munson W. Cook served as a sergeant in Captain Smith’s 
Company, First US Rifles, during the War of 1812, from August 14, 1813, to March 28, 1815. Munson W. 
Cook was a Baptist preacher*** and the family lived at many places. They had three/four known children. 
In June 1880, widow Margaret Hartle Cook was living with her daughter Rosanna Cook Maybee’s family 
in Bethel Township, Branch County, Michigan. Find-a-Grave has her dying in Albion, Noble County, 
Indiana, in 1880, and being cremated, which would have been highly unusual. I didn’t locate any children 
living in Indiana. Margaret Hartle Cook probably died in Branch County, Michigan, although I examined 
every line of every Branch County death record between 1880 and 1890, and did not locate her death (which 
if she was born circa 1800 could have occurred between 1891 and 1900). Reid’s Loyalists, p141; 1800, 
1830, 1850 (Mason County, Virginia; Margaret aged 48), 1860 (Eagle Township, Clinton County, 
Michigan; Margaret aged 58), 7870 (Brimfield, York Township, Noble County, Indiana; Margaret aged 71) 
and 1880 (Bethel Township, Branch County, Michigan; Margaret aged 80); War of 1812 Pension 
Applications, US National Archives; and US Army Register of Enlistments. 


*Vermont was not admitted as the 14th state until March 4, 1791, so Munson W. Cook wasn’t born in the 
State of Vermont. In 1777, representatives of 51 towns declared the independent state of “New Connecticut 
alias Vermont,” also known as the “New Hampshire Grants,” which took land from the State of New York, 
who contested the separation. However, New York finally consented to the creation of the state of Vermont. 


**This is a different location than the French Mills blockhouse on the St. Lawrence River, where in August 
1812, one month after the Battle of St. Regis, about 150 men of the Glengarry Light Infantry Fencibles, the 
Stormont Militia, the Dundas Militia and the Glengarry Militia, left Cornwall, and surrounded the 
blockhouse, until 50 Americans surrendered. The prisoners were later exchanged. 


***“This aged brother died in Albion, Ind., December 1, 1869, a superannuated member of the Eel River 
Conference, Ind., at the time of his death. He was born in 1788, commenced preaching among the Freewill 
Baptists about 1823, and continued with them about forty years, laboring in Canada, New York, Ohio, and 
Michigan. In 1863, he joined the Eel River Indiana Christian Conference, in which he labored till death. 
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He was a man of great physical strength, and continued vigorous in his old age.” Memoirs of deceased 
Christian ministers; or Brief sketches of the lives and labors of 975 ministers, who died between 1793 and 
1880, by Rev. E. W. Humphreys (1880). 


“The Free Will Baptist denomination is a fellowship of evangelical churches that adhere to the 
Bible as the foundation of faith and practice. The denomination began in 1727, and for nearly 300 
years has contributed to the moral and spiritual fiber of the nation. Bound by common beliefs, 
common worship, and a common mission, nearly 300,000 individuals from 2,500 congregations 
across 40 states have come together voluntarily to extend their impact throughout the world. 


“Free Will Baptists are fundamental in doctrine, that is, they share the historic Christian Faith with 
all other genuine Christians. They are, as the name indicates, Baptist in doctrine, teaching that 
immersion - not sprinkling or pouring - is the correct method of baptism. Finally, Free Will Baptists 
are free will in doctrine. Some Christian groups believe God predetermined who would be saved 
and lost, that Jesus died only for certain ‘elect’ individuals, and the rest have no opportunity to be 
saved. 


“In contrast, Free Will Baptists believe God desires salvation for all and sent Jesus to die for 
everyone. Still, He has given man the freedom of choice to accept or reject Christ’s sacrifice.

“HISTORY 


“Tn the earlier settlement of the north central part of Indiana, a few pioneer Christian ministers, 
who braved the privations of a new country had gone about from settlement to settlement and 
preached in log cabins and in the open woods until they had gathered together here and there a little 
band of earnest worshipers. These sturdy woodsmen believed that the followers of the Lord Jesus 
Christ should not be bound down by any creed but should take the Holy Bible as their only rule of 
faith and christian practice; that they like the free air of heaven which they breathed unrestrained, 
should have religious liberty of thought and should be allowed to fellowship all as christians who 
by their lives gave evidence of a christian character. These scattered flocks and those who, almost 
‘without money and without price’ fed them as best they could saw the necessity of organization 
for better work so they were called together for that purpose. 


“The first meeting of Eel River Christian Conference was held on Eel River, in Kosciusko 
county, Indiana, on the 26th day of August, 1844. The opening prayer was made by Elder Atchison. 
Elder A. Baldwin was chosen Chairman, and W. B. Wade, Secretary.” Page 7.

“REV. MUNSON W. COOK 


“Of Albion, Ind., united with Conference at a called session of the Standing Committee, October, 
1863, at the Union church. Father Cook came from Canada, and while aged he was strong 
physically and intellectually. He preached regularly for several years. In 1869 he reported, ‘I am 
very feeble and unable to preach.’ After six 3'ears of faithful service in the Conference, he died in 
September, 1869, at the advanced age of 83 years.” Page 78.

November 5, 1885, Irvine, Warren County, Pennsylvania), daughter of Thomas Lyons and Ruth McGuire. 
1850, 1860, 1870, 1880 and 1900 US Census; Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Irvine Presbyterian Cemetery); 
and 1914 Bradford, McKean County, Pennsylvania, Death Certificate (daughter Marguret Harriet Cook 
Hare identifying parents). 


¢ Rosanna Cook (April 30, 1826, Pennsylvania — August 15, 1907, Gilead Township, Branch County, 
Michigan) married John Maybee (February 19, 1821, New York — October 22, 1870, Gilead Township, 
Branch County, Michigan), who served with Company K of the 60th Ohio Infantry Regiment during the 
Civil War. 1850, 1860, 1870 and 1900 US Census; US Civil War Record; 1879 US Civil War Pension 
Application; 1907 Gilead Township, Branch County, Michigan, Death Certificate (identifying parents as 
Munson W. Cook and Margaret Hartness); 1931 Three Rivers, Saint Joseph County, Michigan, Death 
Certificate (son Munson Washington Maybee identifying parents); and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker East 
Gilead Cemetery). 


¢ Jane E. Cook (February 1827, New York — June 12, 1912, Orchards, Clark County, Washington) married 
Silas Thompson (August 1822, Pennsylvania — 1902, probably Fourth Plain, Clark County, Washington) 
in 1843. 1850, 1860, 1870, 1880, 1900 and 1910 US Census; 1912 Clark County, Washington, Death 
Record (85Y, father is MW Cook); Find-a-Grave (Gravemarkers Fourth Plain Cemetery, Vancouver, 
Washington); 1892 Saginaw, Saginaw County, Michigan, Marriage Record (daughter Maggie Thompson 
Lonsberry identifying parents); and 1942 Puyallup, Pierce County, Washington, Death Record (daughter 
Lottie Thompson Hottman identifying parents). 


¢ Benjamin Cook (b1836/37, Lower (Upper?) Canada) is listed in the 1850 US Census for Mason County, 
Virginia, presumably with his parents. I could not locate any confirmable additional information for him. 


400 Her undocumented date of death is October 5, 1849, and she is allegedly buried in Trinity Anglican 
Cemetery, Cornwall. Her husband was a widower as of January 14, 1852, so the date is probable. Catherine 
Hartle UE married John Miltimore (1795, (Chester, Windsor County, Vermont) United States — July 10, 
1876, Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario), of Cornwall, allegedly in 1822, in Fort Covington, Franklin 
County, New York. They had five known children before Catherine Hartle Miltimore’s death. They may 
have emigrated/returned to Upper Canada around 1834, according to daughter Sophia Margaret Miltimore 
McLennan’s response in the 1901 Canada Census. Around 1852, widower John Miltimore married 
Margaret Whiet/Wyatt (~1833, Upper Canada — September 29, 1905, Hospital for the Insane, Verdun, 
Québec), who was living in his home in January 1852, with his daughter Cassey (Clarissa) Miltimore. 7803 
St. Andrews Baptism Record (see Appendix B); Reid’s Loyalists, p141; 1851, 1861, 1871 and 1901 Canada 
Census; 1876 Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario, Death Record (81Y); and 1905 Montreal, Québec, 
Death Record (71Y). 


¢ Eliza Ann Miltimore (September 3, 1825, (Ogdensburg, St. Lawrence County) New York — May 6, 1900, 
LaCrosse, LaCrosse County, Wisconsin) married Michael C. Egan (August 14, 1815/1821, Ireland — 
December 1, 1892, LaCrosse, LaCrosse County, Wisconsin), son of William and Catherine Egan, possibly 
on September 8, 1844 (undocumented). 1838 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B); 1850, 
1870 and 1880 US Census; 1856 St. Vincent DePaul Roman Catholic Church, Niagara, New York, Baptism 
Record (daughter Frances Elizabeth Egan identifying parents); 1892 (77Y) and 1900 (85Y 9M 9D, widow 
of Michael, daughter of John Miltimore) LaCrosse County, Wisconsin, Death Records; and Find-a-Grave 
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(Gravemarker Oak Grove Cemetery, LaCrosse, Wisconsin: Michael C. Egan died December 1, 1892, 76Y 
3M 11D; Eliza wife of Michael born September 2, 1825). 


* Elizabeth Rebecca Miltimore (September 1828, New York — December 26, 1837, Cornwall Township, 
Stormont County, Upper Canada). Elizabeth’s date of birth is confusing, as in her December 14, 1837, 
baptism record she is 3Y 9M, while less than two weeks later in her burial record she is 9Y 3M (which I 
believe to be correct). 1837 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record; 1837 Trinity Anglican Burial Record; and 
Appendix B. 


* Sophia Margaret Miltimore (October 2, 1830, New York — March 7, 1903, Buffalo, Erie County, New 
York) was baptized with her sister Eliza Ann on June 10, 1838, in the Trinity Anglican Church, Cornwall. 
On December 12, 1850, she married Roderick M. McLennan (~1826, possibly Matilda Township, Dundas 
County, Upper Canada — January 12, 1883, Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario (unverified)), a 
shoemaker, in St. John’s Presbyterian Church, Cornwall, by Rev. H. Urquhart. /838 Trinity Anglican 
Baptism Record; 1850 St. John’s Presbyterian Marriage Record; Appendix B; 1851, 1861, 1871, 1881 and 
1901 Canada Census; 1903 Buffalo, Erie County, New York, Death Record; and March 9, 1903, The 
Buffalo Enquirer Death Notice. 


*Frances Elizabeth Miltimore (April 1841, probably Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario — September 2, 
1842, Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario). 1841 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record; 1842 Trinity Anglican 
Burial Record; and Appendix B. 


¢ Clarissa (Cassey) Rebecca Miltimore (21) (May 15, 1842, Cornwall, Stormont County, Canada West — 
April 19, 1903, Point St. Charles, Montreal, Québec) married John Skeith (23) (August 5, 1842, Cornwall, 
Stormont County, Canada West — February 13, 1936, Point St. Charles, Montreal, Québec), son of John 
and Anne Skeith, on January 7, 1865, probably in Cornwall. John was a druggist and they lived in Comwall 
until 1872, when they moved to Point St. Charles, Montreal, Québec. After Clarissa’s death, John Skeith 
married Agnes Dixon (1858, England — 1941, Montreal, Québec). 1842 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record 
(see Appendix B); 1851 (Miltimore and Skeith), 7871, 1891, 1901 and 1911 Canada Census; 1865 Stormont 
County, Canada West, Marriage Record; 1903 St. Mathews Presbyterian Church, Pointe-St.-Charles, 
Montreal, Québec, Burial Record (60Y); and February 14, 1936, The Montreal Gazette Obituary. 


401 Ann Hartle received her Order-in-Council on November 8, 1832. In 1832, an Ann Hartle, of Matilda 
Township, filed a petition for land. However, the Canada Archives did not have a page number of the 
petition, and Vol. 235, Bundle H17, Film 2052, has 765 pages of records, which I chose not to go through 
page by page.

McNiff’s 1786 Map was published on November 1, 1786, and 8/III had been assigned 
to Jacob Waggoner and John Hawn (whose brother Jacob was also one-half owner of Lot 12/II with Widow 
Cryderman). John’s prior service in the KRRNY is noted Lunenburgh A, where John is noted to be a son 
of Widow Cryderman and came late from the United States. He was a corporal in the KRRNY. He was 
awarded the 200 acres of Lot 8 of the 3rd Concession after 1784, either because he was not 18 years old 
when the original grants were awarded, or his late arrival from the United States. He may have been one 
of the boys over 10 living with his mother on the 1784 and/or 1786 Provisioning Lists, as he would have 
been 17 or 18 in 1784, and 19 in August 1786. He is on the Old UEL List as well as all other UE listings.

Next 
to William was George A. Cryderman (November 5, 1829, probably Cornwall Township, Stormont County, 
Upper Canada — July 23, 1905, probably Willow Springs, Jackson County, Oregon), son of his brother 
Jacob Cryderman and his first wife Margaret Cline. In 1881, William Cryderman (86) was living with 
Herman and Isabella Miller Hough, in Roxborough Township. Herman Hough’s first wife was Rachel 
Caroline Cryderman, William’s niece by his brother Jacob Cryderman and his second wife Isabella 
McLaughlin. See EN420. 1793 St. Andrews Baptism Record (see Appendix B); Canadian Veterans of War 
of 1812, by Eric Jonasson, p28 (1981); 7851, 1861 and 1881 Canada Census; and 1883 Charlottenburgh 
Township, Glengarry County, Ontario, Death Record. 


*'3 Mary Cryderman UE married John McKay (UE) (___-__), of Cornwall, possibly the son of John 
McKay VE. I could not locate any information about John McKay. They had one known child born in 
Comwall Township. Mary Cryderman McKay UE received her OC on December 19, 1833. On October 
9, 1833, Mary Cryderman McKay of “Osnaburgh, Eastern District,” appeared before Chairman Joseph 
Anderson and Justice of the Peace James Pringle, in Cornwall, to file a petition requesting 200 acres of 
land, as the daughter of John Cryderman UE. An order was issued granting the petition in an Order-in- 
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Council on December 27, 1833. 1795 St. Andrews Baptism Record (see Appendix B); Reid’s Loyalists, pp 
78 and 205; and Upper Canada Land Petition (Vol. 357A, Bundle M18, #190). 


* Christine McKay (b April 4, 1831, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada). I could not 
locate any further information about Christine. 1831 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B). 


*4 Elizabeth (Betsey) Cryderman UE married Oliver Raymond (January 16, 1793, New York — June 28, 
1863, Port Sanilac, Sanilac Township, Sanilac County, Michigan), of Cornwall, possibly on October 24, 
1817 (unverified). It appears they resided in New York after their marriage, possibly in Ellisburg, Jefferson 
County (1820), and then in Louisville, St. Lawrence County (1830 and 1840), before moving to Brooklyn 
Township (near Cleveland), Cuyahoga County, Ohio (1850), and finally to Port Sanilac, Michigan, by 1860. 
I attempted to correlate the age categories in the 1820, 1830 and 1840 US Census for the New York 
counties, with their known children and their ages, and came fairly close; although the ages of the parents 
were incorrect in 1840 and one or two children in the census were unable to be accounted for, so I am 
unable to state with specificity they were the “Oliver Raymond” family identified in the census. Elizabeth 
Cryderman and Oliver Raymond had nine known children. Elizabeth Cryderman obtained her OC on 
January 11, 1834, apparently when she was already in New York. In 1870, “Mary” Raymond (74) was 
living with her son Levi Raymond in Sanilac Township. 1797 St. Andrews Baptism Record (see Appendix 
B); Reid’s Loyalists, p78; 1850, 1860 and 1870 US Census; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Sanilac 
Cemetery, with Elizabeth’s date of death (aged 78Y) and Oliver’s birth and death dates (aged 80Y)). 


¢ Uri Raymond (February 19, 1820, New York — Port Sanilac, Sanilac Township, Sanilac County, 
Michigan) was a dry goods merchant in New York and Michigan (where he was living as of June 1850. In 
1855, he was appointed the US Postmaster for Bark Shanty (Port Sanilac), Sanilac County, and in the same 
year was awarded forty acres of land in Sanilac Township. Uri Raymond was married twice. 1850, 1860 
and 1880 US Census; 1855 US Postmaster Appointment; 1855 US General Land Office Record; and 1899 
Port Sanilac, Sanilac Township, Sanilac County, Michigan, Death Certificate (19Y 7M 13D). 


M#1 Catherine Carney (April 12, 1836 — March 7, 1859, Port Sanilac, Sanilac Township, Sanilac County, 
Michigan), daughter of Hill Carney, probably around 1853, in Sanilac Township. They had one known 
child: daughter Catherine/Kate Raymond (~1853/54, Port Sanilac, Sanilac Township, Sanilac County, 
Michigan — 1936, Alpena Township, Alpena County, Michigan). 1860 US Census; Find-a-Grave 
(Gravemarker Sanilac Cemetery, and unattributed death notice); and 1936 Alpena Township, Alpena 
County, Michigan, Death Certificate (daughter Kate E. Raymond Hawke identifying parents). 


M#2 Nancy A. Ferguson (April 23, 1831, New York — May 14, 1911, Muncie, Center Township, Delaware 
County, Indiana), daughter of Gilbert Ferguson and Hannah Hill, in the last half of 1859 or first half of 
1860. 1860 and 1880 US Census; 1911 Muncie, Center Township, Delaware County, Indiana, Death 
Certificate (J9Y 0M 21D, widow, identifying parents); Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Sanilac Cemetery); 
1921 Wayne County, Michigan, Marriage Record (son Fred Raymond identifying parents); and 1928 
Muncie, Delaware County, Indiana, Death Certificate (son Oliver F. Raymond identifying parents). 


¢ Ira O. Raymond (July 21, 1821, New York — Port Sanilac, Sanilac Township, Sanilac County, Michigan) 
married Christiana Landreth (March 23, 1834, New York — February 20, 1906, Eliza Jennings Home,* 
Cleveland, Cuyahoga County, Ohio), daughter of Henry Landreth (b~1810, Ireland) and Elizabeth 
Cavanaugh (b~1819, Ireland), on December 30, 1852, in Cuyahoga County, Ohio. After Ira’s death, 
Christiana Landreth Raymond (45) married Joseph Coates (42) (August 22, 1836, England — October 15, 
1890, Port Sanilac, Sanilac Township, Sanilac County, Michigan), on November 16, 1881, in Port Sanilac. 
1850, 1860, 1870, 1880 and 1900 US Census; 1852 Cuyahoga County, Ohio, Marriage Certificate; 1863 
Sanilac County, Michigan, Civil War Draft Registration; 1881 Port Sanilac, Sanilac Township, Sanilac 
County, Michigan, Marriage Record (brother-in-law Uri Raymond was a witness); 1890 Port Sanilac, 
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Sanilac Township, Sanilac County, Michigan, Death Record; 1906 Cuyahoga County, Ohio, Death Record 
(72Y, widow, born New York), and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Sanilac Cemetery, Ira O. Raymond with 
date of death). 


*“The Eliza Jennings home opened in October 1888 as the Eliza Jennings Home for Incurables, is one of 
the oldest facilities for the care of the elderly in Cleveland. Originally it also served as a home for 
chronically ill patients.”

¢ Mary Ann Raymond (April 19, 1823, New York — January 25, 1909,* Port Huron, St. Clair County, 
Michigan) married Hiram Presley (May 16, 1833/34, New York — October 31, 1920, Detroit, Wayne 
County, Michigan), son of John Presley, on June 14, 1853, in Cuyahoga County, Ohio. 1853 Cuyahoga 
County, Ohio, Marriage Certificate; 1860, 1870, 1880, 1900 and 1910 US Census; 1865 New York Census; 
1909 Port Huron, St. Clair County, Michigan, Death Certificate (85Y 9M 6D, married, identifies parents), 
1920 Detroit, Wayne County, Michigan, Death Certificate (37TY 5M 15D, widowed), and Find-a-Grave 
(Gravemarker East Cleveland Township Cemetery). 


*Mary Ann Presley was listed in the 19/0 US Census next to her husband, even though she was actually 
and certifiably dead. 


¢ James Raymond (1825/26, New York - >June 1, 1850) was living with his parents in Brooklyn Township, 
Cuyahoga County, Ohio, as of June 1, 1850, and employed as a confectioner. 1850 US Census. 


¢ John B Raymond (1826/27, Upper Canada - >June 1, 1870) was living with his parents in Brooklyn 
Township, Cuyahoga County, Ohio, as of June 1, 1850, and employed as a sailor. His birth in “Canada” 
may mean his parents traveled through Canada West to reach the United States, or were living in St. 
Lawrence County, New York, and visiting Canada West at the time of his birth. In 1870, he was living in 
Moran Township, Mackinaw County, Michigan, with his wife Margaret , and working as a fisherman. 
1850 and 1870 US Census. 


* Charles S. Raymond (43) (April 1, 1829, New York — April 16, 1882, Forestville, Delaware Township, 
Sanilac County, Michigan), a merchant, married Ellen Oldfield (27) (December 21, 1848/49, Scotland — 
July 12, 1929, Belding, Ionia County, Michigan), daughter of Richard Oldfield (b England) and Grace 
Milne (b Scotland), on March 21, 1875, probably in Bridgehampton Township, Sanilac County, Michigan, 
where both resided. Around January 1882, Charles moved to Forestville Township to take care of U. 
(brother Uri) Raymond’s store. 1850, 1870, 1880 and 1900 US Census; 1875 Bridgehampton Township, 
Sanilac County, Michigan, Marriage Record; 1929 Belding, Ionia County, Michigan, Death Certificate 
(80Y 6M 11D, widow); and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Sanilac Cemetery, Charles S. Raymond, date of 
death at 53Y 15D; and unattributed death notice). 


¢ George Raymond (1833/34, New York - >June 1863) at age 16 was a laborer living with his merchant 
brother Uri Raymond in Sanilac Township, in June 1850. In June 1863, at age 31 he registered for the Civil 
War draft in Sanilac County. 1850 US Census; and 1863 Civil War Draft Registration. 


¢ Levi Raymond (1835/36, New York - >June 1, 1870) married Ann (1832/33, New York - >June 1, 
1870), and in 1870 they were living in Sanilac Township, with three of his brother Uri’s children in their 
home (Katy (15), Oliver (8) and Mary (2) Raymond). Also in the home was “Mary” Raymond (1832/33 
New York - >June 1, 1870), who was probably his mother Elizabeth Cryderman Raymond. /850 and 1870 
US Census. 


¢ Almira Jane Raymond (February 2, 1837, New York — December 20, 1910, Port Huron, St. Clair County, 
Michigan) married Anson Ellis Chadwick (April 10, 1833/34, Philadelphia, Jefferson County, New York — 
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August 14, 1907, Port Huron, St. Clair County, Michigan), a lawyer, son of William Chadwick (1807-1874) 
and Irene Gibs (1813-1897), on June 25, 1857, in Cuyahoga County, Ohio. 1850 and 1900 US Census; 
1857 Cuyahoga County, Ohio, Marriage Record; 1907 (74Y 4M 4D) and 1910 (73Y 10M 18D, widow, 
identifying parents) Port Huron, St. Clair County, Michigan, Death Certificates; Daughters of the 
American Revolution Lineage Book, Vol 137, p272; and 1917 Sons of the American Revolution 
Membership Application (son William Raymond Chadwick). 


*!S Margaret Cryderman UE married Michael George Gallinger UE (January 17, 1796 — January 10, 1851), 
son of George Gallinger UE and Margaret Warner UE, of Osnabruck, on December 5, 1820, in the Trinity 
Anglican Church. Michael Gallinger received his OC on November 23, 1816, and Margaret Cryderman 
Gallinger received her OC on December 19, 1833. George Gallinger was a Captain in Empey’s Company 
of the 2nd Regiment, Stormont Militia. He allegedly died after the amputation of an arm. They had eight 
known children. See EN277. 1796 Williamsburg Evangelical Lutheran Baptism Record, 1798 St. Andrews 
Baptism Record; 1820 Trinity Anglican Marriage Record; Appendix B; Reid’s Loyalists, pp 78 and 122; 
and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarkers St. George’s Anglican Cemetery). 


*'® Reid’s Loyalists, p78, incorrectly has “Ann” Cryderman marrying Henry Gallinger, as it was Sarah Ann 
Cryderman (see EN410), Anna Cryderman’s sister. I haven’t been able to locate any information about 
Anna Cryderman after her baptism. /800 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B). 


*'7 Hannah Cryderman UE (19) married Jacob Alguire (Jr.) UE (23) (December 16, 1797, Cornwall 
Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — December 12, 1882, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, 
Ontario), of Cornwall, son of Jacob Algire (b1772, New York) and Katharine Vrooman (Froman) (b~1777, 
New York), on November 27, 1821, in Cornwall Township. On October 9, 1833, Hannah Cryderman 
Alguire petitioned for a grant of land as the daughter of John Cryderman, which was two months prior to 
receiving her OC on December 19, 1833. Jacob Alguire UE and Hannah Cryderman UE had eleven known 
children. See ENs 213 and 216. 1821] Trinity Anglican Marriage Record (see Appendix B); Reid’s 
Loyalists, pp 3 and 28; Upper Canada Land Petitions; 1851, 1861, 1871 (Jacob is a widower) and 1881 
Canada Census; and 1882 Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario, Death Record (86Y, son 
William Alguire, informant). 


¢ Catherine Alguire (March 1, 1822, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — October 31, 
1910, Morrisburg, Dundas County, Ontario), of Cornwall Township, married Ira Clarke Peterson Warner 
(1816, Odeltown, Lower Canada -November 3, 1896, Morrisburg, Dundas County, Ontario), of St. Timothe 
Township, Canada East, on June 11, 1844, in the St. John’s Presbyterian Church, Cornwall. They lived 
their lives in Williamsburgh Township / Morrisburg, and had five known children. In 1900, Catherine 
Alguire Warner was living with her daughters widow Rose/Rosana/Roxanna/Rocksey Warner McGee 
(January 8, 1852, Morrisburg, Dundas County, Canada West — March 23, 1911, Chicago, Cook County, 
Illinois) and Nellie Warner (June 1873, Morrisburg, Dundas County, Ontario - >April 1, 1950, probably 
Santa Monica, Los Angeles County, California), in Manchester, Hillsborough County, New Hampshire. 
She apparently returned to Morrisburg, where she died, although I have been unable to verify the date and 
location of her demise. 1822 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record, 1844 St. John’s Presbyterian and Eastern 
District Marriage Record; Appendix B; 1851, 1861, 1871, 1881** and 1891 Canada Census; 1875

¢ Jacob Alguire (March 17, 1826, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — March 30, 1827, 
Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada). 1826 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record; 1827 
Trinity Anglican Burial Record; and Appendix B. 


* Chloe Ann Alguire (December 24, 1827, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada - <1855, 
Winchester Township, Dundas County, Canada West) married Francis Sharkey Sr. (1812, Ireland — August 
16, 1893, Chesterville, Winchester Township, Dundas County, Ontario), probably around 1844-45, as on 
June 11, 1844, Francis Sharkey was a witness to Chloe Ann’s sister Catherine Alguire’s marriage to Ira 
Warner. They had five known children (Caroline (b~1846); John (b~1848); Robert (b~1850); George 
(b~1852); and Francis (b~1854) who specifically identified their parents in various legal documents, which 
appears to confirm Chloe Ann Alguire Sharkey’s death occurring in 1853-54, in Winchester Township, 
Dundas County, Canada West. However, in January 1852, Francis Sharkey’s wife has a given name of 
“Mary,” age 25 in 1852 (=1827), which based upon the births of his five children with Chloe Ann Alguire 
has to be Chloe Ann Alguire (and not a second wife as others have postulated). 1827 Trinity Anglican 
Baptism Record; 1844 St. John’s Presbyterian Marriage Record; Appendix B; 1851, 1861 and 1881 
Canada Census; 1893 Chesterville, Winchester Township, Dundas County, Ontario, Death Record; 1878

County, Ontario, Marriage Certificate (Francis Sharkey son of Cloe Alguire and Francis Sharkey); and 
1920 Cumberland Township, Russell County, Ontario, Death Record (John Shirkey son of Frank Shirkey 
and Chloe Ann Alguire). 


After Chloe Ann Alguire Sharkey’s death, Francis Sharkey Sr. married Harriet Horton (October 12, 1812, 
Comwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — March 20, 1891, Chesterville, Winchester 
Township, Dundas County, Ontario), daughter of John C. Horton and Allae/Olive/Eleanor Cryderman 
(daughter of Harmanus Cryderman and Olive/Alide Bennet), in 1855, by the Rev. Henry Patton, in the 
Trinity Anglican Church, Cornwall. In January 1852, Harriet Horton (36) was living in Cornwall, with her 
aunt Elizabeth Cryderman (55) and her grandmother “Mrs. H. (Harmonus) Cryderman’”’ (96), i.e. Olive 
Bennet Cryderman. In 1861, Francis and Harriet Horton Sharkey, and four of his children from his first 
marriage, were living in Chesterville, Winchester Township, Dundas County, Canada West, where they 
lived the rest of their lives. Also in the home were Elizabeth Cryderman (65) and Harriet Cryderman (25), 
daughter of Harmonus Cryderman and Sarah Putnam. See ENs 496, 502 and 515-516. 1855 Eastern 
District Marriage Record (see Appendix B); 1851, 1861 and 1881 Canada Census; and 1891 Chesterville, 
Winchester Township, Dundas County, Ontario, Death Record. 


* Hezekiah Alguire (September 1829, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — February 3, 
1914, Eamers Corners, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario), son of Jacob Alguire UE and 
Hannah Cryderman UE (not Gallinger as repeatedly posted by others) (daughter of John Cryderman UE 
and Catherine Hartle UE), married Mary Ann Gallinger (June 27, 1837, Cornwall Township, Stormont 
County, Upper Canada — October 16, 1896, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario), daughter of 
Harmonus Gallinger and Auley/Allinder Eamer, on March 30, 1858. Hezekiah Alguire was a farmer in 
Comwall Township, and they had at least four children: Mina/Olive(?) Alguire (b~1858); Joseph Alguire 
(b~1864); Harmonis Alguire (October 3, 1866, Cornwall Township — 1944); and Mary Caroline Alguire (b 
September 17, 1871). 1829 and 1837 Trinity Anglican Baptism Records (see Appendix B); 1851, 1861, 
1871, 1881, 1891, 1901 and 1911 Canada Census; and 1896 and 1914 Cornwall Township, Stormont 
County, Ontario, Death Records.

Johnston, on November 25, 1856, in St. John’s Presbyterian Church, Cornwall William, a tanner and 
farmer, and Phoebe Johnston Alguire had seven known children: Robert Alguire; Jacob Alguire; Sarah 
Alguire; Levi Alguire; Harriet Alguire; Chloe Alguire; and Phoebe Alguire. 1835 St. John’s Presbyterian 
Baptism Record (see Appendix B); 1851, 1861 and 1871 Canada Census; 1875 Cornwall Township, 
Stormont County, Ontario, Death Record (39Y),; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker St. John’s Presbyterian

M#2 Sister-in-law widow Harriet Gallinger Alguire (November 1, 1841, Cornwall Township, Stormont

who lived and farmed next to each other in 1861. William and Harriet Gallinger Alguire had five known 
children, before his death in Cornwall Township: Annie Alguire (b1876); Lena Minnie Alguire (b1878); 
William Ernest Alguire (April 25, 1879); Samuel Alguire (b1881); and Oreno Alguire (b1885). By 1901, 
Harriet Gallinger Alguire and her family were living in the Town of Cornwall, next to her brother Joseph 
Gallinger. In 1911, Harriet was in the home of her son William Ernest Alguire, in St. Catherines, Ontario.

“DIED -CRYDERMAN- In Troy, July 9, 1886, C.R. Cryderman aged 58 years. The news of the 
death of Mr. Cryderman last Friday morning fell upon the community with startling sadness. In 
the fullness of health, he closed his labors in the evening and the morning found him a corpse. 
Hearing a noise from his horses in the barn, he arose at midnight, took his lantern and started for 
the stable. His wife relapsed into slumber soon after, but on awaking some three hours later she 
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started to ascertain the cause of his prolonged absence. On reaching the barnyard gate she was 
shocked and horrified to find his lifeless body lying upon the ground. The lantern was still clutched 
in his hand, and the indications were that he fell while on his way out. Some attributed the cause 
of his death to apoplexy, while others think he was struck by lightning which was vivid that night. 
There were no marks of violence discernible. Mr. Cryderman was a native of Canada. He came 
with his family to Wisconsin twenty-one years ago and located upon the Hoyt farm near Hudson. 
He resided there seven years, when he purchased a farm in Mann Valley which has since been his 
home. 


“He was highly respected and esteemed as a citizen, neighbor, and friend. He was strictly honest 
and upright in all his dealings and was possessed of many good qualities of mind and heart, but 
especially a kind and amiable disposition. He leaves a wife, four sons and two daughters to mourn 
his loss. The funeral was attended on Sunday by a large concourse of sympathizing friends to 
whom the Rev. John Watson, of this city, tended the consolations of the gospel. The remains were 
laid to rest in Greenwood cemetery.”

A third child, daughter 
Margaret Cryderman (b March 26, 1886) is listed as born in Canada, but I could not locate a birth record 
for her. In 1886, the family moved to Fargo, North Dakota, where William Cryderman was marble cutter 
of monuments and tombstones, possibly as early as May 1882, and possibly including his unique 
gravemarker in the form of a tree stump. An October 29, 1886, Declaration of Intention for a William 
Cryderman (asserting he was born in Vermont in 1849, but emigrated to Canada and was a Canadian 
citizen), stated he emigrated to the Cass County, North Dakota, in May 1882. After William’s death, Anna 
Maria Davies/Davis Cryderman moved to St. Paul, Minnesota, where in 1910 she was in the home of her 
daughter “Maymie” Cryderman Wallace, with her other daughter Margaret. William’s occupation and

He was not “John Cryderman” who died in Osnabruck Township, in 1872, at the age of 70, with the 
informant his son Samuel Cryderman. I believe Jacob Cryderman died in either Roxborough (where the 
family was in 1861) or Finch Township (where his second wife died in 1872), prior to April 2, 1870. I 
reviewed every line of both township’s 1877 Canada Census, including the mortality schedules, but found 
neither Jacob nor any of his family members.

was living with her parents, and in 1860 she and John had a three year old son and were living in Champion, 
New York. They had three known children: John Hartle (b1856/57, probably Cornwall Township, 
Stormont County, Canada West); Adeline Victoria Hartle (May 27, 1861, New York — 1928, Essex County, 
Ontario); and Solomon Wesley Hartle (May 30, 1863, Snowden Township, Peterborough County, Canada 
West -Windsor, Essex County, Ontario), which assists in determining where and when Mary Cryderman 
Hartle died (along with John’s remarriage). See EN395. 1829 and 1833 (mother identified as “Catherine’”’) 
Trinity Anglican Baptism Records (see Appendix B); Reid’s Loyalists, pp 67, 78 and142; 185] (19, next to 
John and Christian Hartle), 187] (Peterborough County) and 1881] (Peterborough County) Canada Census; 
and 1860 (Champion, Jefferson County, New York) US Census; 1893 Windsor, Essex County, Ontario, 
Marriage Record (son S.W. Hartle identifying parents); and 1928 (daughter Victoria Hartle Pashley 
identifying parents) and 1944 (son Solomon Wesley Hartle identifying parents) Essex County, Ontario, 
Death Records. 


¢ Margaret Ann Cryderman (June 10, 1836, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — January 
7, 1837, Cornwall, Stormont County, Upper Canada). 1836 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record; 1837 Trinity

¢ Margaret Ann Cryderman (1838, probably Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada - April 
24, 1899, Omaha, Douglas County, Nebraska), was probably named in memoriam for their deceased infant 
daughter Margaret Ann Cryderman, who died in January 1837. She married Alexander Hartle (November 
24, 1832, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — February 17, 1919, Omaha, Douglas 
County, Nebraska), son of John Mathias Hartle and Christian Cumming (see EN395). They lived in 
Snowden Township, Peterborough County, Ontario, before emigrating to Omaha, Nebraska, in 1884. 1832 
Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B); 1851, 1861, 1871 and 1881 Canada Census; 1871 
Snowden Township, Peterborough County, Ontario, Birth Record (daughter Ida May Hartle identifying 
parents); 1900 (widower, born November 1832) and 1910 (“Hartell”) US Census; April 25, 1899, Omaha 
World-Herald Obituary; 1919 Douglas County, Nebraska, Death Record; and February 20, 1919, Omaha 
Daily Bee Obituary. 


M#2 Isabella McLaughlin/McLaughlan (1810/11, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — 
October 26, 1872, Finch Township, Stormont County, Ontario) on January 14, 1840, in the Trinity Anglican 
Church, Cornwall. In January 1852, Jacob (45) and Isabella (41) Cryderman were living next to his brother 
William (59) and John Hartle Jr. (and his wife Christian Cumming) in Cornwall Township. In 1861, Jacob 
(54) and Bella (50) were living with William Cryderman (67) in Roxborough Township. They had seven 
known children. Isabella McLaughlan Cryderman died from highly contagious typhoid fever, which she 
probably caught from her daughter Harriet Isabella Cryderman, who had died two weeks prior. 1840 Trinity 
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Anglican Marriage Record (see Appendix B); 1851 and 1861 Canada Census; and 1872 Finch Township, 
Stormont County, Ontario, Death Record (61Y). 


* Jane Anna Cryderman (January 14, 1841, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — April

¢ Sidney William Cryderman (November 27, 1843, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Canada West —

married twice. 1843 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B); 1851 and 1861 Canada Census; 
1900 and 1910 US Census; and 1917 Traverse City, Grand Traverse County, Michigan, Death Certificate. 


M#1 Emma Todd (23) (b1860/61, Michigan) on July 26, 1884, in Reed City, Osceola County, Michigan. 
1884 Osceola County, Michigan, Marriage Record. 


M#2 Catharine (Kate/Katie) Bourda (November 1870, Lands of the Bohemian Crown — January 5, 1925, 
Niles, Berrien County, Michigan), daughter of Joseph Bourda (b February 1833, Bohemia, Austrian 
Empire) and Rosalie Poske (b July 1837, Bohemia, Austrian Empire), who emigrated to the United States 
in 1874, on April 30, 1910, in Wexford County, Michigan, probably in Cadillac. It was her second marriage 
as she had previously married and divorced John Perhall. After Sidney William Cryderman’s death, she 
married Charles Ghent/Gentz, on May 28, 1923, in Manistique, Michigan. 1880, 1900 and 1910 US 
Census; 1910 Wexford County, Michigan, Marriage Record; 1923 Manistique, Schoolcraft County, 
Michigan, Marriage Record; and 1925 Niles, Berrien County, Michigan, Death Certificate (Catherine 
Gentz, ~55Y).

* Rachel Caroline Cryderman (22) (1853/54, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Canada West — 
>August 28, 1877 <May 23, 1880, Roxborough Township, Stormont County, Ontario) married Herman 
Glasford Hough (December 25, 1857, Avonmore, Roxborough Township, Stormont County, Canada West 
— May 25, 1940, Avonmore, Roxborough Township, Stormont County, Ontario), son of Charles Hough and 
Rachel Boyce, on August 29, 1877, in Avonmore. Herman Hough was a widower when he married his 
second wife Isabella Miller (1861-1944), on May 23, 1880, at Dickinson’s Landing, Osnabruck Township. 
Rachel Caroline Cryderman’s uncle William Cryderman (86) was living in the home of Henry and Isabella 
Hough in April 1881. I was unable to locate a death or burial record for Rachel Caroline Cryderman Hough. 
1861, 1881 and 1901 Canada Census; 1877 Roxborough Township, Stormont County, Marriage Record; 
1880 Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Ontario, Marriage Record; 1940 Roxborough Township, 
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Stormont County, Ontario, Death Certificate; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker (Herman and Isabella 
Hough) Paul’s Hill Cemetery, Avonmore). 


“' T could not locate any additional evidence for Benjamin Cryderman. He never received and Order-in- 
Council, which may mean he died before he was twenty one. /8/0 St. Andrews Baptism Record (see

In 1787, Margaret would have been about 19 and George about 34. In Gray’s 1789 Roll, George Crytes 
(35) is married with eight years of service, but is placed on the wrong Concession, i.e. I vs. II (as is Henry 
Gallinger). In the 1786 Provisioning List, Margriet is living with her widowed mother. 


Daughter Catherine Crites Wood filed a land petition on October 14, 1818, and stated her father was 
deceased. Upper Canada Land Petition, Vol. 527A, Bundle W 11, Petition #119, pp 1009-11.

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In a bizarre twist, even though George and Margaret Cryderman Crites, and their family, were Anglicans, 
the Membership of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 1830-1848, has George Crites, 
Margaret Cryderman and their ten children as members of the early LDS Church. Because Joseph Smith 
didn’t found the church until 1830 in New York, it appears this membership is an example of the LDS 
Church’s practice of “vicarious or proxy baptisms,” which began in the 1840s, where a live person would 
be baptized on behalf of one who is dead, resulting in their membership in the LDS Church. The family’s 
listing probably originated with their daughter Catherine Crites Wood, who became a member of the LDS 
Church and traveled to Utah. This practice became controversial during Mitt Romney’s 2012 presidential 
run, and the Mormon Church allegedly discontinued the practice. The Family Search and Ancestry.com 
websites were also alleged to be sources for locating families who would be converted after death. 


I will discuss under each “John” what I believe to be accurate, as I have seen no one analyze with any 
degree of objectivity and evidence which John Crites (i.e. born 1792, 1794 or 1801) is the proper object of 
their speculation; even though the births and baptisms of each is documented. 


8? T have been unable to independently document Margaret’s existence. She wouldn’t have been born 
before 1787, as her father was single as of August 25, 1786. She is listed in the Membership of The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, which probably originated with her sister Catherine Crites Wood. The 
Mormons appear to have been very accurate with the genealogy of their members, thus Margaret probably 
existed. 


3 George Crites Jr. UE married Lenah (Lany, Laney, Madeline) Cain/Kain UE (1789-91, Charlottenburgh 
Township, Québec — March 15, 1873, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario), daughter of John 
Cain/Kain UE (d~1804, Charlottenburgh Township, Glengarry County, Upper Canada) and Elizabeth 
Prentice of Charlottenburgh, who received her OC on February 17, 1816. George Crites filed a land petition 
in 1812, and Lenah Cain/Crites filed hers in 1816. On April 22, 1823, George Crites Jr. filed another 
petition, stating he had never received any Town Lot,* and requesting to receive/purchase Town Lot #18 
on the north side of Fourth Street in Cornwall. In his August 25, 1828, Will, George Crites, consistent with 
English common law, gave the part of Lot 8 on which they lived to their son, George Alexander Crites. 
“Widow Crytes” (either Lenah Cain Crites or her mother-in-law Margaret Cryderman Crites) is also listed 
in the 1829 Census for Cornwall and Roxborough Townships. They had seven known children. 1/784 
Charlottenburgh Township Provisioning List (John Cain and Elizabeth Prentice, no children); 1785 
Charlottenburgh Township Muster Roll (John Cain); Ontario People, File 1 p27 (John Cain), 1804 St. 
Andrews Presbyterian Baptism Record (Mary Kain adult daughter of late John Kain); Reid’s Loyalists, pp 
46 and 76; Upper Canada Land Petitions, Vol 98, Bundle C 10, Petition #s 88 and 143; and Vol. 105 
Bundle C 13, #174 pp 79-81 ; 1828 Will of George Crites; 1851 (Mrs. George Crites, 62), 186/ (70, widow) 
and 1871 (Laney Crites, 80, in the home of daughter Eliza Crites Kirk); and 1873 Cornwall Township, 
Stormont County, Ontario, Death Record (Lenna Crites, 84Y, widow). 


*Apparently there was a process which allowed a person to petition for a town lot (i.e. to receive or 
purchase), even if they had been previously granted 200 acres, based upon their father’s status as a UE 
Loyalist. George Crites Jr. (Lot #18 on north side of Fourth Street); Christian/Christopher Crites (Lot #19 
on the south side of Fourth Street); John Crites (Lot #23 on the south side of Second Street); and Daniel 
Wood (husband of Catherine Crites) (Lot #19 on the north side of Fourth Street) took advantage of this 
policy. 


¢ Margaret (Peggy) Crites (bap December 25, 1813, Trinity Anglican Church, Cornwall — bur July 28, 1814,

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* George Alexander Crites Jr. (bap October 1, 1815, Trinity Anglican Church, Cornwall - ) married 
twice. 1815 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B); 1840, 1850, 1860, 1870, 1880 and 1900 
US Census; 1900 Coldwater, Branch County, Michigan, Death Certificate (92Y 4M 3D, widower, 
identifies parents); and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Oak Grove Cemetery, Coldwater). 


M#1 Mary Cromwell (1816/17, probably Upper Canada - >June 1, 1850 <1858, possibly Penfield 
Township, Monroe County, New York, or Michigan) probably around 1834, in Stormont County, Upper 
Canada. After the birth of their first known child, James Crites (b1835-36, Upper Canada), they emigrated 
to Penfield Township, Monroe County, New York, where five more known children were born: George 
Crites (b1837-38); Mary Crites (April 19, 1842 — February 26, 1921, Bronson, Branch County, Michigan; 
1863 married Joseph Gorball in Keokuk County, Iowa; married _— Speaker; and 1898 married William 
J. Messenger, in Coldwater, Branch County, Michigan); Clark W. Crites (1845-46 — March 8, 1864, 
Prospect, Tennessee, from disease while serving with Battery C, lst Regiment Michigan Light Artillery); 
and Clarence Albert Crites (April 17, 1850, — November 9, 1929, Grand Rapids, Kent County, Michigan). 
In 1840, George and Mary Crites, and two sons born between 1836 and 1840) were living in Penfield 
Township. By 1850, the family had grown to seven members, and included Clarence (who is identified in 
the census as “Clarissa,” but was listed at age 1/12 in 1850, which corresponds with Clarence’s birth). I 
don’t know Mary’s surname or parentage, but she was probably from Cornwall Township. Whether she 
died in New York or Michigan is unknown, but only Clarence appears in 1860 with his father and his 
second wife. However, at least two of their other children ended up in Michigan. 1840, 1850, 1860 and 
1900 US Census; Record of Michigan Volunteers in the Civil War, Vol. 38 p50; 1898 Coldwater, Branch 
County, Michigan, Marriage Record (Mary Crites Speaker (55) to Wm. J. Messenger, identifying mother 
as Mary Cromwell); 1921 Bronson, Branch County, Michigan, Death Certificate (Mary Messenger, 78Y 
10M 7D, identifying parents as George Crites and Mary Cromwell); and 1929 Grand Rapids, Kent County, 
Michigan, Death Certificate (son Clarence Albert Crites, 79Y 6M 23D, identifies father). 


M#2 Esther Ann McCauley (May 27, 1884, Plymouth, Wayne County, Michigan — August 20, 1920, 
Greenville, Montcalm County, Michigan), daughter of Richard McCauley, around 1857, as daughter 
Melissa J. Crites was aged two on June 1, 1860. In 1880, George Crites (67, married, farm laborer) was 
living in Ada, Kent County, Michigan, but his wife was not in the home. On June 1, 1900, George A. Crites 
(89Y, “widower” (even though Esther was alive)) was living in the home of his niece Ellen Craft, daughter 
of his daughter Catherine Crites Long. His death record also states he was a widower, even though Esther 
McCauley Crites was very much alive, outliving him by twenty years. 1860, 1870, 1880, 1900, 1910 and 
1920 US Census; 1920 Greenville, Montcalm County, Michigan, Death Certificate (J6Y 2M 23D); 
September 1, 1920, Greenville Independent Obituary; 1939 Kent County, Michigan, Marriage Certificate 
(daughter Margaret J. Crites Wolfe identifying parents); and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Forest Home 
Cemetery Greenville). 


¢ John Mathias Crites* (December 12, 1819, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada - >June 
1, 1905 <April 15, 1910, possibly Norfolk, St. Lawrence County, New York) married Julia Ann Gallinger 
(November 5, 1821, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada - >April 6, 1891 <June 1, 1900, 
probably in Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Ontario), daughter of George Michael Gallinger UE 
and Catherine Hartle UE. Their marriage is confirmed in multiple marriage and death records of their 
children,** as well as in multiple Canada Censuses extrapolating their year of birth from the age at the time 
of the census. Julia Ann Gallinger Cline was alive as of April 6, 1891. On June 1, 1900, John Crites (b 
December 1819; age 80), a widower, was living in the home of his daughter Ann (Laney) Crites 
Bellus/Bellew, in Norfolk, St. Lawrence County, New York, where he continued to live into 1905. He does 
not appear in the 19/0 US Census, or any New York or Canadian death record I could locate, so he probably 
died between 1905 and 1910, probably in Norfolk. Julia Ann Gallinger Crites died between 1891 and 1900. 
See EN214. 1819 and 1821 Trinity Anglican Baptism Records (see Appendix B); 1851, 1861, 1871, 1881 
and 1891 Canada Census; 1876 Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario, Marriage Record (daughter Chloe 
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Crites identifying parents); 1900 and 1910 US Census; 1905 New York Census; 1912 Essex County, 
Ontario, Marriage Certificate (son Isaiah Crites identifying parents); and 1928 Branch County, Michigan, 
Marriage Certificate (daughter Levina Crites Weaver identifying parents). 


*John Mathias Crites was the son of George Crites Jr. UE* and Lenah (Laney/Lany) Cain UE* (daughter 
of John Cain UE and Elizabeth Prentice of Charlottenburgh), and grandson, not the son, as erroneously and 
continually repeated by others, of George Crites UE and Margaret Cryderman. George Crites Jr. received 
his Order-in-Council on July 21, 1812, and his wife Lenah Cain received her Order-in-Council on February 
17, 1816. Reid’s Loyalists, pp 46 and 76. 


**Chloe M. Crites (24), born in Canada and a resident of Cornwall, daughter of John Crites and Julia 
Gallinger, married her first cousin William A. Long (26), born in the US and a resident of Branch County, 
Michigan, and son of Robert Long and Catherine Crites, in Cornwall, on December 31, 1876. 1877 
Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario, Marriage Record. 


“Julianne” Gallinger is identified as marrying Alexander Morris ( - ), on November 22, 1842, in 
Comwall. Their wedding was witnessed by Henry Gallinger and Barbara Silmser. It probably isn’t this 
Julia Ann Gallinger, because in the 7851 Canada Census she and John Crites had a daughter Jane, who 
would be age eleven in 1852, which translates to an 1841 year of birth. However, I could not locate any 
other Julia Ann Gallinger in this area of Canada who was a member of the Gallinger families. 1842 Trinity 
Anglican Marriage Record (see Appendix B - Strays). 


¢ William Henry Crites (February 11, 1822, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — 
October 8, 1904, Oswego, Oswego County, New York) married Elizabeth Ann Cline (January 24, 1825, 
Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — July 8, 1911, Fruit Valley, Oswego County, New 
York), daughter of Michael Cline Jr. UE and Mary (Polly) Gallinger UE, in 1848, in Cornwall/Cornwall 
Township. They had nine children. See EN239. 1822 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B); 
1851 and 1861 Canada Census; 1865, 1875, 1892 and 1905 New York Census; 1870, 1900 and 1910 US 
Census; 1911 Oswego County, New York, Death Record, July _, 1911, Oswego Daily Times Death Notice; 
1915 Syracuse, Onondaga County, New York, Marriage Record (daughter Levina Frances Crites 
identifying parents); and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Rural Cemetery, Oswego). 


* Catherine Crites (March 4, 1824, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — December 9, 
1884, Ovid Township, Branch County, Michigan) was living in the home of English emigrants Robert (23) 
and Sarah (32) Long, in Penfield, Monroe County, New York, on June 1, 1850. By June 1, 1860, she was 
living in Ovid Township, Branch County, Michigan, and had married Robert Long (February 4, 1817/18, 
England — January 12, 1907, Coldwater, Branch County, Michigan); possibly as early as 1850-51, as 
William A. Long,* aged 10, identified Catherine Crites as his mother. Her brother George A. Crites was 
living with her daughter Ellen J. Crites Kraft in 1900. After Catherine Crites Long’s death, Robert Long 
married Letitie Morton (October 2, 1834, Tecumseh, Lenawee County, Michigan — November 3, 1918, 
Freeport, Barry County, Michigan), daughter of A.B. Morton and Sally Ann Morton, on July 22, 1886, in 
Kinderhook. 1824 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B); 1850, 1860, 1880 and 1900 US 
Census; 1884 Ovid Township, Branch County, Michigan, Death Record (60Y 9M 5D); 1886 Branch 
County, Michigan, Marriage Record; 1907 Coldwater, Branch County, Michigan, Death Certificate (89Y 
11M 8D); 1918 Freeport, Barry County, Michigan, Death Certificate; 1932 Elkhart County, Indiana, 
Death Certificate (daughter Ellen J. Crites Kraft identifying parents); and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Oak 
Grove Cemetery Coldwater, Catherine Crites Long). 


*William A. Long (26), born in the US and a resident of Branch County, Michigan, and son of Robert Long 
and Catherine Crites, married his first cousin Chloe M. Crites (24), born in Canada and a resident of

* Eliza Christy Ann Crites (1825 Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — August 9, 1872, 
Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario) married Daniel Kirk (1831, Scotland — April 11, 1881, 
Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario), on December 27, 1853, in St. John’s Presbyterian Church, 
Comwall. Her mother Laney Crites was in the Kirk home in 1861 and 1871, and possibly until Laney 
Crites’ death. Daniel Kirk married Ellen Emelia Bush (1837-1910) in 1873. 1851, 1861, 1871 and 1881 
Canada Census; 1853 St. John’s Presbyterian Marriage Record (see Appendix B); 1872 (47Y) and 1881 
(49Y) Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario, Death Records; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker 
Woodlawn Cemetery). 


* Ellen (Alice) Jane Crites (June 30, 1828, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — January 
6, 1905, Coldwater, Branch County, Michigan) was married twice. 1857 Canada Census; 1870, 1880 and 
1900 US Census; 1905 Coldwater, Branch County, Michigan, Death Certificate (TTY 5M 6D, widow, 
married for first time at age 25, daughter of George A. Crites and Laney Hartwell); and Find-a-Grave 
(Gravemarker Oak Grove Cemetery, Coldwater). 


M#1 Stephan Robinson (1823/24, New York - >June 1, 1870 <April 7, 1878, probably Ovid Township, 
Branch County, Michigan) in 1853. Their first (of two known) child, William E. Robinson was born in 
1854, in Branch County, Michigan. Their second known child was daughter Carrie B. Robinson (December 
15, 1866, Branch County, Michigan — August 22, 1949, Bronson, Branch County, Michigan). In 1870, 
Ellen J. Crites and Stephan Robinson were living next to her sister Catherine Crites and her husband Robert 
Long, in Ovid Township. She married Oliver Voorhees, and her mother lived with her in 1900, in 
Coldwater. 1870, 1880 and 1910 US Census; and 1949 Bronson, Branch County, Michigan, Death Record 
(daughter Carrie B. Robinson Voorhees identifying parents as Stephen Robinson and Ellen Jane Crites). 


M#2 Third wife of Job Cole (1814, Otsego, Otsego County, New York — March 1, 1892, Coldwater, Branch 
County, Michigan), on April 7, 1878, in Coldwater. His first wife was Edna Gard/Card (d1845-46, probably 
in Bethel, Branch County, Michigan), with whom he had at least four known children. Job Cole next 
married Mary Luthera Kittridge (1827-29, New York - >June 1, 1870 <April 4, 1878, Branch County, 
Michigan), on September 12, 1847, in Batavia, Branch County, Michigan. 1/840, 1850, 1860, 1870 and 
1880 US Census; 1847 and 1878 Branch County, Michigan, Marriage Records; 1892 Coldwater, Branch 
County, Michigan, Death Record (78Y); 1889 Clarendon, Calhoun County, Michigan, Marriage Record 
(son Lysander Cole identifying parents as Job Cole and Edna Card); and 1917 Fulton Township, Gratiot 
County, Michigan Death Certificate (daughter Mariette Cole Elliot identifying parents as Job Cole and 
Edna Gard).

I suspect Johannes Matheus Crites may have died before his brother John Mathias Crites was born in 1801, 
and was named in memorium. It does not appear he filed a land petition. However, there is a question is 
raised by an entry on page 28 of Canadian Veterans of War of 1812, by Eric Jonasson (1891), which lists 
“John Crites, age 83 in 1875 (=b1792), dead, former resident of Indiana, Seneca Township, Haldimand 
County, private in Ist Battalion,” as an individual who was eligible to receive a gratuity approved by 
Parliament in 1875, for their service in the War of 1812. 


The only John Crites is otherwise known to have been in Seneca Township, Haldimand County, was his 
brother John Mathias Crites (b1801), who was obviously too young to be in the War of 1812. 
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85-1795 Williamsburgh Evangelical Lutheran Baptism Record (see Appendix B); Reid’s Loyalists, p76 (OC 
granted May 20, 1817; which could only refer to John b1792 or b1794, and based upon the land petition 
(see below) probably refers to John b1794); and Upper Canada Land Petition, dated July 10, 1816, Vol. 
99, Bundle C 11, Petition #55, pp 117-118, in which John Crites of Cornwall, who attained the age of 21, 
and “did his duty in defence of the Province during the late War,”* requested a grant of 200 acres as the 
son of Loyalist Georg Crites US, which was granted (without identifying the location) on February 11, 
1817. He signed his name “X.” 


*This was standard language referring to the Loyalist who attained UE status, in this case George Crites 
(Sr.), and fought in the Revolutionary War. 


A John Crites, son of George Crites UE, filed another land petition on April 27, 1821, indicating he had 
attained the age of 21, stating he had not received a Town Lot, and requested he receive Town Lot #23 on 
the south side of Second Street in the Town of Cornwall. This petition was signed by John Crites and could 
have been submitted by this John Crites (or the third Johannes (Mathias) Crites would have been twenty 
one (i.e. March 28, 1822) a year later. I suspect it was John Crites (b1794), based upon other similar 
petitions. Upper Canada Land Petition, Vol. 104, Bundle C 113, Petition #38, pp 821-23. See EN435. 


8° Catherine Crites UE married David Wood UE (July 6, 1799, Charlottenburgh Township, Glengarry 
County, Upper Canada), a carpenter of Cornwall, son of Benjamin Wood UE and Agnes Benedict, on 
March 17, 1818, in the Trinity Anglican Church, Cornwall. Catherine Crites and David Wood received 
their Orders-in-Council on November 4, 1818. Catherine Crites Wood of Cornwall filed a petition 
requesting 200 acres of land on October 14, 1818, the same day as her husband, which also requested 200 
acres. On October 13, 1824, David Wood filed a second petition stating he never received a Town Lot, and 
request Town Lot #19 on the north side of Fourth Street (next to the lots requested by his brothers-in-law 
Christopher Crites and George Crites Jr.) be granted/sold to him. Sometime after 1830, David Wood 
became a member of the Church of Latter Day Saints (LDS/Mormon). The Daniel Wood family arrived in 
Nauvoo, Hancock County, Illinois, in 1840, soon after its settlement by Brigham Young. 


Between 1839 and 1846, the Mormons principal settlement was in Nauvoo. However, non-Mormons 
resented the economic competition the settlers brought; the rise in land costs; and the possibility that 
Mormons, voting as a bloc, would take control of local government. Missourians had an additional concern 
because Joseph Smith had declared their state the site of a “New Jerusalem” for his flock. One Governor 
in Missouri even called for the extermination of all Mormon people. Violence and persecution also 
occurred among the citizens of Illinois, and in 1844, Joseph Smith and his brother Hyrum were murdered 
during an anti-Mormon raid at a Carthage jail. Shortly after, under new leadership and in duress, the 
Mormons left Nauvoo for a new home in the West. Between February and September 1846, thousands of 
Latter-day Saints departed Nauvoo, Illinois. The previous fall, Church leaders had developed plans for a 
large exodus, intending to organize 25 companies of 100 wagons each that would leave in the spring of 
1846. In early 1846, the majority of the Latter Day Saints led by Brigham Young left the city and 
established the Grand Encampment on the Iowa (Pottawattamie County) side of the Missouri River; which 
served as their winter quarters and starting point of the Mormon Trail for the Mormon Exodus to the Salt 
Lake Valley in Utah Territory. Young arrived in the Salt Lake Valley on July 24, 1847. 
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Three of their children died in Nauvoo in 1840-41. In 1850, Daniel Wood was a LDS clergyman in 
Pottawattamie County, Iowa. In 1852, David Wood and sons-in-law Hiram Oaks, Levi Empey and Joseph 
McCarrol are listed together in the Kanesville (Council Bluffs), Pottawattamie County, lowa, Census. On 
June 6, 1852, the “Daniel Wood Company,” also known as the 6th Company, of Daniel Wood’s extended 
family departed the Grand Encampment and headed for the Salt Lake Valley on the Mormon Trail, arriving 
in the Utah Territory, on October 1, 1852. Daniel Wood was an Ordained Elder and an Ordained High 
Priest of the LDS. They settled in American Fork from 1852 until 1859, and in Heber Valley from 1859 to 
1879. He was also a polygamist.* Daniel Wood and Catherine Crites had ten known children,** six of 
whom apparently traveled to the Salt Lake Valley with their parents. Their family is well documented in 
multiple LDS publications. 


**The LDS publications state their children were born in Osnabruck Township, but at least the first three, 
and probably all, were born in Cornwall Township, based upon the Wood’s land petition recitations.

Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada- _). Membership of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints, 1830-1848; 


¢ Sarah Catherine Wood (March 25, 1820, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — May 4, 
1821, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada). Her death is unverified.* Membership of 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 1830-1848. 


*A Sarah Catherine Wood (1822, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — December 25, 
1877, Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario) married Joseph Riviere (1816, Cornwall Township, Stormont 
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County, Upper Canada — November 2, 1892, Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario) around 1840, and had 
nine known children. She is certainly close in age to the daughter of Daniel Wood and Catherine Crites, 
and unless there is a definitive death record of 1821, must be considered. /851 and 1871 Canada Census; 
and 1877 (“Sarah Catherine Crites wife of Joseph Riviere, teamster,’ 5SY) and 1892 (76Y) Cornwall, 
Stormont County, Ontario, Death Records. 


* Margaret Polly Wood (December 4/5, 1822, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — 
March 8, 1896, Park City, Summit County, Utah) married David Levi Empey (November 19, 1814, 
Osnabruck Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — June 17, 1891, Midway, Wasatch County, Utah 
Territory), son of Adam Empey Jr. UE (1780-1862) and Margaret Von Steenberg (1783-1860), on July 2, 
1839, in Cornwall. Levi Empey served with the Canada Militia during the Québec Uprising. They probably 
emigrated to the Nauvoo, Illinois, shortly thereafter. They traveled to the Utah Territory with the Daniel 
Wood Company in 1852. 1784 and 1786 Osnabruck Township Provisioning Lists; 1785 Osnabruck 
Township Muster Roll; 1796 McNiff’s Map; Reid’s Loyalists, p101; UEL List, Appendix B, p176; January

¢ Sarah Ann Wood (April 8, 1827, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — April 8, 1906, 
Maeser, Uintah County, Utah), who emigrated to the US in 1840 with her parents, married Hiram/Hyrum 
Oaks (September 7, 1824, Susquehanna County, Pennsylvania — March 19, 1903, Maeser, Uintah County, 
Utah), son of James Selah Oaks (1794-1831) and Catherine Almira Pritchard (1792-1846), on December 
6, 1846, in the Winter Quarters, Kanesville, Pottawattamie County, Iowa. In 1852, they traveled to the 
Utah Territory with the Daniel Wood Company. Membership of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints, 1830-1848; Mormon Pioneer Overland Travel Records, 1847-1868; Pioneer Immigrants to Utah 
Territory; 1850 and 1900 US Census; 1852 Iowa Census; 1906 Maeser, Uintah County, Utah, Death 
Certificate (79Y, identifies parents); and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Maeser Fairview Cemetery). 


¢ Amanda Wood (September 2, 1829, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — February 8, 
1923, Roosevelt, Duchesne County, Utah) married Jesse Hughes McCarrel (March 26, 1825, Louisiana — 
July 6/11, 1901, Vernal, Uintah County, Utah) on February 1, 1849, in Honey Creek, Pottawattamie County, 
Iowa. In 1852, they traveled to the Utah Territory with the Daniel Wood Company. Between 1865 and 
1867, Jesse H. McCarrel served with the Utah Cavalry. Membership of The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, 1830-1848; Mormon Pioneer Overland Travel Records, 1847-1868; Pioneer Immigrants 
to Utah Territory; 1849 Pottawattamie County, Iowa, Marriage Record; 1850, 1860, 1900, 1910 and 1920 
US Census; US Civil War Pension Records; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Vernal Memorial Park).

29, 1872, Ula, Wet Mountain Valley, Custer County, Jefferson Territory) traveled to the Utah Territory 
with his parents in 1852. On November 5, 1860, he married English immigrant Eliza Kettle (November 
24/26, 1843, Gosberton, Lincolnshire, England — August 17, 1930, probably White Pine, Montrose County, 
Colorado), daughter of John Kettle and Judith Ward, probably in Lake City, Utah County, Utah Territory, 
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where she was living. She and her parents emigrated to the US in 1856, and on April 19, 1856, were 
members of Ellsworth’s Handcart Company traveling the Mormon Trail to the Salt Lake Valley. They 
were living in the Wet Mountain Valley, Jefferson Territory (Colorado) as of 1870. After William’s death, 
Eliza Kettle Wood married William Bruce Phillips (May 1855, “Canada” — 1907, Montrose County, 
Colorado), in 1876. 1843 Lincolnshire, England, Birth Record; 1845 Gosberton, Lincolnshire, England, 
Baptism Record; Membership of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 1830-1848; Mormon 
Pioneer Overland Travel Records, 1847-1868; Pioneer Immigrants to Utah Territory; 1850, 1860 (Kettle), 
1870, 1880, 1900, 1910 and 1930 US Census; 1852 Iowa Census; 1885 Colorado Census; and Find-a- 
Grave (Gravemarkers (Phillips) Cedar Creek Cemetery, Montrose). 


¢ Elizabeth Agnes Wood (July 11, 1836, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — February 
4, 1911, Midway, Wasatch County, Utah) traveled to the Utah Territory with her parents in 1852. She 
married Benjamin Mark Smith (January 1, 1834, east of Nashville, Davidson County, Tennessee — February 
15, 1912, Midway, Wasatch County, Utah), son of Warren Smith (1809-1886), who joined the LDS in 1836 
and was a friend of Joseph Smith, and Lydia Alexander (1810-1839), in 1855. In 1866, Benjamin Mark 
Smith served as an infantry private in the Utah Territorial Militia during the Blackhawk/Indian Wars. 1850 
US Census; 1852 Iowa Census; Membership of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 1830- 
1848; Mormon Pioneer Overland Travel Records, 1847-1868; Pioneer Immigrants to Utah Territory; 1911 
(Agnes Wood Smith 74Y 6M 23D, identifies parents) and 19/2 (Benjamin Mark Smith 78Y, identifies 
parents) Midway, Wasatch County, Utah, Death Certificates; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Midway 
Cemetery and unattributed obituary of B. M. Smith). 


¢ Oscar Alexander Wood (September 30, 1838, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — 
October 9, 1901, Huntington, Emery County, Utah) traveled to the Utah Territory with his parents in 1852. 
He was a polygamist and married twice. In 1880, both wives were identified and living in his/their home 
in Pinto, Utah Territory. 1850, 1870, 1880 and 1900 US Census; 1852 Iowa Census; Membership of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 1830-1848; Mormon Pioneer Overland Travel Records, 1847- 
1868; Pioneer Immigrants to Utah Territory; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Huntington City Cemetery). 


M#1 Mary Jane Robinson (March 6, 1842, Manchester, England — June 16, 1920, Huntington, Emery 
County, Utah), on November 5, 1860, in American Fork, Utah Territory. She was the daughter of Edward 
Robinson and Mary Smith, who emigrated from England in 1842. In 1849, they traveled with the Ezra T. 
Benson Company to the Utah Territory. 1860, 1870, 1880, 1900 and 1920 US Census; Membership of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 1830-1848; Mormon Pioneer Overland Travel Records, 1847- 
1868; Pioneer Immigrants to Utah Territory; 1920 Huntington, Emery County, Utah, Death Certificate

M#2 Linna Fryer Harrison (December 9/19, 1860, Cedar City, Iron County, Utah Territory — February 28, 
1883, Pinto, Washington County, Utah Territory), daughter of Richard Harrison (1808-1882) and Jane 
Fryer (1823-1898), on December 19, 1879, in St. George, Washington County, Utah Territory. She died 
six days after the birth of their second child, daughter Linna Maggie Jane Wood. 1870 and 1880 US Census; 
and Membership of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints; and Find-a-Grave (Marker Pinto 
Cemetery with unattributed death notice). 


*Daniel Wood married widow Elizabeth Wylie Steele (February 27, 1827, Ireland — April 18, 1901, 
American Fork, Utah County, Utah), daughter of Oliver Wylie and Mary Ann George, in 1857. From Find- 


a-Grave (which appears to be accurate): 


“Married James Steele, 24 August 1851, Manchester, Lancashire, England 
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“Children - daughter Steele, James Ephraim Steele, daughter Steele, Elizabeth Ann Steele, William 
George Steele 


“Married David Wood, 7 July 1857, Salt Lake City, Salt Lake, Utah 
“Children - David Steele Wood, Martha Steele Wood, Mary Elizabeth Steele Wood 


“History - Mary Ann George was born in Ireland in 1790. Sometime in the 1820s she married 
Oliver Wylie. In 1847 she was baptized. It is assumed that Oliver passed away before they came 
to America. By 1856 she was in America and she joined the Edward Martin Handcart Company at 
age 66. Her daughter, Elizabeth (28) and her husband James Steele (29) and their two little boys 
ages 3 and | were also a part of the company. 


“With a late start, and early snows tragedy came along the trail. When hope was almost gone, 
rescuers came to help. On October 28 the first rescuers arrived with a few supplies and helped the 
people as best they could to carry on. At the Sweetwater River, three eighteen-year old boys 
belonging to the rescue party carried nearly every member of the handcart company across the ice 
cold stream. 


“They moved on. Each day they were getting closer to the Salt Lake Valley. However, on 
November 10, James died. He had literally starved to death giving all his food to his children and 
wife. He probably realized help truly was there for his family, he was able to let go and move on. 
He held on until he knew for sure they would be cared for. He was buried at Bitter Creek. 


“The painting known as, Martin Handcart Company in Bitter Creek, Wyoming, 1856 (in the Gospel 
Art Kit #414) is an illustration of this terrible moment for their family. 


“The artist, Clark Kelley Price, is a descendant of Elizabeth and this is his rendition of the scene. 


“Elizabeth Wylie is standing behind her daughter Elizabeth who is holding her one year old son, 
William. He didn't add little James (age 3) clinging to his mother's skirt, while the men bury his 
father, James Steele, in a cold shallow grave. 


“Mary and Elizabeth and her two boys carried on. They made it to the Salt Lake Valley. When 
the Logan Temple was completed in 1884, James (now in his 30's) went to the temple and did the 
work for his father.” 


87 Jacob Crites UE apparently never filed a land petition, even though he received his OC on September 
17, 1823. In 1824, he married Margaret Lucy/Lacy McDonnel/McDonell/McDonald, probably in Cornwall 
where both were residents. His brothers George and Christopher Crites were witnesses. Between 
December 1838 and February 1839, Jacob Crites served with the 1st Regiment of the Stormont Embodied 
Militia, under Captain Alexander McDonell (who may have been related to his wife?). He did not die on 
August 30, 1888, in Cornwall, as that was his brother Michael. I was unable to locate any information on 
Margaret Lucy/Lacy McDonell/McDonnel/McDonald, as there were literally dozens of families with the 
sumame. His father was not “George” as universally copied and repeated. They were not in Carrick 
Township, Bruce County, Canada West, in 1861. I identified five possible children, although there were 
probably others given the gap between George (if he was born in 1824/25 vs. 1834/35) and the others. 
Reid’s Loyalists, p76; 1824 Marriage Bonds, Canada Archives, RG 5 B 9 Vol.16; 1824 Marriage Bonds 
of Ontario 1803-1834, by Thomas B. Wilson (1895); 1838 and 1839 Ist Regiment of the Stormont 
Embodied Militia Muster Rolls and Pay Lists; 1861 Canada Census (Jacob and Barbry Critch); /86/ 
Canada Agricultural Census; and Upper Canada Land Petitions. 
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* George A. Crites (April 5, 1824/25, probably Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — 
February 4, 1905, Wexford Township, Wexford County, Michigan) married Mary Jane McKee (July 19, 
1833, Lower Canada (Bas Canada) — May 19, 1891, probably Wexford Township, Wexford County, 
Michigan), daughter of William McKee and Mary McNeil,* on August 22, 1854, in St. Lawrence Anglican 
Church, Coteau-du-Lac, Canada East. In 1861, they and their three children were living in Saint-Zotique, 
Soulanges, Canada East, which is only 4km south of where they were married. Also in the home, or next 
door, were William Crites (20, voyageur), Isabella Crites (23), and Catrine Crites (18), all born in Upper 
Canada; all probably George’s siblings and the children of Jacob Crites and Margaret 
McDonnel/McDonell/McDonald. In 1867, the George A. Crites family emigrated to Harmony Township, 
Chautaqua County, New York, before turning up in Wexford Township, Wexford County, Michigan in 
1880, where they spent the rest of their lives. They had nine known children. 1854 St. Lawrence Anglican 
Church Marriage Record; 1861 Canada Census; 1870, 1880 and 1900 US Census; 1875 New York Census; 
1905 Wexford Township, Wexford County, Michigan, Death Certificate (79Y 10M, identifies parents); and 
Find-a-Grave (Gravemarkers Cornell Cemetery, Buckley, Michigan). 


*A William McKee married Mary McNeil in the St. Gabriel’s Street Presbyterian Church, Montreal, in 
1827. 


¢ Isabella Crites (b1837/38, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada) was living in Saint- 
Zotique, Soulanges, Canada East, probably in the home of her brother George, along with brother William 
Crites (20, voyageur) and sister Catrine Crites (18), as of January 1861. I could not locate any other 
information about her. 1867 Canada Census. 


¢ William Crites (b1841/42, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada) was baptized in St. 
Colomban Roman Catholic Church on June 19, 1842. As of January 1861, he was living in Saint-Zotique, 
Soulanges, Canada East, probably in the home of his brother George, along with sisters Isabella Crites (23) 
and Catrine Crites (18). His occupation was “voyageur,” i.e. traveler. I could not locate any other definitive 
information about him. 1842 St. Colomban Baptism Record (identifies parents as Jacob Crite and Margaret 
Macdonald) (see Appendix B); and 1861 Canada Census. 


¢ Catrine Crites (b1842/43, Comwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada) was living in Saint- 
Zotique, Soulanges, Canada East, probably in the home of her brother George, along with brother William 
Crites (20) and sister Isabella Crites (23), as of January 1861. I could not locate any other information 
about her. 1861 Canada Census. 


* Mary Crites (b December 8, 1845, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada) was baptized 
in St. Colomban Roman Catholic Church on December 21, 1845. I could not locate any other information 
about her. 1845 St. Colomban Baptism Record (identifies parents as Jacob Crites and Margaret Lucy/Lacy 
McDonald) (see Appendix B). 


“8 John Mathias Crites apparently did not receive an OC, as he was too young to be the John Crites in 
Reid’s Loyalists, p76. I suspect he was named after his deceased brother Johannes Matheus Crites, in 
memorium; although at least one of his children (Charlotte) claimed his middle name was “Frederick,” 
which is contrary to his baptism record. On April 27, 1821, a John Crites, son of George Crites UE, having 
arrived at the age of twenty one, “never having received any town lot,” petitioned to be awarded vacant Lot 
23 on the south side of Second Street in Cornwall.* John Crites, a Cornwall Township blacksmith, married 
Louise Wilson (1814/15, United States — probably >April 4, 1881 <April 6, 1890, Hamilton, Wentworth 
County, Ontario) on November 9, 1830, in the Trinity Anglican Church, Cornwall. They are clearly the 
John and Louisa Crites who were residents of Seneca Township, Haldimand County, Canada West (1861) 
and Ontario (1871). Widow Louisa Wilson Crites (67) was living with her sons George A. Crites and Henry 
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Crites in Hamilton, Wentworth County, Ontario, in 1881. I could not locate a death or burial record for 
either John Crites or Louise Wilson Crites. They had seven known children. 1801 Williamsburgh 
Evangelical Lutheran Baptism Record; 1830 Trinity Anglican Marriage Record; Appendix B; Upper 
Canada Land Petition, Vol. 104, Bundle C 13, Petition #38, pp 821-23; and 1861, 1871 and 1881 Canada 
Census. 


*T suspect this was actually John Crites (b1794) who had received land in 1817, based upon an 1816 Upper 
Canada Land Petition. See EN435. 


* Sarah Ann Margaret Crites (May 19, 1831, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada- _), 
aged 24, was living with her parents in Seneca Township, Haldimand County, Canada West, in 1861. In 
January 1852, a Sarah Crites, aged 20, born in Canada West (Upper Canada) and single was living in 
Cayuga Township, Haldimand County, Canada West, and may have been their daughter. /83/ Trinity 
Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B); and 1851, 1861 Canada Census. 


* George Alexander Crites (May 27, 1833, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — March 
15, 1899, Denver, Denver County, Colorado) may have been living in the home of Donald McLeod in 
Cormwall in January 1852. He appears to have been a contractor and a manufacturer, who married twice. 
During his first marriage he lived in both Ontario and Chicago, Illinois, being enumerated in the censuses 
of both countries. In 1881, he was a resident of Hamilton, Wentworth County, Ontario, with his mother 
Louisa and son Herbert in his home, along with his brother Henry Crites. I was unable to independently 
verify his date of death, although he was in Denver as of 1897, and is allegedly buried in Fairmount 
Cemetery, Denver, where his brother David Benjamin Crites is also interred. 1833 Trinity Anglican 
Baptism Record (see Appendix B); 1851, 1871 and 1881 Canada Census; and 1897 and 1898 Denver, 
Colorado, City Directories. 


M#1 Augusta Barker (1836/37, Durham, Greene County, New York — April 27, 1874, Chicago, Cook 
County, Illinois), daughter of Thomas Barker (1798, New York - -1840, Durham, Greene County, New 
York) and Elizabeth (Betsey) Woodward (1799, New York — 1885, Chicago, Cook County, Illinois), on 
January 3, 1861, in Chicago, Illinois. As noted above, they moved between the United States and Canada 
during their marriage. In 1871, they were living next to his brother David Benjamin Crites. They had four 
known children, all born in Chicago. 1850, 1860 and 1870 US Census; 1861 Cook County, Illinois, 
Marriage Record; 1874 and 1885 Chicago, Cook County, Illinois, Death Records; and April 27, 1874, 
Chicago Tribune Death Notice. 


M#2 Helen Mary Booker (August 29, 1855, Hamilton, Wentworth County, Canada West — June 22, 1925, 
Ogden, Weber County, Utah), daughter of William Davis Booker (b1827/28, England) and Sarah Field 
(b1824/25, England), on June 9, 1881, in Hamilton, Ontario. Widow Helen (Booker) Crites was living in 
Denver Colorado, as of June 1, 1900, and died at the home of their only known child, son William Booker 
Crites (March 19, 1883, Hamilton, Wentworth County, Ontario — August 27, 1937, Roseburg, Douglas 
County, Oregon). /851, 1861 and 1871 Canada Census; 1881 Hamilton, Wentworth County, Ontario, 
Marriage Record; 1883 Hamilton, Wentworth County, Ontario, Birth Record; 1900 US Census; 1919 
Ogden, Utah, City Directory; 1925 Ogden, Weber County, Utah, Death Certificate (69Y 9M 23D); June 
23, 1925, Salt Lake Telegram Death Notice; and 1937 Roseburg, Douglas County, Oregon, Death 
Certificate. 


* David Benjamin Crites (May 1840/41, probably Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Canada West — 
1916, Denver, Denver County, Colorado) appears to have been living with the Jacob and Catherine 
Vrooman Alguire family in Cornwall Township, at age 12, in January 1852. He (21) married Mary 
Elizabeth (Rosanna) Haynes (18) (March 1843/44, Cayuga Township, Haldimand County, Canada West — 
1919, Denver, Denver County, Colorado), daughter of William (b~1812, Upper Canada) and Mariah 
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(b~1816, Upper Canada) Haynes, on November 30, 1862, probably in Cayuga Township, where both 
resided at the time. In 1871, they were living next to his brother George Alexander Crites. They remained 
in Canada West — Ontario until the mid-1880s, when they emigrated to Denver, Colorado. /851/, 1861, 
1871 and 1881 Canada Census; 1862 Haldimand County, Canada West, Marriage Record (identifies 
parents); 7881 Hamilton, Wentworth County, Ontario, Birth Record (Alice Matilda Crites identifying 
parents); 1886 Declaration of Intent; 1885 through 1915 Denver, Colorado, City Directories; 1900 and 
1910 US Census; 1904 US Naturalization Card; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Fairmount Cemetery, 
Denver). 


* Lucinda Crites (b1845, probably Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Canada West). 1861 Canada 
Census. 


* Helen Agnes Crites (1847, probably Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Canada West — November 
25, 1906, Toronto, York County, Ontario) married George W. Thompson (1836, Upper Canada — January 
20, 1906, Toronto, York County, Ontario). /861/, 1881, 1891 and 1901 Canada Census; 1871 
Gainsborough Township, Lincoln County, Ontario, Birth Record (son John Fletcher Thompson identifying 
parents); 1906 (George 69Y; Helen 59Y) Toronto, York County, Death Records; 1906-07 Mt. Pleasant 
Cemetery Record; 1906 Toronto, York county, Ontario, Marriage Record (son Charles Thompson 
identifying parents); and 1913 Toronto, York County, Ontario, Marriage Certificate (daughter Mabel 
Thompson identifying parents). 


* Charlotte Amelia Crites (20) 1853, Indiana, Seneca Township, Haldimand County, Canada West — July 
17, 1900, Mt. Forest Township, Wellington County, Ontario) married widower Methodist New Connexion 
Rev. Reuben Judd Tyler (1826, Whitchurch, York County, Upper Canada - >April 6, 1891 <July 17, 1900), 
son of William Tyler and Sarah Roblin, on October 30, 1871, in Dunn Township, Haldimand County, 
Ontario. Charlotte identified her father as “John Frederick Crites and Louisa Maria Crites.””» Where she 
heard or came up with a different middle name than his parents gave him at birth is unknown, but has been 
repeated hundreds of times. I could not locate a death or burial record for Rev. Tyler. /86/, 1871, 1881 
and 1891 Canada Census; 1871 Dunn Township, Haldimand County, Ontario, Marriage Record; and 1900 
Mt. Forest Township, Wellington County, Ontario, Death Record (48Y, widow, born in Indiana, Ontario). 


¢ Henry Alfred Crites (35) (July 7, 1854, Indiana, Seneca County, Haldimand County, Upper Canada — 
September 2, 1931, Hamilton, Wentworth County, Ontario). In 1881, Henry was living with his mother 
and brother George, along with George’s son Herbert, in Hamilton, Ontario. He (35) married Hannah A. 
Robinson (25) (February 16, 1864, Unionville, Markham Township, York County, Canada West — March 
1, 1917, Simcoe, Norfolk County, Ontario), daughter of John and Margaret Robinson, on March 27, 1889, 
in Unionville, Ontario. 1867, 1871, 1881, 1891 and 1901 Canada Census; 1889 Markham Township, York 
County, Ontario, Marriage Record (identifies parents); 1917 Simcoe, Norfolk County, Ontario, Death 
Record (53Y 12D, born in Unionville, informant H. A. Crites, identifies parents); 1937 Hamilton, 
Wentworth County, Ontario, Death Certificate; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Oakwood Cemetery, 
Simcoe). 


*° Reid’s Loyalists, p76; 1861 and 1871 Wright Township, Ottawa County, Québec, Canada Census; and 
1880 Gracefield, Québec, Presbyterian Church Burial Record, p531. 


Unless they were twins, Christian Crites/Crytes UE and Christopher Crites/Crytes of Cornwall were the 
same person as reflected in two petitions for land filed on April 24, 1823, i.e. even before he received his 
OC on September 17, 1823:

“The Petiton of Christian Crites of Cornwall Upper Canada Yeoman. ... 
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“That your Petitioner is the son of George Crites of Lot number eight in the Second Concession of 
the Township of Cornwall a loyalist U-E. has arrived to the full age of 21 years, has taken the oath 
of allegiance as will appear by the annexed certificate and has never received any Land or order of 
Land from the Crown. Therefore your Petitioner prays your excellency will be pleased to grant 
him two hundred acres of the was Lands of the Crown ...”

He therefore humbly prays that Your Excellency will be graciously pleased to 
grant him Lot number nineteen of the south side of Fourth Street in the said Town of Cornwall.

Even though dated the same day, two different scriveners prepared each petition. Joseph Anderson, 
Chairman of the court of General Quarter Session, witnessed the mark/signature of each petition. Alexander 
Wilkinson was the Clerk of the Peace in the first petition, while Archibald McLean was the Clerk of the 
Peace in the second. Only the first petition contained the name of the father George Crites, and the Oath 
of Allegiance and Certification. “Christian Crites/Crytes” is the name of the petitioner throughout Petition 
#165. “Christopher Crites” only appears on the first page of the record of Petition #179, as his 
mark/signature is “Christian Crites.” “Christ. Crytes” appears as the file name for Petition #179. The dates 
of actions taken on each petition are the same. It appears Christ. Crytes was awarded the Town Lot. I 
suspect Petition #179 was a follow up/supplement to #165, as it was not a stand alone document containing 
the required recitation of UEL status, oath and certification. The date and age stated in the petition support 
an 1801-02 year of birth, which is supported by the OC date of September 17, 1823. 


Christian/Christopher Crites (Crytes/Krietz/Crite) married Mary (Marie) Ann (Mariane) Ferrand 
(Feren/Ferron/Fernay) (1805, Upper Canada — July 10, 1895, Montcerf, Wright County, Québec), and 
appear to have moved to Buckingham (Township) in western Lower Canada, which is about 30km northeast 
of Gatineau, Québec, and Ottawa, Ontario (which are located across the Ottawa River from each other), 
sometime in the late 1820s. They had ten known children;* at least four of whom married children of 
Francois Ethier (1808, Lower Canada — 1883, Québec) and Magdaline Albert (1811, Lower Canada - 1890, 
Québec). 1861 and 1871 Wright Township, Ottawa County, Canada East/Québec, Canada Census; and 
1895 Registry of Hull, Québec, Burial Record, (Mary Ann Ferrand (Kreitz, aged 90Y), pp 46-47.

* Eleazor (Isidore) Crites/Crytes/Kritz/Kritez (1828, probably Buckingham (30km northeast of Gatineau), 
Gatineau County, Lower Canada; bap August 4, 1831* — September 13, 1913, Wausaukee, Marinette 
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County, Wisconsin) married twice. 1/861 Canada Census; 1880, 1900 and 1910 US Census; 1905 
Wisconsin Census; 1913 Wausaukee, Marinette County, Wisconsin, Death Record; and September 1913 
Wausaukee Independent Obituary. 


*Eleazor and Michael Crites/Crytes may have been twins, as they were baptized together, and both were 
stated to be trois (3) years old. 1831 Montebello, Papineau, Lower Canada, Baptism Record, #s 100 and 
101. 


M#1 Aglaé (Adelaide) Renaud (bap April 7, 1832, Ste Therese de Blainville — August 19, 1906, Montcerf, 
Wright County, Québec), daughter of Jean Baptiste Renaud and Charlotte Valade, in 1848. They had six 
known children: Christopher (b~1848; Edward (b~1849); Albert (b~1853); William (b~1855); Mary 
(b~1857) and Isadore (b~1859) Crites. In 1861, the family was living in Bouchette Township, Ottawa 
County, Canada East, which is located about 110km north of Gatineau/Ottawa. A seventh child (Louis 
(b~1869)) is identified in the 1877 Canada Census, where Aglaé Crites (38) was still living in Bouchette 
Township, stating she is a widow. However, Eleazor/Isadore Crites was alive and either living with or 
married to his second wife, whose children overlapped with Louis. 1832 Ste Therese de Blainville Baptism 
Record; 1861, 1871 and 1891 Canada Census; and 1906 Montcerf, Québec, Burial Record, p347 (wife of 
Isadore Kreitz deceased). 


M#2 Anastasie/Octavia Charron (October 4, 1846, Canada East; bap October 5, 1846, Notre Dame of 
Ottawa — July 12, 1924, Chicago, Cook County, Illinois), daughter of Charles Charron and Theoliste 
Gauthier, in 1869, in Québec, where they had three children born: Rosie/Ida (b1867); Janice (b1869); and 
Napolean (b1870) Kriste/Kritz/Kritez. Even though Octavia stated it was her first marriage; Anastasia 
“Octavia” Charron was married to Samuel Vincent Desjean/Deschamps, in 1862, in Maniwaki, Ottawa 
County, Canada East. They emigrated to the United States in 1871-72, and were in Wisconsin as of 1878.

¢ Michael Crites/Crytes (1828, probably Buckingham, Gatineau County, Lower Canada; bap August 4, 
1831* — March 10, 1910, Gracefield, Wright County, Québec) married Emelie (Philemine) Ethier 
(November 10, 1841, Bernharnois, Canada East — June 6, 1891, Gracefield, Wright County, Québec), on 
June 21, 1861, in Gracefield. In 1891, they were living next to his brother David Crites in Pontiac County, 
Québec. 1861, 1871 and 1891 Canada Census; 1910 Gracefield, Québec, Burial Record (85Y); 1894 
Gracefield, Québec, Marriage Record (son Louis Crites identifying parents); and 1936 Cochrane County, 
Ontario, Death Certificate (daughter Emelia Crites Jette identifying parents). 


*Eleazor and Michael Crites/Crytes may have been twins, as they were baptized together, and both were 
stated to be trois (3) years old. 1831 Montebello, Papineau, Lower Canada, Baptism Record, #s 100 and 
101. 


* David Crites/Crytes (April 17, 1833-36, Buckingham, Gatineau County, Lower Canada — May 9, 1922, 
Gracefield, Wright County, Québec) married Mathilde (Esther) Ethier (September 20, 1838, Bernharnois, 
Lower Canada -<June 21, 1921, Pontiac or Wright County, Québec), daughter of Francois Ethier and 
Magdaline Albert. In 1871, their family was living next to his parents, and his siblings James, Alexander, 
Albert and Ellen Crites. /86/, 1871, 1891 (next to his brother Michael), 1907 and 1921 (80Y, single 
(widower)) Canada Census; Gracefield, Québec, Marriage Record (son Alexander Crites identifying 
parents); and 1868(?) (son William Crites, 2Y, identifying parents) and 1938 (daughter Matilde Crites 
identifying parents) Gracefield, Québec, Burial Records.

* James Cries/Crytes (1841, Buckingham, Gatineau County, Canada East — September 1925, Gracefield, 
Wright County, Québec) was living in his parent’s home in 1861 and 1871. In 1891, at age 50, James was 
living with his brother George’s family in Wright Township, Ottawa County, Québec, where he was also 
living in 1921 (with George’s son Michael and his brother George). He apparently never married. /86/, 
1871, 1891 and 1921 Canada Census; and 1925 Gracefield, Québec, Burial Record.

They 
emigrated to the United States in 1885-86, and Octave became a naturalized US citizen on October 29, 
1892. They had thirteen children. /861 (Christeen with family), 7871 (next to her parents and siblings) 
and 1881 Canada Census; ___ Maniwaki, Canada East, Baptism Record (son Octave identifying parents);

East — July 25, 1946, Montcerf, Wright County, Quebec) married Alexandre Dupont (August 9, 1853, 
Canada East — March 1, 1936, Montcerf, Wright County, Quebec), son of Louis-Charles Dupont and Julie 
Briscotte Godin). 1861, 1871, 1891, 1901, 1911 and 1921 Canada Census; and Gracefield, Ottawa County, 
Baptism Records (daughter Laure Dupont and son Ludger Dupont identifying parents).

Cain/Kain UE (d~1804, Charlottenburgh Township, Glengarry County, Upper Canada) and Elizabeth 
Prentice of Charlottenburgh, widow of George Crites Jr. UE (died 1828, Cornwall Township, Stormont 
County, Upper Canada), and Michael’s brother. ““Widow Crytes” (either Lenah Cain Crites or her mother- 
in-law Margaret Cryderman Crites) is also listed in the 1829 Census for Cornwall and Roxborough 
Townships. Lenah Kain Crites didn’t die before Michael Crites married Isabella McLeod, and she never 
would have been a widow of Michael Crites. /85/ (Mrs. George Crites, 62), 1867 (70, widow) and 1871 
(Laney Crites, 80, in the home of daughter Eliza Crites Kirk) Canada Census; and 1873 Cornwall 
Township, Stormont County, Ontario, Death Record (Lenna Crites, 84Y, widow).

Isabella’s death. On November 5, 1860, he married Catherine Elizabeth Eamer** (April 17, 1837, Cornwall 
Township, Stormont County, Upper Canada — October 6, 1908, Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario), 
daughter of “Matthias Eamer” (son of Peter Amer/Eamer and Maria Catrina Gallinger) and “Elizabeth 
Barkley.” In 1871, his father Michael Crites was living with him. See EN760. 1837 (George Michael 
Crites Jr. and Catherine Elizabeth Eamer) Trinity Anglican Baptism Records (see Appendix B); 1851, 1871 
and 1901 Canada Census; 1860 Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Canada West, Marriage Record;

Cemetery “Catherine Eamer’’); 1938 (son Donald Angus Crites identifying parents), 1939 (son George

Donald Angus Crites identifying parents). 


*This was probably Donald MacLeod and Eunice Christie who were married on January 9, 1838 in St. 
John’s Presbyterian Church, Cornwall, and witnessed by Michael Crits/Crites. Donald MacLeod/McLeod 
may have been Isabella McLeod Crites brother. 1838 St. John’s Presbyterian Marriage Record, No. |. 


**Tn January 1852, “Catherine Gallinger’” was living with her widowed mother “Mrs. Mathias Gallinger.” 
Catherine Elizabeth Eamer’s 1837 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record is in the name of “Eamer,” and her 
parents are identified as Mathias and Elias Eamer. Her 1860 marriage record states she was the daughter 
of “Mathias and Elizabeth (Barkley) Gallinger.” In 1870, daughter Catherine Clarisse Crites birth record 
identified her as “Catherine Gallinger.” After 1870, every record I located stated her maiden name was 
“Catherine Eamer,” which is documented in her Trinity Anglican baptism record. Her gravemarker bears 
the name of “Catherine Eamer.” What probably occurred was her father Matthias Eamer died after her 
birth (some say on June 10, 1848, which is undocumented), and her mother Elizabeth Barkley Eamer 
married Mathias Gallinger (whose parents I have been unable to positively identify). Mathias Gallinger 
would have died before January 12, 1852, the enumeration date of the first Canada Census.

“CRITES, George Michael 

The death of George M. Crites, of his Majesty's Customs Service, which occurred on Friday the 
17th inst., [17 Jun 1910] removes from our midst one of Cornwall's oldest and most highly 
esteemed residents. Although in his seventy-fourth year, he was about and apparently in the 
enjoyment of his usual health until within a few days of his demise and the announcement of his 
passing away was a shock to the community in which he was so universally respected. The late 
Mr. Crites was born in the Township of Cornwall on Jan. 7th, 1837. When a young man, he went 
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to the Georgian Bay District and engaged in the lumber business. After spending some time there 
he returned to his old home, and a few years later he married Catharine Eamer, eldest daughter of 
the late Matthias Eamer. His wife died less than two years ago. Shortly after their marriage they 
took up residence in the Town of Cornwall and Mr. Crites was engaged with the late Andrew 
Hodge, contractor, who at that time had the contract for the building of the piers at the head of the 
Longue Sault Rapids. He was also with Mr. Hodge when that gentleman was building the Stormont 
Cotton Mill, which was destroyed by fire in 1874, being afterwards rebuilt. Mr. Crites was 
appointed by the Dominion Government as Inspector of Weights and Measures, a position he filled 
for two years, and on removal of the office to Ottawa he was appointed to the position of Customs 
Inspector, holding the office until his death. Mr. Crites was an ardent supporter of athletics and 
always took an active interest in the Cornwall Lacrosse Club being a member of the Executive 
Committee of that organization for a number of years. Several of his sons were prominent among 
the players of the team in its palmiest days, assisting in winning first the intermediate championship 
and then the senior championship of the world. He was a prominent member of several fraternal 
societies, having served Financier of Cornwall Lodge, A.O.U.W., for twenty-one years, during 
which time he devoted himself most zealously to the advancement of the interests of this very 
worthy order. The members have given proof of their appreciation of the valuable service he 
rendered in his lifetime, and they marked their warm regard for him by an exceedingly large 
assemblage at the funeral to pay a parting tribute of respect. There was also a very representative 
gathering of the citizens generally and the cortege was one of the largest ever seen in Cornwall. 
The service, at Trinity (Memorial) Church, was conducted by the Rector, Rev. J. T. Stiles. The 
pall-bearers were Messrs. Roland Snetsinger, Alex. Eamer, J. B. Atchison, A. E. Evans, John 
McCracken and David Lewars. The late Mr. Crites is survived by ten children, six sons and four 
daughters, all of whom were with him in his last days with the exception of one daughter, Miss 
Clara Crites, who resides in California. The other members of the family are Messrs. Walter, 
Donald and George O aka: Q Crites of Cornwall; John, of Lewiston, Maine USA. William P. and 
David M. of Montreal; Mrs. J. A. McRae, Sarnia, Ont.; Eliza Marie (Wallace) Carpenter, and Mrs. 
David Girey, Cornwall. The six sons are all men of stalwart build, and they formed a conspicuous 
group in the funeral procession as they followed the remains of their father to the grave. Many 
beautiful flowers were sent by sympathizing friends of the family.” The Cornwall Standard, 24 
June 1910. 


¢ Angus McLeod Crites (July 4, 1839, possibly Massena, St. Lawrence County, New York — September 28, 
1904, Sacramento, Sacramento County, California) was living with Peter and Catherine Gallinger Eamer 
in January 1852. The Eamers were the parents of Catherine Elizabeth Eamer, who married Angus’ brother 
George Michael Crites. On August 30, 1870, in Visalia, Tulare County, California, Angus McLeod Crites 
married Louisa Maria Jewett (January 19, 1833, Weybridge, Addison County, Vermont — November 5, 
1932, Kern County, California), who arrived in Kern County in 1866 and was its first woman teacher. She 
was the daughter of Solomon Wright Jewett (1801, Vermont — 1894, California) and Fidelia Bell (d1838, 
Vermont). 1839 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B); History and Genealogy of the Jewetts 
of America, by Fred. Clarke Jewett, p476 (1908); 1857 Canada Census (born in Upper Canada); 1870 
Tulare County, California, Marriage Record; 1900 US Census (born in New York); 1904 Funeral Home 
Record; September 29, 1904, The Bakersfield Morning Echo Death Notice; and November 7, 1932, The 
Fresno Bee Obituary. 


* David (William D./David) Crites (April 26, 1841, Ogdensburg, St. Lawrence County, New York — March 
24, 1917, Gilford, Hill County, Montana) who variously claimed he was born in Upper Canada and New 
York, possibly because, as his obituary stated, he moved to Cornwall from New York when he was a boy. 
During the Civil War he returned to the US, and afterwards returned to Canada. He married 
Ann/Anna/Annie Ruston (December 16, 1843, Albion, Peel Township, Wellington County, Canada West 
— January 6, 1914, Gilford, Hill County, Montana), daughter of Robert (b~1800, England) and Mary 
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(b~1819, Ireland) Ruston, probably around 1862-63. His movements (i.e. he was a voyageur) as described 
in his obituary are confirmed by census records. In 1881, his father Michael was living in their home. 1841 
Trinity Anglican Baptism Record, 1847 Wesleyan Methodist Baptism Record; Appendix B; 1851 (Ruston),

Township, Glengarry County, in January 1852. He was resident of Midland when he married Elizabeth 
(Lizzie) Cathcart (March 14, 1855, Cartwright Township, Durham County, Canada West — January 14, 
1939, Fort William, Thunder Bay District, Ontario), a resident of Fay Township, Northumberland County, 
daughter of Isaac Cathcart and Sarah Brown, on August 16, 1882, in Penetanguishene, Simcoe County, 
Ontario. 1845 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B); 1851, 1881, 1891, 1901, 1911 and 1921 
Canada Census; 1882 Simcoe County, Ontario, Marriage Record; 1910 Sudbury, Sudbury District, 
Ontario, Death Record (Daniel Crytes); and 1939 Fort William, Thunder Bay District, Ontario, Death 
Certificate (T4Y). 


*For unknown reasons, “Daniel” always claimed he was born on April 2, 1852. However, his father was a 
widower as of January 12, 1852, and he identified his parents as Michael Crytes and Elizabeth McLeod. 


“ Christeen/Christiana/Christy Ann Crites UE received her OC on May 7, 1829, and filed a land petition 
on April 28, 1829, as the daughter of George Crites, deceased, stating she was over age 21, requesting 200 
acres of Crown waste land. She married Francis Clark (bap July 27, 1806, Trinity Anglican Church, 
Comwall — April 27, 1890, Moscow Township, Hillsdale County, Michigan), son of William and Elizabeth 
Clark, probably around 1830. They lived in Brasher and Norfolk, St. Lawrence County, New York, and 
had five known children; the first Barbara Clark (b1831/32, New York) and the last Louisa Ellen Clark 
(August 21, 1847, Brasher, St. Lawrence County, New York — April 14, 1928, Moscow Township, Hillsdale 
County, Michigan). Christeen Crites Clark died before June 1, 1860, when her family, sans Christy Ann, 
was living in Wheatland Township, Hillsdale County, Michigan. 1806 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record

“83 Membership of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 1830-1848, probably originating with 
his sister Catherine Crites.

“44 1812 Trinity Anglican Baptism Record (see Appendix B). 


“451784 and 1786 Provisioning Lists in which he may be one of the sons, as in 1784 he would have been 
ten, and his brothers John (17 or 18) and Henry (16); and in 1786 Georg would have been eleven, John 19, 
and Henry 18. Neither John nor Henry are separately listed on either Provisioning List, so one may assume 
they were living with their widowed mother. Both John and Henry were living on separate lots/concessions 
as of February 1789. No records could be located for Georg Felda Cryderman’s existence after 1786, if he 
is one of the two sons over ten on the 1784 and 1786 Provisioning Lists, as he is not on any land petition 
or UEL list.

There are four mentions of James Bennet in Johnson's Rent Roll (which was part of his claim to the 
Americans for compensation): 


#1. James Bennet a tenant (£6 per year) and carpenter in Johnstown. On January 11, 1770, Sir William 
Johnson paid James Bennett £210, 1 Shilling, for carpentry work done at Johnstown Hall and Fort. Johnson 
Papers, Vol. 7, Page 339. On April 27, 1770, James Bennet is one of the “Names of those who are to be 
inserted in the Patent for the Northern Tract of 80 Thousand Acres, in the rear of Kingsborough, alias 
Stuarts purchase.” Johnson Papers, Vol. XII, Page 818.

Whether James Bennett who submitted the roll is the same person as James Bennet (A648) is unknown. 


In 1786, James Bennett of Johnstown, Mohawk River, now of Niagara, Québec, filed a claim stating: 
“during the rebellion he served on marches into Indian Country in Canada. Claim for a house, barn and lot 
at Johnstown; land in Albany Patent.” American Migrations, Page 180. 


Bennett, James of Johnstown, Mohawk River. Memorial, now of Niagara, Quebec, [1786]. 
During the rebellion he served on marches into Indian Country in Canada. Claim for a house, 
barn and lot at Johnstown; land in Albany Patent.

In Ontario People, James Bennet, deceased, is listed as a Loyalist in the Home District, which included the 
District of Niagara. File 7, Page 2; File 8, Page 193; and File 10, Page 207. James Bennett’s status as an 
UE Loyalist is further confirmed by the VELAC.

I am currently unable to determine which above James Bennet’s, if any of them, were the father of Olive 
Bennet; although the James Bennet from Johnstown appears to be the most likely, and may have been the 
same as #2, as well as a Major. 


“49 «Hermanns Cryderman (Crithuman)” of the Eastern District, Cornwall, is on the November 9, 1789, list 
of original Loyalists whose names were presented at the first Council Chamber at Québec. Lunenburgh A 
and C; UELAC; Ontario People; and Reid’s Loyalists. According to the VELAC, Harmanus Cryderman 
was expunged on May 2, 1802, along with his mother, but was “restored on his Petition 31th October 1809 
read that day.”

* Alden Alguire [MD] (30) (February 7, 1865, Athens, Leeds County, Canada West — August 23, 1935, 
Belvidere, Boone County, Illinois), a medical student in Grand Forks, North Dakota, married Annie Bell 
McCallam MD (27) (May 1868, Caintown, Front of Yonge Township, Leeds County, Ontario — October 9, 
1950, Belvidere, Boone County, Illinois), daughter of Janet McCallum (August 21, 1844, St. Ninians, 
Scotland — October 22, 1933, Belvidere, Boone County, Ilinois; daughter of William McCallum and Jessie 
Ferguson; >1868 <1891 married James Herbison), on September 5, 1895, in Leeds County, Ontario. In 
1897, Alden graduated from Rush Medical College in Chicago, and Annie emigrated to the US in 1898. 
During World War I, Alden was a major in the US Army Medical Corps, and retired as a Lt. Colonel in the 
Medical Corps Reserve. He was a pioneer of the uses of x-rays. Annie McCallum Alguire M.D. was 
unusual for her gender in practicing medicine in the late 19th Century, which continued until a month before 
her death.

County, Connecticut — June 20, 1909, Bancroft, Hastings County, Ontario), son of William Henry Leavitt 
and Elizabeth Ann Stoddard, on March 9, 1869, in Farmersville. Thaddeus W. H. Leavitt authored the 
History of Leeds and Grenville, Ontario, from 1749 to 1879. 1851, 1861, 1871, 1881 and 1901 Canada 
Census; 1869 Leeds County, Ontario, Marriage Record (identifies parents); 1905 Toronto, York County, 
Ontario, Death Record 42Y, married); 1909 Bancroft Township, Hastings County, Ontario, Death Record 
(65Y, widower, identifies parents); and 1909 Mt. Pleasant Cemetery, Toronto, Internment Record. 


¢ Lory F. Brown is identified as a 14 year old female in the 7861 Canada Census, the same age as Cordelia, 
so she may be a twin. I could not locate any additional information for her. 


“8? Sarah Putnam was baptized on the same day as five of her siblings: Ann (b1788); Robert (b1790); 
Catherine (b1794); Lucretia (b1797); and Marie (b1799) Putnam. 1799 St. Andrews Presbyterian Church 
Baptism Records, #s 238-43; 1840 Trinity Anglican Burial Record; and Appendix B. 


This was Sarah Putnam’s second marriage. On April 10, 1812, she married, by virtue of a special license, 
Vincent Bouchette, in the Trinity Anglican Church Cormwall. For some reason, either annulment or death 
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of her husband, she went by her maiden name in April 1815, when she filed a petition for a grant of land. 
Since she was married on both occasions in the Trinity Anglican Church, Cornwall, I assume she met all 
criteria to be married a second time. See 1812 Trinity Anglican Marriage Record, #37 p5 359/519. 


“03 Ephraim/Effron Putnam married Miriam Douty on October 2, 1787, in the Schaghticoke, New York, 
Dutch Reformed Church.

Effron/Ephraim Putman was a soldier in the KRRNY, is on the Old UEL List and is listed by the VELAC 
as “proven.” Reid’s Loyalists, pp 257-258. 


Efferon Putnam is on the 7785 Muster Roll, and was awarded Lot 19 of the 4th Concession on McNiff’s 
1786 Map, as a single man according to the 1786 Provisioning List. In an interesting twist, in 1894, a 
Daniel Putnam, possibly a grandson or great grandson, filed an application for membership in the Michigan 
Society of the U. S. Sons of the American Revolution, based upon Ephraim (Ephron) Putnam allegedly 
being a private in the “Green Mountain Boys” Militia commanded by Ethan Allen, during the early days of 
the American Revolution, when with Connecticut Col. Benedict Arnold, it captured the strategically 
important military posts at Fort Ticonderoga, Crown (now West) Point and Fort George, in New York. 
State of Vermont Rolls of the Soldiers in the Revolutionary War 1775-1783, Page 832 (1904). The Green 
Mountain Boys Militia was originally formed in 1770 to protect land patents granted by New Hampshire 
from New York officials, who disputed New Hampshire’s right to grant land west of the Green Mountains; 
as Vermont was not a separate province at the time. It is possible that Effron Putnam served with the Green 
Mountain Boys during the early parts of its existence and even the early years of the Revolution, and then 
switched sides. However, it has to be pretty unusual that a man who obtained an Order-in-Council in 1789 
and free land in Cornwall Township in 1786, which he reaffirmed in 1796 according to Ontario People 
(#493 next to Henry Gallinger), would have agreed with his descendant applying for S.A.R. membership 
as a result of his enlistment in the Green Mountain Boys.

¢ Wallace Alexander Loney (32) (September 7, 1856, Charlottenburg Township, Glengarry County, Canada 
West — February 7, 1937, General Hospital, Cornwall, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario) 
married Elizabeth Ann Kennedy (24) (February 14, 1867, Charlottenburgh or Kenyon Township, Glengarry 
County, Canada West — 1959, Ontario), daughter of Hugh J. Kennedy and Elizabeth Tombs, on April 14, 
1891, in Cornwall. 1861, 1871, 1881, 1901, 1911 and 1921 Canada Census; 1891 Cornwall, Stormont 
County, Ontario, Marriage Record (identifies parents); 1937 Cornwall Township, Stormont County, 
Ontario, Death Record (82Y 5M, married, identifies parents); February 8, 1937, The Montreal Gazette 
Obituary; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Woodlawn Cemetery, Cornwall (Wallace); and Gravemarker 
St. Andrews United Church Cemetery, Martintown (Elizabeth Ann)). 


91 Jane Cryderman married George Smith (1813-15, New York — April 3, 1896, Watertown, Jefferson 
County, New York), son of William Smith (1777, Connecticut — November 24, 1858, Watertown, Jefferson 
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County, New York) and Alice Nash (1788, Massachusetts — 1822, New York), probably around 1835-36. 
On June 12, 1865, George Smith, a widower, stated he was the father of seven children; presumably with 
Jane Cryderman. However, some have him marrying Amanda M. Rockwell circa 1836, which I have been 
unable to verify. In the 1840 US Census for Watertown, New York, the family had five members: one male 
born between 1811-20; one female born between 1811-20; one female born between 1821-25 (who couldn’t 
have been a child); and two males born between 1836-40, who were presumably their first children. They 
assert George Smith married Jane Cryderman, on June 20, 1842, in Massena, St. Lawrence County, New 
York. In the 1865 New York Census, Mary A. Smith born in October 1864 (8/12 years of age in June 1865), 
is listed as George’s child (a gap of fifteen years between children (unless others had been born and died), 
when Jane Cryderman Smith would have been 46 years old — if she was alive), as is Rose Smith 
(28=1836/37). I believe Mary A. Smith was the daughter of George’s son William N. Smith and Rose 
(McAdam?) Smith (see below), and that the census incorrectly stated their relationship to George Smith. 
On January 6, 1870, George Smith married Anna Marie Johnson (March 1837, New York — December 5, 
1923, Watertown, Jefferson County, New York), daughter of Annie M.__ Johnson (b1794, Vermont). 
None of the Smith-Cryderman children were living with them in 1870. 1840, 1850, 1860, 1870, 1880, 
1900, 1910 and 1200 US Census; 1855, 1865 and 1875 New York Census; 1859 Jefferson County Surrogate 
Court Records; 1888 Watertown, New York, City Directory; 1896 and 1923 Watertown, Jefferson County, 
New York, Death Records; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarkers (George Smith and Anna M. Smith) 
Brookside Cemetery, Watertown, New York). 


¢ William N. Smith (May 20, 1837, Watertown, Jefferson County, New York — September 1, 1864, 
Thibodeaux, Lafourche Parish, Louisiana), single, aged 24 and a machinist, enlisted as a private in 
Company A of the 35th New York Infantry Regiment on June 11, 1861, for two years. He mustered out at 
Elmira, New York, in June 1863. On November 20, 1863, he re-enlisted as a private with the 18th New 
York Cavalry Regiment for three years. In between his service, he probably married Rose McAdam (March 
1836, Franklin County, New York — August 25, 1906, Canandaigua, Ontario County, New York), daughter 
of Nancy McAdam (1799-1881), possibly in Canandaigua. They had a daughter Mary A. Smith (b October 
1864). Corporal William N. Smith probably died from disease while serving near New Orleans. His wife 
Rose Smith filed for a widow’s pension on November 29, 1864. As of June 12, 1865, she was living with 
the George Smith family in Watertown, New York, where she and their daughter are erroneously listed as 
children of George Smith. Her census entry states she was a widow, was married once and had one child; 
presumably to William N. Smith with Mary A. Smith as their child. However, also listed in the census is 
William Smith (27), a machinist, also identified as George’s child, who was married once, had no children, 
and was “formerly in the army.” William Smith was also listed in “Section II. Additional Inquiries 
Relating to Officers and Enlisted Men, now in the Military or Naval Service of the United States,” for both 
of his enlistments. I don’t know why William Smith was listed in the non-mortality section of the census 
(which is to “include as in the family those absent in the army and navy”), as his family knew he was dead 
as of November 1864, unless the enumerator was instructed to include individuals who had died in the year 
before June 1, 1865, which would explain the entry, including being married at the time of his death, and 
his then unborn daughter not being listed as a child of his. 1840, 1850, 1860 and 1900 (Widow Rose Smith 
(64, born March 1836, New York, one child (not alive), parents born in Ireland, in home of her sister Nancy 
McCormick, in Canandaigua) US Census; 1855 and 1865 New York Census; 1863 Watertown, New York, 
City Directory (William N. Smith, machinist); Watertown Town Clerk Register of Men Who Served in the 
Civil War; US Civil War Record; US Civil War Pension Index; and 1890 Veterans Schedule US Census. 


“SMITH, WILLIAM N.— Age, 26 years. Enlisted, November 20, 1863, at Denmark; mustered in 
as private, Co. L, November 25, 1863, to serve three years; appointed corporal, March 20, 1864; 
died, September 1, 1864, at Thibodeaux, La.” Roster of the Eighteenth New York Cavalry, Report 
of the Adjutant General, p1324. 
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“Eighteenth Cavalry ..., known as the Corning Light Cavalry, was organized in the summer of 
1863 at New York city for three years’ service. The companies of which it was composed were 
largely recruited in New York city, though the counties of Albany, Jefferson, Lewis, Franklin, 
Herkimer and Erie also contributed men. The various companies were mustered into the U. S. 
service at Staten Island, Fort Columbus in N. Y. harbor, and Elmira, between July 18, 1863, and 
Feb. 3, 1864. The regiment left the state by detachments from Sept., 1863, to Jan., 1864. It was 
stationed in the defenses of Washington until Feb. 1864, when it was ordered to the Department of 
the Gulf and was there assigned to the 5th cavalry brigade, Arnold's division, 19th corps. It took 
part in the Red River campaign, in which it was repeatedly in action, meeting with its severest 
losses at Sabine crossroads and at Yellow bayou. At the battle of Sabine crossroads a squadron 
under Capt. William Davis was warmly engaged, fighting bravely, and losing 12 in killed, wounded 
and missing, and at Yellow bayou the regiment sustained a loss of 40, of whom 33 were reported 
missing. On its return from this expedition the regiment was stationed at La Fourche, La., until the 
following spring. ... After the close of hostilities the regiment was on duty in Mississippi and 
Texas until mustered out at Victoria, Tex., May 31, 1866. Its losses during service were | officer 
and 14 men killed and died of wounds; 2 officers and 202 men died of disease, accident, in prison, 
etc., the total number of deaths being 219.” New York State Military Museum citing A History of 
Military Affairs in the Loyal States, 1861-65.

County, Ontario), daughter of George Bender and Elizabeth Ruby Eamer, both residents of Winchester 
Township, on February 18, 1863, in Dundas County, Canada West. 1850 and 1860 US Census; 1855 New 
York Census; 1863 Dundas County, Canada West, Marriage Record (identifies parents); 1851, 1861, 1871, 
1881, 1891, 1901 and 1911 Canada Census; 1920 (81Y 6M, born October 15, 1838, Stormont, married, 
identifies father) and 1929 (86Y 9M 18D) Bruce County, Ontario, Death Records; and Find-a-Grave

“4 Catherine Amanda Cryderman married James Fitzpatrick (May 2, 1823, Charlottenburgh Township, 
Glengarry County, Upper Canada — >April 2, 1871 <April 4, 1880, Charlottenburgh Township, Glengarry 
County, Ontario), son of William Fitzpatrick and Mary Casselman, on April 29, 1845, in Charlottenburgh 
Township. James Fitzpatrick and Catherine Amanda Cryderman had ten known children. In 1852, the 
family was in Cornwall Township, but as of 1860 was living in Norfolk, St. Lawrence County, New York, 
where James was a blacksmith. By 1871, the family was in Charlottenburgh Township, as was widow 
“Amanda Fitzpatrick,” and two of her sons William and Obediah, in 1881. 1823 and 1827 Trinity Anglican 
Baptism Records; 1845 Trinity Anglican Marriage Record; Appendix B; 1851, 1871 and 1881 Canada 
Census; 1860 US Census (Norfolk, St. Lawrence County, New York); and 1890 Cornwall Township, 
Stormont County, Ontario, Death Record. 


The 1890 Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario, Death Record for Amanda Fitzpatrick,* a 63 
year old farmer’s widow, born in Charlottenburg Township (which is incorrect), who died the last day of 
1889, is clearly Catherine Amanda Cryderman Fitzpatrick. I could not locate any documentation for the 
death of James Fitzpatrick on April 29, 1875, or any other date, in Cornwall, which is also repeated dozens 
of times. His family was clearly in Charlottenburgh Township between 1871 and 1881, and he was alive 
(and thus in Charlottenburgh Township) on the former date. 


*Catherine Amanda Cryderman Fitzpatrick did not die in November 1901, in Kent, Grey County, Ontario, 
as has been repeated dozens, if not hundreds, of times. The 1901 death record is under the name of 
Catherine Cryderman (b~1824), who was the wife of John Cryderman. To complicate matters further, 
alleged researchers referenced documents, primarily census records, for both Catherine Cryderman, wife 
of John, and Catherine Amanda Cryderman Fitzpatrick to support their other flawed postings. 


¢ Catherine A. Fitzpatrick (b1845-46, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Canada West). She is listed 
as living with her parents in Charlottenburgh Township on April 2, 1871, but her name is crossed out on 
the census page.

Fitzpatrick, in Brasher Falls, St. Lawrence County, New York, as of April 1, 1870. I could not determine 
what happened to the family. 7857 and 1871 Canada Census; and 1860 and 1880 US Census. 


* John A. Fitzpatrick (24) (b1847-48, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Canada West) married Mary 
Rowley (18) (b~1854, Canada West), daughter of Irish immigrants William Rowley (b~1821) and Margaret 
Harvey (b~1827), both of whom were residents of Wyebridge/Tiny, on April 3, 1872, in Barrie, Simcoe 
County, Ontario, in a double ceremony with his brother Robert Putnam Fitzpatrick and Anna Marcellus. 
His siblings, Robert Fitzpatrick and Anna Fitzpatrick, were the witnesses. He was not John Alexander 
Fitzpatrick (b March 1840-42), son of Hugh Fitzpatrick and Margaret Ross, who married Eliza Ann 
Farlinger, daughter of Nicholas Farlinger and Janet/Jane Kirk, in 1873, who emigrated to the US in 1884, 
and died in Mesa County, Colorado, who has been cited in hundreds of Ancestry® family trees.

¢ Obadiah Fitzpatrick (1866, Charlottenburg Township, Glengarry County, Canada West - >November 7, 
1898, British Columbia) was living with his mother and brother William in Charlottenburgh Township as 
of April 1881. In 1894, he was a resident of Carnduff, Saskatchewan, where he filed for a grant of land 
under the Homestead Act, on December 18, 1894, which was granted on November 7, 1898. His 
gravemarker only has his name. 1871 and 1881 Canada Census; Saskatchewan Homestead Grant Register; 
1894 Saskatchewan Residents Index; and Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Soda Creek Cemetery, British 
Columbia). 


“8 Sarah Ann Cryderman married John Henry Fitzpatrick (April 7, 1821, Charlottenburgh Township, 
Glengarry County, Upper Canada — January 26, 1900, Lincoln, Gustin Township, Alcona County, 
Michigan), son of William Fitzpatrick and Mary Casselman, brother of James Fitzpatrick, on November 7, 
1848, in the Trinity Anglican Church, Cornwall. They lived in Cornwall Township until sometime around 
1860, when John and Sarah Cryderman Fitzpatrick emigrated to St. Lawrence County, New York, and as 
of June 1870 resided in Norfolk, New York. By April 2, 1871, the family was in Cornwall, where the 
apparently stayed until 1898, when they emigrated/moved to Gustin Township, Alcona County, Michigan. 
Sarah Ann Cryderman and John Henry Fitzpatrick had twelve children, eleven of whom are known. /82/ 
and 1829 Trinity Anglican Baptism Records (see Appendix B); 1851, 1871, 1881 and 1891 Canada Census; 
1870 and 1900 US Census; 1900 (79Y 4M 6D, identifies parents) and 1904 (72Y 8M 18D, identifies 
parents) Lincoln, Gustin Township, Alcona County, Michigan, Death Certificates. 


¢ Emily F. Fitzpatrick (January 12, 1849, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Canada West — October 
10, 1851, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Canada West) only appears in the 7851 Canada Census. 
I have been unable to verify the specific dates of birth and death. 


¢ Henry H. Fitzpatrick (27) ( May 6/7, 1850, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Canada West — October 
1943. Earl Grey, Saskatchewan) married Louisa Adelaide Clarke (27) (June 1, 1852, Cornwall Township, 
Stormont County, Canada West — April 8, 1943, Earl Grey, Saskatchewan), daughter of Daniel Ellis Clarke 
and Catherine Ferguson, on November 15, 1881, in Cornwall. They moved to Saskatchewan around 1903. 
1851, 1871, 1881, 1891, 1901, 1911 and 1921 Canada Census; 1881 Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario, 
Marriage Record (identifies parents); 1903 Saskatchewan Homestead Grant Register; 1906 Saskatchewan

in 1886-88, and resided in Lincoln, Gustin Township, Alcona County, Michigan, when John, who was 
possibly a reverend, moved to Oregon in 1907, with his family following. 1871 and 1881 Canada Census;

He emigrated to Michigan in 1893, and as of June 1, 1900, was a single man living with his mother 
and brother James in Gustin Township, Alcona County, Michigan. However, William N. Fitzpatrick was 
probably married twice. The last record I could locate for William N. Fitzpatrick was his brother James 
Alexander Fitzpatrick’s death certificate where he was the informant. 1870 and 1900 US Census; 1881 
and 1891; and 1916 Gustin Township, Alcona County, Michigan, Death Certificate. 


M#1 William Fitzpatrick married Agnes Conibear (May 12, 1866, Lachine, Québec, Canada East — October

They had three children: Eva Jane Fitzpatrick (November 
14, 1883, Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario - >June 1, 1931, probably Cornwall, Stormont County, 
Ontario); Violet Amanda Fitzpatrick (June 27, 1886, Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario — January 15, 
1887, Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario); and male Fitzpatrick (1887 — April 5, 1889, 
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Charlottenburgh Township, Glengarry County, Ontario). On December 17, 1890, William Conibear was 
the informant for the death records of his daughter Annes Conibear Fitzpatrick and his two year old male 
grandson. On April 6, 1891, William Fitzpatrick, aged 27, born in the US, a widower, farm laborer, was 
listed as living with his daughter Eva in Cornwall. However, William Fitzpatrick, son of John and Sarah 
Cryderman Fitzpatrick, aged 22, was also listed as living with his parents in Cornwall in 1891. More 
importantly, “Eva Fitzpatrick” (7) is also listed as the adopted daughter of William Fitzpatrick’s uncle and 
aunt, John and Harriet Cryderman McInnis, in Iroquois, Matilda Township, Dundas County, Ontario; which 
verifies William Fitzpatrick’s marriage to Agnes Conibear. In 1901, Eva Fitzpatrick was living with her 
widowed grandmother Jane Conibear, in Cornwall. Why he identified as single until his 1906 marriage in 
Alcona County, Michigan, is puzzling. 1881, 1891, 1901 (Eva), 19/1 (Eva) and 1931 (Eva) Canada 
Census; 1883 (Eva Jane Fitzpatrick, identifies parents) and 1886 (Violet Amanda Fitzpatrick, identifies 
parents) Cornwall Township, Stormont County, Ontario, Birth Record; 1887 Cornwall Township, Stormont 
County, Ontario, Death Record (Violet A. Fitzpatrick aged 6M); 1890 Charlottenburgh Township, 
Glengarry County, Ontario, Death Records (male Fitzpatrick and Agnes (Conibear) Fitzpatrick); and 1908 
Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario (daughter Eva Fitzpatrick married Robert J. Atcheson, identifies 
parents).

1881 and 1891 Canada Census; 1895 Cornwall, Stormont County, Ontario, 
Marriage Record (identifies parents); 1900 US Naturalization Record (Alfred H. Cornell); March 9, 1940, 
The Montreal Gazette Obituary (Margaret Anderson Cornell); 1944 and 1952 Brookline, Norfolk County, 
Massachusetts, Death Records; May 31, 1944, and March 26, 1952, The Boston Globe Death Notices; and 
Find-a-Grave (Gravemarker Walnut Hills Cemetery, Brookline).

On December 29, 1862, Harriet 
Cryderman was awarded a teacher’s certificate, at Chesterville. Harriet Cryderman (28) married John 
(James) McInnis (25) (December 18, 1838, Iroquois Township, Dundas County, Upper Canada — March

Elizabeth Cryderman did not die in Cornwall in 1849. She was not Elizabeth Ann (Betsy) Cryderman who 
died in 1876, in Port Sanilac, Sanilac County, Michigan), as that was the daughter of John Cryderman and 
Catherine Hartle. 


Elizabeth Cryderman never married John Eastman UE, as incorrectly claimed in Reid’s Loyalists, p98, 
which was sourced from the 18/2 St. Andrews Presbyterian Church Baptism Record, B106, for Rachel 
Eastman born August 23, 1812, and baptized on September 27, 1812. It is doubtful Hannah Eastman was 
an illegitimate child, as it is usually noted in the record. Elizabeth Cryderman would only have been 15-16 
years of age; and John Eastman had married Elizabeth Rachel Glassford on September 28, 1804, in the 
Trinity Anglican Church Cornwall. 1804 Trinity Anglican Marriage Record, p1 357/519. Rachel Eastman 
McNaught’s death record identifies her parents as John and Rachel (not Elizabeth) Eastman. 1899 St. Clair 
County, Michigan, Death Certificate.

Concessions are numbered with Roman 
Numerals (V, IV, etc.). When concessions do not run the length or 
width of the township because of water, they are usually labelled with 
letters (A, B, etc.). A gore is a part of a township that does not fit into 
the regular shape. Concessions are divided into lots that use Arabic 
numbers (3, 4, etc.). Originally lots were 200 acres, which could then 
be easily divided into parcels of 100 acres. The lots ran parallel to the 
road.

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Appendix B: COMPILATION OF BAPTISM, MARRIAGE & BURIAL RECORDS 
FOR THE GALLINGER, CRYDERMAN & EAMER FAMILIES (~1779 - ~1850) 


The following represents my effort to bring together multiple primary sources of information relating 
to the births, baptisms, marriages, deaths and burials for members of the Gallinger, Cryderman and Eamer 
families into one location with the source of the information identified. I have used publicly available 
source materials in this endeavor, which I acknowledge below. I believe this data is complete, but certainly 
not exhaustive, as there are period related non-internet, non-public and private materials which contain data. 
At some point I had to cut off the inquiry as my chapters on the Cryderman, Gallinger and Eamer families 
was tangential to my closer ancestors. My goal was to attempt to confirm the accuracy of information 
regarding births, baptisms, marriages, deaths and burials which is found in multiple publications and family 
trees, but for which a source is not identified. This work is generally focused on the townships of Cornwall, 
Williamsburgh, Osnabruck and Charlottenburgh, in the late 18th and early 19th centuries. Where a 
verifiable source or reference could not be located in the records described in this Appendix, I may have 
entered the name, date, location and/or relationship typically used (if it or they appear to be appropriate) of 
a child or spouse for whom there is a verified companion source (generally a marriage/spouse), but have 
shaded the entry to alert the reader of the unverified nature of the entry. However, please remember the 
information in the shaded entry may be accurate and available in other reliable sources, such as censuses, 
other birth, baptism, marriage and death records (such as those maintained by churches, after the creation 
of the Dominion of Canada, and those found for the Eastern and Johnstown Districts in FHL Film 
#008131524), gravemarkers, military records, bibles, private collections, etc. The abbreviations of the 
sources in the chart can be found in the following paragraphs, in which I detail each reference and its 
significance. Note: even though I could verify a child in a census, gravemarker, etc., if they were not 
identified in the records upon which this document is based, they were not included in the chart, but can be 
found in the text. For convenience, I have added the endnote number from the text corresponding to the 
same person in this appendix. 


The first, and most prolific, source are the baptism, marriage and burial records of the Cornwall Trinity 
Anglican Church from 1803 to 1846, consisting of almost a thousand pages, of which I read every line on 
every page. This document originated with Rector H. Patton upon arriving at the church in January 1846. 
Rector Patton either re-created, or had others under his direction re-create in a book(s), the church’s records 
of baptisms, marriages and burials, which had taken place prior to his arrival. The overwhelming number 
of these events occurred in the Cornwall church, although many baptisms occurred in the homes of the 
congregants. Even though many entries stated “Cornwall” as the place of an event, and residents living in 
town (in Concession I) called their home Cornwall, I have used the designation of “Cornwall Tp.,” at least 
until 1834, when the Town of Cornwall was officially and legally incorporated. The Library and Archives 
of Canada has a microfilm copy of the church records (MG 9, D7, Vol. 3-1) and the Family History Library, 
Film #008130403 (519 pages), also makes the records readily accessible. I have included the specific 
contents and location of each cited entry (“TA B” = baptism; “TA M” = marriage; and “TA Bur” = burial). 


The second most prominent source of information was the St. Andrews Presbyterian Church, 
Williamstown, records for 1779-1900 (baptisms and marriages), which are designated “SA B” (baptisms) 
and “SA M” (marriages). The number adjoining the B or M denotes the number of the event for the 
particular year (i.e. matched with the year of the event in the chart). 


Third are the Registers of the United Anglican Mission of Williamsburgh, Matilda, Osnabruck, and 
Edwardsburgh 1790-1886, which contain the baptism, marriage and burial records of the Evangelical 
Lutheran (“WEL”), Episcopalian (“WEP”), and United Anglican (“WUC”) Churches. The principal 
sources for access to these records were Gemmel & Walker (Gemmell.ancestors@sympatico.ca) and 
Bower-McBurney (bowergenealogy.ca). 


Additional information was derived from the Eastern District Marriage Records 1801-1865 (“ED”); 
Johnstown District Marriage Records 1799-1851 (“JD”); Marriage Notices of Ontario [1813-1854], by 
William D. Reid (“Reid’s Marriages”); and Ontario Marriage Notices by Thomas B. Wilson (“Wilson’s 
Marriages’’), covering the period 1830-1856.

APPENDIX D: ABOUT THE AUTHOR 


I am a “Baby Boomer” born to members of the “Greatest Generation,” which I believe remains 
an accurate label for my parent’s generation as it was when Tom Brokaw used the term as the title 
for a book. I grew up in the small town of Essexville, located on the Saginaw River in Bay County, 
Michigan. My father, who learned carpentry from his father, built a 1/2 story wood frame home 
on Sharpe Street, a dead end street, mostly by himself, working nights and weekends. Our 
neighbors were a mix of European ancestries, who worked at different occupations, many having 
also served during World War II, and had families, which produced over thirty children running 
around the neighborhood from dawn to dusk, before television with its three channels became 
widely available. My paternal grandfather, a custom home builder, and ethnic German, who 
emigrated from Volhynia, Russia, died in 1937, when my father was only fourteen years old, 
leaving his wife with three sons and four daughters; all of whom worked and contributed to the 
family. My father and both of his brothers served overseas in the armed forces during World War 
II, while their widowed, immigrant, German alien mother was home in Bay City. Before the war, 
my father, who had a high school education, started out as a clerk in a chemical storeroom at the 
Dow Chemical Company, in Midland, Michigan. He retired as a Research Engineer responsible 
for designing multiple buildings and complex processes in Dow’s Midland facility. 


Even though the Cold War with the Soviet Union was ever present, it didn’t affect our daily 
lives, which mostly consisted of playing in the woods and fields surrounding the neighborhood. 
By age twelve, I was cutting lawns around Essexville to earn money, and in the winter we shoveled 
driveways. The neighborhood was close knit and held a 4th of July picnic in the dead end street 
every year. After a year at Bay City Central High School, I became a member of Essexville Garber 
High School’s first graduating class in 1967. When I was fifteen, our neighbor Don Bremer, who 
managed a Kroger grocery store on Euclid Avenue on Bay City’s westside, gave me a part-time 
job bagging groceries and unloading semi-trucks by hand, which later transitioned into stocking 
shelves from midnight to 8:00 am. 


In the fall of 1967, I entered Michigan State University, where I had very unspectacular 
academic career, awesome social experiences, and did not get drafted to be sent to Vietnam. In 
June 1970, my friend Chuck Peterson and I jumped in his VW and headed west for the summer. 
We traveled to Yellowstone and Glacier National Parks, the Canadian Rockies, the West Coast 
and Sierras, Mexico, and the Southwest, until returning to East Lansing broke. After over three 
years, I left MSU when I ran out of money, and went to work in Bay City for the Michigan 
Department of Social Services as a caseworker, where I met my wife. We married in 1972, and 
have two sons and two grandsons; which inspired me to write genealogy books for posterity. I 
continued working for Social Services and graduated from Saginaw Valley State College with a 
degree in History. 


In 1980, I entered law school in Lansing, Michigan, and graduated first in my class in 1983. 
After a year as an associate in a Bay City law firm, myself and two others formed a law firm which 
lasted twenty four years; during nineteen of which I was City Attorney for the City of Bay City. 
My practice focused on civil litigation involving personal injury, construction law, and business 
disputes. I was one of the first attorneys in the country to successfully sue Dow Corning over its 
defective silicone gel breast implants. In 2006, I opened a solo law practice, which lasted until 
2013, when I retired to devote full-time to travel, photography and genealogy. 


I have witnessed the Great Migration in the Serengeti, Tanzania; mingled with mountain 
gorillas in Rwanda’s Volcanoes National Park; photographed the “Big 5” in Mala Mala, South 
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Africa, and Botswana’s elephants and leopards; and trekked the Namib Desert and Skeleton Coast. 
I have snorkeled with sharks in the Galapagos Islands; crossed the Drake Passage and kayaked 
below the Antarctic Circle; snorkeled in Australia’s Great Barrier Reef; traveled to the Outback 
and Uluru, including the famous Erldunda Resort; climbed the Sydney Bridge; and 
circumnavigated the South Island of New Zeeland. I have visited every state and most of Canada. 
I have photographed brown bears in Katmai, whales in the Inside Passage, as well as Denali and 
Wrangell St. Elias in Alaska. I photographed polar bears in Churchill, Manitoba. For 50 years, I 
have experienced Yellowstone’s winters, wolves, bears, canyons and thermals. 


Around the time I retired, I developed an interest in the genealogy and history of mine and my 
wife’s families, with research and writing becoming an enjoyable past time to this day. I have 
been extremely fortunate to connect with like-minded researchers who have graciously given me 
advice, hints and direction, as well as reviewed what I have written. 
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
